Art.  18  Fire  Truck.  We  favor  the  purchase  of  a fire  truck 
as  recommended  by  the  fire  engineers  and  if  the 
Town  votes  to  purchase  one  would  recommend  that 
the  Town  borrow  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  for  this  pur- 
pose— to  be  paid  in  five  yearly  installments  of  nine 
hundred  dollars  each,  beginning  in  1921. 

Art.  19  Electric  Siren.  Inasmuch  as  the  Fire  Engineers  have 
ordered  an  electric  siren  on  trial  we  await  their 
report  before  making  any  recommendation. 


Art.  22  Increasing  Pay  for  Firemen.  The  Fire  Engineers 
suggest  that  the  pay  be  advanced  to  65  cents  for 
Captains,  60  cents  for  Lieutenants  and  55  cents  for 
firemen,  per  hour,  and  we  recommend  that  the  Town 
take  favorable  action. 

Art.  33  Compensation  of  Election  Officers.  We  recommend 
the  compensation  as  favored  by  the  Selectmen,  name- 
ly, Clerks,  $6.00  per  day,  Wardens  and  Inspectors, 
$5.00  per  day. 

Basing  our  calculations  on  the  Town’s  valuation  of  1919, 
$2,487,472.00,  as  shown  by  the  Assessors’  book,  and  the  receipts 
from  the  State  of  the  same  amount  as  in  1919,  the  tax  rate  for 
1920  will  be  approximately  $19.00  per  thousand  if  the  sum  of 
$47,250.00  is  raised  as  recommended.

All  persons  are  respectfully  requested  to  examine  the  foregoing  reports 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  report  to  the  Town  Clerk  any  errors 
or  omissions  that  may  be  discerned  therein,  so  that  the  records  may  be 
corrected.  An  error  in  the  record,  other  than  a mistake  in  copying  a 
certificate  or  return,  can  be  corrected  only  in  accordance  with  a deposition 
under  oath,  made  by  one  who  was  required  by  law  to  furnish  the  information 
for  the  original  record  or  by  one  or  more  creditable  persons  having  knowledge 
of  the  case.  ( See  Revised  Laws,  Chapter  29,  Sections  9 and  14. ) 

Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  returned  without  the 
Christian  name.  In  such  cases  parents  should  return  the  name  to  the  Town 
Clerk  as  soon  as  selected,  as  incompleteness  of  the  record  may  occasion 
trouble  in  the  future. 

Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
Revised  Laws. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  29. 

Extracts  from  Sections  1,  3,  4,  6,  8 and  29. 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or  obtain  and  record 

* * * facts  relative  to  the  births  * * * in  his  city  or  town. 

Section  3 (as  amended  by  Chapter  280,  Acts  of  1912).  Physicians  and 
midwives  shall  make  and  keep  a record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases 
of  which  they  were  in  charge  and  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  birth, 
mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth 
occurred  a report  of  the  birth.  * * * If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the 
name  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the 
request  in  writing  of  both  the  father  and  mother  filed  with  the  return.  * * * 
The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five  cents  for  every 
birth  so  reported.  * * * A physician  or  midwife  who  neglects  to  make 

and  keep  the  record  hereby  required,  or  who  neglects  to  report  in  the  manner 
specified  above,  each  birth  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  shall  for  each 
offence  forfeit  a sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars.  * * * 

Section  4.  A member  or  servant  of  a family  in  which  a child  is  born, 
who  has  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  * * * shall  furnish  the  same 

upon  request  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  * * * or  of  any  person 

authorized  by  him.  Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten-  dollars. 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a child, 

* * * shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  city 
or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

Every  householder  is  required  to  give  notice  of  a birth  occurring  in  his 
house. 

Section  8.  Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
6,  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Section  29.  If  a marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between 
parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall 
within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the 
city  or  town  in  which  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a 
certificate  or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  relative  to 
marriages  which  are  required  by  law  and  for  neglect  thereof  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared  to  furnish 
parents,  householders,  physicians  and  midwives  applying  therefor  with 
blanks  for  return  of  births,  as  required  by  law.

The  attention  of  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  is  called  to  the  following 
sections  of  Chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by  Acts  of  1914, 
Chapter  198,  Section  4. 

Section  128.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  is  three  months  old 
or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  of  March,  cause  it  to 
be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first 
day  of  April  following,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
said  dog  is  kept.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner’s  name  and  its 
registered  number. 

Section  129.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  may,  at  any  time,  have  it 
licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following ; and  a person  who  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  after  the  first  day  of  April,  which  is  not  duly 
licensed,  and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  not  duly  licensed  which  becomes 
three  months  old  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  in  any  year  shall,  when 
it  is  three  months  old,  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed 
and  collared  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section.

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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  FEBRUARY  9,  1920. 


At  a legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Westford,  Mass., 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  held  at  the  Town  House,  Monday, 
February  9,  1920,  the  following  business  was  transacted  : 

1.  Sherman  H.  Fletcher  was  chosen  Moderator  and  was  sworn  by  the 
Town  Clerk. 

2.  T.  Arthur  E.  Wilson  and  William  O.  McDonald  appointed  Ballot 
Clerks  by  the  Selectmen,  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  received  from 
him  the  official  ballots,  and  gave  their  receipts  therefor.  Alonzo  H. 
Sutherland  and  John  M.  Fletcher  appointed  Tellers  by  the  Selectmen,  were 
sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  took  charge  of  the  ballot  box  and  check  list 
respectively. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  and  found  to  be  empty ; the  register  was 
placed  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  at  8 o’clock  A.  M.,  and  the  voters  pro- 
ceeded to  bring  in  their  ballots  for  the  officers  named  in  Article  2 of  the 
Warrant,  and  the  following  question,  “Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  Town?”  Upon  the  order  of  the  Moderator 
and  Town  Clerk  the  ballots  were  removed  from  the  ballot  box  before  the 
close  of  the  polls. 

It  was  voted  to  close  the  polls  at  1.10  P.  M.  The  polls  were  closed  at 
1.10  P.  M.  The  register  stood  at  60.  The  number  of  names  checked  upon 
the  Ballot  Clerk’s  list  was : Males,  60 ; Females,  0 ; Total,  60.

.3.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  as  printed. 

4.  Voted  that  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  be  accepted  as  printed. 

5.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  guide  boards  as 
printed. 

6.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  as  printed. 

7.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  School  Committee  as  printed. 

8.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as 

printed. 

Voted  that  the  unexpended  balance  on  hand,  together  with  the  receipts 
from  dog  licenses,  be  appropriated,  and  that  an  additional  sum  of  $1,300 
be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Library. 

9.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Burial 
Grounds  as  printed.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150,  as 
therein  requested. 

10.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Auditor  as  printed. 

11.  Voted  that  the  compensation  of  the  Tax  Collector  be  one  and 
one-fourth  per  cent,  of  the  amount  collected. 
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12.  Voted  to  appropriate  $3,000  and  raise  and  appropriate  $1,200  for 
the  repair  of  roads  and  bridges,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to 
adopt  the  patrol  system. 

13.  Voted  to  appropriate  $29,000  and  raise  and  appropriate  $3,000  for 
Town  debts  and  charges. 

14.  Voted  to  appropriate  $1,000  and  raise  and  appropriate  $2,500  for 
the  support  of  the  poor. 

15.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  unexpended  balance  of  last  year  and  the 
additional  sum  of  $15,000,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $23,500  for  the 
support  of  the  Public  Schools,  High  School  purposes,  school  text-books 
and  supplies,  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance of  and  miscellaneous  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  various 
school  houses  and  medical  inspection. 

16.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,100  for  destruction  of  gypsy 
and  brown-tail  moths,  and  elm  tree  beetles. 

17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $850  and  appropriate  the 
unexpended  balance  of  last  year  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  for  the  purchase  of  supplies. 

18.  Voted  unanimously  that  a Committee  consisting  of  the  Fire 
Engineers  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  purchase  a double 
tank  motor  apparatus,  trailers  and  other  necessary  equipment  for  the  same, 
the  cost  not  to  exceed  $4,500. 

Voted  unanimously  that  to  meet  the  indebtedness  to  be  incurred  under 
this  article  the  Town  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized,  empowered  and 
directed  to  borrow  a sum  not  exceeding  $4,500  at  a rate  of  interest  not  to 
exceed  6 per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  issue  therefore 
five  promissory  notes  each  in  the  same  principal  sum  payable  at  the 
expiration  of  oPe,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  from  the  date  thereof, 
each  note  to  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a majority 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

19.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $550  be  appropriated  to  purchase  one 
electric  siren  if  the  same  proves  satisfactory  after  being  thoroughly  tested. 

20.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $750  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
repairing  and  painting  the  cottage  house  located  on  the  premises  at  Westford 
Centre  purchased  Jby  th6  Town,  of  Henry  O.  Keyes,  by  deed  dated  July 
21,  1916. 

21.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  use  of  the  Lower  Town  Hall 
for  meetings  of  the  Boys’  Club  free  of  charge  one  evening  each  week  under 
proper  supervision. 

22.  Voted  to  rescind  the  vote  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
held  February  11,  1918,  whereby  it  established  the  compensation  of  the 
members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Voted  that  each  member  of  the  Fire  Department  including  the  Call 
Men,  shall  receive  a salary  of  $1.00  per  year.  For  services  attending  an 
alarm  of  fire  : Captain,  65  cents  per  hour ; Lieutenant,  60  cents  per  hour ; 
regular  firemen  and  any  Call  Men  taking  part,  55  cents  per  hour.  Time 
to  be  reckoned  from  time  of  leaving  Fire  House  until  dismissed  by  the 
Captain.  The  Steward  to  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $25.00  for  care  of 
equipment.  In  case  the  Steward  needs  assistance  to  clean  the  hose  carriage 
and  hose  after  a fire,  he  may  employ  any  fireman  at  the  rate  of  55  cents 
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per  hour.  For  the  use  of  a horse,  50  cents  per  hour,  but  not  less  than 
$1.00  for  any  alarm  ; for  the  use  of  an  automobile,  $1.00  for  attending  each 
alarm  of  fire.  The  Fire  Engineers  to  make  such  arrangements  as  are 
necessary  for  the  care  of  the  motor  apparatus. 

23.  Voted  unanimously  to  dismiss  this  article  which  was  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

24.  Voted  to  appropriate  $350  to  be  expended  for  band  concerts  at 
Graniteville,  Forge  Village  and  Westford  Centre. 

25.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  printed  and  that 
the  unexpended  balance  in  their  hands  be  appropriated  for  the  payment 
of  unpaid  bills. 

26.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  not  exceeding 
$50  as  compensation  for  a Fish  and  Game  Warden  in  the  event  one  is' 
appointed  for  the  Town. 

27.  Voted  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time,  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1920 
and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  any  debt 
or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said 
financial  year. 

28.  Voted  that  the  Collector  be  instructed  to  collect  all  taxes  according 
to  law  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  return,  at  the  expense  of  the  Town,  a 
receipted  tax  bill  when  paid. 

29.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  unexpended  balance  of  last  year  to 
contribute  to  the  cost  of  operation  and  fixed  charges  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  Branch  Line,  so  called,  of  the  Lowell  & Fitchburg  Street  Railway 
Company.

The  Tree  Warden  submits  the  following  report : 

January  1,  1921. 

During  the  last  year  my  work  has  consisted  of  cutting  brush  along  the 
roadside  and  corners.  Have  found  it  necessary  to  remove  many  dead  trees. 
The  slash  and  brush  law  should  be  known  by  every  one  in  regard  to  brush 
or  slash  next  to  roadside.

Law  Relating  to  Disposal  of  Slash  or  Brush  Following  Wood 
or  Lumber  Operation#. 

40-foot  Fire  Line  Required. 

1914,  101,  sect.  1.  Every  owner,,  tenant  or  occupant  of  land,  and 
every  owner  of  stum  page,  who  cuts  or  permits  the  cutting  of  wood  or  timber 
on  woodland  owned  or  occupied  by  him  or  on  which  he  has  acquired 
stumpage  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  which  borders  upon  the  woodland 
of  another  or  upon  a highway  or  railroad  location,  shall  clear  the  land  of 
the  slash  and  brush  wood  then  and  there  resulting  from  such  cutting  for 
such  distance,  not  exceeding  forty  feet,  from  the  woodland  of  such  other 
person,  highway  or  railroad  location  as  the  local  forest  warden  shall 
determine,  and  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  determine. 

Disposal  of  brush  along  highway. 

1914,  101,  sect.  2.  Any  person  who  cuts  or  causes  to  be  cut  trees  or 
brushes  or  undergrowth  within  the  limits  of  any  highway  or  public  road 
shall  dispose  of  the  slash  and  brush  wood  then  and  there  resulting  from  such 
cutting  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  forest  warden  of  the 
city  or  town  wherein  such  cutting  is  done  shall  determine. 

Penalty. 

1914,  101,  sect.  3.  Whoever  neglects  to  comply  with  the  directions  of 
the  forest  warden  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  slash  and  brush,  as 
provided  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  act  may  be  punished  by  a fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

1914,  101,  sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen.

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1920. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their  co-operation 
with  the  Board  and  its  agents  for  the  past  year. 

This  year  the  Town  voted  to  continue  with  the  services  of  a Public 
Health  Nurse  and  money  was  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  employment 
of  same.  The  Board  feels  that  a Public  Health  Nurse  is  a very  beneficial 
and  necessary  agent  for  maintaining  a high  standard  of  Health  and 
Sanitation  throughout  the  Town,  and  urgently  recommends  that  the  Town 
continue  with  the  services  of  a Public  Health  Nurse.

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November  first  the  salary  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  was  raised  from 
$1,200  to  $1,500. 

Providing  a satisfactory  deal  can  be  made,  the  Board  advises  turning 
in  the  present  car  used  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse,  for  a new  car  of  the 
same  type  and  make.  From  the  figures  on  hand  at  the  present  time 
— January  1921 — it  would  mean  an  outlay  of  approximately  $350.  The 
present  car  is  two  years  old,  and  will  need  overhauling  and  painting  in 
the  spring. 

For  the  year  1921,  the  Board  asks  for  the  following  appropriations, 

viz : 

1.  The  unexpended  balance  of  last  year,  $241.43,  as  shown  by  the  financial 

statement,  toward  the  purchase  of  a new  car. 

2.  The  sum  of  $1,900  for  Public  Health  Nurse — includes  salary  and 

expenses  for  automobile — approximately  $100  of  which  to  be  used  for 

the  purchase  of  a new  car. 

3.  The  sum  of  $1,500  for  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  following  is  a report  in  brief  of  the  Health  Work  done  during 
the  year,  as  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse. 

More  time  has  been  spent  at  the  schools  and  considerable  work  has 
been  accomplished.  In  the  spring  all  the  scholars  in  the  schools,  including 
the  Academy  wertT  examined  and  a very  small  majority  found  to  be 
physically  perfect.  About  80%  needed  dental  treatment.  69%  had  never 
been  to  a dentist,  and  about  30%  had  never  used  a tooth  brush.  It  was 
decided  that  a dental  clinic  would  be  a great  benefit.  A committee  was 
formed  and  through  the  help  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Red  Cross  wnich 
appropriated  $300  to  start  the  work,  in  co-operation  with  the  Middlesex 
County  Farm  Bureau,  a clinic  was  established.  One  of  the  rooms  in  the 
Frost  Building  made  a very  practical  olfice  or  clinic  room. 

A number  of  families  were  visited  and  the  parents  became  interested. 
Cards  were  given  to  them  to  be  signed  authorizing  treatment.  A fee  of 
$1.66  an  hour  was  charged  for  all  work  done,  when  it  was  impossible  to 
pay  the  whole  amount  the  parents  were  asked  to  pay  what  they  could 
afford.  The  third  week  of  the  clinic  the  funds  had  diminished,  so  the 
Red  Cross  was  asked  for  a loan  of  $100.00  which  was  given  at  once.  (This 
has  since  been  paid  back.)  The  work  was  carried  on  during  school  hours, 
and  it  was  only  through  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  the  superin- 
tendent that  this  was  successful.  Ninety-four  children  received  treatment 
and  several  other  children  went  to  their  own  dentist,  and  all  became  much 
more  interested  in  using  their  tooth-brushes.

A very  small  percentage  of  this  number  required  but  one  treatment, 
several  received  as  many  as  eight  treatments.  The  approximate  cost  of  the 
clinic  was  $135.00  per  week. 
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While  the  clinic  was  at  Westford  a photographer  from  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  came  and  took  some  very  good 
pictures.  They  have  been  made  up  to  form  a story  and  are  used  by  the 
Department. 

In  October  all  the  children  in  the  grade  schools,  except  Parkervillage, 
were  weighed  and  measured,  and  a number  were  found  to  be  under 
standard  wreiglit.  Later  they  were  all  given  a physical  examination  by 
the  school  physician  and  many  defects  were  found. 

Frost  School,  188  scholars.  75  scholars  were  found  to  have  defective 
teeth,  20  wTith  enlarged  tonsils. 

Cameron  School,  197  scholars.  143  scholars  with  defective  teeth,  32 
with  enlarged  tonsils. 

Sargent  School,  155  scholars.  04  scholars  with  defective  teeth,  24  with 
enlarged  tonsils. 

Parkervillage  School,  28  scholars.  17  scholars  with  defective  teeth,  4 
with  enlarged  tonsils. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  spring  many  of  these  defects  will  have  been 
corrected. 


At  Parkervillage,  The  Modern  Health  Crusade  has  been  started  and 
proved  so  interesting  that  the  other  schools  are  to  take  it  up  at  once.  A 
portion  of  the  money  from  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale  has  been  used  for  this 
purpose  and  good  results  are  looked  for. 


We  have  had  more  contagious  diseases  reported  this  year.  Influenza 
during  the  winter,  and  Measles  and  Chicken-pox  in  the  spring  and  summer 
seem  to  have  been  the  most  prevalent,  but  cases  were  reported  immediately 
and  considerable  follow-up  work  has  been  done.

Report  of  Demonstration  Work  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics  in  Westford  for  Year  Ending 
December  31,  1920. 

An  appropriation  of  $200.00  was  made  at  the  annual  town  meeting  for 
demonstration  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Middlesex  County  Bureau 
of  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics.  W.  Otis  Day  was  elected  as  director. 
Following  is  a report  of  the  work  done  by  this  organization  in  the  town. 

Agents  of  the  Bui-eau  have  made  sixty-nine  farm  and  home  visits. 

Three  potato  and  fertilizer  tests  have  been  conducted  by  the  Agricultural 
Agent  as  well  as  one  poultry  demonstration  and  one  dairy  demonstration. 
A potato  field  meeting  and  a dairy  automobile  tour  were  held  during  the 
summer.  The  Agricultural  Agent  also  spoke  at  four  other  meetings  and 
tested  the  soil  on  three  farms.  A two-day  school  was  held  in  Groton  and 
largely  attended  by  Westford  fruit  growers. 

A bridge-grafting  demonstration  was  given  under  the  direction  of  the 
Horticultural  Agent,  also  a visit  to  a demonstration  orchard. 

The  Home  Demonstration  Agent  conducted  a clothing  efficiency  class 
and  held  several  conferences  in  connection  with  continuing  the  work. 

Ninety-seven  boys  and  girls  received  treatment  from  the  Bureau  Dental 
Clinic,  which  has  been  six  weeks  in  the  town. 

Twenty-four  meetings  have  been  held  with  boys  and  girls  by  the  County 
Club  Agents.  There  have  been  seven  clubs  organized  within  the  year  with 
an  enrollment  as  follows : home  economics,  26 ; garden,  14 ; pig,  17 ; 
canning,  11 ; poultry,  7.  Miss  Edna  Sargent  acted  as  leader  of  the  canning 
clubs.  Westford  boys  and  girls  won  a large  share  of  the  prizes  at  the 
Groton  Fair  with  a truckload  of  their  products  secured  by  the  local  dealers. 
Kenneth  Green  won  a two-day  trip  to  the  State  College  for  high-grade 
work  in  the  pig  club.

Instructions  for  Taking 

Care  of 

Fire  Extinguishers. 

1.  Any  person  who  is  loaned  a fire  extinguisher  by  the  Town  of 
Westford  for  use  at  brush  or  house  fires  must  be  responsible  for  same. 

2.  After  using  and  before  refilling,  the  extinguisher  should  be 
thoroughly  washed  out  to  prevent  corroding.  The^hose  and  nozzle  also 
should  be  washed.  Make  sure  the  hole  in  the  nozzle  is  clear. 

3.  Always  wash  and  refill  immediately.  There  may  be  another  fire. 

4.  In  winter  the  extinguisher  should  be  put  near  a stove  or  in  a warm 
place,  to  prevent  freezing.  Otherwise  it  should  be  emptied  and  washed  out. 

5.  By  putting  into  the  extinguisher  3-4  of  a cup  of  salt  and  stirring 
until  dissolved,  the  extinguisher  will  not  freeze  so  easily.  It  cannot, 
however,  be  left  in  a wholly  unheated  building. 

6.  All  persons  having  extinguishers,  who  close  their  houses  for  the 
winter  or  who  leave  town,  should  notify  the  Forest  Warden,  Harry  L. 
Nesmith,  by  telephone  and  give  the  extinguishers  to  him. 

7.  Every  spring  the  extinguishers  should  be  discharged,  washed  out 
and  refilled. 

8.  Any  extinguisher  that  is  lost  or  becomes  defective  should  be 
reported  to  the  Forest  Warden. 

9.  Each  person  taking  an  extinguisher  to  a fire  should  take  his  own 
extinguisher  home. 

10.  Know  the  number  of  your  own  extinguisher. 

11.  Any  person  allowing  an  extinguisher  to  freeze  must  pay  for 
having  it  repaired.

On  July  16th  the  double  tank  motor  chemical  mounted  on  Reo  chassis 
was  delivered  to  the  town.  This  was  purchased  from  George  F.  White.  The 
tanks  were  made  by  the  American  LaFrance  Co.  There  are  two  trailers, 
one  loaded  with  hose,  the  other  with  20  2%-gallon  hand  fire  extinguishers, 
pails,  cans,  shovels,  etc.,  for  fighting  forest  fires. 

The  motor  chemical  has  responded  to  three  alarms  in  West  Chelmsford, 
two  being  close  to  the  Westford  Town  Line. 

To  keep  this  apparatus  at  its  greatest  efficiency,  the  engineers  deemed 
it  advisable  to  put  in  a small  room  in  the  central  fire  station  to  hold  the 
truck  and  to  purchase  a small  hot  water  heater,  so  that  the  engine  could 
be  easily  started  at  all  times.  This  has  already  proved  its  value. 

The  engineers  feel  that  with  our  present  equipment  we  should  be  able 
to  put  out  the  forest  fires  before  they  get  a big  start.  We  ask  all  persons 
to  notify  the  central  telephone  office  as  early  as  possible  of  all  forest  fires 
and  building  fires.  A few  minutes’  time  saved  in  the  beginning  of  a fire 
will  make  a great  difference  in  the  time  it  takes  to  put  it  out. 
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During  the  year  we  purchased  an  electric  siren.  We  had  considerable 
trouble  with  this  in  the  beginning,  but  by  getting  a new  remote  contact 
switch  it  is  now  working  satisfactorily  and  can  be  heard  at  considerable 
distance.  At  the  present  time  the  engineers  do  not,  however,  wish  to 
recommend  two  additional  sirens  for  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville,  until 
the  present  siren  is  given  a further  trial. 

At  the  ice  house  fire,  three  lengths  of  hose,  totalling  150  feet,  was 
burned  when  the  side  of  one  of  the  houses  collapsed.  This  should  be 
replaced  together  with  250  feet  of  hose  that  has  worn  out. 

Due  to  the  number  of  large  fires,  the  expense  of  running  the  department 
was  somewhat  larger  last  year  than  heretofore,  and  the  cost  of  running  the 
motor  apparatus  will  increase  it  somewhat  for  the  coming  year.  There 
are  also  some  unpaid  bills  left  over  from  last  year. 

The  fire  engineers  therefore  ask  that  the  sum  of  $1,100.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  meet  the  expense  of  this  fire  house. 

The  cottage  on  the  grounds  of  the  central  fire  station  is  now  occupied 
by  Clarence  Hildreth,  who  looks  after  the  motor  apparatus. 

The  engineers  believe  that  a bath  and  electric  lights  should  be  put  into 
this  building.  We  would  in  that  case  get  more  rent  for  same.  We  ask 
that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  together  with  the 
unexpended  balance  to  cover  the  cost  of  installation. 

The  Fire  Engineers  have  taken  out  membership  in  the  Massachusetts 
State  Firemen’s  Association  for  all  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 
This  is  really  equivalent  to  taking  out  a small  amount  of  liability  insurance 
on  each  fireman. 

The  fire  engineers  recommend  that  the  Town  rent  from  the  Abbot 
Worsted  Company,  Brookside  Mill,  seven  hydrants  for  fire  service  at 
Brookside.  These  will  protect  approximately  forty  buildings.

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Report  of  Town  Fish  and  Game  Warden. 


During  tlie  past  year  I have  followed  my  usual  custom  of  patrolling 
the  different  woods  and  covers,  also  the  different  brooks  and  ponds  in  the 
town.  Most  of  my  work  has  been  at  the  week  ends.  I found  that  our 
Small  Birds  are  on  the  increase  and  the  Game  Birds  are  more  plentiful 
this  year  than  last,  but  it  would  be  greatly  improved  if  we  had  a Closed 
Season  for  two  or  three  years  or  have  an  Open  Season  only  every  other- 
year.  Although  we  have  more  partridges  than  formerly,  there  are  more 
hunters  than  birds  and  they  never  will  increase  .to  any  extent  until  we 
protect  them  for  more  than  one  season  at  a time.  I expect  to  get  some 
Pheasants’  eggs  this  coming  season.  Any  person  in  the  town  that  applies 
for  them  can  have  them  as  long  as  they  last.  Of  course,  they  will 
have  to  liberate  them  as  soon  as  they  are  old  enough,  as  they  are  not  to 
be  confined. 

I have  been  called  on  a number  of  times  for  the  damage  done  by  deer. 
One  deer  was  found  in  the  south  part  of  the  town,  dead.  I suppose  it  had 
been  wounded  and  died  from  starvation  or  exposure,  and  one  in  the  town 
of  Tyngsboro  that  had  been  shot  and  also  struck  by  the  cars. 

During  the  past  year  I have  attended  two  conventions  of  Wardens 
at  Boston  and  one  in  New  Hampshire.  We  will  have  a number  of  changes 
in  our  Game  Laws  next  year  and  probably  the  License  fee  will  be  a lot 
more  than  it  has  been  in  the  past.  The  cost  of  raising  Birds,  Propagation 
and  fish  has  increased  so  much,  the  Commissioners  think  the  fee  will  have  to 
be  more  than  formerly. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  fish  and  game  put  out  in  Westford  last 
year.  I expect  a few  more  Snowshoe  Rabbits  this  spring.  But  I can’t 
tell  now  just  how  many  they  will  send.

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Welcome  Home  Celebration. 


Not  since  Armistice  Day  in  November,  1918,  has  Westford  had  so 
important  a day  in  its  history  as  that  of  Thursday,  January  29,  1920, 
when,  at  the  town  hall,  its  townspeople  participated  in  its  welcome  home 
celebration  to  her  men  who  served  in  the  world  war.  The  difference  in  the 
two  days  was  the  spontaneous  unpreparedness  of  the  first,  and  the 
carefully  planned  for  arrangements  of  the  latter.  Plans  had  been  in  the 
making  for  many  weeks  for  the  event  and  for  its  successful  culmination 
those  in  whose  honor  it  was  planned  and  the  townspeople  owe  a debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  faithful  committee  in  charge.  Bright  winter  sunshine  and 
not  too  cold  a temperature  favored  the  day’s  plans. 

The  decorations  were  beautiful  and  appropriate.  The  hall  outside  and 
in  was  draped  with  red,  white  and  blue.  Over  the  entrance  to  the  building 
the  word  “Welcome”  in  large  letters,  and  which  was  illumined  at  night, 
was  the  center  of  decorations.  The  lower  and  upper  entrance  halls  and 
both  main  halls  were  draped  with  the  national  colors  with  the  best  taste 
of  the  decorator’s  art  in  a way  that  was  truly  decorative  and  not  obstrusive. 
Lace  draperies  softened  the  long  windows,  and  in  the  upper  hall  from 
the  center  of  the  ceiling  radiated  streamers  of  red,  white  and  blue,  and  the 
side  walls,  balcony  and  stage  were  all  nicely  trimmed. 

The  festivities  began  at  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  when  a reception 
to  the  soldiers,  sailors  and  nurses  wearing  their  service  uniforms  was 
given  them  by  the  townspeople.  The  hall  was  well  filled  with  parents, 
relatives  and  friends.  Poole’s  orchestra  furnished  music  throughout  the 
afternoon  and  evening  events,  and  Albert  E.  Brown,  of  Lowell,  was  the 
song  leader. 

At  five  o’clock,  the  time  appointed,  General  Clarence  R.  Edwards 
arrived.  He  was  escorted  to  the  hall  by  Capt.  Sherman  H.  Fletcher, 
preceded  by  a double  rank  of  the  veterans  who  formed  in  a double  line  in 
the  hall  extending  from  the  door  to  the  stage,  and  saluted  as  the  general 
passed  down  through,  followed  by  his  staff.  The  little  group  of  civil  war 
veterans  had  their  place  of  honor.  They,  with  the  selectmen  and  presiding 
officers,  took  their  places  at  one  side  of  the  stage,  and  the  veterans  filed 
out  of  the  hall  again  and  returned  again  individually  to  hear  the  general’s 
message  to  them. 

General  Edwards  was  introduced  by  Hon.  Herbert  E.  Fletcher  and 
responded  with  a memorable  address.  Looking  every  inch  a soldier,  and 
with  an  eloquent  band  of  black  on  one  arm  denoting  his  personal  sacrifice 
to  the  toll  of  the  war,  he  gave  a direct  and  thoughtful  message. 

A just  tribute  to  America’s  fighting  men,  the  menace  of  the  insidious 
doctrines  of  pacifism  and  cowardice,  the  spirit  of  the  military  salute  and 
what  it  stands  for,  “carrying  on”  and  playing  the  game  with  the  fine 
spirit  of  a good  soldier  at  home,  were  among  the  points  finely  elucidated  by 
General  Edwards.  Many  a glint  of  humor  graced  his  remarks.  In  closing 
he  highly  endorsed  universal  military  training. 
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The  general  received  a tremendous  ovation  and  saluted  often  in 
acknowledgement.  Later,  there  was  an  opportunity  for  the  townspeople  to 
meet  him,  and  nearly  everyone  availed  himself  of  the  chance  to  meet  the 
far-famed  leader  of  the  Yanks.  For  nearly  half  an  hour  he  stood  and 
shook  the  hands  of  parents,  relatives  and  friends  of  the  veterans  as  they 
filed  by. 

Dinner  was  served  in  the  lower  hall  at  six  o’clock.  Page  of  Lowell 
catered  and  served  an  elaborate  and  delicious  menu. 

Albert  E.  Brown,  of  Lowell,  led  the  singing  of  the  old  and  new  songs 
and  also  sang  several  solos.  General  Edwards  was  obliged  to  leave  early 
for  a similar  occasion  in  Lowell,  but  at  the  close  of  the  dinner  spoke 
briefly  to  those  present.  His  advice  to  all  veterans  was  to  join  the 
American  Legion  and  also  made  a plea  for  memorials  utilitarian  in 
character. 

Before  the  festivities  were  over  each  service  man  was  presented  a 
bronze  medal  on  a watch  fob  as  a token  of  the  appreciation  from  the  town, 
and  each  was  also  given  an  engraved  certificate  giving  the  man’s  service 
for  the  town  of  Westford  and  United  States  of  America  in  the  great  world 
war.  As  each  presentation  was  made  the  recipient  was  heartily  applauded. 
These  presentations  were  made  by  the  committee  of  arrangements.  Tribute 
to  the  following  men  who  died  in  service  was  paid  : Lieut.  Orien  V.  Wells. 
Privates  J.  Norbet  Brule,  Napoleon  J.  Lanctot,  Adlard  Langley,  Antonio 
Palermo,  Charles  Smith  and  Bernard  J.  O’Hara. 

Following  the  ceremonies  in  the  banquet  room  a dance  in  the  upper 
hall  lasted  until  past  midnight  and  closed  the  day’s  events.

24.  Motor  Hearse.  Upon  investigation  we  find  that  it  is  not 
expedient  to  purchase  a motor  hearse  at  this  time. 

27.  Town  Accountant.  In  as  much  as  the  Town  Officials  have  from 
year  to  year  exceeded  their  appropriations,  we  recommend  the 
adoption  of  this  article  asking  for  the  employment  of  a town 
accountant. 

30.  Rental  of  Academy  Building.  In  as  much  as  the  proposed 
new  agreement  with  the  Trustees  of  Westford  Academy  for 
the  rental  of  the  Academy  Building  will  call  for  additional 
expense  in  the  way  of  janitor  service,  we  recommend  that 
should  the  town  vote  to  authorize  this  new  agreement  that 
the  necessary  amount  to  defray  the  expense  be  paid  from 
the  appropriation  to  be  made  under  Article  26. 

32.  Assessors’  Pay.  The  pay  of  Assessors  is  $3.50  per  day  as 
fixed  by  law.  We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  50c  per  day 
additional  making  the  total  pay  $4.00  per  day. 

33.  Groton  Road.  This  article  calls  for  the  expenditure  of  money 
for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of  the  Groton  Road  with 
a permanent  pavement.  We  are  informed  that  it  is  proposed 
to  construct  only  a portion  of  the  work  at  this  time,  $5,000.00 
to  be  spent  by  the  Town  and  a like  amount  to  be  contributed 
by  both  the  State  and  County  making  a total  sum  of  $15,000.00 
Should  the  voters  of  the  Town  take  favorable  action  in  the 
matter  we  recommend  that  the  Town  borrow  a sum  sufficient 
to  defray  the  expense  incurred  on  its  part,  payment  to  be  made 
in  five  promissory  notes  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  one 
only  to  mature  each  succeeding  year. 
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On  the  supposition  that  $78,335.00  is  raised  as  recommended  and  using 
the  1920  Town’s  valuation.  $2,735,339.00,  and  the  same  refund  from  the 
State  as  in  1920,  the  tax  rate  figures  approximately  $28.60  per  thousand 
for  the  year  1921. 

There  is  at  the  present  time  much  dissatisfaction  among  our  taxpayers 
in  regard  to  the  valuation  of  property  as  now  on  the  Assessors’  books. 
Each  property  owner  should  bear  his  proportional  part  of  the  burden  of 
taxation. 

It  is  recommended  by  this  committee  that  the  Assessors  be  requested 
to  make  a newr  and  thorough  appraisal  employing  expert  advice  on  such 
property  as  they  themselves  are  not  acquainted  with  and  competent  to 
judge  upon. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommend  that  a committee  of  three  be  chosen 
to  confer  with  the  Selectmen  and  investigate  the  road  conditions  of  the 
Town  with  a view  to  laying  out  a general  system  of  improvement,  in  order 
to  have  the  yearly  appropriations  expended  in  such  a way  as  to  tend 
toward  permanent  betterment  of  the  highways,  after  being  suitably  laid 
out  according  to  a general  system,  this  committee  to  report  at  a meeting 
of  the  town  not  later  than  the  next  annual  meeting.

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  towards  establishing  by-laws, 
and  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

32nd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  assessors  a compensation  in 
addition  to  that  now  fixed  by  law. 

33rd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or  borrow 
money  for  construction  of  the  Groton  Road  with  macadam  pavement 
or  other  road  material  under  specifications  approved  by  the  Division 
of  Highways,  or  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

34th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health,  including  employment  of  a Public 
Health  Nurse,  and  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

35th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ($350)  to^be  expended  for  band  concerts,  and  act 
in  relation  to  the  same. 

36th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  ($50)  as  compensation  for  and  twenty -five  dollars  ($25) 
for  the  expenses  of  a Fish  and  Game  Warden  in  the  event  one  is 
appointed  for  the  Town. 

37th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  the  current  financial  year. 

38th.  To  determine  the  manner  of  collecting  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year, 
also  the  rate  of  interest  on  taxes  remaining  unpaid  at  a time  to  be 
fixed  by  vote  of  the  Town,  and  when  and  how  said  taxes  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury,  and  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 
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39th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  contribute 
to  the  cost  of  operation  and  fixed  charges  in  maintaining  the  Branch 
Line,  so  called,  of  the  Lowell  & Fitchburg  Street  Railway  Co.,  and 
act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

40th.  To  choose  all  other  Town  officers  necessary  to  be  chosen. 

41st.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  commemorate 
Memorial  Day,  and  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

42nd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
construction  and  grading  of  sidewalks  in  the  several  villages,  and  act 
in  relation  to  the  same. 

43rd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ($250),  and  elect  a director  for  demonstration  work 
in  agriculture  and  home  economics,  the  money  to  be  expended  by,  and 
the  director  to  serve  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Trustees  for  Aid 
to  Agriculture  of  the  Middlesex  County  Bureau  of  Agriculture  and 
Home  Economics,  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  40-45  of  Chapter 
128  of  the  General  Laws ; it  being  understood  that  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  of  this  amount  shall  be  used  to  provide  paid  supervision 
of  boys’  and  girls’  club  work,  and  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  up'  true  and 
attested  copies  at  the  Town  House  and  each  Depot  in  said  Westford,  eight 
days  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting.

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Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Westford  School  Committee  : 

I submit  my  first  annual  report,  and  the  twenty-ninth  in  the  series  of 
reports  presented  by  superintendents  since  Westford  has  been  included  in  a 
superintendency  union. 

The  report  of  a superintendent  in  a town  like  Westford  has  a dual 
aim  : to  the  school  committee  it  sums  up  the  work  of  the  year,  and  it  also 
serves  as  an  opportunity  of  acquainting  the  public  with  the  school  policies 
and  the  necessary  program  for  carrying  out  these  policies. 

I shall  divide  the  bulk  of  this  report  into  four  parts.  The  first  will 
deal  with  the  regular  work  of  the  year.  In  the  second  part  I shall  speak 
of  the  increase  in  school  expense.  The  third  part  with  some  serious 
handicaps  under  which  the  schools  are  placed,  while  in  the  fourth  part  I 
shall  make  recommendations.  Reports  of  Mr.  Roudenbush  and  the  special 
teachers  will  follow. 


The  Work  of  the  Year. 

The  change  in  superintendents  came  at  the  beginning  of  the  calendar 
year,  with  all  the  schools  under  the  charge  of  regular  teachers.  The  severity 
of  the  winter  interfered  materially  with  the  ease  with  which  a working 
knowledge  of  all  the  schools  could  be  obtained,  but  the  familiarity  of  the 
principals  and  teachers  with  their  duties  and  their  loyalty  to  their  work 
were  factors  which  were  of  material  assistance. 

During  the  spring  the  Cameron  school  lost  the  service  of  Miss  Florence 
Blaisdell,  who  went  to  Billerica  at  an  increase  of  salary.  Miss  Ruth  Tuttle 
substituted  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Miss  Blaisdell  was  a faithful, 
hard  working  teacher  and  Westford’s  loss  is  Billerica’s  gain. 

In  June  Miss  Mildred  Clevette,  teacher  of  Grades  Two  and  Three  at 
the  Sargent  School,  resigned,  and  Mrs.  Lottie  Blodgett  was  appointed  to 
take  her  place.  Other  changes  in,  and  additions  to  the  force  of  regular 
teachers,  may  be  noted  in  the  tabulation  given  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  there  were  changes  in  the  drawing 
and  cooking  teachers.  Miss  Blanche  Millard  of  Haverhill  has  taken  charge 
of  the  drawing  work,  and  Miss  Ruth  Sargent  of  Westford  is  teaching  the 
cooking  at  the  Academy,  sewing  to  Grades  Six,  Seven  and  Eight  of  the 
Cameron  School  and  Grade  Six  at  the  Sargent.  School,  at  which  places  the 
teachers  were  able  to  arrange  work  for  the  boys  while  the  girls  were  sewing. 

The  music  is  still  in  the  charge  of  Miss  Mary  Raynes,  who,  in  addition 
to  her  regular  work,  is  responsible  for  additional  musical  facilities  at  the 
Academy.  Our  boys  and  girls  are  having  a splendid  opportunity  brought 
to  their  midst.  The  town  is  fortunate  in  their  music  supervisorship. 

During  the  Winter  and  spring  tests  in  arithmetic  and  reading  were 
given  in  different  schools  in  the  district.  The  results  of  these  tests  were 


studied  with  interest.  In  Westford  deterrent  factors  such  as  crowded  rooms, 
old  text  books,  in  some  cases  over  worked  teachers,  and  a crowded  session 
as  at  Parkerville  and  the  Center  were  noted. 

New  English  and  geography  texts  for  part  of  the  grades  have  been 
supplied,  while  in  September  “Essentials  of  Arithmetic”  by  Wentworth  and 
Smith  were  placed  in  all  the  schools.  A new  basal  reader,  “Progressive 
Road  to  Reading,”  has  been  introduced  in  the  lower  grades.  During  the 
summer  vacation  copies  of  the  primer  and  the  manual  were  placed  where 
possible  in  the  hands  of  the  primary  teachers. 

To  give  the  primary  teachers  an  idea  of  the  practical  working  of  the 
new  reading  system,  Miss  Florence  Eagan,  an  expert  teacher  in  reading, 
was  procured  to  give  a demonstration  in  reading.  She  took  pupils  from  the 
Cameron  and  Sargent  Schools  who  had  been  to  school  for  only  a few  days, 
and  gave  an  exhibition  of  the  possibilities  of  the  system  in  the  hands  of  the 
skilled  worker.  As  a whole,  creditable  work  is  being  done  by  the  teachers 
with  this  new  system.  In  the  succeeding  years  the  reading  should  be  built 
up,  and  as  a result  the  other  work  ought  to  improve,  for  reading  is  the  key- 
stone to  the  whole  structure  of  elementary  education. 

Crowded  rooms  constituted  a more  serious  handicap  than  ragged  and 
worn  out  text  books,  and  this  problem  was  studied.  The  solution  was 
additional  rooms  for  an  increased  teaching  force,  but  this  was  not  possible, 
and  the  two-platoon  system  seemed  the  next  best  solution. 

Briefly,  the  plan  is  to  have  two  groups  of  children  and  two  teachers 
occupy  one  room  at  different  times  each  day.  Accordingly,  three  additional 
teachers  were  hired  for  the  Cameron  School  -at  Forge  Village,  and  one  at 
the  Sargent  School  at  Graniteville.  This  particular  type  of  organization 
necessitated  a radical  change  in  our  school  day.  Where  the  teacher  has 
one  grade,  the  school  begins  at  eight  o’clock  and  continues  till  twelve,  at 
which  time  another  school  begins  at  twelve  and  continues  till  four.  The 
only  exception  to  this  plan  is  in  the  case  of  Grades  Three  and  Four  at  the 
Cameron  School  where  the  change  is  made  at  the  end  of  each  two  hours, 
beginning  at  eight  o'clock  and  continuing  on  till  four.  In  this  connection 
I wrnnt  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  splendid  co-operation  of  the 
parents  in  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville  in  helping  to  make  the  plan  a 
possible  one.  I trust  that  such  a faulty  makeshift  will  be  only  temporary, 
for,  while  it  is  an  improvement  over  the  conditions  of  last  year,  it  is  not 
fair  to  ask  parents  to  accept  such  inconveniences  for  themselves,  or  to  be 
willing  to  allow  such  unsatisfactory  conditions  to  obtain  for  their  children. 

Another  change  in  organization  should  be  mentioned.  Last  year  the 
work  in  Grades  Four  and  Five  of  the  Sargent  School  suffered  because  of 
the  large  number  of  children  in  the  room,  (the  enrollment  being  over  fifty), 
and  the  changes  in  teaching  force  occasioned  by  the  illness  of  Miss  Wright. 
In  order  to  help  the  situation,  Grade  Five  has  been  divided.  One  division 
is  placed  in  Miss  Parker’s  room  and  the  other  division  is  placed  with  Miss 
Wright.  Grades  Seven  and  Eight  are  sent  to  Cameron  School  and  are 
placed  in  charge  of  Mrs.  O’Clair. 

The  change  in  school  hours  necessitated  the  wiring  for  electric  lights, 
various  rooms  at  the  Cameron  School.  This  ought  to  be  done  in  the 
Sargent  School  and  in  the  one  remaining  room  at  the  Cameron  School. 
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The  outside  of  the  Parkerville  School  building  was  painted.  The  inside 
walls  and  ceiling  were  freshened,  while  at  Sargent  School  the  boys’  base- 
ment has  been  painted. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  various  pupils 
as  members  of  Boys’  and  Girls’  Clubs.  These  clubs  are  not  a part  of  the 
regular  school  work,  yet  because  of  their  educational  value  your  super- 
intendent is  heartily  in  favor  of  the  work,  and  he  is  glad  to  co-operate  with 
the  County  Club  Leader  in  any  way  that  he  can. 

Increase  in  School  Expense. 

Many  items  have  contributed  to  the  increase  in  cost  of  running  the 
schools.  Extra  teachers,  new  furniture,  installation  of  electric  lights  at 
the  Cameron  School,  increase  in  cost  of  books  and  supplies,  of  transporta- 
tion and  teachers’  salaries,  and  painting  of  the  Parkerville  School  explain 
the  increase.  Supplies  that  had  been  bought  in  sufficient  quantity  to  last 
from  before  our  participation  in  the  war  had  to  be  replenished  during  the 
past  year.  This  was  true  of  books.  Text  books  were  advanced  in  price 
last  January  and  again  in  October.  Arithmetic  paper  increased  87%% 
in  cost  during  the  summer  of  1920.  This  is  virtually  true  of  all  school 
commodities  such  as  furniture,  maps,  supplies,  and  texts.  Add  to  this  the 
increase  of  transportation,  as  freight  and  express  and  the  total  is  of  con- 
siderable magnitude. 

Educational  Handicaps. 

In  pointing  these  out,  the  aim  is  not  to  criticize  but  rather  to  acquaint 
parents  and  tax-payers  with  conditions,  so  that  they  may  understand  why 
certain  changes  will  be  asked  for. 

At  the  Sargent  and  Parkerville  Schools  there  is  a great  need  of 
adjustable  furniture  and  at  the  Cameron  School  there  are  still  a few 
children  who  are  using  non-adjustable  seats  and  desks.  Non-adjustable 
furniture  is  sure  to  cause  round  shoulders,  and  curvature  of  the  spine. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  Cameron  and  Wm.  E.  Frost  School  should 
be  retinted.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  Cameron  School  are  so  smoked 
that  they  should  be  freshened  during  the  spring  vacation. 

New  window  shades  are  needed  at  the  Cameron,  Parkerville  and  Sargent 
Schools. 

Unhygienic  furniture,  dark  walls  and  ceilings  in  rooms  that  are  in- 
sufficiently lighted,  and  faulty  shades  are  obstacles  that  can  be  met,  but  the 
serious  handicap  is  yet  to  be  considered.  The  town  has  an  actual  elementary 
school  enrollment  of  560  pupils  or  enough  for  eighteen  rooms,  while  it 
actually  has  to  house  these  children  in  thirteen  rooms.  The  potential 
enrollment  is  much  larger,  and  the  increase  is  quite  likely  to  be  considerably 
greater  in  the  next  ten  years. 

Again  the  crowded  session  such  as  we  have  at  the  Wm.  E.  Frost  School 
can’t  help  but  be  a handicap.  Pupils  of  all  ages  have  to  eat  an  early 
breakfast  in  time  to  be  gathered  up  and  conveyed  to  the  Center  so  that  they 
may  be  at  school  at  eight-thirty  o’clock.  With  only  half  an  hour  for  lunch, 
unsupervised,  and  with  the  prospect  of  reaching  home  by  two  o’clock  or  a 
little  later,  some  children  bring  no  lunch.  The  results  are  cumulative,  and 
explain  in  part  the  failure  to  make  satisfactory  progress. 
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A Financial  Handicap. 

We  have  passed  the  two  and  one-half  million  mark  in  the  town’s 
valuation.  Because  of  this  Westford  loses  her  participation  in  that  form 
of  state-aid  called  the  Massachusetts  School  Fund.  For  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1920,  this  amounted  to  $2,793.10. 

Recommendations. 

I recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  to  furnish  the  necessary 
accommodations  for  school  children  of  Forge  Village  and  Brookside.  At 
Brookside  there  will  soon  be  needed  a four-room  building,  while  at  Forge 
Village  there  should  be  at  least  eight  class  rooms  provided  with  a room 
for  sewing  and  cooking  and  a room  for  manual  training  for  the  boys. 

I further  recommend  that  new  furniture  for  all  the  schools  be  pro- 
cured as  soon  as  possible.  One  or  two  rooms  should  be  furnished  for  each 
year.  At  present  the  seating  at  the  Sargent  School  is  far  from  being  the 
kind  that  parents  want  for  their  children. 

I recommend  increased  janitor  service  at  the  Cameron  School. 

The  problem  of  short  hours  and  hurried  lunch  at  the  Wm.  E.  Frost 
School  is  so  closely  tied  up  to  the  transportation  of  the  grade  and  Academy 
pupils  that  it  is  difficult  to  make  recommendations  that  will  not  create  a 
new  as  w’ell  as  relieve  an  old  situation.  I recommend  that  some  supervision 
of  the  lunch  hour  be  arranged  for,  and  that  parents  insist  that  children  take 
a lunch  to  the  school. 

In  conclusion,  your  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  Principal 
Roudenbush  and  the  special  teachers. 

Your  superintendent  acknowledges  the  valuable  service  rendered  to  the 
schools  by  Miss  Lord,  our  Public  Health  Nurse.  The  health  of  the  children 
is  fundamental  and  whatever  affects  it  affects  their  education. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  in,  and  generosity  of,  the  local  Red  Cross 
in  bringing  the  Middlesex  County  Farm  Bureau  Dental  Clinic  into  the 
community  last  spring,  for  the  express  purpose  of  ministering  to  the  school 
children  of  the  town.  Good  results  are  sure  to  follow. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  the  finishing  of  one  school  year  and 
the  beginning  of  another.  It  has  been  unusual  in  many  ways.  Weather 
conditions,  to  begin  with,  lack  of  accommodations,  a scarcity  of  teachers  and 
high  prices,  have  made  a peculiar  blend  of  complexities,  but  thanks  to  the 
courtesy  and  helpfulness  of  you  as  a body  of  committeemen  and  to  the 
valuable  experience  of  your  chairman,  the  work  has  been  made  possible. 
The  splendid  spirit  of  the  teachers  and  principals  is  appreciated.

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Report  of  Westford  Academy. 


To  H.  C.  Knight,

January  1,  1921. 


Following  is  my  eighth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Academy  : 


Enrollment. 

The  present  enrollment  of  the  school  consists  of  thirty-two  boys  and 
twenty-nine  girls.  Four  more  boys  have  been  on  the  list  since  September, 
1920,  and  all  have  left  for  good  reasons.  Also  two  more  girls  were  in 
attendance  part  of  the  time,  making  the  total  number  of  different  pupils 
for  the  year  sixty-seven.  The  Freshman  class  comprises  ten  boys  and  seven 
girls ; the  Sophomore  class  six  boys  and  three  girls ; the  Junior  class  eleven 
boys,  nine  girls,  and  the  Senior  class  five  boys,  ten  girls. 

Teachers  and  Curriculum. 

The  same  teachers  are  serving  the  school  as  last  year  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  courses  in  drawing  and  domestic  science  which  are  taught  by 
Miss  Blanche  Millard  and  Miss  Ruth  Sargent  respectively. 

Mrs.  H.  W.  Hildreth  is  teaching  four  periods  per  day,  except  Fridays, 
and  besides  the  courses  in  second,  third  and  fourth-year  English,  she  teaches 
ancient  history,  a subject  which  has  been  omitted  in  recent  years.  The 
Denoyer-Geppert  series  of  maps  in  ancient  history,  purchased  this  year, 
add  much  to  the  interest  and  interpretation.  Some  excellent  relief  maps 
have  been  made  by  members  of  the  class.  Penmanship  is  omitted  as  a first 
year  subject,  and  the  time  given  to  studies  considered  more  important  for 
the  high  school.  By  a recent  law  the  state  of  Massachusetts  requires  every 
high  school  student  to  complete  courses  in  United  States  History  and 
Civics  as  a condition  of  graduation. 

We  were  already  fulfilling  this  condition  in  part,  but  have  now  arranged 
for  entire  conformity  to  the  law.  Drawing  is  taught  one  period  a week 
and  domestic  science  two  days  instead  of  one  day  as  last  year,  an  arrange- 
ment which  makes  for  more  efficiency.  Besides  the  program  of  subjects 
which  the  regular  school  hours  comprise,  there  are  volunteer  classes  in 
violin  and  cornet,  taught  by  Mrs.  Edward  McKeen  and  Miss  Pamelia 
Precious.  To  Miss  Mary  Raynes  belongs  the  credit  of  organizing  these 
classes  which  meet  once  a week  for  practice  and  instruction.  Frost  School 
as  well  as  Academy  pupils  are  included. 
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Co-operation  With  the  Town  Library. 

Schools  and  public  libraries  are  in  the  nature  of  things  closely  allied. 
Pupils  are  constantly  required  to  use  the  library  for  reference  and  supple- 
mentary reading.  To  provide  for  a quick  and  effective  resource,  a collec- 
tion of  books  is  kept  at  the  Academy  and  changed  from  time  to  time  to 
suit  the  circumstances.  Miss  Helen  Kimball,  of  the  Junior  class,  acts  as 
school  librarian,  and  keeps  a record  of  withdrawals  similar  to  the  town 
librarian. 

Co-operation  With  the  Grammar  Schools. 

On  November  30th  there  was  held  under  the  direction  of  Superin- 
tendent Knight  a conference  of  teachers  including  those  of  the  Academy, 
and  the  principals  of  the  Frost,  Cameron,  Sargent  and  Parkerville  Schools. 
The  chief  subject  of  discussion  was  English  and  how  it  might  be  made 
productive  of  better  results.  It  was  suggested  at  this  meeting  that  the 
principal  of  the  Academy  make  a round  of  visits  to  the  elementary  schools, 
try  to  show  the  advantages  of  continued  attendance  beyond  the  Eighth 
Grade,  and  in  any  way  possible  inspire  an  interest  in  school  work.  Such 
a suggestion  the  principal  was  only  too  glad  to  follow  out,  for  it  was  already 
in  his  mind  so  to  do.  Accordingly,  he  took  December  2nd  for  this  purpose, 
and  visited  all  the  schools  except  the  Frost  School  which  will  receive  atten- 
tion in  due  time.  It  is  a common  thing  for  a high  school  principal  to  hear 
regrets  expressed  on  the  part  of  boys  and  girls  who  left  school  before  the 
completion  of  their  course.  An  opportunity  opens  up  of  which  they  cannot 
take  full  advantage  due  to  a lack  of  preparation.  Some  figures  compiled 
by  an  investigation  of  the  chances  of  winning  distinction  in  life  arrest  the 
attention  of  a thoughtful  person.  These  chances  are  one  in  173  to  a college 
graduate ; one  to  1,606  to  a high  school  graduate ; one  in  40,841  to  a person 
completing  the  elementary  or  grade  school,  and  one  in  161,290  to  a person 
of  no  schooling. 

Social  Activities. 

The  Senior  class  held  a dance  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  night  of 
October  12  which  netted  them  about  $40.00.  Under  the  auspices  of  the 
Seniors  and  Juniors,  a school  Hallowe’en  party,  with  a limited  number  of 
guests,  was  given-  October  27.  Refreshments  were  served,  and  informal 
dancing  enjoyed.  We  have  had  Hallowe’en  parties  in  the  past,  but  none 
more  pleasant  and  enjoyable  than  this. 

Older  Boys’  Conference. 

It  is  the  custom  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  the  states  of  Massachusetts 
and  Rhode  Island  to  hold  each  year  a conference  of  boys  of  high  school 
age.  October  29-31  (Friday  to  Sunday)  of  this  past  year  the  conference 
took  place  in  Worcester  and  the  principal  with  two  boy  delegates,  John 
Kimball  and  Eric  Anderson,  attended.  No  school  time  was  lost,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  Middlesex  County  Teachers’  Convention  was  in  session 
in  Boston  and  schools  were  closed  in  consequence.  The  superintendent 
permitted  the  principal  to  substitute  the  Boys’  Conference  for  the  Teachers’ 
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Convention.  The  conference  was  in  charge  of  men  who  are  leaders  in  boys’ 
work ; good  speakers  talked  on  vital  subjects,  among  them  President 
Faunce  of  Brown  University ; entertainment  was  provided  in  the  homes  of 
Worcester  people ; men  leaders  held  their  separate  conferences  to  consider 
ways  and  means  of  dealing  with  boys ; the  moral,  physical  and  social  wel- 
fare of  the  boy  were  all  emphasized  and  dealt  with  in  a sane  and  logical 
fashion.  State-wide  delegations,  aggregating  several  hundred  boys  of 
various  occupations  and  interests,  gathered  for  a definite  purpose,  must 
broaden  a boy’s  horizon  and  help  him  to  better  understand  his  place  in 
the  world. 


Athletics. 

The  Academy  baseball  team  gave  a good  account  of  itself  for  the  season 
of  1920.  Games  were  played  with  the  high  schools  of  Chelmsford,  Littleton, 
Groton,  Harvard  and  Ayer  with  a record  of  8 games  won  and  3 lost.  Both 
games  with  Groton  were  lost,  one  by  a score  of  11  to  10.  We  also  lost 
one  of  the  games  with  Ayer  by  a score  of  4 to  3.  John  Fletcher  captained 
the  team  and  the  battery  was  Stanley  Smith  and  Chester  Lapniewski. 

On  September  25  two  boys,  Stanley  Smith  and  Raymond  Shea,  took 
part  in  the  school  athletic  games  at  the  Groton  Fair. 

The  Graduating  Class  of  1920. 

It  is  a source  of  satisfaction  to  the  principal  to  report  that  the  majority 
of  last  year’s  graduates  are  pursuing  further  courses  of  study  in  advanced 
institutions  of  learning.  Morton  Seavey,  post-graduate  member,  and 
Mildred  Precious,  valedictorian,  are  now  studying  in  Boston  University ; 
the  salutatorian,  Julia  Donnelly,  is  attending  Salem  Normal  School ; 
Frederick  Griffin  and  Edna  Sargent  are  at  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
College ; Raymond  Wall  is  at  Clark  University ; Forrest  White  attends 
Chauncey  Hall  School  in  Boston,  preparing  to  enter  the  School  of  Tech- 
nology ; Marion  Woodbury  is  studying  at  Lowell  Commercial  College,  and 
Pamelia  Precious  at  the  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music. 

The  other  five  members  are  all  engaged  in  gainful  occupations,  two  at 
least  with  the  purpose  of  specializing  along  lines  which  bid  fair  to  win  for 
them  good  success.  These  activities  of  young  people  just  entering  upon 
independent  careers,  show  promise  of  usefulness  which  argues  in  favor  of  a 
high  school  education. 

National  Bureau  of  Educational  Correspondence. 

The  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  is  the 
organizer  of  a Bureau  of  French- American  Educational  Correspondence, 
whose  object  is  to  promote  correspondence  between  pupils  of  the  United 
States  who  are  studying  French  and  the  pupils  of  France  and  Belgium 
who  are  studying  English.  The  plan  has  the  approval  and  endorsement 
of  P.  P.  Claxton,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  and  the  French 
Department  of  Education  in  Paris.  Schools  throughout  the  country  are 
asked  to  recommend  students  of  French  for  this  correspondence,  and  the 
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majority  members  of  French  classes  at  the  Academy  have  signified  a desire 
to  enroll.  First-year  students  will  write  letters  in  English  to  a specially 
assigned  correspondent  in  France  or  Belgium,  receiving  letters  in  French  in 
reply.  More  advanced  students  will  write  letters  in  French  and  receive 
replies  in  English,  thus  furnishing  an  opportunity  to  both  American  * and 
French  youth  to  practice  writing  in  the  foreign  language  they  are  studying. 

Pro  Merito  Society. 

In  the  year  1916,  the  Headmasters’  Club  of  Western  Massachusetts 
established  an  Honor  Society  for  pupils  of  their  schools  on  lines  suggested 
by  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Experience  with  the  society  was  so  satisfactory 
that  the  club  recently  voted  to  invite  all  “Class  A”  schools  in  the  state  to 
establish  chapters.  Members  of  the  society  are  selected  by  the  Head- 
master of  each  school  for  that  school  from  members  of  the  Junior  and 
* 

Senior  classes.  The  first  selection  is  made  any  time  after  the  completion 
of  the  Junior  year,  and  includes  all  students  of  good  character  who  have 
finished  three-fourths  of  the  work  required  for  graduation,  and  who  have  an 
average  of  at  least  85%  in  all  work  recorded.  A second  selection  is  made 
at  any  time  after  the  first  semester  of  the  Senior  year,  and  includes  all 
students  of  good  character  who  have  finished  seven-eighths  of  the  work 
required  for  graduation  and  have  an  average  of  at  least  85%  in  all  work 
recorded.  The  emblem  of  the  society  is  a copyrighted  pin.  Eight  members 
of  the  class  of  1920  and  six  members  of  the  class  of  1921  belong  to  the 
Pro  Merito  Society. 


War  Children’s  Relief. 

Academy  pupils  have  a reputation  for  responding  to  worthy  appeals  for 
help,  and  this  year  proves  no  exception.  We  had  an  excellent  “war  record” 
in  this  respect,  as  the  principal’s  report  of  January  1,  1919,  will  show. 
Just  now,  when  a country- wide  appeal  is  going  forth  to  save  the  starving 
children  of  Europe,  the  Academy  students  come  forward  with  a donation 
of  $11.25  to  the  War  Children’s  Relief  Fund,  which  exceeds  the  amount 
previously  given  for  this  purpose. 

Graduate  Gift  for  1920. 

It  is  customary  for  the  graduating  class  to  present  the  school  with 
some  gift  in  token  of  their  good  will  and  interest  in  its  welfare.  The  class 
of  1920  presented  us  with  an  appropriate  book  case  in  which  to  keep  the 
ten  volumes  of  the  “World  Book”  encyclopedia  given  by  the  class  of  1919. 

Tadmuck  Club  Members. 

Pursuant  to  the  custQm  now  followed  for  five  years,  two  Senior  girls, 
Lillian  Hunt  and  Marjorie  Bell,  were  recommended  to  membership  in  the 
local  woman’s  club.  This  recommendation  is  made  on  a scholarship  basis. 
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Prizes  for  1920-21. 

1.  A prize  of  five  dollars  to  that  member  of  the  Freshman  class  who 
obtains  the  highest  average  rank  in  all  subjects  during  the  year. 

2.  A prize  of  ten  dollars  to  that  member  of  the  Senior,  Junior  or 
Sophomore  class  who  makes  the  highest  percentage  of  improvement  over 
his  average  rank  for  the  year  1919-1920. 

3.  Two  prizes  of  five  dollars  each  to  those  members  of  the  Senior, 
Junior  or  Sophomore  class  who  rank  second  and  third  respectively  in 
percentage  of  improvement  over  the  year  1919-1920. 

4.  Deportment  will  be  considered  in  awarding  above  prizes. 

5.  The  prizes  will  be  awarded  at  the  graduation  exercise  in  June,  1921. 

In  concluding  his  report,  the  principal  regrets  to  state  that  illness  in 
his  home  necessitated  an  absence  of  eight  days  (Dec.  7-16)  from  school 
at  the  close  of  the  term.  The  situation  was  considerably  relieved  by  Mrs. 
Hildreth  giving  extra  time  and  by  certain  students  taking  charge  of  Latin 
and  French  classes.

Report  of  Domestic  Science  Teacher.

Dear  Sir : 

The  following  is  a brief  report  of  my  work  in  Domestic  Science : 

The  cooking  thus  far  for  this  year  has  all  been  plain,  practical  cookery. 
We  are  paying  particular  attention  to  cleanliness,  accuracy  and  economy. 
The  beginners  have  been  given  outside  study  along  the  line  of  food  products. 

The  lunch  counter  is  still  maintained  and  the  money  received  from  it 
pays  for  nearly  all  the  material  used  in  the  kitchen.  From  the  first  of 
September  through  December  eighth  the  receipts  from  the  lunch  counter 
are  $97.86  and  the  expenditures  $103.47.  I feel,  however,  the  girls  would 
gain  more  if  the  lunch  counter  was  conducted  only  one  day  instead  of  the 
two  days. 

The  sewing  in  the  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville  schools  is  entirely 
new.  All  grades  have  started  with  the  same  problems : The  use  of  thread, 
needle  and  thimble,  also  the  most  common  stitches  and  seams.  A few  of 
the  articles  made  are  sewing  bags,  holders  and  aprons. 

The  girls  seem  to  be  very  much  interested  in  the  work  and  I think  it 
will  prove  practical  and  helpful.

Dear  Sir : 

My  report  for  the  music  department  of  the  Westford  schools  is  as 
follows : 

Better  sight  reading  and  better  tone  quality  have  been  our  aim  in  the 
past  few  years.  It  is  gratifying  to  hear  the  results  of  our  labors  in  a much 
better  song  interpretation,  and  this  of  course  means  a better  understanding 
of  music.  The  love  of  music  in  some  form  is  universal.  It  may  be  the 
instrumental  side  that  attracts  some  people ; it  may  be  the  vocal.  The  latter 
is  being  taught  in  nearly  all  schools  at  the  present  time,  but  instrumental 
work  in  school  is  comparatively  young. 

I am  making  a beginning  in  this,  however,  as  I feel  that  in  a town 
like  Westford  where  access  to  the  city  is  not  easy  and  the  consequent  cost 
of  lessons  prohibitive,  in  some  cases  these  boys  and  girls  should  have  their 
chance  as  well  as  the  city  boys  and  girls.  General  education  is  carried  on 
in  classes,  so  the  instrumental  class  idea  is  being  widely  introduced.  Class 
spirit  works  wonders.  A little  rivalry  and  enjoyment  are  added  by  pupils 
listening  to  each  other.  One  child  often  §ees  faults  in  another  and  so 
corrects  his  own.  We  started  a violin  class  in  the  fall  which  began  with 
great  enthusiasm  but  unfortunately  did  not  hold  out.  The  violin  lends 
itself  nicely  to  class  instruction,  but  it  cannot  be  mastered  in  half  a dozen 
lessons  or  without  practice.  The  attendance  was  so  poor  that  the  teacher 
decided  she  couldn’t  come  so  far  for  so  uncertain  a class  so  we  let  it  drop 
until  spring  when  we  shall  try  it  again.  We  also  started  a cornet  class 
and  a class  on  the  piano.  These  classes  I am  glad  to  report  are  both  doing 
good  wrork  and  show  interest  enough  to  warrant  continuing  throughout 
the  year. 

A word  to  the  parents  of  these  children.  If  the  children  are  not  regular 
in  their  attendance  at  their  lessons  they  cannot  expect  to  improve  and  it 
is  unfair  to  the  children  w’ho  are  faithful  for  the  teacher  to  be  obliged 
to  stop  and  try  to  make  up  to  the  child  what  he  has  lost  by  missing  lessons. 
Regular  hours  for  practicing  should  be  insisted  upon.  No  child  studying 
with  a private  teacher  will  be  accepted  in  these  classes.  The  idea  is  to 
create  an  interest  and  a desire  for  study,  carry  the  child  along  in  ther  class 
as  far  as  the  class  idea  will  allow,  then  turn  him  over  to  a private  teacher 
for  more  advanced  work.  This  will  usually  take  a term  or  two,  in  some 
cases  longer.  I wish  parents  interested  would  visit  our  classes,  ask  questions 
and  get  an  idea  of  the  whole  scheme,  for  it  is  entirely  different  from  any 
other  method  for  the  piano. 

I am  grateful  to  the  superintendent  and  teachers  for  their  interest  and 
co-operation  in  all  our  work.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 


Superintendent  H.  C.  Knight. 

Dear  Sir : — I herewith  submit  the  report  for  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing 
for  the  Town  of  Westford,  Mass. 

I have  been  teaching  in  this  town  for  such  a short  time  that  I cannot 
tell  much  about  the  success  of  my  course  in  drawing,  so  I will  give  a brief 
outline  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  pupils. 

The  grades  have  done  a great  deal  of  paper  cutting,  especially  the 
lower  grades.  Paper  cutting  is  an  interesting  subject.  Aside  from  that,  it 
helps  give  the  hands  freedom  of  movement,  thus  enabling  the  children  to 
make  things  large  and  also  correcting  a tendency  of  children,  in  drawing, 
to  make  things  small.  In  other  work,  the  children  have  had  symbolic 
drawing,  drawing  in  squares,  drawing  from  a model,  also  some  pose  drawing. 

The  room  in  the  Academy  is  not  equipped  for  drawing,  also  the  class 
is  too  large,  thus  the  teacher  cannot  give  the  pupils  as  much  individual 
attention,  as  is  necessary.  I understand,  that  under  the  present  curriculum, 
that  drawing  is  compulsory  in  the  freshman  class.  It  would  be  better  if 
it  were  not  so,  because  people  of  that  age,  who  do  not  care  for  drawing, 
generally  cannot  be  made  to  like  it,  in  other  words,  they  get  an  idea  that 
the  drawing  period  is  for  play.  They  really  are  not  to  blame,  in  that 
respect,  because  there  are  many  older  people  who  have  the  idea  that 
drawing  is  of  no  use  whatever.  They  are  mistaken ! There  is  no  man, 
in  any  trade  or  profession,  who  would  not  be  better  equipped  for  work 
if  he  knew  how  to  draw,  and  many  of  them  have  realized  the  fact,  to  their 
grief. 

The  Academy  pupils  have  drilled  largely  on  perspective  and  light  and 
shade,  also  some  lettering,  and  have  done  quite  well  under  the  circum- 
stances. 

I wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  co-operation.

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Library  Report. 


The  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  for '1920,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Librarian  and  the 
List  of  Books  added  in  1920. 

During  the  past  year  a branch  of  the  Library  has  been  started  at 
Graniteville. 

Under  the  efficient  supervision  of  Mrs.  A.  R.  Wall,  this  experiment  has 
proved  so  successful,  that  the  trustees  consider  it  important  to  continue 
the  service,  and  also  if  suitable  arrangements  can  be  made,  it  seems 
advisable  to  start  branch  libraries  at  Forge  Village  and  Brookside  in  order 
that  as  many  of  the  townspeople  as  possible  may  have  the  benefit  of  the 
Library. 

The  circulation  at  Parkerville  has  decreased  to  such  an  extent,  it 

seems  best  to  discontinue  the  transportation  of  books  to  that  section  for 
the  present. 

The  Trustees  ask  for  the  following  appropriations,  viz  : 

1.  The  unexpended  balance  as  shown  by  the  financial  statement.

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Report  of  Librarian. 


January  1,  1921. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library  : 

The  report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920.  is 
herewith  presented. 

A project  long  contemplated  has  at  last  been  carried  out  this  year 
in  the  establishing  of  a deposit  station  in  Graniteville  in  July.  Mrs.  A.  R. 
Wall  has  accepted  the  position  of  librarian  and  the  circulation  of  over 
two  thousand  books  for  the  year  shows  that  the  deposit  has  been  appre- 
ciated. It  is  hoped  that  similar  arrangements  can  be  made  in  the  other 
villages  in  the  future. 

As  in  other  years,  baskets  of  books  have  been  sent  to  the  village 
schools.  This  year  the  books  needed  for  outside  reading  by  the  High  School 
English  classes  have  also  been  sent  to  the  school  and  a senior  has  charge 
of  their  distribution.  This  enables  the  pupils  who  go  in  the  barges  to  get 
the  books  they  need  and  also  relieves  the  after  school  rush  at  the  Library. 

The  number  of  books  loaned  this  past  year  has  been  larger  than  that  of 
any  other  year  since  1915.  The  increase  has  taken  place  in  all  the  villages, 
as  well  as  at  the  Library.  The  circulation  in  the  children's  department 
has  increased  from  30%  to  39%  of  all  the  books  taken. 

The  geographical  pictures  purchased  at  the  close  of  last  year  were 
found  so  useful  in  the  schools  that  when  new  sets  were  published  by  the 
National  Geographic  Society  they  were  at  once  purchased.  The  new  titles 
are  as  follows : “Italy,  China,  the  Philippines,  the  Negro  in  Africa,  the 
Indian  in  America.”  Other  pictures  have  also  been  collected  and  mounted. 

Magazines  no  longer  of  use  at  the  Library  were  given  to  several 
families  while  they  were  in  quarantine  with  scarlet  fever. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  the  American  Library  Association  had  left 
on  its  hands  a large  number  of  books  that  had  been  used  in  France.  After 
supplying  the  camp  libraries  and  hospitals  in  this  country,  there  were  still 
available  many  books  of  non-fiction  which  they  decided  to  distribute  amon| 
the  public  libraries.  We  received  twenty-five  books. 

An  inclined  book  rack  has  been  purchased  and  placed  on  the 
Librarian’s  desk.  This  keeps  the  books  in  better  order  and  makes  it  more 
convenient  to  see  the  titles  of  the  books. 

Several  anniversaries  were  observed  at  the  Library  by  means  of 
pictures  and  clippings  on  the  bulletin  boards  and  appropriate  collections 
of  books  placed  on  special  shelves. 

A new  bulletin  board  has  been  placed  in  the  children’s  room. 

This  year  the  supply  of  current  fiction  has  been  increased  by  the 
gifts  of  forty-five  volumes  from  Mr.  Julian  A.  Cameron  and  of  thirty-one 
volumes  from  Mrs.  Walter  P.  Wright.  These  have  been  much  appreciated 
by  the  readers. 
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The  magazine  circulation  continues  to  increase.  A few  magazines 
received  at  the  library  this  year  but  not  included  in  the  report  for  last 
year  are  as  follows  :

All  persons  are  respectfully  requested  to  examine  the  foregoing  reports 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  report  to  the  Town  Clerk  any  errors 
or  omissions  that  may  be  discerned  therein,  so  that  the  records  may  be 
corrected.  An  error  in  the  record,  other  than  a mistake  in  copying  a 
certificate  or  return,  can  be  corrected  only  in  accordance  with  a deposition 
under  oath,  made  by  one  who  was  required  by  law  to  furnish  the  information 
for  the  original  record  or  by  one  or  more  creditable  persons  having  knowledge 
of  the  case.  See  General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  13.) 

Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  returned  without  the 
Christian  name.  In  such  cases  parents  should  return  the  name  to  the  Town 
Clerk  as  soon  as  selected,  as  incompleteness  of  the  record  may  occasion 
trouble  in  the  future. 

Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
General  Laws. 


General  Laws,  Chapter  46. 

Extracts  from  Sections  1,  3,  4,  6 and  8. 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or  obtain  and  record 

* * * facts  relative  to  the  births  * * * in  his  city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  registered  shall  keep  a 

record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge  and 

* * * shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the 

clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a report  * * * 

If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father 

shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in  writing  of  both  the  father  and 
mother  filed.  * * * Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a certificate  of  the  town 
clerk,  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treasurer 
shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth 
so  reported.  * * * A physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  * * * 

Section  4.  A member  or  servant  of  a family  in  which  a child  is  born, 
having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  * * * shall  furnish  the  same 

upon  request  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  * * * or  of  any  person  author- 

ized by  him.  (Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a child,  and 
every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a birth  in  his  house  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

General  Laws,  Chapter  207. 

Section  36.  If  a marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between 
parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall 
within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
town  where  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  required  in  a notice  of 
intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared  to  furnish 
parents,  householders,  physicians  and  registered  hospital  medical  officers 
applying  therefor  with  blanks  for  return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

The  attention  of  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  is  called  to  the  following 
extracts  from  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Lawrs : 

Section  137.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  of  March,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the 
first  day  of  April  following,  if  kept  in  any  town,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
thereof.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner’s  name  and  its 
registered  number. 

Section  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  may  at  any  time  have  it 
licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following ; and  a person  who  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  after  April  first  which  is  not  duly  licensed, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  becomes  three  months  old  after 
March  thirty-first  in  any  year  shall,  when  it  is  three  months  old,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed  and  collared  as  required 
in  the  preceding  sction.

$4,000 ; Salaries.  $4,000 ; State  and  County  Tax,  $17,408 ; Notes  and  In- 
terest, $3,151. 

14.  Voted  to  appropriate  $2,500  and  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000 
for  the  support  of  the  Poor. 

15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000  for  the  Police  Department.

Books,  $1,000 ; Supplies,  Repairs  and  Miscellaneous,  $2,070 ; School  Phy- 
sician, $200. 

17.  Voted  to  appropriate  $700  and  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000  for 
destruction  of  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths  and  elm  tree  beetles. 

IS.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3,960  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
Fire  Department,  to  be  apportioned  as  follows : Hydrants,  $2,360 ; Forest 
Fires,  $500;  Fire  Department,  $1,100. 
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10.  Voted  that  $4,522.08  be  appropriated  to  pay  all  bills  outstanding 
against  the  Town  on  December  31,  1920,  the  items  being  as  follows : School 
Department,  $1,421.87 ; Fire  Department,  $1,152.51 ; Town  Debts  and 
(’barges,  $716.75;  Road  Department,  $14.85;  Public  Library,  $283.41; 
Board  of  Health,  $62.83;  Public  Health  Nurse,  $37.50;  Support  of  Poor,

any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of 
said  financial  year. 

38.  Voted  that  the  Collector  be  instructed  to  collect  all  taxes  according 

to  law  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  return,  at  the  expense  of  the  Town,  a 

receipted  tax  bill  when  paid. 

39.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,829.23  be  appropriated  and  the  Select- 

men be  authorized,  if  in  their  opinion  it  seems  advisable,  after  obtaining  the 
proper  legal  approval,  to  expend  the  same  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred 

in  the  operation,  fixed  charges  and  repairs  in  operating  the  Branch  Line, 

so  called,  of  the  Lowell  & Fitchburg  Street  Railway  Company.

Board  of  Health  Report 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1921 : 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their  co-operation 
with  the  Board  and  its  agents  for  the  past  year. 

This  year,  as  last,  the  greatest  portion  of  the  health  work  in  the  Town 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse. 

Before  considering  her  report  which  appears  below,  attention  is  called 
to  the  following.  The  old  public  dump  on  the  back  road  from  Pine  Ridge 
Station  to  Graniteville  has  been  closed,  and  the  ground  it  occupied  picked 
up  and  cleared.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Oscar  Spaulding,  a piece  of 
land,  out  of  sight  from  the  road  and  a little  to  one  side  of  the  old  dump, 
was  given  to  the  Town  to  use  for  a public  dump.  This  was  surveyed  and  a 
road  cleared  for  an  approach. 

This  coming  year,  if  possible,  we  should  like  to  make  use  of  part  of  our 
appropriation  in  cleaning  up  another  dump  on  the  same  road,  which  at 
present  is  in  a very  unsightly,  as  well  as  unsanitary,  condition. 

This  year  the  Board  felt  that  it  would  become  a more  efficient  body  if 
one  with  medical  knowledge  were  connected  with  the  Board.  So,  early  in 
the  year,  it  appointed  Dr.  Fabyan  Packard,  Board  of  Health  Physician. 

By  word  of  explanation  regarding  the  large  unexpended  balance  of  this 
year’s  appropriation,  two  hospital  cases  were  quite  unexpectedly  dismissed 
the  first  part  of  the  year,  and  this  year’s  quarantine  reimbursements  have 
been  comparatively  slight.  In  November,  $600  of  the  Board  of  Health’s 
appropriation  was  transferred  to  other  departments. 

The  following  is  the  Report  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Health  by  the 
Public  Health  Nurse.  Since  a large  portion  of  the  health  work  is  done  in 
the  schools,  in  co-operation  with  the  teachers  and  the  superintendent,  that 
the  Board  of  Health  may  receive  no  undue  credit  and  that  the  School  De- 
partment may  receive  its  due  share  of  credit  for  the  work  accomplished,  the 
report  has  been  divided  into  two  sections.  The  first  part  deals  with  the  health 
work  throughout  the  Town,  the  second  part  takes  up  the  health  work  in 
connection  with  the  Schools. 
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To  the  Westford  Board  of  Health  : 


I submit  this  report  of  the  health  work  accomplished  this  year. 
Although  covering  about  the  same  ground  as  in  previous  years  it  has  been* 
very  interesting  and  has  developed  especially  along  the  child  hygiene  line. 
The  foreign  mothers  are  taking  more  interest  and  are  much  easier  to  ap- 
proach ; instead  of  locking  the  doors  when  they  see  the  nurse  coming,  they 
now  very  often  send  one  of  the  children  to  ask  her  to  come  and  weigh  the 
baby. 

The  Board  of  Health  held  a Health  Day  at  Abbot  Hall,  in  Forge 
Village,  early  in  June.  About  55  babies  and  children  were  weighed  and 
measured.  Dr.  Mary  Putnam,  of  the  Child  Welfare  Bureau  of  Boston,  was 
present  and  gave  some  very  good  advice  and  made  many  helpful  suggestions 
to  mothers  for  the  care  of  their  babies. 

The  contagious  work  has  been  varied.  Measles  and  whooping-cough 
(the  latter  confined  mostly  to  Forge  Village)  have  been  prevalent  among  the 
children  of  pre-school  and  school  age. 

The  townspeople  are  realizing  more  the  necessity  of  reporting  con- 
tagious diseases  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Several  cases  were  reported  during 
the  year  which  had  not  been  seen  by  a physician,  the  parents  would  not 
think  the  case  serious  enough.  If  they  could  not  be  persuaded  to  consult 
a doctor  a great  deal  more  follow-up  work  was  necessary.

This  year  we  have  many  new  scholars  in  the  schools,  and  many  of  the 
defects  that  were  found  last  year  have  been  corrected,  but  when  the  school 
physician  made  the  examinations  for  1921  it  was  found  that  there  is  still 
a great  deal  of  work  to  be  done.

Frost,  193  scholars,  39  with  enlarged  tonsils,  118  with  defective  teeth. 

Cameron,  174  scholars,  45  with  enlarged  tonsils,  106  with  defective  teeth. 

Sargent,  171  scholars,  28  with  enlarged  tonsils,  72  with  defective  teeth. 

Parkerville,  21  scholars,  3 with  enlarged  tonsils,  15  with  defective  teeth. 

A great  many  of  the  children  who  were  under  weight  last  year  have 
made  the  standard.  At  present  there  are  only  one  set  of  scales,  so  that  all 
the  children  have  not  been  weighed  since  the  fall  term,  but  new  scales  are 
to  be  purchased  with  some  of  the  money  from  the  Christmas  Seal  sale,  and  a 
regular  weight  chart  will  be  kept  for  each  child. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  terms  the  modern  health  crusade  was 
started  in  all  the  schools.  The  children  were  much  interested  and  most  all 
tried  to  follow  the  rules. 

A portion  of  the  Christmas  Seal  money  was  used  for  this  purpose.  It 
was  not  possible  to  start  again  in  the  fall  term.  In  May,  to  stimulate 
interest  among  the  children  in  matters  of  health,  the  Board  of  Health 
offiered  to  the  school  children  of  the  town  a first  prize  of  $5.00,  second  prize 
of  $3.00  and  a third  prize  of  $2.00  for  the  best  health  cartoon.  The  contest 
was  open  to  all  school  children  in  the  Town  of  Westford  from  the  4th  to 
the  8th  grades.  Any  health  subject  could  be  selected.  Contestants  could 
consult  with  others  as  to  the  subject  but  the  drawing  had  to  be  entirely 
their  own. 

Under  the  efficient  guidance  of  the  drawing  teacher,  Miss  Millard,  the 
children  made  very  good  illustrations. 

A Children’s  Day  was  held  June  8th  at  Abbot  Hall,  Forge  Village,  and 
the  cartoons  were  finished  and  ready  for  exhibition.  An  entertainment  was 
given  by  the  school  children.  The  program  was  as  follows :

Dr.  Simpson,  of  Lowell,  gave  a short  talk  on  health,  after  which  the 
prizes  for  the  Health  Cartoon  Contest  were  presented  by  Alexander  A. 
Cameron. 

The  judges  were  Dr.  Simpson,  of  Lowell ; Miss  Ashley,  of  Boston,  and 
Miss  Martin,  of  Lynn.  The  first  prize  of  $5.00  went  to  Ruth  Swenson,  age 
12,  grade  7,  Frost  School.  The  second  to  Regina  H.  McLenna,  age  13, 
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grade  7,  Cameron  School.  Third  to  Aldea  Marsonnillier,  age  13,  grade  4, 
Cameron  School,  and  fourth  to  Hazel  Sweetser,  aged  12,  grade  8,  Parkerville 
School. 

The  following  pupils  were  given  honorable  mention  : John  Trask,  Maria 
Cavanaugh,  grade  7 ; Walter  Velville,  grade  4 ; George  Kimball,  grade  7 ; 
Priscilla  Bennet,  grade  5 ; Joseph  Bichard,  grade  4 ; Eliza  Pollock,  grade  7. 

Much  credit  was  due  to  the  teachers  who  trained  the  pupils  for  their 
parts  in  the  exercises,  and  to  Mr.  Knight  for  his  co-operation  for  the  success 
of  the  day. 

At  Parkerville  School,  most  of  the  children  have  to  bring  a cold 
lunch,  the  noon  hour  is  too  short  and  the  distance  too  great  for  them  to  go 
home.  Mrs.  Robbins,  the  teacher,  volunteered  to  supervise  and  make  hot 
cocoa  each  noontime  for  the  children.  Utensils,  sugar  and  cocoa  were  pur- 
chased with  some  of  the  money  from  the  Christmas  Seal  sale,  and  the  parents 
are  providing  the  milk.  Hot  cocoa  is  proving  to  be  very  popular  at  Parker- 


ville School.

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Report  of  Demonstration  Work  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics  in  Westford  for  the  Year  Ending 
December  31,  1921. 


An  appropriation  of  $250  was  made  at  the  annual  town  meeting  for 
demonstration  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Middlesex  County  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  and  Home  Economics.  Following  is  a report  of  the  work  done 
by  this  organization  in  the  town  of  Westford: 

Agents  of  the  Bureau  made  86  farm  and  home  visits  in  the  town  during 
the  year. 

The  County  Agricultural  Agent  conducted  an  extension  school,  a dairy 
barn  meeting  and  three  poultry  demonstrations,  which  had  a total  attendance 
of  222.  He  also  spoke  twice  at  the  Middlesex  North  Agricultural  Society 
Institutes  which  were  well  attended  by  Westford  farmers.  Field  demon- 
strations in  potato  seed  selection  and  orchard  management  took  place  on 
several  farms  in  the  town.  Automobile  tours  were  arranged  for  the  benefit 
of  those  interested  in  alfalfa  growing,  poultry  and  raising  sunflowers  for 
silage. 

The  Home  Demonstration  Agent  conducted  a one-day  extension  school. 

The  Club  Agents  held  42  meetings  with  boys’  and  girls’  clubs  and  a 
large  public  exhibit  was  given  in  connection  with  the  Grange  and  at  the 
Groton  Fair.  William  Carver  was  second  prize  winner  in  the  county  in 
the  pig  club.  The  Misses  Ruth  and  Edna  Sargent  were  leaders  of  summer 
club  work  and  winter  club  work  was  under  the  volunteer  leadership  of  the 
teachers  of  the  schools.  The  enrollment  for  the  year  was  as  follows : Home 
Economics,  50 ; canning,  12 ; garden,  9 ; pig,  8. 

At  a program  meeting  held  in  December,  plans  for  the  coming  year 
were  made  and  it  was  decided  that  the  Agricultural  Agent  should  conduct 
an  extension  school,  a dairy  barn  meeting,  poultry  and  pruning  demonstra- 
tions and  a poultry  automobile  trip.  The  Home  Demonstration  Agent  will 
work  with  the  women  on  problems  of  nutrition  and  household  management.

Report  of  Committee  on  Roads. 


The  committee  elected  to  report  on  some  general  system  of  improvement 
toward  permanent  betterment  of  the  highways  labor  under  considerable 
difficulty  if  it  is  to  be  made  from  the  usual  appropriations  for  highway 
purposes.  With  the  enormous  increase  of  travel  by  automobiles  and  trucks 
over  horse-drawn  vehicles,  the  amount  yearly  appropriated  is  only  enough 
to  keep  our  nearly  100  miles  of  road  safe  for  travel.  Last  year  $14,000  was 
appropriated  for  roads.  For  the  improvement  of  the  Lowell  Road  to  Brook- 
side  $1,000  was  expended  with  $500  from  the  county.  Nearly  $5,000  was 
used  for  road  oil,  leaving  about  $8,000  for  general  repairs,  which  was  not 
enough  to  do  any  permanent  work.  It  is  easy  for  anyone  to  say  that  we 
should  have  a regular  system  wherein  we  can  have  a mile  or  more  each  year 
of  permanent  road  built.  But  it  takes  money  to  do  it.  There  is  plenty  of 
most  excellent  material  at  hand  if  properly  prepared,  but  in  doing  so  we 
need  a stone  crusher,  dump  trucks,  steam  roller,  gasoline  loader  and  road 
oil.  All  of  this  costs  money  and  if  the  town  is  willing  to  do  it  a special 
appropriation  should  be  made  for  this  purpose,  outside  of  the  appropriation 
for  repairs.  The  road  building  question  is  getting  to  be  appalling,  it  is  so 
considered  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Highways.  What  seems  to  be 
the  right  way  to  build  roads  one  year  is  found  to  be  a failure  in  a year  or 
so  on  account  of  the  tremendous  traffic  that  increases  each  year. 

The  roads  of-  Westford  compare  very  favorably  with  other  towns.  We 
would  recommend  a specific  appropriation  for  any  section  of  road  that  is  to 
be  rebuilt  in  a permanent  manner  under  the  direction  of  a competent  en- 
gineer.

Report  of  Police  Department 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  first  report  of  the  Police  Department.  On  March 
1,  1921,  I assumed  my  duties,  which  were  to  act  as  a police  officer  and  to 
have  charge  of  the  police  work  of  the  town. 

I have  been  handicapped  in  several  ways,  a few  of  which  I will 
enumerate : First,  the  means  of  transportation  furnished,  namely,  a defective 
motorcycle  which  took  a large  part  of  my  appropriation  to  keep  in  repair, 
and  to  hire  transportation  for  myself  when  it  was  out  of  repair,  or  the 
weather  was  such  that  the  use  of  a motorcycle  was  out  of  the  question. 

Secondly,  the  large  amount  of  territory  to  be  covered. 

Thirdly,  the  smallness  of  the  appropriation  when  one  considers  the 
many  different  expenses  to  come  out  of  the  same,  and  the  fact  that  the 
money  collected  from  fines  doesn’t  revert  back  for  use  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment but  goes  into  the  town  treasury. 

The  liquor  situation  in  Westford  is  a serious  one  which  the  police 
department  is  unable  to  cope  with,  owing  to  the  inadequate  appropriation. 
At  present  I have  at  hand  seventeen  liquor  search  warrants  to  serve.  It  is 
only  through  the  aid  of  Federal  authorities  that  I am  enabled  to  serve  them, 
they  furnishing  most  of  the  men  to  assist  in  the  raids,  thus  saving  quite  an 
expense  to  the  town.  But  when  these  cases  are  tried  in  the  Ayer  Court, 
any  fines  from  convictions  will  revert  to  the  town  treasury. 

My  returns  have  been  duly  made  to  the  Department  of  Correction  and 
Public  Safety  Commissioner. 

I went  into  the  Ayer  Court  a stranger,  but  as  my  year  draws  to  a close. 
I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  hearty  co-operation  of  Judge 
Atwood,  Associate  Justice  Maloney,  Clerk  of  Courl;  Parsons,  and  Probation 
Officer  Mullin  of  the  Ayer  District  Court ; also  to  Chief  Beatty  and  Attorney 
Carney  of  Ayer,  and  members  of  the  police  departments  of  the  City  of 
Lowell  and  nearby  towns  wTith  whom  I have  come  in  contact,  and  to  the 
citizens  of  Westford,  most  of  whom  have  heartily  co-operated  with  me  in 
my  work.  My  report  would  be  incomplete  without  a word  of  appreciation 
for  Special  Officer  Sutherland,  who  has  proven  himself  an  efficient  officer 
and  dependable  at  all  times  and  to  Constable  William  Wall  and  Special 
Officers  Ripley  and  Robinson  for  any  and  all  work  which  they  have  done 
to  make  the  Police  Department  a success.

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Report  of  Town  Fish  and  Game  Warden 


Graniteville,  Mass.,  January  16,  1922. 

In  making  this  report,  I am  sorry  to  say  I don’t  see  any  increase  in 
the  number  of  our  song  birds.  In  fact.  I don’t  think  we  have  as  many  as  in 
former  years.  In  some  places  I don’t  find  any,  where  a few  years  ago  they 
were  quite  plenty.  This,  I think,  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  cats  that 
are  allowed  to  run  loose  in  the  breeding  season.  One  good  smart  cat  gets 
the  credit  of  killing  50  birds  in  a season.  Anyone  that' has  any  regards  for 
our  small  birds  should  watch  them  through  the  breeding  season. 

Our  game  birds  have  increased  in  numbers  the  last  few  years.  We  have 
quite  a few  flocks  of  partridges  and  I have  seen  a number  of  pheasants 
since  the  open  season.  There  has  been  quite  a number  of  Snowshoe 
Rabbits  liberated  every  year  but  they  don’t  seem  to  increase  as  they  did 
some  years  ago. 

I am  sending  to  Maine  this  month  for  a lot  of  rabbits  to  be  liberated 
here.  Those  rabbits  will  be  paid  for  with  money  I have  collected  from  some 
of  our  leading  citizens.  I am  expecting  20  pheasants  from  the  state  hatchery, 
at  Marshfield,  this  week.  They  are  a lot  of  young  birds  from  a late  hatch 
and  are  too  young  to  liberate,  until  spring,  so  I will  keep  them  until  warm 
weather.  Any  person  should  be  willing  to  pay  the  grain  bill.  If  we  have 
good  luck  with  them  it  will  make  a good  start  in  the  spring  as  they  can  be 
let  out  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

During  the  past  year  a survey  of  Long  Sought  For  Pond,  Burgess  Pond 
and  Forge  Pond  was  made  by  expert  fish  culturists  to  determine  just  what 
we  might  expect  of  these  ponds  in  the  future.  According  to  their  report,  in 
time,  there  will  be  a large  increase  in  fish,  especially  in  Forge  and  Long 
Sought  For  Ponds. 

As  usual  I get  a few  complaints  of  people  breaking  the  Game  Laws,  but 
it  is  hard  to  get  evidence.  You  have  to  catch  them  in  the  act.  In  the 
month  of  October,  I found  four  men  fishing  without  a license.  I brought 
them  to  the  District  Court  at  Ayer.  The  judge  fined  them  ten  dollars  each.

December,  100  adults,  8 to  12  inches  long,  10  cans.

1. 

Any  person  who  is  loaned  a 

fire 

extinguisher  by 

the  Tow) 

Westford  for  use  at  brush  or  house  fires  must  be  responsible  for  same. 

2.  After  using  and  before  refilling,  the  extinguisher  should  be 
thoroughly  washed  out  to  prevent  corroding.  The  hose  and  nozzle  also 
should  be  washed.  Make  sure  the  hole  in  the  nozzle  is  clear. 

3.  Always  wash  and  refill  immediately.  There  may  be  another  fire. 

4.  In  winter  the  extinguisher  should  be  put  near  a stove  or  in  a warm 
place,  to  prevent  freezing.  Otherwise  it  should  be  emptied  and  washed  out. 

5.  By  putting  into  the  extinguisher  3-4  of  a cup  of  salt  and  stirring 
until  dissolved,  the  extinguisher  will  not  freeze  so  easily.  It  cannot, 
however,  be  left  in  a wholly  unheated  building. 

6.  All  persons  having  extinguishers,  who  close  their  houses  for  the 
winter  or  who  leave  town,  should  notify  the  Forest  Warden,  Harry  L. 
Nesmith,  by  telephone  and  give  the  extinguishers  to  him. 

7.  Every  spring  the  extinguishers  should  be  discharged,  washed  out 
and  refilled. 

8.  Any  extinguisher  that  is  lost  or  becomes  defective  should  be 
reported  to  the  Forest  Warden. 

9.  Each  person  taking  an  extinguisher  to  a fire  should  take  his  own 
extinguisher  home. 

10.  Know  the  number  of  your  own  extinguisher. 

11.  Any  person  allowing  an  extinguisher  to  freeze  must  pay  for 
having  it  repaired.

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Report  of  the  Engineers  of  the  Westford  Fire  Department 


TJie  Board  of  Fire  Engineer^  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending,  December  31,  1921 : 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  engineers  organized  as  follows : 
Edward x M.  Abbot,  chief;  Alonzo  G.  Sutherland,  assistant  chief;  John 
Edwards,  clerk. 

The  fire  companies  have  responded  to  19  fires  other  than  forest  fires 
during  the  past  year : 10  chimney  fires,  3 automobile  fires,  3 building  fires, 
1 fire  that  burned  up  a grandstand,  1 fire  at  horse  sheds,  1 fire — elec- 
tric wires. 

The  following  is  a list  at  which  damage  occurred : 

April  4th — Abbot  Worsted  Co.’s  grandstand,  Graniteville  ball  park. 
Total  loss.  Value  $450.  Contents,  value  $300.  No  insurance.  Cause 
unknown. 

May  10th — J.  A.  Healy  & Son’s  cottage  on  Broadway,  Graniteville. 
Total  loss.  Value  $500.  Insurance  $200.  Value,  contents  $200.  Loss, 
contents  $150.  Cause — over  heated  stove. 

July  9th — Lowell  & Fitchburg  Street  Railway  sub-station  at  Forge 
Village.  Damage  to  contents  $550.  Value  building,  $5,000.  Value  of  con- 
tents, $18,000.  Insurance  on  building  and  contents,  $15,000.  Fire  started 
from  lightning. 

September  14th — Horse  sheds,  Catholic  Church,  Graniteville,  damage, 
$75.  Value,  $500.  Insurance,  $400. 

October — Reo  Truck,  belonging  to  Lowell  party.  Damage,  $150. 

October  27th — House  of  Harmon  Whidden.  Loss,  $150.  Value,  $2,500. 
Insurance,  $2,000.  Value  of  contents,  $800.  Insurance,  $500.  Fire  started 
from  chimney. 

November  30th- — Cadillac  automobile,  registration  No.  42626.  Total 
loss.  Supposed  to  be  property  of  boot  leggers. 

The  double  tank  chemical  has  proved  of  great  value  during  the  year  and 
has  greatly  added  to  the  efficiency  of  the  fire  department  in  reaching  fires. 

The  engineers  feel  that  a Ford  one-ton  truck  put  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Forest  Warden  would  help  to  take  men  and  equipment  to  the  forest  fires 
quickly.  It  often  happens  that  there  are  two  or  three  forest  fires  burning  at 
different  parts  of  the  town  at  the  same  time.  The  Forest  Warden  responds 
to  all  forest  fires. 

During  the  year  the  ladder  house  at  Brookside  has  been  moved  and  built 
over  by  the  Abbot  Worsted  Company  without  charge  to  the  Town.  The 
Town  has  equipped  it  with  600  feet  of  hose  and  the  necessary  supplies,  and 
the  mill  fire  department  at  the  Brookside  Mill  stand  ready  to  man  the  equip- 
ment in  any  emergency. 

The  Fire  Engineers  recommend  that  the  Town  purchase  eighteen  addi- 
tional extinguishers  to  replace  ten  that  have  worn  out. 

The  Fire  Engineers  request  these  amounts  to  run  the  Fire  Department 
on  for  the  coming  year,  which  are  itemized  as  follows:

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Report  of  Committee  on  By-Laws. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  WESTFORD,  MASS. 
ARTICLE  I. 

Town  Meetings  and  the  Procedure  Thereat 

Section  1-  -The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  Town  officers  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  in  each  year.  The  polls  shall  be 
open  as  stated  in  the  Warrant  calling  said  meeting.  All  business  of  the 
annual  meeting,  as  called  for  in  the  Warrant  as  posted,  shall  be  taken  up 
and  acted  upon  immediately  following  the  closing  of  the  polls. 

Section  2 — Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by  posting  an 
attested  copy  of  the  Warrant  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Westford  and  all  the  Post 
Offices,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

Section  3—  -Special  town  meetings  shall  be  called  on  any  day  not  earlier 
than  seven-thirty  o’clock  P.  M.  except  that  on  Saturday  they  may  be  called 
not  earlier  than  two  o’clock  p.  m. 

Section  4 — At  any  town  meeting  held  for  the  transaction  of  town  busi- 
ness no  person  whose  name  is  not  on  the  list  of  voters  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  floor  of  the  hall,  except  those  who  may  be  invited  by  the  meeting  as- 
sembled. It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  police  and  election  officers  to 
enforce  this  law  by  use  of  the  check  list ; but  the  same  shall  not  apply  to 
the  State  election,  primaries  or  meetings  for  the  election  of  town  officers, 
or  to  be  construed  to  prohibit  press  reporters  from  such  admission.  The 
Moderator  shall  determine  the  bounds  of  the  floor  of  the  hall. 

Section  5 — Articles  for  the  Warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  order 
in  which  they  stand,  except  that  the  Moderator  may  upon  request  and  for 
the  reasons  stated  entertain  the  motion  to  take  up  an  article  out  of  its 
regular  order. 

Section  6 — No  motion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  disolve  a town 
meeting,  shall  be  in  order  until  every  article  in  the  Warrant  has  been  duly 
considered  and  acted  upon,  but  this  shall  not  preclude  the  postponement  of 
action  on,  or  consideration  of,  any  article  to  an  adjournment  of  the  meet- 
ing to  a stated  time. 

Section  7 — No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any  question 
except  to  answer  an  inquiry  or  to  give  information  requested,  without  first 
obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting  and  then  not  until  others  who  have  not  spoken 
upon  the  question  shall  have  spoken  if  they  desire. 
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Section  8 — All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  meeting,  and  all  committees  so  appointed 
shall  be  directed  to  report  within  a definite  time.  If  a committee  does  not 
report  within  the  time  stated,  or  at  the  first  town  meeting  held  thereafter, 
it  shall  be  considered  discharged.  The  Moderator  shall  not  be  a member  of 
any  committee  appointed  by  him. 

Section  ,9 — All  votes  on  motions  shall  be  taken  in  the  first  instance  by 
a voice  vote ; if  the  Moderator  be  in  doubt  he  may  call  for  a hand  or  stand- 
ing vote ; if  the  Moderator  be  still  in  doubt,  or  if  the  vote  as  declared  by  the 
Moderator  be  immediately  questioned  by  seven  of  the  voters  present,  the 
vote  shall  then  be  taken  by  a “yes”  and  “no”  ballot.  Nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  taking  of  a vote  by  ballot  in  the  first  in- 
stance if  a motion  to  that  effect  shall  be  duly  made  and  carried  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon.  In  voting  by  ballot  a check 
list  shall  be  used. 

Section  10 — The  Moderator  may  decline  to  put  motions  obviously  frivo- 
lous or  tending  to  disorder.  Motions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  if  the 
Moderator  so  requests.  The  Moderator  shall  be  governed  in  his  rulings  by 
the  provisions  of  this  article.  In  matters  not  herein  provided  for,  the  pro- 
cedure shall  be  in  accordance  with  parliamentary  law. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Duties  of  the  Finance  Committee 

Section  1 — There  shall  be  a Finance  Committee,  consisting  of  six  voters 
of  the  town,  no  one  of  whom  shall  be  a town  officer  by  ballot,  or  an  ap- 
pointed official  receiving  a salary.  The  members  of  this  committee  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  and  shall  serve  without 
salary. 

Section  2 — The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following 
manner : The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a committee  of  three  who  shall  re- 
tire and  bring  in  nominees  who  shall  be  acted  upon  singly.  The  first  com- 
mittee to  be  elected  shall  he  as  follows : Two  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years, 
and  two  for  three  years.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  thereafter, 
two  members  of  said  committee  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  shall  be 
elected  in  the  same  manner.  The  term  of  office  of  said  members  shall  com- 
mence on  March  first  of  the  year  of  their  election.  Said  committee  shall 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  and  choose  its  chairman  and  clerk.  The 
committee  shall  forthwith  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancies  which  occur  in 
its  membership  and  said  appointee  shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  his  pre- 
decessor’s term  of  office. 

Section  8 — The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  matters  relating  to 
the  appropriation,  the  borrowing  and  the  expenditure  of  money  by  the  Town, 
its  indebtedness,  the  methods  of  administration  of  its  various  offices  and  de- 
partments, property  valuation  and  assessments,  and  other  municipal  affairs, 
and  make  recommendations  to  the  Town  or  to  any  town  board,  officer  or 
committee,  relative  to  such  matters. 
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Section  Jj — The  town  accountant  shall  immediately  upon  the  close  of 
the  financial  year  compile  statements  in  tabulated  form  showing  the  amounts 
appropriated  and  the  amounts  expended  from  each  appropriation  during 
the  preceding  year,  and  the  estimates  for  the  current  year,  and  shall  forth- 
with furnish  a copy  thereof  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  and  re- 
port on  proposed  appropriations.  The  said  committee  shall  after  due  con- 
sideration designate  the  amounts  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  appro- 
priated for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  accompany  the  same  with  such  ex- 
planations and  suggestions  in  relation  thereto  as  they  may  deem  desirable 
for  the  proper  information  of  the  inhabitants.  The  selectmen  shall  print  and 
distribute  this  document  at  or  before  the  annual  town  meeting,  and  the 
town  clerk  shall  transmit  a copy  thereof  and  of  all  town  reports  to  the 
director  of  accounts.  The  Committee  shall  furnish  to  the  Selectmen  on  or 
before  January  25th  of  each  year  a report  of  the  matters  so  considered  by 
it  with  recommendations  or  suggestions  relative  thereto,  and  the  same  shall 
be  printed  in  the  annual  Town  Report. 

Section  5 — Articles  in  town  warrants  involving  the  expenditure  or  ap- 
propriation of  money  shall  be  considered  by  the  Finance  Committee,  who 
shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  shall  make 
report  to  the  voters  with  such  recommendations  or  suggestions  as  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  shall  deem  advisable. 

Section  6 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee  to  designate 
one  of  its  members  to  act  as  purchasing  agent  who  shall  supervise  the  pur- 
chase of  all  materials  and  supplies  for  the  town  which  are  paid  for  out  of 
the  appropriations  for  school  purposes.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  designate  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  purchasing  agent,  who 
shall  supervise  the  purchase  of  all  materials  for  the  town,  not  included  in 
the  appropriations  for  schools. 

Each  purchasing  agent,  so  acting,  shall  approve  all  bills  before  they 
are  entered  upon  the  books  by  the  town  accountant,  and  shall  receive  com- 
pensation at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75)  per  year. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Health 

Section  1-  -The  Board  of  Health  shall  annually  make  a report  to  be 
printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Report,  showing  in  detail  the  statistics  of  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Town,  with  recommendations  for  its 
improvement  together  with  a full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  its  work 
and  that  of  its  appointees,  during  the  previous  year.  The  Board  shall  make 
and  publish  such  regulations  as  it  deems  necessary  for  public  health  and 
safety,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  cause  said  rules  and  regulations  to  be 
printed  in  a form  suitable  for  public  distribution. 

Section  2 — They  shall  have  charge  of  the  appropriations  for  quaran- 
tine purposes,  in  addition  to  the  regular  health  appropriation,  and  any  spe- 
cial appropriation  which  may  be  made  by  the  Town,  which  concern  the 
health  and  sanitation  of  the  Town,  not  specifically  entrusted  to  any  other 
department. 
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Section  3 — All  expenses  and  salaries  connected  with  their  administra- 
tion shall  be  paid  from  their  appropriations. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

\ 

Junk  Dealers  and  Collectors  of  Junk 

Section  1 — The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  to  be  dealers  in 
and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale,  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals, 
or  secondhand  articles ; they  may  also  license  suitable  persons  as  junk 
collectors,  to  collect  by  purchase,  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals,  and  second- 
hand articles  from  place  to  place  in  said  town  ; and  they  may  provide  that 
such  collectors  shall  display  such  badges  upon  their  persons  or  upon  their 
vehicles,  or  upon  both  when  engaged  in  collecting,  transporting  or  dealing 
in  junk,  old  metals,  or  secondhand  articles,  and  may  prescribe  the  design 
thereof.  Fees  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00). 

Section  2 — Every  such  shopkeeper  shall  keep  a book,  in  wThich  shall  be 
written  at  the  time  of  every  purchase  of  any  such  article  a description 
thereof  and  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom  and  the 
day  and  the  hour,  when  such  purchase  was  made ; and  such  book  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Selectmen  and  by  any  person 
by  them  authorized  to  make  such  inspection. 

Section  3 — Every  such  shopkeeper  shall  allow  his  shop  and  all  articles 
of  merchandise  therein  to  be  at  all  times  examined  by  the  Selectmen  and  by 
any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  inspection,  and  every  such 
collector  shall  allow  any  place,  vehicles  or  receptacle  used  for  the  collection 
or  keeping  of  such  articles  of  merchandise  to  be  at  all  times  examined  by 
the  Selectmen  and  by  any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  inspec- 
tion. 


ARTICLE  Y. 

Streets  and  Sidewalks 

Section  t—  -5To  person  shall  suffer  horses  or  grazing  beasts  or  swine  to 
run  at  large  in  the  Town  ; or  to  feed  within  the  limits  of  the  highway  in 
the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  Town  ; or  to  feed  within  the  limits  of  the 

highway  in  any  part  of  the  Town  unless  securely  tied. 

Section  2 — No  person  shall  throw  stones,  snowballs,  sticks,  or  other 
missiles,  or  kick  football,  or  play  at  any  game  in  which  a ball  is  used,  or 

fly  kites  or  balloons,  or  shoot  with  an  air  gun,  bow  and  arrow,  sling  shot  or 

other  similar  device,  in  or  across  any  of  the  public  ways  of  the  Town. 

Section  3 — No  person  shall  wilfully  or  negligently  obstruct  the  free 
passage  of  foot-travelers  on  any  sidewalk,  nor  shall  any  person  loaf  upon 
any  sidewalk  or  in  any  street  or  public  way  of  the  Town. 

Section  \ — No  person  shall  break  or  dig  up  any  sidewalk,  street,  or 
highway,  or  place  thereon  any  staging  or  other  temporary  structure,  or  move 
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any  building  into  or  along  the  same  without  a written  permit  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  or  the  Board  having  charge  of  the  streets  in  such  cases. 
Any  person  having  such  a permit,  shall,  before  the  expiration  of  the  same, 
restore  the  sidewalk,  street  or  highway  to  its  original  condition  or  to  a con- 
dition satisfactory  to  such  Board.  Any  permit  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  in  force  for  such  time  as  the  Board  may  specify  and 
shall  be  subject  to  such  other  conditions  as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  and 
especially  in  every  case  upon  condition  that  during  the  whole  of  every  night 
from  sunset  to  sunrise,  lighted  lanterns  and  proper  barriers  shall  be  so 
placed  as  to  secure  travelers  from  danger.  No  person  having  obtained  such 
a permit  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  conditions  thereof.  The  Board  grant- 
ing such  permit  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke  the  same  at  any  time,  and 
may  require  a bond  either  before  the  commencement  of  work  or  during  its 
progress  to  ensure  its  proper  performance. 

Section  5 — The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  right  to  close  any  street  or 
highway  to  coasting. 

Section  6 — No  person  shall  knowingly  suffer  or  permit  any  water  or 
other  liquid  substance  to  run  or  be  discharged  from  any  building  owned  by 
him  or  under  his  control,  onto  or  across  any  sidewalk ; except  that  any  per- 
son may  wash  with  water  from  hose  or  pipe  any  windows  or  parts  of  a store 
or  other  building  before  ten  (10)  o’clock  A.  m.,  and  after  nine-thirty  (9.30) 
o’clock  P.  M. 

Section  7 — No  person  shall  throw  or  place  or  cause  to  be  thrown  or 
placed  upon  any  street  or  highway  of  the  Town,  any  nails,  spikes,  screws, 
glass,  tin  cans,  or  other  similar  articles. 

Section  8 — No  person  shall  in  any  way  injure  any  of  the  drinking 
fountains  or  watering  troughs  in  the  streets  and  public  places  of  the  Town, 
nor  throw  or  place  any  substance  in  the  same  which  will  tend  to  pollute 
water  therein. 

Section  9 — No  person  shall  walk,  stand  or  lounge  upon  any  portion  of 
any  street  or  public  grounds  of  the  town  devoted  to  the  growing  of  grass 
or  flowers,  nor  in  any  way  dig  or  injure  or  deface  the  same,  to  the  extent  of 
doing  damage  thereto. 

Section  10 — No  person  shall  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  street  sign, 
guide  board,  lamp  post,  lamp  or  lantern  thereon,  nor  any  tree,  building, 
fence,  post,  or  other  thing  set,  erected  or  made  for  the  use  or  ornament  of 
the  town. 

Section  11 — No  person  shall  throw  or  place  upon  any  sidewalk  or  street 
crossing  any  banana  skin,  orange  skin,  or  other  slippery  substance. 

Section  12 — A person  driving  or  controlling  a vehicle  in  turning  to  the 
left  into  another  street  shall  pass  to  the  right  of  and  beyond  the  center  of 
the  intersecting  street  before  turning. 
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Section  13  — No  person  shall  ride,  drive  or  cause  to  be  driven  any  horse 
or  vehicle  over  that  part  of  any  street  which  is  being  mended,  repaired  or 
paved,  if  a watchman  or  signs  are  placed  prohibiting  the  same. 


ARTICLE  VI. 


Section  1 — No  person  shall  go  from  place  to  place  in  this  Town  selling 
or  bartering,  or  carrying  or  exposing  for  sale  or  barter,  any  fish  or  fruits  and 
vegetables,  in  or  from  any  cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  or  in  any  other 
manner,  without  a license  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (1): 
Provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  sells 
only  fruit  or  vegetables  raised  or  produced  by  himself  or  his  family,  or  fish 
which  is  obtained  by  his  own  labor  or  the  labor  of  his  family. 

Section  2 — The  Board  of  Selectmen  (1)  shall  have  authority  to  grant 
such  license  to  any  person  of  good  repute  for  morals  and  integrity  who  is, 
or  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a citizen  of  the  United  States.  Said 
licenses,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (1)  shall  expire 
one  year  after  the  granting  thereof,  and  each  person  so  licensed  shall  pay 
therefor  a fee  of dollars  (2). 

Section  3 — No  hawker  or  peddler  shall  sell,  or  offer,  or  expose  for 
sale,  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  section  17  of  chapter  103  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  in  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto, 
until  he  has  recorded  his  name  and  residence  with  the  town  clerk  (3). 

| 

Section  4 — No  person  hawking,  peddling,  or  carrying,  or  exposing  any 
articles  for  sale  shall  cry  his  wares  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and  com- 
fort of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  or  otherwise  than  in  vehicles  and  re- 
ceptacles which  are  neat  and  clean  and  do  not  leak. 

Section  5 — Every  hawker  and  pedler  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men (1)  shall  be  assigned  a number,  and  shall  be  provided  by  the  Town 
Clerk  with  a badge  which  shall  be  conspicuously  worn  by  him  ; and  every 
other  such  hawker  and  pedler  as  described  in  Section  3 shall  provide  him- 
self with  a badge,  of  such  type  and  design  as  may  be  approved  by  said 
Town  Clerk  (3)  which  he  shall  wear  in  like  manner.  Whoever  neglects  to 
wear  the  badge,  or  wears  it  without  authority,  shall  be  punished  by  the 
penalty  provided  in  Section  10  of  this  by-law. 

Section  6 — Every  vehicle  or  other  receptacle  used  by  a licensee  as  a 
conveyance  for  articles  offered  for  sale  by  him  shall  have  attached  thereto  on 
each  side  a number  plate,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Town  with  his  license, 
bearing  the  number  and  date  of  expiration  of  such  license. 

Section  7 — No  person  shall  be  registered  or  assigned  a badge  or  number 
plate  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3 and  5 of  these  by-laws  until  he  pre- 
sents a certificate  from  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  stating  that  all 
weighing  and  measuring  devices  intended  to  be  used  by  such  person  have 
been  duly  inspected  and  sealed  as  required  by  law.  The  use  of,  or  posses- 
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sion  by  such  person  with  intent  to  use,  any  false  or  unsealed  weighing  or 
measuring  devices  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license 
or  the  cancellation  of  his  registration. 

Section  8 — Nothing  in  these  by-laws  shall  be  construed  as  conflicting 
with  any  license  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  9 — Any  license  granted  under  these  by-laws  or  any  by-law 
amendatory  or  additional  thereto  may  be  revoked  by  the  Selectmen  (1). 

Section  10 Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  by-laws  shall 

be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  $20.00  for  each  offence. 

Section  11  — All  by-laws  or  parts  of  by-laws  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

i 

(1)  — Any  other  board  or  officer  may  be  designated  instead  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

(2)  — The  fee  fixed  for  such  license  should  not  exceed  that  which  a li- 
censee would  be  required  to  pay  under  Section  19  of  Chapter  65,  Revised 
Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  242,  General  Acts  of  1916. 

(3) - — Or  such  other  board  or  officer  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Penalty 

Section  1 — Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws 
unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  herein  shall  be  punished  with  a fine 
of  not  more  than  Twenty  Dollars. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  1 — These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing by  a majority  vote ; any  proposed  amendment,  however,  must  appear  in 
full  in  the  warrant  for  such  meeting.

There  has  been  much  adverse  criticism 
at  the  way  the  department  "has  been  conducted  during  the 
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past  year.  We  would  recommend  that  more  business-like 
methods  be  employed. 

Article  21.  Barn  at  Westford  Home.  In  as  much  as  there  seems  to  be  a 
great  difference  of  opinion  among  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
whether  we  are  pursuing  the  right  policy  in  continuing  the 
Westford  Home  under  existing  conditions  we  would  recommend 
that  the  Overseers  and  Selectmen  act  as  a joint  committee  to 
investigate  the  best  method  of  caring  for  the  inmates  and  further 
recommend  that  the  building  of  the  barn  be  deferred  until  after 
the  committee  reports  at  a special  town  meeting  not  later  than 
June  1,  1922. 

“ 25.  Trimming  Shade  Trees.  Owing  to  the  damage  done  to  shade 

trees  on  public  ways  and  grounds  throughout  the  town  by  the 
ice  storm  we  deem  it  advisable  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1, 500.00  to  be  spent  this  year  in  caring  for  the  trees  that  need 
the  most  attention. 

“ 27.  Groton  Road.  'Owing  to  the  unfinished  condition  in  which  this 

road  has  been  left  and  there  not  being  a sufficient  unexpended 
balance  to  put  the  same  in  proper  condition,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  be  appropriated  only  on  con- 
dition that  the  State  and  County  each  appropriate  a like  sum. 

If  these  amounts  are  appropriated  as  recommended  and  based 
on  amount  of  income  received  last  year  together  with  the 
present  valuation  of  the  town  we  estimate  that  our  tax  rate 
for  1922  will  not  be  less  than  $35.00  per  thousand.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Westford  : 

We  submit  herewith  our  report  for  the  year  1921. 

We  feel  that  good  work  has  been  accomplished  in  our  schools  during 
the  year  through  our  able  superintendent  and  efficient  corps  of  teachers. 
The  superintendent’s  report  will  cover  more  in  detail  the  educational  part. 

Two  furnaces  at  the  William  E.  Frost  School  were  found  to  be  in  very 
poor  condition  and  these  -were  repaired  during  the  summer  vacation,  also 
one  at  the  Sargent  School. 

The  interiors  of  these  two  buildings  were  very  dingy  and  in  need  of 
freshening,  and  during  the  summer  were  cleaned  and  painted  throughout. 
Both  buildings  should  be  painted  outside  and  the  Sargent  School  needs 
reshingling. 

Under  the  new  system  of  accounting  the  insurance  on  the  school 
buildings  and  furniture  is  chargeable  to  the  school  appropriation  and  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  Committee.  We  felt  that  there  was  not 
enough  insurance  on  this  property  and  voted  to  cover  with  additional 
insurance. 

The  total  amount  of  coverage  will  be  as  follows :

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  School 
Committee  to  enter  into  a new  agreement  with  the  Trustees  of  Westford 
Academy.  The  new  contract  is  similar  to  the  old,  with  the  exception  that 
under  the  new  one  the  Town  assumes  the  janitor  service  of  $780.00  in 
addition  to  the  $300.00  rent.  A copy  of  the  contract  is  printed  herewith. 

We  believe  that  only  by  the  payment  of  fair  salaries  is  it  possible,  when 
filling  vacancies,  to  secure  competent  teachers,  and  to  retain  them  in  the 
service  of  the  Town.  Let  us  then  be  as  liberal  as  we  can  with  our  teachers, 
and  hold  them  responsible  for  results. 

Visit  the  schools  often  and  get  acquainted.  Help  in  the  problems  you 
parents  and  teachers  have  in  common.  You  will  find  the  teachers  patient, 
conscientious  and  hard-working. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  principal  of  Westford  Academy,  special  teachers  and  school  phy- 
sician. 

The  expenditures  for  1921  will  be  found  elsewhere  as  tabulated  by  the 
Town  Accountant.

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A Copy  of  the  Contract  Between  the  Trustees  of  Westford 
Academy  and  the  Town  of  Westford. 


That  whereas  the  Town  of  Westford  does  not  own  any  building  suitable 
for  High  School  purposes,  as  required  by  law,  the  party  of  the  first  part  by 
its  School  Committee,  as  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Town  passed  February 
14,  1921,  and  the  party  of  the  second  part  known  as  the  Trustees  of  West- 
ford Academy,  acting  jointly,  do  hereby  enter  into  this  agreement : 

1st.  That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  lease  the 
Academy  building  for  use  as  a High  School  to  the  Town  of  Westford,  Mass., 
and  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  lease  said  building  at  an  annual 
rental  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300),  said  sum  to  be  paid  by  said  party  of 
the  first  part  in  equal  quarterly  installments. 

2nd.  That  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  keep  the 
building  in  repair,  provide  fuel  for  heating  purposes,  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  agrees  to  pay  all  other  expenses  connected  with  said  school  and  said 
building,  including  repair  of  all  school  furniture,  payment  of  teachers,  and 
the  furnishing  of  all  text-books,  supplies  and  other  articles  for  school 
purposes,  and  to  pay  all  taxes,  if  any,  water  rates  and  janitor  service. 

3rd.  That  during  the  continuance  of  this  agreement,  the  High  School 
of  the  Town  of  Westford  shall  continue  to  use  the  name  of  Westford 
Academy,  and  all  graduates  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a diploma  signed 
by  the  President  of  the  Trustees  of  Westford  Academy. 

4th.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  neither  the  said  Trustees  of 
Westford  Academy,  nor  persons  signing  this  agreement  for  the  said  town  of 
Westford,  nor  their  executors  or  administrators,  shall  under  any  circum- 
stances be  liable  in  their  individual  capacity  either  jointly  or  separately  in 
said  agreement. 

5th.  This  agreement  may  be  annulled  at  the  expiration  of  any  annual 
period  by  either  party  giving  three  months’  notice  of  termination. 

In  testimony  whereof  the  said  parties  have  to  this  and  to  one  other 
indenture  of  the  same  tenor  and  date  interchangeably  set  their  hands  and 
seals.

Superintendent’s  Report 


Members  of  the  Westford  School  Committee  : 

Lady  and  Gentlemen  : 

I submit  my  second  annual  report,  which  is  the  thirtieth  report  of 
superintendents  of  schools  since  Westford  has  been  a part  of  a union. 

The  schools  of  Westford  have  undergone  many  experiences  incidental 
to  any  system  that  is  evolving  from  the  chrysalis  stage.  Cramped  accommo- 
dations for  the  increasing  number  of  pupils,  changes  of  teachers,  problems 
in  transportation — all  these  have  contributed  to  the  school  problem  of  a 
year  that  has  marked  real  educational  progress  for  the  schools  of  the  town. 

The  town,  at  an  adjourned  town  meeting  last  spring,  appointed  a 
committee  to  study  its  school  problem,  and  this  committee  invited  Mr. 
Jones,  agent  for  the  elementary  schools,  to  make  a survey  of  the  problem 
from  the  standpoint  of  necessary  additions  in  the  town. 

Mr.  Jones  came  to  Westford  and  made  a study  of  the  several  school 
buildings  in  the  town,  the  enrollment  in  these  buildings,  and  the  following 
comprehensive  report  was  received  as  a result  of  his  visit : 

At  Forge  Village,  I found  four  rooms  to  accommodate  194  pupils  in 
eight  grades;  at  Graniteville,  four  rooms  to  accommodate  151  pupils  in  six 
grades,  and  at  the  Centre,  four  rooms  to  accommodate  180  pupils  in  eight 
grades. 

You  are  handling  these  large  numbers  by  the  use  of  the  platoon  plan. 
I heartily  approve  of  the  measures  that  have  been  taken  to  cope  with  the 
present  situation.  In  my  opinion  a four-hour  session  with  a class  of  24 
produces  far  better  educational  results  than  a five-hour  session  with  a class 
of  48.  Granting  a reasonable  number  of  pupils  per  teacher,  however,  we 
all  recognize  that  the  platoon  plan,  with  its  short  school  day,  cannot  achieve 
the  results  attained  in  the  longer  school  day,  and  it  should  therefore  be 
resorted  to  only  as  a temporary  expedient  when  such  emergencies  arise  as 
that  which  we  have  encountered  recently. 

Generally  speaking,  when  the  number  of  pupils  assigned  to  one  teacher 
in  the  elementary  schools  is  much  in  excess  of  30,  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
teacher  can  give  sufficient  attention  to  individual  needs.  Furthermore  the 
work  of  discipline  is  likely  to  demand  too  much  of  the  teacher’s  attention 
and  strength.  If  the  grades  in  the  three  villages  mentioned  were  of  such 
size  that  either  one  grade  alone  or  two  grades  combined  approximated  30 
pupils,  it  would  be  clear  that  a minimum  addition  of  five  new  rooms  would 
be  needed  in'  Westford.  It  so  happens,  however,  that  at  Forge  Village  the 
average  size  of  a grade  is  24,  slightly  under  the  desirable  maximum  for  one 
room.  The  same  situation  exists  at  Graniteville  where  the  average  is  25 
pupils  to  the  grade,  and  at  the  Centre  where  the  average  is  22  pupils  to  the 
grade. 

From  these  figures  it  appears  that  the  school  enrollment  of  Westford 
is  so  divided  in  location  that  at  the  present  time  it  becomes  impossible  at 
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Forge  Village  and  at  Graniteville  to  use  a standard  30-pupil  classroom  to 
its  full  capacity.  This  makes  it  necessary  to  provide  more  than  five  new 
rooms. 

In  making  a definite  recommendation  for  enlarging  your  school  accom- 
modations in  Westford,  I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  two  considerations 
additional  to  that  of  merely  providing  for  the  new  seating  accommodations 
needed.  In  the  first  place  I strongly  recommend  that  instruction  in  the 
manual  and  domestic  arts  be  provided  for  the  pupils  of  the  upper  elementary 
grades  and  for  the  high  school.  Such  studies  not  only  give  instruction  of 
practical  value,  but  in  the  case  of  many  pupils  arouse  stronger  interests  in 
school  work,  and  tend  to  hold  in  school  those  whom  academic  work  alone 
would  fail  to  hold.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  work  in  practical  arts  is  making 
so  strong  an  appeal  to  the  people  of  Massachusetts  that  113  towns  of  less 
than  10,000  population  have  introduced  manual  arts  into  the  work  of  the 
elementary  schools. 

The  second  consideration  which  I wish  to  emphasize  is  the  growing 
tendency  to  centralize  the  upper  elementary  grades  in  one  building.  This 
is  now  done  in  93  Massachusetts  towns  of  less  than  30,000  population. 
When  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  thus  centralized,  they  may  constitute 
either  a central  grammar  school,  junior  high  school  or  a division  of  a six- 
year  high  school.  In  towns  of  the  size  of  Westford  the  six-year  high  school 
plan  seems  to  be  the  best. 

In  this  brief  report  I can  only  enumerate  a few  of  the  benefits  derived 
by  the  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  from  this  type  of  organization : 

1.  They  receive  the  benefit  of  departmental  instruction  and  therefore 
of  more  expert  teaching. 

2.  Usually  instruction  in  the  practical  arts  and  elementary  science  is 
available  to  them  through  the  use  of  the  shops  and  laboratories  provided  for 
the  upper  classes. 

3.  In  the  six-year  high  school,  pupils  of  approximately  the  same  age 
and  mental  attainment  are  brought  together  in  sizeable  groups.  As  a result 
of  the  keen  competition  and  rivalry  there  develops  a stronger  interest  in 
school  work. 

As  a result  of  the  three  benefits  here  outlined,  pupils  in  the  upper 
elementary  grades  are  much  more  likely  to  continue  in  school  after  com- 
pleting the  compulsory  school  age  period  than  otherwise.  This  advantage 
is  worthy  of  special  consideration  in  the  Town  of  Westford  because  of  the 
large  loss  of  pupils  evident  in  the  high  school  years.  Westford  has  nearly 
550  pupils  in  the  eight  elementary  school  years,  but  only  about  70  in  the 
four  high  school  years.  This  proportion  in  the  high  school  is  less  than  the 
average  for  the  state,  also  for  the  116  towns  of  less  than  5,000  population  and 
maintaining  high  schools. 

In  the  light  of  my  inspection  of  school  accommodations  in  Westford 
and  in  view  of  the  considerations  above  outlined,  I wish  to  recommend  the 
following  plan  for  developing  and  extending  your  school  plant  : 

1.  If  possible,  secure  a long-term  lease  of  the  academy  and  permission 
to  build  a four-room  addition  so  as  to  make  the  academy  into  a six-year 
high  school. 

It  would  appear  that  as  long  as  the  academy  stands  it  is  likely  to  be 
used  as  the  high  school  building  for  the  town.  It  would  seem  reasonable, 
therefore,  that  the  town  should  accept  this  situation  and  adapt  it  so  that 
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it  will  best  meet  the  needs  of  secondary  education  in  Westford.  Two  of  the 
four  new  rooms  recommended  would  be  utilized  by  the  pupils  of  grades 
seven  and  eight  who  would  be  transported  to  this  central  school,  each  grade 
having  enough  to  form  a normal  sized  class.  In  the  long  run  it  would 
appear  that  the  added  cost  of  transportation  for  the  pupils  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  would  not  be  large  because  of  the  fact  that  transporta- 
tion routes  are  likely  to  be  established  for  high  school  pupils  as  a conse- 
quence of  recent  legislation  which  in  effect  guarantees  transportation  to 
any  public  school  pupil  who  lives  over  two  miles  from  the  school  he  is 
entitled  to  attend.  (See  Section  68,  Chapter  71,  General  Laws.) 

The  third  room  of  the  addition  would  be  used  for  domestic  science 
instruction  and  the  fourth  for  manual  arts  work,  each  room  serving  the 
pupils  of  the  whole  school.  The  rooms  now  used  for  cooking  in  the  high 
school  could  then  be  devoted  to  science  and  commercial  work,  purposes  for 
which  they  are  now  needed. 

2.  Build  a two-room  extension  at  Forge  Village,  thus  providing  one 
room  for  each  of  the  six  grades. 

3.  Build  a two-room  extension  at  Graniteville,  thus  providing  one 
room  for  each  of  the  six  grades. 

4.  Build  a two-room  building  at  Brookside,  so  planned  as.  to  permit 
of  enlargement  when  necessary.  This  building  would  house  three  small 
grades  in  each  room.  I would  suggest  that  the  two  rooms  be  separated  by 
folding  doors  so  that  they  could  be  thrown  together  into  a large  room  for 
assembly  purposes. 

With  the  erection  of  this  new  building  at  Brookside,  about  60  pupils 
would  be  withdrawn  from  the  William  E.  Frost  School  at  the  Centre.  It 
would  seem  that  this  building  would  then  be  adequate  to  accommodate  the 
pupils  remaining  in  the  first  six  grades. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  foregoing  plan  calls  for  ten  new  class  rooms. 
It  provides  for  the  six-year  high  school  organization,  and  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  instruction  in  practical  arts.  This  plan  seems  to  meet  the  obvious 
needs  for  schoolhouse  extension  and  would  in  addition  put  Westford  in  line 
with  other  progressive  school  systems  in  Massachusetts  in  respect  to  school 
organization  and  school  facilities. provided. 

In  case  any.  legal  obstacle  should  prevent  the  securing  of  a long-term 
lease  of  the  academy  and  the  building  of  an  addition,  I would  suggest 
that  most  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  this  plan  could  be  secured  by 
building  such  an  addition  to  the  William  E.  Frost  School.  The  two  build- 
ings are  so  near  that  the  academy  pupils  could  use  the  practical  arts  equip- 
ment at  the  William  E.  Frost  School  and  the  upper  grade  pupils  could 
utilize  the  science  equipment,  the  gymnasium  and  the  athletic  field  of  the 
academy. 

In  making  the  above  suggestions  it  is  quite  possible  that  I have  gone 
farther  than  the  schoolhouse  building  committee  had  thought  of  going.  If 
it  should  appear  to  the  committee  that  at  the  present  time  Westford  cannot 
do  more  than  meet  the  pressing  needs  for  greater  seating  capacity,  I would 
suggest  the  following  extensions : 

1.  Four  rooms  at  Forge  Village.  This  would  provide  one  room  for 
each  of  the  eight  grades.  I recommend  that  the  extension  be  so  consructed 
that  two  rooms  be  finished  off  in  the  basement  for  the  practical  arts. 
In  case  the  town  should  later  centralize  the  upper  grades,  and  I think  this 
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move  is  inevitable,  the  two  rooms  in  the  addition  used  by  grades  seven  and 
eight  could  be  utilized  for  an  assembly  room  by  removing  a partition.  The 
new  addition  should  be  constructed  with  this  plan  in  view. 

2.  A two-room  extension  at  Graniteville,  as  called  for  in  the  first  plan. 

3.  A two-room  building  at  Brookside  as  called  for  in  the  first  plan. 

The  committee  gave  the  matter  due  consideration,  and  decided  that 

for  Westford,  Plan  II  was  the  most  desirable,  and  following  the  instruc- 
tions given  at  a previous  town  meeting,  they  studied  the  problem  with  a view 
to  providing  extra  facilities  at  Forge  Village,  and  a new  school  at  Brookside. 

At  a subsequent  town  meeting,  after  architects  had  been  consulted,  it 
was  decided  to  ask  for  a new  building  at  Brookside,  and  for  temporary 
accommodations  at  Forge  Village.  Money  was  appropriated  at  a special 
town  meeting,  for  both  projects,  and  the  temporary  quarters  at  Forge  Village 
were  ready  for  use  early  in  December.  The  preliminary  work  for  the 
building  at  Brookside  is  being  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Changes  in  the  Teaching  Force 

Perhaps  the  most  radical  step  taken  by  the  School  Committee  was  the 
decision  to  hire  for  the  Wm,  E.  Frost  and  the  Sargent  schools  male 
principals.  The  success  of  the  step  is  apparent  to  those  who  are  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  schools,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  committee  in  initiating 
this  part  of  the  educational  program  is  not  questioned  by  the  parent  of  the 
boy  who  is  coming  in  daily  contact  with  him  who  has  been  a boy  himself, 
and  who  understands  the  boy’s  viewpoint. 

In  addition  to  the  principals  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph, 
there  have  been  other  changes,  including  two  teachers  in  the  Cameron  school 
for  such  time  as  the  two  platoon  system  wTas  in  effect.  Three  new  teachers 
at  the  Academy  are  taking  the  places  of  the  two  whole  and  one  part-time 
teachers  of  last  year.  Later  in  the  year  Miss  Willey  of  the  Cameron  school 
was  transferred  to  the  Sargent  school  as  teacher  of  the  second  grade  there, 
and  at  the  Wm.  E.  Frost  school,  Mrs.  Carter  was  engaged  to  assist  with  the 
overcrowded  classes  of  that  building.  A new  teacher  was  engaged  for  the 
Parkerville  school,  and  at  its  December  meeting,  the  committee  voted  to 
hire  still  one  more  teacher  for  the  Wm.  E.  Frost  school,  as  there  are  two 
rooms  in  that  building  that  legally  are  entitled  to  assistants.  The  new 
teacher  will  not  begin  her  duties  till  February. 

Tran  sportation 

Perhaps  more  than  any  other  one  phase  of  school  administration,  the 
problem  of  transportation  is  the  one  problem  which  occasions  more  anxiety 
and  which  is  harder  to  adjust  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  concerned 
than  any  other.  Westford  schools  have  enrolled  183  pupils  transported  by 
motor  barges,  horse-drawn  vehicles,  and  trolleys  to  different  schools,  as 


follows :

To  compute  the  average  cost  is  not  difficult,  but  to  measure  costs  in 
anything  like  a scientific  way,  is  impossible,  because  of  the  difference  in 
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conditions  which  enter  into  the  problem,  such  as  distance,  means  of  con- 
veyance, winter  routes,  etc. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  is  not  able  to  give  any  assistance  as  to 
average  cost  throughout  the  State,  because  of  these  difficult  factors  which 
enter  into  any  local  problem  of  transportation. 

The  committee  have  taken  this  stand  in  regard  to  transportation,  that, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  motor-drawn  bus  shall  be  used  in  place  of  the  horse- 
drawn  vehicle. 


Work  of  the  Year 

The  work  of  the  schools  has  shown  improvement.  This  is  uniformly 
noticeable  throughout  the  town,  and  it  is  reflected  in  various  ways  by  the 
pupils  themselves  in  their  attitude  toward  those  in  authority,  and  toward 
school  property.  Improved  physical  conditions  at  the  Sargent,  Wm.  E. 
Frost  and  Parkerville  schools  are  in  part  responsible.  Again  the  work  of 
the  nurse  has  been  of  inestimable  value,  and  more  potent  than  any  other 
force  is  that  of  the  earnest  enthusiastic  teacher. 

The  interest  of  the  townspeople  in  certain  projects,  as  in  the  health 
program  at  Forge  Village,  has  been  helpful.  Particular  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Alexander  Cameron,  who  gave  prizes  for  the 
best  health  posters  by  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  different  schools.  The  help- 
fulness of  those  who  have  acted  as  leaders  of  the  clubs  is  also  appreciated. 
Particular  mention  is  due  Mr.  Otis  Day  for  his  untiring  efforts  with  the 
boys,  and  for  the  part  he  has  taken  in  helping  the  boys  to  exhibit  their  pigs 
at  Groton  Fair,  where  several  of  the  boys  won  prizes  on  their  exhibits. 
Several  public  spirited  citizens  made  it  possible  to  offer  generous  prizes  to 
members  of  the  Home  Economics  clubs  at  their  final  exhibit. 

There  may  be  a question  in  the  minds  of  some  as  to  the  legitimacy  of 
work  such  as  the  Farm  Bureau  is  doing  with  the  boys  and  girls  in  school 
hours.  I think  that  a work  so  distinctly  educational  in  its  many  phases 
may  well  have  our  support,  and  in  this  connection  I am  making  a few 
excerpts  from  the  report  of  the  County  Leader,  Mr.  Trask,  on  work  accom- 
plished in  this  field  : — “Enrollment- — Home  Economics,  50  ; Canning,  12  ; 
Garden,  8 ; Pig,  8 ; Dairy  1.  Organized  Clubs,  9.  Club  Meetings  held,  42. 
Home  Visits,  71.  Westford  has  the  largest  pig  club  in  the  county.  William 
K.  Carver  who  raised  a 310-pound  pig  won  second  honors  which  means  a 
two-day  trip.  He  also  won  first  at  the  Groton  Fair.  Three  other  Westford 
pigs  won  prizes  at  Groton  and  many  canning  and  garden  prizes  were  won 
there  also.” 

Physical  Training  in  the  Schools 

It  is  made  permissible  by  law  to  have  physical  training  in  the  school. 
Eventually  the  importance  of  this  phase  of  development  will  be  more 
generally  accepted  and  gymnasia  will  be  provided  for  use  in  the  different 
schools.  Until  such  time  we  must  make  use  of  the  playgrounds.  Organized 
play  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  at  the  Cameron  School,  and  during 
the  fall  term  under  the  direction  of  the  principals  of  the  Sargent  and  William 
E.  Frost  schools.  At  the  Academy  the  work  has  been  divided  and  Principal 
Roudenbush  has  given  setting-up  exercises  to  the  boys,  while  at  the  same 
time  the  girls  have  been  given  work  by  Miss  Latham.  At  Parkerville,  there 
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has  been  no  special  effort  to  stress  the  playground  work.  Mrs.  Robbins  has 
served  hot  cocoa  to  the  pupils  of  her  school  instead. 

Repairs  and  Upkeep 

This  year  the  Sargent  school  needs  shingling  and  outside  painting. 

These  items  should  cost  less  another  summer  than  at  any  time  since  our 
participation  in  the  war,  and  it  is  poor  economy  to  let  these  major  repairs 
go  year  after  year. 

This  school  is  in  need  of  adjustable  furniture.  I recommend  that  the 
committee  include  in  their  budget  a sum  sufficient  to  purchase  new  castings 
for  the  used  desks  at  Forge  Village  school,  and  by  having  these  desks 
refinished,  two  rooms  could  be  fitted  with  adjustable  furniture  at  a saving  of 
about  $200. 

New  Schoolii ouses 

The  new  school  at  Brookside  will  help  to  relieve  the  congestion  at  the 
Wm.  E.  Frost  school.  The  Cameron  school  is  temporarily  relieved  by 
the  two-room  portable  school,  but  that  is  only  a temporary  building*.  The 
Sargent  school  is  filled  beyond  the  point  of  efficiency.  The  stockroom  in  this 
school  is  used  as  a classroom,  and  a class  is  reciting  in  the  lower  corridor,, 
while  pupils  are  passing  to  the  basements.  At  the  Wm.  E.  Frost  school 
this  same  condition  will  be  seen  with  the  coming  of  the  new  teacher  in 
February. 

At  the  Academy,  Principal  Roudenbush  tells  of  the  inadequate  quarters. 

With  these  conditions  facing  us  on  every  hand,  it  would  seem  none  too  soon 
to  present  to  the  Town  a plan  for  additional  facilities  such  as  Mr.  Jones 
outlined  in  his  report  to  the  School  Committee. 

COST  OF  THE  SCHOOLS  IN  WESTFORD 

To  the  taxpayer  of  the  town  the  increase  in  school  appropriation  is  a 
matter  of  grave  concern.  Because  I believe  it  is  due  that  the  taxpayer  know 
the  cost  of  the  schools,  and  with  that  thought  in  mind  I present  the  fore- 
going table  which  I prepared  from  data  taken  from  the  returns  made  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1921.

From  the  foregoing  table  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  per  capita  cost  for 
Westford  schools  is  below  that  of  the  other  towns  in  the  same  district,  and 
below  the  average  in  group  III. 

I wish  to  close  this  report  with  a word  of  appreciation  of  the  splendid 
co-operation  that  I have  received. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  a helpful  experience,  and  to  the  com- 
mittee, because  of  their  adherence  to  the  constructive  policies  adopted,  is 
due  the  great  part  of  the  success  of  the  year.

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Report  of  Westford  Academy. 


January  1.  1922. 


To  H.  C.  Knight, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  following  is  my  tenth  annual  report  as  principal  of  Westford 
Academy : 

The  enrollment  of  the  school  on  the  opening  day  of  the  present  year. 
September  7,  1921,  comprised  thirty  boys  and  thirty-six  girls,  which  is  now 
reduced  to  twenty-seven  boys  and  thirty-five  girls.  Two  boys  have  moved 
from  town,  another  has  gone  to  work.  One  girl  has  left  to  go  to  work. 

Of  the  sixty-two  now  enrolled,  nineteen  are  members  of  the  senior  class, 
nine  of  the  junior  class,  fifteen  of  the  sophomore  class,  and  nineteen  of  the 
freshman  class. 

By  far  the  largest  proportion  of  students  come  from  distances  which 
practically  necessitate  transportation,  especially  in  the  winter  season.  Only 
eleven  members  of  the  school  are  within  easy  walking  distance.  Twenty-two 
of  the  total  number  of  students  come  from  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville. 

As  head  of  the  school  we  were  much  gratified  when  the  committee 
voted  to  grant  us  another  full-time  teacher.  This  action  filled  a need  which 
had  existed  for  several  years,  and  we  are  now  able  to  provide  a program 
which  does  not  require  teachers  to  handle  such  a variety  of  unrelated  sub- 
jects that  their  proficiency  is  thereby  impaired.  Teachers  are  now  assigned 
»vork  in  departments  more  nearly  related,  which  is  the  proper  condition  in 
p.  well-regulated  school.  The  Principal  has  the  classes  in  Latin,  French,  and 
Community  Civics;  Miss  Katherine  Ott.  the  Commercial  Subjects;  Miss 
Dorothy  Latham.  English  and  History  : Miss  Elizabeth  Brown,  Science  and 
Mathematics ; Miss  Ruth  Sargent,  Domestic  Science. 

Since  there  were  only  two  regular  recitation  rooms  in  the  building  be- 
sides the  main  study  hall,  it  became  necessary  to  provide  additional  room 
upon  the  advent  of  another  teacher.  This  was  met  by  furnishing  with 
armed  chairs  a room  used  as  an  office  and  storeroom,  but  as  this  room  is 
not  heated  it  cannot  be  used  for  recitations  in  cold  weather.  Accordingly 
we  hold  certain  classes,  now  here,  now  there,  wherever  it  can  best  be  done. 
Our  work  will  be  more  efficient  when  we  have  another  recitation  room 
properly  equipped  and  heated. 

Certain  changes  were  made  this  year  in  the  school  hours,  also  in  the 
curriculum.  School  now  opens  at  8.45  A.  M.  instead  of  S.30,  and  closes  at 
2.30  p.  m.  instead  of  1.40.  The  recitation  periods  are  forty  minutes  in 
length,  except  the  last  one  of  the  day,  which  is  thirty-six  minutes.  The 
principal  change  made  in  the  school  hours  is  extension  of  the  noon  recess, 
which  has  been  lengthened  from  twenty  minutes  to  thirty-five.  Further- 
more, fifteen  minutes  are  given  to  setting-up  exercises  just  before  the  recess. 
The  Principal  directs  the  boys  in  these  drills,  and  Miss  Latham,  the  girls. 
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In  this  way  we  try  to  live  up  to  the  new  state  law  which  requires  every 
public  school  to  include  physical  training  in  its  curriculum. 

Besides  the  introduction  of  setting-up  exercises  (an  essentially  new  fea- 
ture of  the  program)  we  devote  more  time  in  all  four  of  the  classes  to  cur- 
rent events.  These  are  studied  in  connection  with  lessons  in  history  and 
civics,  the  published  leaflet,  “Current  Events,”  having  been  subscribed  for  by 
the  classes  as  a help  in  this  study,  besides  the  newspapers  ordinarily  read. 
A further  change  in  subjects  was  made  by  the  substitution  of  a year  of  gen- 
eral history  in  place  of  French.  We  now  have  French  two  years  in  the 
course  instead  of  three  years. 

The  baseball  season  from  April  22  to  June  10,  1921  was  not  so  suc- 
cessful in  certain  particulars  as  that  of  the  year  previous.  Yet  considering 
the  conditions  under  which  some  of  the  games  were  played,  the  team  did 
well.  Out  of  twelve  games  played,  we  won  five  and  lost  seven.  Our  oppon- 
ents were  Lowell  Vocational  School,  and  the  high  schools  of  Littleton,  Ayer, 
Groton,  Pepperell,  and  Chelmsford. 

Much  interest  has  been  manifest  in  basket  ball  since  October.  Princi- 
pal Carter  of  the  Frost  School  has  coached  the  boys  of  the  Academy  as  well 
as  those  of  his  own  school,  and  Miss  Brown  organized  a team  among  the 
girls,  who  played  a team  from  Bromfield  School  on  November  18,  and  won 
by  a score  of  49  to  5.  The  boys  have  played  several  games  among  them- 
selves, various  groups  challenging  other  groups.  They  also  played  a game 
with  the  Ayer  High  School  November  15,  which  resulted  in  a victory  for 
Ayer  by  the  score  of  4 8 to  17.  Besides  these  particular  athletic  activities, 
mention  may  be  made  of  the  work  begun  by  Miss  Latham  in  organizing  a 
troop  of  Girl  Scouts. 

In  January,  1921,  Mrs.  H.  W.  Hildreth,  teacher  of  English  and  History, 
resigned  and  her  work  was  taken  by  Mrs.  O.  L.  Brownsey  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  Miss  Etta  Crane  and  Miss  Mary  Connors  resigned  in  June 
after  serving  here  for  two  years. 

On  April  22,  1921,  Miss  Fisher,  professor  of  Education  in  the  Lowell 
Normal  School,  addressed  the  girls  of  the  Academy  on  the  subject  of  teaching 
as  a profession.  Several  girls  from  different  classes  signified  either  an  in- 
tention to  teach  or  an  interest  in  the  subject.  Miss  Gladys  Ingalls,  of  the 
class  of  1921,  is  now  studying  in  the  Lowell  Normal  School.  With  regard  to 
the  present  activities  of  the  graduates  of  1921,  it  is  encouraging  to  report 
that  Carl  Anderson,  Francis  Daley.  Harold  Harrington,  Henry  Harrington, 
Chester  Lapniewski,  and  Stanley  Smith  are  all  attending  higher  institutions 
of  learning  in  or  near  Boston.  Lillian  Hunt  and  Hattie  Simpson  attend  the 
Kimball  Commercial  College  in  Lowell. 

The  Principal  this  year  as  last  accompanied  a delegation  of  school 
boys  to  the  Older  Boys’  Conference  held  in  Ayer  on  Saturday,  April  16, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The  boys  who  attended  from  the 
Academy  were  Lawrence  Ingalls,  Eric  Anderson,  Herbert  Shea,  and  Elliott 
Humiston,  Jr. 

The  girls  elected  to  membership  in  the  Tadmuck  Club  on  basis  of 
scholarship  are  Helen  Kimball  and  Carolyn  Bell  of  the  class  of  1922.  These 
two,  together  with  Catherine  O’Neil  and  Norman  Cutter,  also  received  elec- 
tion to  the  Pro  Merito  Society  of  secondary  schools,  an  honor  granted  only 
to  those  of  superior  rank  in  scholarship. 
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The  Senior  class  play,  “A  Black  Diamond,”  given  by  a cast  of  eight 
members  of  the  class  on  the  evening  of  May  18,  was  a success,  artistically 
and  financially.  The  performance  netted  close  to  $100.00,  which  money  was 
applied  toward  meeting  graduation  expenses.  The  graduating  class  re- 
membered the  Academy  by  the  gift  of  a Seth  Thomas  clock,  now  placed  on 
the  wall  of  the  main  assembly  room,  while  the  old  clock  was  moved  to  the 
typewriting  room,  where  a time-piece  was  needed. 

By  agreeing  to  frame  and  install  with  proper  ceremony  a life-sized  por- 
trait of  Theodore  Roosevelt,  the  Academy  became  the  recipient  of  such  a 
portrait  from  the  American  Defense  League  of  New  York.  Exercises  were 
held  in  connection  with  this  ceremony  on  June  8,  upon  which  occasion  sev- 
eral students  assisted  the  Principal  by  selected  readings  on  the  life  and 
career  of  Roosevelt. 

It  has  become  customary  for  the  senior  class  near  the  close  of  their 
year  to  take  some  pleasure  trip  or  outing.  The  class  of  1921  decided  upon 
an  auto  excursion  to  Old  Orchard,  Maine,  and  June  14,  accompanied  by  the 
Principal  and  Mrs.  Harry  M.  Ingalls,  the  class  took  this  trip.  Finding  Old 
Orchard  somewhat  dull  so  early  in  the  season,  it  was  decided  to  return  as, 
far  as  Salisbury  Beach  where  the  remainder  of  the  day  was  pleasantly 
spent.  No  accident  of  any  kind  occurred  to  mar  a delightful  outing. 

On  June  16,  we  were  favored  by  a visit  from  Hon.  Frederic  A.  Fisher, 
who  addressed  the  school  in  his  practical  and  convincing  way.  He  pre- 
sented us  with  a copy  of  the  general  catalogue  of  trustees,  teachers,  and 
students  of  Westford  Academy,  published  in  1895,  and  spoke  of  the  career  of 
certain  graduates  who  have  become  famous. 

We  observed  Armistice  Day  on  November  10,  the  day  before  the  holi- 
day. A program  of  exercises  appropriate  to  the  occasion  was  given.  Be- 
sides the  part  taken  by  the  Principal,  there  were  songs  and  readings  by 
members  of  the  school. 

During  the  past  year  death  has  removed  Mr.  Abiel  J.  Abbot,  who  had 
served  years  as  Treasurer  of  the  Academy  Trustees.  Out  of  respect  to  Mr. 
Abbot,  the  Academy  sessions  were  omitted  the  afternoon  of  May  4,  when 
the  funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Unitarian  Church. 

The  death  of  Alice  Mae  Gilson  (Kilmister)  early  this  past  December, 
removes  from  the  list  of  living  graduates  of  the  Academy  a young  woman 
who  was  valedictorian  of  the  first  class  to  graduate  under  the  present  Prin- 
cipal in  1913. 

The  plan  adopted  for  awarding  the  prize  money  given  by  the  Trustees 
is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz : —

Report  of  Commercial  Department  Teacher. 


January  1,  1922. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Knight. 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Westford,  Mass. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Knight : 

There  are  enrolled  in  the  commercial  department  at  the  present  time 
fifty-two  pupils.  This  is  a decrease  of  six  from  the  beginning  of  the  year; 
four  of  these  have  left  school. 


This  course  offers  subjects  for  each  class  in  the  school.  Commercial 
arithmetic  is  a freshman  subject ; bookkeeping  may  be  taken  in  the  sopho- 
more year  and  continued  through  that  and  the  next  two  years,  and  short- 
hand and  typewriting  are  placed  in  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

The  arithmetic  class  numbers  fourteen  ; the  three  bookkeeping  classes, 
thirty-two,  while  in  the  two  years  of  shorthand  and  typewriting  there  are 
nine  and  twenty-one  respectively. 

Sutton  and  Lennes’  “Business  Arithmetic”  is  used  in  the  arithmetic 
class.  Fundamental  operations  are  particularly  stressed. 

The  Miner  text-book,  of  the  Moore  and  Miner  series,  is  used  for  book- 
keeping. Work  is  given  illustrative  of  different  kinds  of  merchandising, 
accompanied  by  various  business  forms.  It  would  be  of  advantage  to  have 
for  this  work  larger  desks,  equipped  with  wells  for  both  black  and  red  ink. 

The  system  of  shorthand  is  Benn  Pitman,  as  given  in  the  Pitman- 
Howard  “Phonographic  Amanuensis.”  Supplementary  dictation  is  given. 

There  are  five  Underwood  typewriters,  one  Royal,  and  one  Oliver.  It 
is  a valuable  asset  to  have  more  than  one  kind  of  machine,  especially  two 
such  makes  as  the  Royal  and  Underwood,  for  these  two,  with  the  Reming- 
ton, are  used  very  largely  by  business  concerns.  The  classes  are  divided  in 
such  a way  as  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  making  regular  use  of  the  Oliver.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music. 


Mr.  H.  C.  Knight,

Dear  Sir: 

My  report  for  the  music  department  of  the  Town  of  Westford  is  as 
follows : 

I have  felt  pleased  with  much  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  grades 
during  the  year  past.  Where  there  is  a good  working  spirit,  enjoyment 
of  their  music  and  interest  in  it,  there  the  desired  results  are  obtained. 

Last  winter  I started  a class  in  piano  instruction,  given  by  the  class 
method,  now  so  much  used  in  schools.  The  children,  who  attended  regularly, 
certainly  did  very  creditable  work.  I was  much  pleased  with  the  result. 
After  getting  a start  several  of  the  children  left  the  class  for  private  in- 
struction, which  of  course  is  to  be  desired.  Lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  parents  made  the  little  recital  the  children  tried  to  give  in  May  quite 
disheartening.  I felt  sorry  for  the  children  and  sorry  that  the  parents  took 
so  little  interest  in  a movement  that  might  mean  so  much  to  the  child.  In 
many  cases  instead  of  visiting  a piano  class  and  becoming  acquainted  with 
the  method  used  in  this  comparatively  new  idea,  they  stay  at  home  and 
condemn  the  method  because  it  is  not  the  way  they  were  taught.  I was 
unable  to  find  a teacher  to  carry  on  the  class  this  year,  so  it  was  dropped 
temporarily.  I am  satisfied  that  it  can  be  carried  on  in  school,  but  it  must 
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have  the  parents  back  of  the  children  if  the  best  results  are  to  follow. 
Because  the  lessons  cost  but  ten  or  fifteen  cents  does  not  excuse  the  child 
from  being  present  at  every  lesson  or  from  as  faithful  practice  as  if  they 
cost  ten  times  that  amount. 

Last  June  for  the  Academy  graduation  we  sang  the  cantata,  “The 
Landing  of  the  Pilgrims.”  It  seemed  a pleasant  change  from  the  choruses 
we  usually  sing. 

We  are  planning  to  give  an  operetta  at  the  Cameron  school  before 
very  long.  It  is  some  years  since  we  have  produced  one.  I trust  it  will 
be  enjoyed  by  the  parents  for  I am  sure  it  will  afford  pleasure  and  profit 
for  the  children. 

In  closing  let  me  thank  the  teachers  and  superintendent  for  their 
helpful  co-operation.

Report  of  Domestic  Science  Teacher 


Mr.  H.  C.  Knight, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  is  a report  of  the  work  in  Domestic  Science. 

Cooking  and  sewing  are  taught  three  days  a week  in  the  schools  of 
Westford.  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  each  week  are  devoted  to  cooking 
in  the  Academy,  with  one-half  hour  of  sewing  in  the  upper  grades  of  the 
Wm.  E.  Frost  school  on  Tuesday  afternoon.  Thursday  my  time  is  divided 
between  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville.  Sewing  in  these  two  places  is 
taught  to  all  girls  from  the  fifth  to  the  eighth  grades  inclusive.  The  classes 
in  cooking  are  conducted  very  much  the  same  as  last  year.  Lessons  are 
assigned  for  outside  study,  for  example,  the  composition  and  preparation 
of  vegetables,  fruits  and  cereals.  The  cooking  has  to  be  planned  with  the 
lunch  in  view,  as  the  money  received  from  the  lunches  pays  for  the  material 
used. 

The  lunches  are  simple  and  nutritious. 

The  receipts  from  the  lunches  since  the  beginning  of  school  in  September 
have  paid  for  the  material  used.  The  girls  at  present  are  interested  in  pre- 
paring a menu  for  a child  of  a given  age  requiring  a given  amount  of  food 
calories. 

The  sewing  in  all  of  the  grades  has  been  a little  difficult,  as  they  have 
to  furnish  their  own  material.  In  many  cases  the  mothers  have  nothing  for 
them  and  they  lose  interest.  I have  found,  however,  that  by  buying 
material  and  letting  the  children  make  some  garment  suitable  for  themselves 
they  are  ready  to  buy  the  garment  when  it  is  completed  at  cost  price.  On 
these  garments  they  get  much  practice  in  hand  sewing  and  learn  much  of 
the  construction  of  a garment.

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Report  of  School  Physician. 

To  the  School  Committee : 

Following  is  my  report  as  medical  inspector  of  the  schools  of  Westford 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1921 : 

During  my  general  inspection  of  the  children  this  year,  I was  ably 
assisted  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse,  Miss  Eva  May  Lord.  The  follow-up 
work  at  the  children’s  homes  has  helped  to  hasten  the  parents  in  correcting 
any  and  all  defects  which  the  children  may  have  and  has  induced  a more 
speedy  recovery  of  the  children’s  health. 

We  made  a very  careful  general  examination  of  the  pupils,  and  any 
and  all  defects  recorded,  and  advised  methods  of  relieving  such  ailments. 

The  general  hygienic  and  physical  aspect  of  the  pupils  throughout  the 
schools  have  shown  improvement  from  year  to  year,  and  also  the  willingness 
and  co-operation  of  the  parents  with  the  school  physician  and  nurse  in 
their  endeavor  to  better  the  children’s  welfare.

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Report  of  Librarian. 


January  1,  1922. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library  : 

The  report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1921,  isi 
herewith  presented. 

This  year  marks  the  close  of  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  the  occupancy  of 
the  present  building.  During  this  time  the  number  of  volumes  has  in- 
creased from  8,564  to  17,683.  The  magazine  list  has  been  enlarged  to  sixty, 
with  a greatly  extended  use  due  to  the  privilege  of  borrowing  for  hornet 
reading.  A new  system  of  classification  was  installed  in  1901,  making 
better  and  quicker  service  possible.  The  rules  concerning  the  circulation 
of  books  have  been  simplified  to  make  it  as  easy  as  possible  for  all  to 
obtain  the  books  they  need.  The  stack-room  which  seemed  so  ample  at  the 
time,  is  now  Overcrowded  and  will  need  more  shelf  room  soon.  Judicious 
weeding  out  of  the  old  and  unused  books  is  recommended  as  a first  step 
to  relieve  the  congestion. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  announce  the  establishing  of  another 
deposit  station  this  year  in  the  rapidly  growing  community  of  Brooksidet 
The  books  have  been  placed  in  the  Community  Hall.  Mrs.  Healey,  the 
caretaker,  has  done  efficient  work  as  librarian  and  reports  that  the  books; 
are  much  appreciated. 

Again  we  are  much  indebted  to  the  American  Library  Association . for 
the  gift  of  24  books  of  non-fiction  which  were  no  longer  needed  in  the  army. 

Mr.  Julian  A.  Cameron  has  increased  our  fiction  list  by  a gift  of  89 
volumes  which  are  much  enjoyed. 

Miss  Ida  L.  Prescott  presented  to  the  Library  an  unbound  set  of  “The 
World’s  Famous  Events  Portrayed  in  Word  and  Picture.”  It  is  a valuable 
collection  of.  pictures  which  has  already  been  very  useful  to  the  history 
teacher  in  presenting  her  subject  to  her  classes.  • 

A collection  of  65  pictures  on  Belgium  was  loaned  to  the  Library  for 
a month  by  the  Woman’s  Education  Association  and  was  much  enjoyed.  A 
portfolio  of  pictures  of  the  Parthenon  of  Greece  was  borrowed  for  use  at 
the  Academy. 

In  June  the  prize  posters  made  by  the  school  children  in  the  Public 
Health  contest  were  on  exhibition  at  the  Library. 

The  Library  has  borrowed  from  the  Division  of  Public  Libraries  some 
books  in  the  Spanish  language  at  the  request  of  one  of  its  readers.  They 
are  lent  for  six  months. 

This  year  being  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the 
Pilgrims,  a collection  of  books  connected  with  Pilgrim  history  and  customs 
was  placed  on  the  table  in  the  reading  room  for  several  months.  A large 
collection  of  pictures  were  displayed  on  the  bulletin  boards.  In  the 
children’s  room  an  exhibit  representing  some  of  the  children  captured  in 
the  Deerfield  raid,  the  parsonage  at  that  time  and  an  Indian  tent  attracted 
much  interest. 
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An  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  public  informed  of  the  new  books 
and  other  items  of  interest  by  means  of  notices  in  the  papers. 

The  picture  collection  which  was  Started  two  years  ago  has  increased 
faster  in  use  than  in  size.  About  250  pictures  were  loaned  to  the  teachers 
during  the  year.  Aside  from  the  sets  of  National  Geographic  pictures 
which  were  purchased,  the  collection  consists  principally  of  pictures  from 
magazines  which  the  Library  does  not  keep  on  file,  advertising  pamphlets 
and  post  cards.  Old  magazines  with  pictures  of  historical  events,  travel, 
well-known  men  and  women,  artistic  value,  etc.,  which  are  no  longer  of  use 
to  their  owners,  will  be  much  appreciated  and  put  to  good  use  if  given 
to  the  Library. 

The  Library  went  through  an  unusual  experience  the  first  three  weeks 
in  December  when  it  was  necessary  to  illuminate  the  building  with  one 
borrowed  kerosene  lamp  and  a flashlight.  At  the  end  of  two  weeks  a second 
lamp  was  borrowed.  Previous  to  this  experience  the  electric  lights  have 
not  failed  on  library  days,  since  the  present  librarian  was  in  charge,  except 
two  other  evenings  this  fall,  when  it  was  necessary  to  close  for  lack  of  a 
lamp.  Warned  by  this,  a lamp  was  borrowed  for  the  winter  from  the 
Misses  Atwood. 

The  third  annual  Children’s  Book  Week,  Nov.  13-19,  was  observed  at 
the  Library.  An  attractive  collection  of  worth-while  children’s  books  was 
on  exhibition  till  Christmas.  A short  talk  on  the  purpose  of  the  week, 
“More  books  in  the  home,”  was  given  before  the  Tadmuck  Club.  Cards 
illustrated  by  Jessie  Willcox  Smith  were  mailed  to  mothers  inviting  them 
to  the  Library.  Lists  entitled  “Children’s  Books  for  Christmas  Presents” 
were  distributed. 

During  the  past  year  the  Librarian  has  had  the  privilege  of  attending 
several  meetings  which  were  of  especial  value.  In  June  the  American 
Library  Association  held  its  annual  meeting  at  Swampscott  for  a week, 
at  which  librarians  from  the  whole  country  met  to  talk  over  their  work. 
In  July,  she  attended  the  institute  for  small  libraries  in  charge  of  the 
Division  of  Public  Libraries  of  Massachusetts,  and  also  the  three- 
week  summer  course  in  “Library  Work  With  Children,”  given  at  Simmons. 
In  this  course  much  emphasis  was  laid  on  choosing  the  right  book  for  the 
child  at  the  right  time. 

Again  the  magazine  circulation  has  increased,  passing  the  three  thou- 
sand mark  this  year.  A few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  maga- 
zines. All  except  current  numbers  may  be  borrowed  and  the  list  for  the 
coming  year  is  as  follows :

All  persons  are  respectfully  recpiested  to  examine  the  foregoing  reports 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  report  to  the  Town  Clerk  any  errors 
or  omissions  that  may  be  discerned  therein,  so  that  the  records  may  be 
corrected.  An  error  in  the  recbrd,  other  than  a mistake  in  copying  a 
certificate  or  return,  can  be  corrected  only  in  accordance  with  a deposition 
under  oath,  made  by  one  who  was  required  by  law  to  furnish  the  information 
for  the  original  record  or  by  one  or  more  creditable  persons  having  knowledge 
of  the  case.  (See  General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  13.) 

Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  returned  without  the 
Christian  name.  In  such  cases  parents  should  return  the  name  to  the  Town 
Clerk  as  soon  as  selected,  as  incompleteness  of  the  record  may  occasion 
trouble  in  the  future. 

Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
General  Laws. 


General  Laws,  Chapter  46. 

Extracts  from  Sections  1,  3,  4,  6 and  8. 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or  obtain  and  record 

* * * facts  relative  to  the  births  * * * in  his  city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  registered  shall  keep 
a record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge  and 

* * * shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the 
clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a report  * * * 
If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father 
shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in  writing  of  both  the  father  and 
mother  filed.  * * * Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treasurer 
shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth 
so  reported.  * * * A physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  * * * 

Section  4.  A member  or  servant  of  a family  in  which  a child  is  born, 
having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  * * * shall  furnish  the  same  upon 
request  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  * * * or  of  any  person  authorized  by 
him.  (Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a child,  and 
every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a birth  in  his  house  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

General  Laws,  Chapter  207. 

Section  36.  If  a marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between 
parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall 
within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
town  where  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  required  in  a notice  of 
intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared  to  furnish 
parents,  householders,  physicians  and  registered  hospital  medical  officers 
applying  therefor  with  blanks  for  return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

The  attention  of  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  is  called  to  the  following 
extracts  from  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws : 

Section  137.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  of  March,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the 
first  day  of  April  following,  if  kept  in  any  town,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
thereof.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner’s  name  and  its 
registered  number. 

Section  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  may  at  any  time  have  it 
licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following ; and  a person  who  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  after  April  first  which  is  not  duly  licensed, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  becomes  three  months  old  after 
March  thirty-first  in  any  year  shall,  when  it  is  three  months  old  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed  and  collared  as  required 
in  the  preceding  section.

Annual  Town  Meeting,  February  13, 1922 

At  a legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Westford,  Mass., 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  held  at  the  Town  House,  Monday, 
February  13,  1922,  the  following  business  was  transacted : 

1.  Hon.  Herbert  E.  Fletcher  was  chosen  Moderator  and  was  sworn 
by  the  Town  Clerk. 

2.  John  Edwards  and  Joseph  Wall  appointed  Ballot  Clerks  by  the 
Selectmen  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  received  from  him  the 
official  ballots,  and  gave  their  receipts  therefor.  Alonzo  H.  Sutherland 
and  John  M.  Fletcher  appointed  Tellers  by  the  Selectmen,  were  sworn 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  took  charge  of  the  check  list  and  ballot  box 
respectively. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  and  found  to  be  empty ; the  register  was 
placed  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  at  8 o’clock  a.  m.,  and  the  voters  pro- 
ceeded to  bring  in  their  ballots  for  the  officers  named  in  Article  2 of  the 
Warrant,  and  the  following  question,  “Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  certain  non-intoxicating  beverages  in  this  Town?”  Upon  the  order 
of  the  Moderator  and  Town  Clerk  the  ballots  were  removed  from  the 
ballot  box  before  the  close  of  the  polls,  and  T.  Arthur  E.  Wilson,  William 
O.  McDonald,  Walter  A.  Whidden  and  Frank  Haley  were  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  assist  in  canvassing  the  ballots.  They  were  sworn  by  the 
Town  Clerk. 

It  was  voted  to  close  the  polls  at  1.10  p.  m.  The  polls  were  closed  at 
1.10  P.  m.  The  register  stood  at  768.  The  number  of  names  checked  upon 
the  Ballot  Clerk’s  list  was  756. 

The  number  of  names  checked  on  the  Ballot  Box  list  was  756. 

The  number  of  ballots  cast  was  756. 

3.  A motion  to  strike  out  Article  14  of  the  Finance  Committee's 
Report  was  voted  down  71  to  53.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee  as  printed. 

4.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Town  Accountant  as  printed. 

5.  Voted  to  accept  the  verbal  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  guide  boards. 

Voted  that  the  matter  of  naming  streets  and  roads  be  recommitted  to 

the  Selectmen ; that  a public  hearing  be  held ; and  that  the  Committee  re- 
port at  a subsequent  Town  meeting. 

Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  as  printed. 

A unanimous  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Sherman  H.  Fletcher, 
retiring  Selectman,  for  his  long  and  faithful  service. 

6.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  as  printed. 

7.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  School  Committee  as  printed. 

8.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as 

printed. 

Voted  that  the  receipts  from  dog  licenses  be  appropriated,  and  that  an 
additional  sum  of  $2,200  be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Public 
Library. 
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9.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Burial 
Grounds  as  printed.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450  as  therein 
requested. 

10.  Voted  that  the  compensation  of  the  Tax  Collector  be  one  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  collected. 

11.  Voted  that  $16,400  be  appropriated  for  highway  purposes  to  be 
apportioned  as  follows : Roads,  $14,000 ; Snow  removal,  $1,500 ; Tools, 
$500;  Guide  Boards,  $400. 

12.  Voted  that  $6,500  be  appropriated  for  General  Government  ex- 
penses to  be  apportioned  as  follows : Salaries,  $3,500 ; Expenses,  $1,000 ; 
Town  Hall,  $2,000. 

13.  Voted  that  $8,500  be  appropriated  for  Support  of  Poor  under  the 
classification  of  Charities  to  be  apportioned  as  follows : Home  expense, 
$4,000 ; Outside  expense,  $4,500. 

14.  Voted  that  $2,300  be  appropriated  for  the  Police  Department. 

15.  Voted  that  $54,870  be  appropriated  for  support  of  schools  to 
be  apportioned  as  follows : Salaries,  $28,500 ; Care  and  maintenance  of 
buildings,  $11,300;  Transportation,  $9,600.  Text  Books  and  supplies, 
$2,500 ; General  Expenses,  $1,900 ; Furniture  and  fixtures,  $670 ; Tuition  to 
other  towns  $200;  School  physician  $200. 

16.  Voted  that  $2,500  be  appropriated  for  the  Moth  Department. 

17.  Voted  that  $2,140  be  appropriated  for  the  Fire  Department  to 
be  apportioned  as  follows : Expenses  of  the  Fire  Department,  $1,870 ; New 
Extinguishers,  $270. 

18.  Voted  that  $800  be  appropriated  for  extinguishing  forest  fires. 

19.  Voted  that  $1,559.07  be  appropriated  to  pay  outstanding  bills  due 
December  31,  1921,  to  be  apportioned  as  follows : General  Government — 
Salaries,  $13.00;  Expenses,  $18.20;  Town  Hall,  $467.41.  Protection  of 
Persons  and  Property— Police  Department,  $33.80  ; Fire  Department,  $57.86  ; 
Fire  House  Cottage,  $70.61 ; Moth  Department,  $60.00.  Highways— Roads, 
$140.15.  Schools — General  Expenses,  $42.57 ; Books  and  Supplies,  $43.36 ; 
Care  of  Buildings,  $410.56 ; Liability  Insurance,  $141.56.  Care  of  Common. 
$54.49.  Health  Department,  $5.50. 

20.  Voted  that  $2,734.33  be  appropriated  to  meet  the  overdrafts  of 
the  various  departments,  to  be  apportioned  as  follows : General  Fund 
(Soldiers’  Benefits),  $22.39;  Fire  Department,  $238.79;  Forest  Fires. 
$161.47;  Charities,  $623.79;  Notes  and  Interest,  $1.50;  Interest  on  Reve- 
nue Loans,  $1,686.39. 

21.  Voted  that  the  matter  of  erecting  a barn  at  Westford  Home 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  a Committee,  consisting  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  and  the  Finance  Committee,  to  report  at  a Town  meeting  not  later 
than  June. 

22.  Voted  that  $200  be  appropriated  for  rent  of  headquarters  of 
Westford  Post  159,  American  Legion  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  Select- 
men are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a lease  for  a period  not  exceeding  five 
years  for  headquarters  of  said  Post. 

23.  Voted  that  $600  be  appropriated  for  printing  and  distributing  the 
Town  Reports. 

24.  Voted  that  $75  be  appropriated  for  care  of  the  common. 
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25.  Voted  that  $1,500  be  appropriated  for  trimming  and  otherwise  car- 
ing for  shade  trees  damaged  by  the  ice  storm. 

26.  Voted  that  $600  be  appropriated  for  Liability  Insurance. 

27.  Voted  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  improving  the  Groton  Road 
only  on  condition  that  like  amounts  be  contributed  by  the  County  and  State, 
respectively,  and  to  be  used  in  conjunction  therewith. 

28.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $8,000  be  appropriated  for  the  Board  of 
Health,  which  sum  is  to  include  salary  of  Public  Health  Nurse  and  expenses 
of  Health  Department. 

29.  Voted  80  to  52  not  to  appropriate  $350  for  band  concerts.  It 
was  later  voted  117  to  81  to  again  take  up  this  article.  A motion  to  lay 
the  article  on  the  table  was  lost.  Voted  to  appropriate  $345  for  band 
concerts  and  that  no  concerts  be  held  on  Sundays. 

30.  Voted  to  appropriate  $300  to  commemorate  Memorial  Day. 

31.  Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  a sum  not  exceeding  $50  as  com- 
pensation for  and  $25  for  expenses  of  a Fish  and  Game  Warden  in  the 
event  one  is  appointed  for  the  Town. 

32.  Voted  to  appropriate  $250  and  to  elect  a director  for  demonstration 
work  in  agriculture  and  home  economics,  the  money  to  be  expended  by,  and 
the  director  to  serve  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Trustees  for  Aid  to 
Agriculture  of  the  Middlesex  County  Bureau  of  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics,  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  40-45  of  Chapter  128,  General 
Laws ; it  being  understood  that  $100  of  this  amount  shall  be  used  to 
provide  paid  supervision  of  boys’  and  girls’  club  work.  W.  Otis  Day  was 
elected  Director. 

33.  Voted  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  as  a reserve  fund  as  provided 
under  Sec.  6,  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws. 

34.  Voted  that  $175  be  appropriated  to  meet  the  expenses  of  cattle 
inspection. 

35.  Voted  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  relative  to  school  ac- 
commodations be  accepted,  and  that  $500  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  School  Committee  and  Finance  Committee,  in 
securing  plans  for  school  accommodations  at  Forge  Village  and  Brookside. 

36.  Voted  that  $1,200  be  appropriated  for  State  and  Military  Aid  and 
Soldiers’  Relief. 

37.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  petition  the  Director 
of  Accounts  of  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  for  an  audit 
of  the  Town  Accounts  for  the  current  year. 

38.  Voted  that  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  be  continued  and  that  they 
be  instructed  to  submit  the  proposed  By-Laws  to  Town  Counsel  for  examin- 
ation. and  report  at  a subsequent  meeting. 

39.  Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  money  from  time  to 
time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  Janu- 
ary 1,  1922  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year, 
any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of 
said  financial  year. 

40.  Voted  that  the  Collector  be  instructed  to  collect  all  taxes  according 
to  law  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  return,  at  the  expense  of  the  Town  a 
receipted  tax  bill  when  paid. 
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41.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  petition  the  Division 
of  Fisheries  and  Game  of  the  Department  of  Conservation  to  stock  Forge 
Pond  with  food  fish. 

42.  Voted  that  the  Moderator  name  a Committee  of  four  to  bring  in 
a list  of  nominees  for  a Finance  Committee.  The  Moderator  named  the  fol- 
lowing as  a Committee : Alfred  W.  Hartford,  Alice  M.  Howard,  Edward  M. 
Abbot,  and  Annie  E.  Edwards.  The  Committee  brought  in  the  following 
list  of  nominees : Julian  A.  Cameron,  Elbert  H.  Flagg,  Herbert  V.  Hildreth, 
William  R.  Taylor,  and  George  F.  White.  Elbert  H.  Flagg  declined  to  serve.

44.  Voted  that  a Committee  of  seven  be  appointed’  by  the  Moderator 
to  negotiate  with  the  Lowell  Electric  Light  Corporation  or  some  other 
electric  company,  for  a contract  with  the  Town  for  electric  street  lighting, 
the  committee  to  report  at  a subsequent  Town  meeting,  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee  be  instructed  not  to  negotiate  a contract  for  street  lighting  that  does 
not  grant  house  lighting  service  to  all  the  abutters  of  land  lighted  by 
street  lights.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  Committee : William

This  report 
is  in  the  form  of  a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief 
Examiner  of  this  Division,  who  wras  placed  in  charge  of  the  work.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Town  of  Westford  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1922,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon  : 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Accountant  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  reported  receipts  were  checked  to  the  original  sources  from 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  Town  treasury,  and  the  disbursements  were 
compared  with  the  Selectmen’s  Warrants  authorizing  payments. 

The  Town  Clerk’s  records  of  appropriation  made  at  the  Town  Meetings 
were  checked  to  the  appropriations  as  entered  on  the  ledger,  as  were  the 
records  of  transfers  and  loans  authorized. 

The  ledger  postings  were  checked  to  the  cash  book  and  the  journal,  in 
which  all  ledger  entries  originate.  An  analysis  of  the  ledger  was  made, 
thus  proving  the  accuracy  of  the  work  in  general,  and  a balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1922. 

The  books  of  the  Treasurer  were  examined.  The  receipts  were  checked 
and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  proper  warrants  authorizing  the 
Treasurer  to  disburse  Town  funds. 
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The  footings  of  the  cash  book  were  proved  and  the  cash  balance  as  of 
December  31,  1922,  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a table  showing  a reconciliation  of  the 
Treasurer’s  cash. 

The  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  were  examined  and 
the  securities  representing  the  funds  were  checked,  listed,  and  found  to 
agree  with  the  Accountant’s  records.  Tables  showing  the  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  funds  are  appended  to  this  report. 

In  the  original  audit  it  was  found  that  there  was  an  accumulation  of 
income  in  the  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds  that  had  not  been  allotted  to 
the  several  funds  from  which  the  income  was  received.  In  April,  1922,  this 
accumulated  income  was  apportioned  to  the  several  funds  and  a ledger 
was  installed  in  which  each  fund  was  shown  as  originally  established  and 
the  accumulated  income  as  apportioned.  The  income  for  1922  has  now 
been  apportioned  to  each  fund,  the  amount  expended  on  each  lot  deducted, 
and  the  exact  condition  of  each  bequest  as  of  December  31,  1922,  is  on 
record. 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  should  establish  an  annual  charge  for  the 
regular  care  of  lots  for  which  deposits  have  been  made  for  care,  the  same 
as  for  the  care  of  lots  not  under  perpetual  care ; and  should  submit  to  the 
Treasurer,  as  early  as  possible  each  year,  a list  of  the  charges  against  each 
lot  under  perpetual  care.  The  proper  amount  should  then  be  withdrawn 
from  the  bank  and  made  available  for  this  purpose  before  the  expenditures 
are  actually  made. 

Before  any  special  or  extraordinary  repairs  are  made  in  a lot  under 
perpetual  care,  the  amount  of  income  available  should  be  ascertained  from 
the  Town  Accountant  in  order  to  avoid  drawing  on  the  principal  of  the 
fund. 

The  accounts  of  the  Tax  Collector  were  examined,  the  collections  re- 
ported as  paid  to  the  Treasurer  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer’s  books, 
and  the  abatements  were  checked  to  the  Assessors’  records  of  abatements 
granted.  The  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  a reconciliation  of  the 
taxes  and  assessments  for  1920,  1921,  and  1922  was  made  and  checked  with 
the  Accountant’s  ledger. 

Tables  showing  summaries  of  the  tax  and  assessment  accounts  are 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  authority  of  the  Selectmen 
were  examined  and  the  receipts  checked  to  the  Treasurer’s  records. 

The  record  of  receipts  at  the  Town  Farm  were  examined  and  payments 
to  the  Treasurer  verified. 

The  accounts  of  the  library  were  examined,  and  receipts  for  fines,  etc., 
checked,  as  were  also  the  payments  to  Treasurer. 

The  surety  bonds  covering  the  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I received  the  co-operation  of  the 
various  officials,  and  for  this  courtesy  and  assistance  I wish  to  extend,  both 
for  my  assistant  and  myself,  my  thanks  and  appreciation.

Board  of  Health  Report 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1922. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their  co-operation 
with  the  Board  and  its  agents  for  the  past  year. 

This  year  a change  in  the  Board  of  Health’s  personnel  was  necessitated 
by  the  resignation  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  in  September.  By  the  with- 
drawal of  Miss  Lord  from  duty  the  Board  of  Health  feels  that  the  Town  has 
lost  a most  efficient  health  nurse,  one  who  has  rendered  very  valuable  service 
to  the  Town.  A new  nurse  who  was  very  highly  recommended  by  the  State 
authorities,  especially  as  a School  Nurse,  was  finally  chosen  to  fill  Miss 
Lord’s  position.  Due  to  the  new  nurse’s  wide  school  experience  and  inas- 
much as  the  Schools  were  increasing  in  size  rapidly,  it  was  decided  at  a joint 
meeting  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Health  to  have  the  new 
nurse  concentrate  her  work  in  a larger  degree  on  the  schools,  making  the 
district  nursing  more  a matter  of  emergency  and  of  attending  to  the  families 
who  could  not  obtain  the  help  of  a nurse  elsewhere.  The  rapid  growth 
in  the  size  of  the  Town  during  the  last  few  years  together  with  the  widely 
scattered  school  and  town  area,  really  seem  to  render  impracticable  one  nurse 
carrying  on  School  Nursing,  District  Nursing,  with  a call  to  duty  at  any 
time  of  night  or  day,  together  with  odds  and  ends  of  Board  of  Health  Work, 
and  doing  all  of  these  in  a thoroughly  complete  and  competent  manner.  What 
it  seems  to  amount  to  is  this : 

Is  one  nurse  to  devote  her  time  for  the  most  part  to  one  branch  of 
nursing  and  do  this  very  thoroughly  and  completely,  or  is  she  to  carry  on  in 
every  branch,  doing  as  much  as  is  possible,  but  concentrating  her  efforts  on 
no  particular  nursing  problem? 

It  would  seem  to  us,  the  Board  of  Health,  that  the  interests  of  the  Town 
as  a whole  could  best  be  served  by  making  neither  District  Nursing  or  School 
Nursing  the  prime  factor,  but  by  the  nurse  carrying  on  in  a more  general  way, 
doing  whatever  she  can  in  each  capacity  where  duty  calls.  And  to  be 
specific  in  denoting  “where  duty  calls,”  we  recommend  that  the  nurse  be 
summoned  as  a District  Nurse  only  upon  the  attending  doctor’s  recommenda- 
tion, or  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency,  when  a doctor  cannot  readily  be  ob- 
tained, and  that  the  nurse  devote  to  school  nursing,  supplemented  with  the 
few  odds  and  ends  of  Board  of  Health  work,  the  balance  of  her  time  which 
should  be  and  we  hope  will  be  the  major  portion. 

A plan  of  this  sort  we  feel  will  serve  the  Town  the  best  of  any  routine 
which  is  to  be  carried  out  by  one  nurse,  and  such  a policy  we  shall  endeavor 
to  pursue  during  the  coming  year.  Please  remember,  if  there  be  any  failings 
in  either  the  school  or  district  side  of  Town  nursing,  that  the  nurse  has  a 
tremendous  amount  of  work  to  do,  and  to  do  everything  thoroughly  demands 
more  time  than  one  person  is  capable  of  giving.  Like  the  past  two  years,  the 
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majority  of  the  Health  Work  throughout  the  Town  has  been  performed  by  the 
Public  Health  Nurse.  This  year  as  there  have  been  two  nurses,  two  reports 
appear  below. 

To  the  Westford  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen : — The  following  brief  covers  part  of  the  work  carried  on 
this  year. 

In  the  schools  there  is  a steady  improvement  in  the  health  work. 
During  the  winter  and  spring  months  we  have  had  a small  epidemic  of 
Whooping  Cough  throughout  the  Town.  Absentees  were  many  and  con- 
siderable follow-up  work  had  to  be  done,  and,  in  many  cases,  nursing  work 
was  necessary. 

Early  in  the  summer  a survey  of  the  babies  born  during  the  year  was 
made  and  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  with  the  parents  giving  advice 
and  instructions. 

I wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  teachers  and  all  the  townspeople 
for  their  co-operation  and  many  kindnesses.  Without  their  aid  the  work 
would  have  been  very  difficult.

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Having  been  in  Westford  only  three  months  my  report  must  necessarily 
be  but  a short  one. 

The  month  of  October  was  spent  chiefly  in  becoming  acquainted  with 
the  schools  and  the  children,  learning  to  know  them,  and  by  talks  in  the 
different  class  rooms,  giving  them  an  idea  of  what  a school  nurse  means, 
the  wide  character  of  her  work,  and  the  value  which  it  means  to  the  in- 
dividual child,  as  well  as  to  the  different  families,  and  to  the  community  as 
a whole.  Strong  emphasis  was  given  to  the  fact  that  Medical  Authorities 
of  every  kind  and  degree  were  co-operating  to  teach  people  how  to  keep  well, 
that  preventative  teaching,  showing  people  how  to  keep  well  is  the  modern, 
scientific  law  of  health. 

It  has  been  a great  help  and  pleasure  to  have  the  teachers  in  all  the 
schools  most  cordial  and  willing  to  welcome  the  nurse  and  her  work.  Their 
co-operation  is  invaluable.  Most  of  the  schools  are  now  serving  hot  cocoa 
at  noontime,  which  is  of  especial  value  during  the  cold  weather. 

The  work  for  and  with  the  children  is  necessary  in  scope  and  possi- 
bilities, as  through  them  the  message  of  the  value  of  health  makes  itself 
known  in  innumerable  ways  in  their  homes. 

The  children  in  all  the  schools  have  had  physical  examinations  by  the 
school  physician. 

A dentist’s  services  have  been  obtained,  at  reasonable  rates  for  one  morn- 
ing every  week.  Children  have  been  taken  to  him  every  Friday  for  the  last 
month.  It  has  been  possible  to  enlist  the  services  of  one  of  the  best  oculists 
in  Lowell,  who  is  generous  and  interested  enough  to  enable  one  to  take  the 
school  children  to  his  office,  and  he  also  promises  to  make  the  fees  as  reason- 
able as  possible. 

In  time,  as  it  becomes  possible  to  know  personally  all  the  parents,  I 
feel  that  a big,  fine,  tremendous  work  can  be  done  for  the  children,  which  of 
course  will  mean  more  efficient,  happy,  responsible  citizens  for  the  United 
States,  and  which  is  of  course,  the  objective  that  the  Government  has  in 
view,  and  for  which  it  has  established  the  huge  Public  Health  W orking  Force. 

This  report  is  short  and  general,  in  its  one  line,  but  after  having  been 
here  longer  a more  detailed  and  comprehensive  one  will  be  possible.

Report  of  Demonstration  Work  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics  in  the  Town  of  Westford  for  the  Year 
Ending  December  31, 1922 

An  appropriation  of  $250  was  made  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
for  demonstration  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Middlesex  County  Bureau 
of  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics.  Following  is  a report  of  the  work 
done  by  this  organization  in  Westford : 

Agents  of  the  Bureau  made  98  farm  and  home  visits.  The  County 
Agricultural  Agent  held  a program  meeting,  conducted  an  extension  school, 
and  gave  a poultry-culling  demonstration.  He  also  organized  a poultry 
automobile  tour  to  study  some  successful  poultry  plants  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  county.  The  Home  Demonstration  Agent  held  a program 
meeting,  a class  in  millinery,  and  gave  a demonstration  on  the  making 
of  dress  forms. 

Bureau  nioving  pictures  were  shown  five  times  to  a total  audience  of 

905. 

Eighty-one  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in  club  work,  the  greatest  interest 
being  shown  in  home  economics.  Forty-one  meetings  were  held  with  these 
groups  by  agents  of  the  Bureau. 

Middlesex  County  continues  to  lead  all  others  in  the  United  States 
in  the  number  of  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in  club  projects.  There  were 
2,965  enrolled  in  various  club  projects  and  they  produced  $75,475  worth 
of  products  during  the  year.  All  of  these  young  people  were  under  the 
leadership  of  agents  of  the  County  Bureau  and  184  paid  and  volunteer  local 
leaders.

Tree  Warden’s  Report 


The  tree  warden  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1922 : 

The  ice  storm,  the  worst  known  for  years,  which  came  the  last  of 
November,  1921,  did  considerable  damage  to  the  trees.  On  account  of 
this  every  road  in  Town  needed  much  attention.  The  State  forester  recom- 
mended that  all  broken  limbs  be  removed,  that  care  be  taken  not  to  trim 
too  closely  to  the  tree,  thereby  giving  the  broken  stubs  an  opportunity 
to  branch  out.  I think  this  plan  has  proved  satisfactory.  The  appro- 
priation of  $1500  for  this  work  has  been  used.  There  are  a few  limbs, 
cracked  by  the  storm,  which  were  not  noticed  at  the  time,  but  which  have 
since  broken.  These  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of  from  time  to  time 
as  they  are  noticed. 

I would  suggest  that  $300  be  appropriated  this  year  to  complete  this 
work.

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Report  of  Fish  and  Game  Warden 

In  making  this  report,  I can  say  I have  given  more  time  to  the  work 
than  in  former  years  and  I think  our  common  birds  are  getting  more  scarce 
every  year.  There  are  no  Martins,  very  few  swallows  and  very  small  flocks 
of  Red-Wing  Black  Birds ; Thrushes  and  Finches  about  the  usual  number. 
Our  common  song  birds  that  nest  near  dwellings  will  never  increase  very 
fast  until  we  can  induce  people  to  keep  their  cats  shut  up  during  the  nesting 
season.  Cats  are  very  useful  to  keep  our  houses  and  barns  clear  of  rats 
and  mice  but  are  very  destructive  as  far  as  our  birds  are  concerned  also  with 
small  animals.  I have  seen  a cat  with  a full  grown  rabbit  over  a mile  from 
the  nearest  house.  All  cats  are  hunters.  Not  a fault ; it  is  their  nature. 

We  have  a few  quail  but  the  snow  is  too  deep  this  present  winter.  They 
will  have  a hard  time  until  spring.  Partridges  and  pheasants  have  increased 
the  last  two  years  but  I think  we  should  have  a closed  season  on  partridges 
for  five  years  and  two  seasons  on  pheasants.  Pheasants  have  no  chance  to 
increase  where  they  are  liberated  in  the  summer  and  have  the  law  come  off 
in  the  fall. 

We  have  quite  a lot  of  small  rabbits.  I liberated  a lot  of  large  Snow 
Shoe  Rabbits  last  year  but  I can’t  tell  yet  much  about  them.  They  don’t 
increase  much  in  numbers.  There  is  a family  of  Otters  that  frequents  our 
ponds  and  brooks ; they  are  quite  tame  and  if  they  can  escape  the  trappers 
for  a few  years  we  will  have  quite  a lot  of  them.  Some  boys  killed  one  at 
Stony  Brook  last  year. 

I got  a report  from  an  adjoining  town  telling  me  that  they  had  a family  of 
Beavers  on  one  of  the  Brooks  in  their  town.  But  I can’t  prove  that  story. 

All  of  our  brooks  and  most  of  our  ponds  have  been  well  stocked  with 
fish  the  past  year  and  in  looking  over  the  trout  brooks,  I can  say  they  are  all 
doing  fine.  During  the  past  year  I have  made  two  arrests  for  illegal  hunt- 
ing. The  cases  were  tried  in  the  District  Court  at  Ayer.  Both  were  con- 
victed and  paid  the  usual  fine  in  such  cases,  $10.

Instructions  for  Taking 

Care  of  Fire  Extinguishers 

1. 

Any  person  who  is  loaned  a fire 

extinguisher  by  the  Town 

Westford  for  use  at  brush  or  house  fires  must  be  responsible  for  same. 

2. 

After  using  and  before 

refilling, 

the  extinguisher  should 

thoroughly  washed  out  to  prevent  corroding.  The  hose  and  nozzle  also 
should  be  washed.  Make  sure  the  hole  in  the  nozzle  is  clear. 

3.  Always  wash  and  refill  immediately.  There  may  be  another  fire. 

4.  In  winter  the  extinguisher  should  be  put  near  a stove  or  in  a warm 
place,  to  prevent  freezing.  Otherwise  it  should  be  emptied  and  washed  out. 

5.  By  putting  into  the  extinguisher  3/4  of  a cup  of  salt  and  stirring 
until  dissolved,  the  extinguisher  will  not  freeze  so  easily.  It  cannot, 
however,  be  left  in  a wholly  unheated  building. 

6.  All  persons  having  extinguishers,  who  close  their  houses  for  the 
winter  or  who  leave  town,  should  notify  the  Forest  Warden,  Harry  L. 
Nesmith,  by  telephone  and  give  the  extinguishers  to  him. 

7.  Every  spring  the  extinguishers  should  be  discharged,  washed  out 
and  refilled. 

8.  Any  extinguisher  that  is  lost  or  becomes  defective  should  be 
reported  to  the  Forest  Warden. 

9.  Each  person  taking  an  extinguisher  to  a fire  should  take  his  own 
extinguisher  home. 

10.  Know  the  number  of  your  own  extinguisher. 

11.  Any  person  allowing  an  extinguisher  to  freeze  must  pay  for 
having  it  repaired.

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Report  of  the  Engineers  of  the  Westford  Fire  Department 


The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1922. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  engineers  organized  as  follows : 
Alonzo  H.  Sutherland,  chief;  Alfred  Prinn,  assistant  chief;  John  Edwards, 
clerk. 

The  companies  have  responded  to  25  fires  other  than  forest  fires  during 
the  year : 10  chimney  fires,  6 automobile  and  truck  fires,  and  9 building 

fires. 

Some  of  the  automobiles  were  totally  burned  and  others  slightly 
damaged. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  buildings  where  damage  occurred : 

January  4th — House  of  Ralph  Cutting,  Main  Street.  Total  loss. 
Cause,  defective  chimney. 

April  29th — Barn  of  S.  B.  Watson,  Main  Street.  Roof  partly  burned. 
Cause,  sparks  from  chimney. 

May  1st — Barn  of  Steve  Zenkey,  Forest  Road.  Roof  partly  burned. 
Cause,  sparks  from  grass  fire. 

June  9th — Hall  and  store  of  Lewis  Trudell,  Brookside  (known  as 
Marshall  Hall).  Part  of  this  building  was  in  Westford  and  part  in  Chelms- 
ford. Total  loss.  Cause,  unknown,  probably  set. 

July  30th — House  and  barn  and  contents  of  the  Estate  H.  O.  Keyes, 
Keyes  Road.  Total  Loss.  Cause,  spontaneous  combustion  in  hay  barn. 

Oct.  31st — House  of  Estate  H.  Maria  Blaisdell,  Chelmsford  Road. 
House  partly  damaged.  Cause,  rats  and  matches. 

December  4th — Horse  sheds  and  tool  house  of  George  C.  Moore  at 
Nabnasset  Farm.  Buildings  partly  burned.  Cause,  unknown,  probably 
set. 

The  equipment  of  the  several  companies  is  the  same  as  last  year,  and  is 
in  good  condition. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  chimney  fires  each  year,  the  engineers 
feel  that  quite  a large  number  of  these  might  be  averted,  if  persons  owning 
or  those  renting  property  would  have  their  chimneys  cleaned  out  more  often 
then  they  have  been.  We  find  some  chimneys  have  never  been  cleaned. 
This  would  save  quite  an  expense  to  the  Town,  and  in  some  cases,  save 
the  total  distruction  of  property. 

The  Fire  Engineers  recommend  the  sum  of  $1800.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  coming 
year.

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1922. 

We  feel  that  excellent  progress  has  been  made  in  our  schools  during 
the  year  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Superintendent  and  Teachers. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  separate  reports  submitted  herewith. 

The  William  E.  Frost  and  Sargent  Schools  have  been  painted  outside ; 
the  Sargent  School  reshingled,  the  Cameron  School  refreshened  and  shades 
furnished  for  some  of  the  buildings. 

It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  shingle  the  Frost  School  during  the 
year. 

The  new  Nabnassett  School  has  been  successfully  opened,  further  detail 
of  which  is  to  be  found  in  the  report  of  our  Superintendent.

Superintendent’s  Report 


TO  THE  WESTFORD  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : I offer  my  third  annual  report  and  the  thirty-first 
report  in  the  series  of  superintendents’  reports  since  Westford  has  formed  a 
part  of  a union  district. 

Many  changes  in  the  teaching  force  have  taken  place  during  the  past 
year.  Notably  among  the  changes  were  those  made  by  the  retirement  of 
Miss  Mattie  A.  Crocker  of  the  Wm.  E.  Frost  School,  who  had  faithfully 
served  the  Town  in  the  different  schools  for  many  years,  and  by  the  death 
of  Miss  Mary  B.  Raynes  who  for  more  than  a decade  had  been  the  efficient 
instructor  of  music  in  the  Westford  schools. 

During  the  past  summer  four  of  the  six  teachers  at  the  Cameron  School 
resigned ; one  to  be  married  and  three  to  teach  in  other  cities  and  towns 
at  salaries  larger  than  those  paid  by  us  (Westford). 

The  school  at  Parkerville,  taught  by  Mrs.  Ruth  Robbins,  has  been 
taught  since  September  by  Mrs.  Charles  G.  Carter,  as  Mrs.  Robbins 
resigned  during  the  summer  to  teach  in  her  home  town,  Carlisle. 

Last  spring  we  placed  an  extra  teacher  in  the  Wm.  E.  Frost  School 
so  that  each  of  the  four- room  school  centers,  Cameron,  Wm.  E.  Frost  and 
Sargent  Schools,  respectively,  had  six  teachers.  With  the  opening  of  the 
Nabnassett  School  in  September,  the  number  at  the  Wm.  E.  Frost  School 
was  reduced  to  four,  but  the  total  number  remained  the  same.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  nineteen  elementary  teachers  and  at  the  Cameron  and 
Sargent  Schools  additional  teachers  must  be  hired  as  soon  as  funds  are 
available.  This  will  necessitate  returning  to  the  two-platoon  system,  which 
at  best  is  only  a make-shift. 

The  Nabnassett  School  opened  on  Monday,  September  the  eighteenth 
with  sixty-three  pupils.  This  number  has  increased  to  about  seventy-five. 
The  capacity  of  the  building  is  eighty. 

This  building  is  modern  with  all  that  the  term  implies,  with  unilateral 
lighting  and  adequate  ventilation. 

The  playground  is  spacious,  and  when  the  grading  is  completed  it  will 
lack  only  equipment  to  make  it  the  equal  of  the  grounds  at  Cameron  and 
Wm.  E.  Frost  Schools. 

Modern  education  recognizes  the  value  of  play  as  an  educational  factor. 
With  play  that  is  directed  there  can  be  taught  lessons  of  fairness  and 
equality,  and  good  citizenship.  Of  so  great  importance  is  this  part  of  the 
school  life  that  the  physical  education  program  promulgated  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  is  built  around  games  and  exercises  that  are 
recreational.  Last  October  Miss  Louise  French,  assistant  State  Director 
of  Physical  Education,  came  to  Nabnassett  School  and  gave  a working 
demonstration  to  about  fifty  persons  including  the  Westford  teachers  and 
those  from  other  towns,  school  committee  members,  nurses,  and  school 
physicians. 
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This  meeting  was  a practical  one  and  has  proved  to  be  helpful  to  all 
who  were  present. 

In  November  we  held  a special  meeting  of  the  elementary  teachers  to 
discuss  spelling.  There  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  different 
teachers,  a book  which  emphasizes  the  testing  of  the  child’s  ability  before 
studying.  In  this  way  each  child  is  shown  what  words  in  a lesson  he  needs 
to  study.  Special  methods  of  teaching  spelling  are  given,  and  as  a result 
of  the  use  of  the  text,  increased  interest  is  following. 

Outlines  in  Geography  have  been  given  to  the  teachers,  and  the  State 
Department  has  sent  for  distribution  history  outlines  for  grammar  grades. 
These  have  been  placed  in  each  elementary  building  where  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  are  taught.  There  also  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  teachers,  outlines  from  the  State  Department  for  work  in  physical 
education. 

The  work  done  in  the  superintendent’s  office  should  have  a word  of 
mention.  In  eleven  months  1,651  pieces  of  mail  were  sent  from  the  West 
Acton  office  alone.  This  includes  bulletins,  reports,  outlines  and  mis- 
cellaneous material  sent  to  the  teachers  in  the  district,  as  well  as  corre- 
spondence included  in  ordering  books  and  supplies,  and  answers  to  people 
who  have  written  about  other  matters.  Here  records  are  kept.  Letters 
are  placed  on  file,  and  repeatedly  information  is  obtained  that  in  previous 
years  was  impossible  to  get  without  spending  much  time.  A full  time  clerk 
for  the  entire  district  should  be  employed,  so  that  the  multiplicity  of  detail 
could  be  handled  by  some  one  to  whom  this  work  would  become  a matter 
of  routine,  thus  saving  to  the  schools,  the  time  of  the  superintendent. 

It  is  only  due  the  teachers  that  we  say  a word  about  their  work.  To 
the  superintendent  the  spirit  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
pupils  alike  has  been  manifestly  gratifying. 

The  attitude  toward  continuance  in  school  is  to  be  commended,  and 
this  is  due  to  the  inspiration  of  the  teacher.  There  has  been  increased 
respect  shown  toward  school  property  and  again  the  teacher  is  the  helpful 
person.  In  many  instances  children  have  shown  an  increased  desire  to 
attend  school.  All  this  is  indication  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  teachers. 

Schools  opened  in  September  without  a nurse.  Miss  Eva  Lord,  who 
had  acted  for  several  years  as  district  nurse,  and  who  had  gained  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  teachers  and  pupils,  severed  her  connection  with  the  district 
to  enter  the  employ  of  the  Abbot  Worsted  Co.  as  nurse.  Later  the  Board 
of  Health  engaged  Miss  Harriet  Horton  to  act  in  a similar  capacity. 

Last  June  for  the  first  time  there  were  held  graduation  exercises  in 
connection  with  the  closing  of  the  grade  schools.  The  eighth  grades  of  the 
Cameron  and  Sargent  Schools  combined  their  exercises,  which  took  place  in 
Abbot  Hall,  Forge  Village.  The  pupils  of  the  William  E.  Frost  School 
held  their  exercises  the  following  week  in  the  Town  Hall.  The  interest  in 
these  graduations  were  general  and  the  pupils  acquitted  themselves  in  a 
manner  that  reflected  credit  upon  their  instructors. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  N.  E.  A.  (National  Educational 
Association)  held  a summer  meeting  in  Boston.  At  this  meeting  teachers 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Peninsular  Possessions,  Canada  and 
even  from  Europe  were  present. 
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Since  the  opening  of  schools  in  September  all  the  teachers  of  the 
William  E.  Frost  School  have  become  N.  E.  A.  members.  The  school  has 
been  presented  by  the  N.  E.  A.  with  a certificate  which  is  given  to  schools 
whose  teaching  staff  is  100%  members  of  this  organization. 

Considering  the  general  opinion  that  the  schools  in  Westford  cost  too 
much,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  the  “Statistics  of  the  Public  Schools 
for  the  School  year  1921-22,”  this  being  the  latest  set  of  figures  available 
from  the  State  Department  of  Education,  Westford  is  grouped  with  four 
other  towns  of  nearly  the  same  number  of  population.  The  towns  com- 
prising this  group  are  Warren,  Barre,  Westford,  Holbrook,  and  Westport, 
with  a population  ranging  from  3,115  to  3,467  in  the  inverse  order.  In  the 
items  of  General  Government,  salaries  of  teachers,  text-books  and  supplies, 
and  promotion  of  health,  Westford  is  fourth,  third,  fifth  and  fifth  in  the  list 
respectively.  When  the  items  fuel,  and  care  of  building,  repairs,  and  trans- 
portation are  considered,  Westford  occupies  first  place  in  each  of  these 
three  phases  of  school  expense.  It  is  apparant  that  in  the  items  of  salaries 
of  teachers,  text-books  and  supplies,  health  and  superintendent’s  salary  and 
other  expenses  pertaining  to  that  office,  the  expense  is  not  out  of  proportion 
when  the  position  of  Westford  is  considered  in  its  group. 

Since  the  previously  mentioned  statistics  were  reported,  transportation 
expense  has  been  reduced.  Cost  of  janitor  service  and  fuel  must  necessarily 
increase.  Buildings  have  to  be  shingled  and  painted,  and  this  explains  the 
large  items  of  upkeep. 

In  the  near  future  additional  teachers  must  be  hired,  and  in  this  con- 
nection it  is  only  fair  to  point  out  that  we  have  lost  valuable  teachers 
during  the  past  year  because  other  towns  paid  better  salaries.  If  we  keep 
the  teachers  that  are  of  the  desirable  type,  salaries  must  increase. 

Our  schools  sustained  a serious  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Arthur  Day, 
a member  of  the  Westford  school  committee.  The  wise  council  of  Mr.  Day 
and  his  spirit  of  justice  to  all,  besides  his  genuine  interest  in  the  schools 
lent  weight  to  his  opinions,  and  your  superintendent  feels  a personal  loss  in 
his  death. 

In  closing  this  report  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the 
teachers,  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  support  of  the  policies 
of  the  administration.

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Report  of  Westford  Academy 


To  Mr.  H.  C.  Knight, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  following  is  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  principal  of  Westford 
Academy : 

The  Academy  opened  its  sessions  on  September  6,  1922,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  35  girls  and  24  boys,  since  which  time  four  girls  have  left  school  and 
two  boys  have  entered,  making  the  present  numbers  31  girls  and  26  boys.  By 
classes  the  school  now  consists  of  8 Seniors,  14  Juniors,  12  Sophomores  and 
23  Freshmen. 

The  present  faculty  are: — Principal  W.  C.  Roudenbush,  foreign  lan- 
guages ; Miss  Dorothy  Latham,  English  and  History  ; Miss  Daisy  Bashford, 
Science  and  Mathematics ; Miss  Katherine  Ott,  Commercial  subjects ; Miss 
At  Pamelia  Precious,  Music ; Drawing,  position  not  filled. 

The  course  in  Domestic  Science  was  dropped  from  the  Curriculum 
in  1922. 

In  tracing  events  for  a report  of  this  kind  which  covers  parts  of  two 
different  school  years,  it  is  convenient  to  follow  a chronological  order.  We 
therefore  proceed  somewhat  in  line  with  a journal  of  Academy  news  which 
we  keep  throughout  the  year. 

In  January  of  1922  much  interest  was  manifest  in  basket  ball  on  the 
part  of  both  boys  and  girls,  and  early  in  February  two  games  were  played 
in  Westford  on  the  same  afternoon  with  the  Bromfield  School  of  Harvard. 
The  Academy  teams  won  both  games,  the  boys  winning  by  a score 
of  12  to  10,  the  girls  by  a score  of  19  to  4.  In  a return  game  the 
Bromfield  girls  won  by  a score  of  24  to  20.  A little  later  the  boys’  team 
played  Ayer  High  School  in  Ayer,  and  were  beaten  54  to  16. 

The  first  game  of  the  present  season  was  played  in  Lowell  the  evening 
of  December  20th,  the  Lowell  Vocational  School  being  our  opponents.  We 
lost  by  a score  of  22  to  11. 

From  March  22  to  25  inclusive  the  Principal  was  in  attendance  upon 
the  sessions  of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  Conference  held  in  Boston 
and  Bridgewater  under  the  direction  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of 
Education. 

In  April  a representative  of  the  Ladies’  Home  Journal  appeared  before 
the  school  to  interest  us  in  canvassing  for  subscriptions,  the  school  to  receive 
fifty  cents  for  every  new  subscription  or  renewal.  The  result  was  a sum  of 
$26.50  which  was  turned  into  the  treasury  of  the  Athletic  Association  to 
help  run  the  base  ball  team.  This  money,  together  with  some  raised  by  the 
sale  of  candy,  provided  funds  with  which  to  purchase  new  uniforms  for 
the  team. 

The  base  ball  schedule  this  year  comprised  ten  games  with  the  teams 
of  Lowell  Vocational  School,  and  high  schools  of  Ayer,  Littleton,  Billerica, 
Pepperell,  Groton  and  Townsend. 

The  Senior  Class  Play,  “The  House  Next  Door,”  was  given  in  the 
Town  Hall  on  the  evening  of  May  5th  before  a large  and  appreciative

audience.  The  parts  were  well  acted,  and  credit  is  due  the  class  for  giving  a 
good  performance.  The  proceeds  were  about  $130. 

During  the  month  of  May,  the  boys  of  the  two  upper  classes  took  part 
in  the  “All-Student  Track  Meet”  which  was  participated  in  by  25  high  schools 
throughout  the  State.  This  project  represents  a move  by  the  State  director 
of  physical  training  to  enlist  the  schools  in  a campaign  to  arouse  general 
interest  among  the  students  in  physical  culture.  The  events  listed  this  year 
were  the  running-broad  jump,  running-high  jump,  putting  the  8 lb.  shot, 
100  yard  dash,  220  yard  run.  The  Academy  boys  ranked  sixth  among  the 
25  schools  participating. 

On  September  25th  several  boys  went  to  Groton  Fair  and  took  part 
in  the  athletic  contests  of  the  “Inter-School  Meet.”  Raymond  Shea  was  the 
star  performer  for  Westford,  winning  first  in  the  running  high  and  standing 
broad  jumps,  and  second  in  the  hop,  step  and  jump,  with  a total  of  13  points. 

Late  this  fall,  by  the  sale  of  candy,  and  through  proceeds  of  a Hallowe’en 
party,  given  in  the  Town  Hall,  enough  money  was  realized  to  purchase  a 
new  basket  ball,  fit  out  the  team  with  new  uniforms,  and  buy  two  pair  of 
first-class  boxing  gloves. 

Following  the  custom  of  years,  the  Senior  class  took  June  2nd  for 
their  outing,  going  by  automobile  to  Nantasket  Beach.  Here  they  spent  the 
day,  and  returned  in  the  evening  to  Boston,  dined  at  Victoria  Hotel,  and  then 
attended  the  Copley  Theatre  to  see  the  Jewett  Players  in  “Raffles.” 

A new  feature  of  the  school  work  this  year  is  the  organization  of  a 
Girls’  Glee  Club  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Precious,  the  Music  teacher. 
The  club  meets  regularly  once  a week  on  Thursday  afternoon  for  practice 
and  instruction. 

Upon  invitation  of  the  Tadmuck  Club,  the  Academy  members  who  chose 
to  do  so  attended  a series  of  four  lectures  on  citizenship  given  by  Mr. 
Wentworth  Stewart  of  Groton  during  the  months  of  October  and  November. 

The  girls  of  the  Senior  class  drawn  for  honorary  membership  in  the 
Tadmuck  Club  for  the  year  1923  are  Alice  Swenson  and  Genevieve  Healy. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse,  Miss  Harriett  Horton,  has  given  several  talks 
to  the  school  on  subjects  of  interest  concerned  with  her  duties  in  the  schools. 
Miss  Horton  plans  to  give  a course  in  “First  Aid”  some  time  during  the 
present  school  year. 

We  expect  to  have  printed  soon  a pamphlet  entitled  “Curriculum  and 
General  Information,”  copies  of  which  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  every 
Academy  student,  and  will  be  available  for  any  person  seeking  information 
about  the  school. 

This  pamphlet  is  a revision  of  one  printed  in  1913,  and  includes  the 
readjustments  which  have  developed  during  the  past  ten  years. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  term,  Thursday,  December  21st,  special  exercises 
were  held  appropriate  to  Christmas.  Several  of  the  old  carols  were  sung 
by  the  School,  and  selected  readings  from  Dickens  were  given  by  members 
of  the  Sophomore  class. 

Death  has  come  close  home  to  the  school  the  past  year. 

Edith  Lawrence  Hildreth  died  February  3,  1922  having  served  most 
acceptably  as  a teacher  in  the  Academy  for  a total  period  of  six  and  one 
half  years.  Another  teacher  of  long  and  unusual  service  was  lost  to  the 
schools  of  Westford  in  the  decease  of  Miss  Mary  B.  Raynes,  Supervisor  of 
Music,  who  died  March  30,  1922.  With  sorrow  we  report  the  death  of  Miss 
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Helen  M.  McCoy  in  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  October  29,  1922.  Miss  McCoy 
graduated  in  1915  at  the  head  of  her  class,  studied  physical  culture,  and 
taught  this  branch  with  marked  success  as  supervisor  in  the  public  schools 
of  Portsmouth. 

Last  in  the  list  of  deaths  of  those  closely  associated  with  school  affairs, 
comes  the  name  of  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Day,  who  died  December  21,  1922. 

Mr.  Day  was  a member  of  the  School  Committee  upon  which  he  had 
faithfully  and  efficiently  served  for  ten  years,  much  of  the  time  as  secretary. 

In  closing  this  report  we  call  particular  attention  to  the  first  clause  in 
the  plan  below  which  outlines  the  prize  awards  for  the  year  1922-23.  We 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Alumni  for  their  interest  and  generosity 
shown  by  this  gift.

5.  Three  dollars  and  two  dollars  to  the  Seniors,  Juniors  or  Sophomores 
who  rank  second  and  third  in  order  of  improvement  over  the  percentage  of 
the  previous  year.

One  change  in  text-books  has  been  made.  The  Barnes  Edition  of 
Pitman  Shorthand,  by  Mrs.  Arthur  J.  Barnes,  has  taken  the  place  of  the 
"Phonographic  Amenuensis,”  by  Howard,  which  has  formerly  been  used.

Westford. 

My  work  in  this  department  began  in  April,  1922.  The  last  week  in 
April,  I attended  the  Eastern  Music  Supervisors’  Conference  in  Springfield, 
Mass.,  receiving  from  it  much  value. 

The  High  School  for  graduation  sang  “The  Lost  Chord,”  “Moonlit 
Meadows,”  “Ole  Uncle  Moon,”  and  as  an  added  interest  a group  of  girls 
sang  a trio,  “A  Laugh  Is  Just  Like  Sunshine.” 

Graduation  in  the  grammar  grades  also  took  place  for  the  first  time. 

In  March,  an  operetta  entitled  “Mother  Goose’s  Birthday”  was  very 
successfully  given  by  the  pupils  of  Cameron  School  in  Abbot  Hall. 

This  year  two  Girls’  Glee  Clubs  have  been  started,  one  in  the  High 
School,  which  has  been  doing  fine  work  -,  the  other  at  Cameron  School,  in 
the  nature  of  an  experiment,  but  which,  I hope,  will  prove  of  sufficient 
interest  to  enable  the  starting  of  several  more  in  the  different  schools,  not 
only  girls’  clubs,  but  boys’  clubs  as  well.

Report  of  Librarian 


January  1,  1923. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library  : 

The  report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1922, 
is  herewith  presented. 

The  general  wrork  of  the  Library  has  been  carried  on  much  as  usual 
during  the  past  year. 

Mr.  Julian  A.  Cameron  has  again  given  pleasure  to  many  by  his  gift 
of  100  books,  mostly  current  fiction.  Mrs.  Walter  P.  Wright  has  presented 
eighteen  books. 

The  picture  collection  has  greatly  increased  in  use  during  the  past 
year,  750  pictures  being  loaned,  mostly  to  the  schools. 

Children’s  Book  Week  was  observed  at  the  Library,  November  12th 
to  18th.  About  seventy-five  cards  inviting  mothers  to  visit  the  Library 
and  look  over  the  attractive  collection  of  children’s  books  were  sent  out. 
Pamphlets  entitled  “Children’s  Books  for  Christmas  Presents”  were  dis- 
tributed at  the  Library. 

Miss  E.  Louise  Jones,  agent  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Free  Public 
Library  Commissioners,  visited  the  Library  for  two  days  in  September  and 
assisted  the  librarian  in  weeding  out  the  older  and  less  used  books  from 
the  shelves  in  the  stack-room  which  were  badly  over-crowded.  Those  of 
value  will  be  placed  in  the  cases  for  old  books  or  in  the  attic  where  they 
will  be  available  if  needed. 

The  deposit  station  at  Brookside  has  continued  to  increase  in  use- 
fulness. We  regret  to  say  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  station 
at  Graniteville  in  August  and  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  reopen  it  as 
all  the  books  have  not  yet  been  returned.  This  accounts  for  the  large  de- 
crease in  the  number  loaned  at  Graniteville.  The  books  are  still  sent  to 
the  school  as  before  so  that  the  children  can  borrow  them  from  there. 

A new  catalogue  case  has  been  purchased  for  the  library  and  will  soon 
be  set  up  in  the  children’s  room.  For  the  past  two  years  Miss  Bunee 
has  been  working  on  a dictionary  catalogue  which  will  make  the  subject 
matter  of  the  books  more  easily  and  quickly  available.  The  cards  will  be 
placed  in  the  new  case  gradually  as  soon  as  ready. 

For  the  first  time  since  magazines  have  been  loaned,  the  circulation  has 
decreased,  though  still  keeping  above  the  three  thousand  mark  which  it 
reached  last  year.  A few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  magazines. 
All  except  current  numbers  may  be  borrowed  and  the  list  for  the  coming 
year  is  as  follows :

All  persons  are  respectfully  requested  to  examine  the  foregoing  reports 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  report  to  the  Town  Clerk  any  errors 
or  omissions  that  may  be  discerned  therein,  so  that  the  records  may  be 
corrected.  An  error  in  the  record,  other  than  a mistake  in  copying  a 
certificate  or  return,  can  be  corrected  only  in  accordance  with  a deposition 
under  oath,  made  by  one  who  was  required  by  law  to  furnish  the  information 
for  the  original  record  or  by  one  or  more  creditable  persons  having  knowledge 
of  the  case.  (See  General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  13.) 

Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  returned  without  the 
Christian  name.  In  such  cases  parents  should  return  the  name  to  the  Town 
Clerk  as  soon  as  selected,  as  incompleteness  of  the  record  may  occasion 
trouble  in  the  future. 

Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 

General  Laws.  

General  Laws,  Chapter  46 
Extracts  from  Sections  1,  3,  4,  6 and  8. 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or  obtain  and  record 

* * * facts  relative  to  the  births  * * * in  his  city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  registered  shall  keep 
a record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge  and 

* * * shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the 
clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a report  * * * 
If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father 
shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in  writing  of  both  the  father  and 
mother  filed.  * * * Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treasurer 
shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
birth  so  reported.  * * * A physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  * * * 

Section  4.  A member  or  servant  of  a family  in  which  a child  is  born, 
having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  * * * shall  furnish  the  same  upon 
request  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  * * * or  of  any  person  authorized  by 
him.  (Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a child,  and 
every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a birth  in  his  house  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

General  Laws,  Chapter  207. 

Section  36.  If  a marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between 
parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall 
within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
town  where  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  required  in  a notice  of 
intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared  to  furnish 
parents,  householders,  physicians  and  registered  hospital  medical  officers 
applying  therefor  with  blanks  for  return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

The  attention  of  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  is  called  to  the  following 
extracts  from  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws : 

Section  137.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the 
first  day  of  April  following,  if  kept  in  any  town,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
thereof.  The  • owner  or  keeper  of  a licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner’s  name  and  its 
registered  number. 

Section  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  may  at  any  time  have  it 
licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following ; and  a person  who  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  after  April  first  which  is  not  duly  licensed, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  becomes  three  months  old  after 
March  thirty-first  in  any  year  shall,  when  it  is  three  months  old  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed  and  collared  as  required 
in  the  preceding  section.

23.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $75.00  be  appropriated  for  the  care  of  the 
Common. 

24.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $2,400.00  be  appropriated  for  Hydrant 
Service. 

25.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $600.00  be  appropriated  for  Liability  Insur- 
ance covering  Town  Employees.

38.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  Town, 
to  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Westford  Water  Company  for  an  addi- 
tional hydrant  on  a private  way  known  as  Palermo  Street. 

39.  Voted  that  the  Committee  chosen  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  rela- 
tive to  the  establishment  of  a War  Memorial  be  given  further  time. 

40.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  expend  money  from  the 
General  Road  appropriation  to  purchase  a tractor,  loader  and  other 
machinery  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  roads.  Voted 
to  take  article  10  from  the  table. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $18,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Highway  Purposes 
to  be  divided  as  follows : General  Expense,  $16,000.00 ; Snow  Removal, 
$2,000.00. 

41.  Voted  125  to  90  to  accept  Sections  21-28  both  inclusive  of  Chapter 
136  of  the  General  Laws,  permitting  sports  and  games  on  the  Lord’s  Day.

REPORT  ON  HIGHWAYS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Westford,  Mass. 

Gentlemen  : — On  March  1st  I took  charge  of  the  highways  in  the  Town 
of  Westford,  and  will  state  I have  been  handicapped  in  several  ways,  which 
are  as  follows : 

First, — The  Town  has  nothing  to  loosen  up  the  hard-oiled  roads.  This 
is  necessary  before  regraveling. 

Second, — I find  that  all  the  gravel  banks  are  full  of  small  stones, 
which  have  to  be  picked  up  and  carted  away  at  an  added  expense.  A 
small  crusher  and  loader  combined  would  keep  the  pit  clean  and  lessen  the 
expense  of  hauling  gravel. 

Third, — With  the  increase  of  travel  by  autos,  and  especially  trucks, 
some  carrying  loads  of  16  tons,  it  is  necessary  to  go  over  the  same  piece  of 
road  several  times  during  a season. 

About  72  miles  of  highway  have  been  covered  during  the  season. 
Several  of  the  back  roads  were  touched  up,  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds 
was  unable  to  do  more.  The  main  roads  were  gone  over  several  times. 
About  200  tons  of  crushed  rock  and  95  barrels  of  patching  oil  were  used 
in  patching  up  the  roads,  which  holds  much  better  than  gravel  on  our 
oiled  roads. 

I believe  the  tractor  is  one  of  the  best  purchases  the  Town  ever  made. 
It  does  more  and  better  work  at  a less  expense  on  scraping  roads.  Its  use 
in  the  removal  of  snow  not  only  means  less  expense  but  it  does  it  quicker 
and  better. 

I hope  my  work  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen  and  to  the 
people  of  the  Town  of  Westford.

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Proposed  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Westford,  Mass. 

To  be  Acted  on  at  tiie  Annual  Meeting,  Feb.  11,  1924. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Town  Meetings  and  the  Procedure  Thereat. 

Section  1. — The  Annual  Meeting  for  the  Election  of  Town  Officers 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  in  each  year.  The  polls 
shall  be  open  as  stated  in  the  Warrant  calling  said  meeting.  All  business 
of  the  Annual  Meeting,  as  called  for  in  the  Warrant  as  posted,  shall  be 
taken  up  and  acted  upon  immediately  following  the  closing  of  the  polls. 

Section  2. — Notice  of  every  Town  Meeting  shall  be  given  by  posting  an 
attested  copy  of  the  Warrant  at  the  Town  Hall  and  each  Post  Office  in 
AVestford  at  least  seven  days  before  such  meeting. 

Section  3. — Special  Town  Meetings  shall  be  called  on  any  day  not 
earlier  than  seven-thirty  o’clock  P.  M.,  except  that  on  Saturday  they  may 
be  called  not  earlier  than  two  o’clock  P.  M. 

Section  4. — At  any  Town  Meeting  held  for  the  transaction  of  Town 
business,  no  person  whose  name  is  not  on  the  list  of  voters  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  floor  of  the  hall,  except  those  who  may  be  invited  by  the 
meeting  assembled.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  police  and  election 
officers  to  enforce  this  law  by  use  of  the  check  list ; but  the  same  shall  not 
apply  to  the  State  election,  primaries  or  meetings  for  the  election  of  Town 
officers,  or  to  be  construed  to  prohibit  press  reporters  from  such  admission. 
The  Moderator  shall  determine  the  bounds  of  the  floor  of  tlje  hall. 

Section  5. — All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  meeting,  and  all  committees  so  appointed 
shall  be  directed  to  report  within  a definite  time.  If  a committee  does  not 
report  within  the  time  stated,  or  at  the  first  Town  Meeting  held  thereafter, 
it  shall  be  considered  discharged.  The  Moderator  shall  not  be  a member  of 
any  committee  appointed  by  him. 

Section  6. — All  motions  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  if  the  Moderator 
so  requests. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Duties  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  1. — There  shall  be  a Finance  Committee  consisting  of  six 
voters  of  the  Town,  no  one  of  whom  shall  be  a Town  officer  or  official  either 
elected  or  appointed  receiving  a salary.  The  members  of  this  committee  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  shall  serve  without 
pay. 

Section  2. — The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moder- 
ator. The  first  committee  shall  be  appointed  as  follows : Two  for  one  yeai, 
two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
each  year  thereafter,  two  members  of  said  committee  to  serve  for  the  term 
of  three  years  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  The  term  of  office  of 
said  members  shall  commence  on  March  first  of  the  year  of  their  election. 
Said  committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  choose  its 
chairman  and  clerk.  The  committee  shall  forthwith  fill  by  appointment 
any  vacancies  which  occur  in  its  membership,  and  said  appointee  shall 
seiwe  for  the  remainder  of  his  predecessor’s  term  of  office. 
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Section  3. — The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  matters  relating  to 
the  appropriation,  the  borrowing  and  the  expenditure  of  money  by  the  Town, 
its  indebtedness,  the  methods  of  administration  of  its  various  offices  and  de- 
partments, property  valuation  and  assessments,  and  other  municipal  affairs, 
and  make  recommendations  to  the  Town  or  to  any  town  board,  officer  or  com- 
mittee. relative  to  such  matters,  also  articles  in  Town  Warrants  involving 
the  expenditure  or  appropriation  of  money,  and  shall  approve  or  disappro'70 
the  same  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  shall  make  report  to  the  voters  with  such 
recommendations  or  suggestions  as  the  committee  shall  deem  advisable. 

Section  4. — The  Town  Accountant  shall  immediately  upon  the  close  of 
the  financial  year  compile  statements  in  tabulated  form  showing  the  amounts 
appropriated  and  the  amounts  expended  from  each  appropriation  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  estimates  for  the  current  year,  and  shall  forthwith 
furnish  a copy  thereof  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  and  report  on 
proposed  appropriations.  The  said  committee  shall,  after  due  consideration, 
designate  the  amounts  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  appropriated  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  shall  accompany  the  same  with  such  explanations  and 
suggestions  in  relation  thereto  as  they  may  deem  desirable  for  the  proper 
information  of  the  inhabitants.  The  Selectmen  shall  print  and  distribute 
this  document  at  or  before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  the  Town  Clerk 
shall  transmit  a copy  thereof,  and  of  all  Town  Reports,  to  the  Director  of 
Accounts.  The  committee  shall  furnish  to  the  Selectmen  on  or  before 
January  25th  of  each  year  a report  of  the  matters  so  considered  by  it  with 
recommendations  or  suggestions  relative  thereto,  and  the  same  shall  be 
printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Report. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Section  1. — The  Board  of  Health  shall  annually  make  a report  to  be 
printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Report,  showing  in  detail  the  statistics  of  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Town,  with  recommendations  for  its 
improvement,  together  with  a full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  its  work 
and  that  of  its  appointees,  during  the  previous  year.  The  Board  shall  make 
and  publish  such  regulations  as  it  deems  necessary  for  public  health  and 
safety,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  cause  said  rules  and  regulations  to  be 
printed  in  a form  suitable  for  public  distribution. 

Section  2. — They  shall  have  charge  of  the  appropriations  for  quaran- 
tine purposes,  in  addition  to  the  regular  health  appropriation,  and  any 
special  appropriation  which  may  be  made  by  the  Town,  which  concern  the 
health  and  sanitation  of  the  Town,  not  specifically  entrusted  to  any  other 
department. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Junk  Dealers  and  Collectors  of  Junk. 

Section  1. — The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  to  be  dealers 
in  and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale,  or  barter  of  junk,  old 
metals,  or  secondhand  articles ; they  may  also  license  suitable  persons  as 
junk  collectors,  to  collect  by  purchase,  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals,  and 
secondhand  articles  from  place  to  place  in  said  Town ; and  they  may  pro- 
vide that  such  collectors  shall  display  such  badges  upon  their  persons  or 
upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both  when  engaged  in  collecting,  transporting 
or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals,  or  secondhand  articles,  and  may  prescribe 
the  design  thereof.  Fees  for  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00). 

Section  2. — Every  such  shopkeeper  shall  keep  a book,  in  which  shall 
be  written  at  the  time  of  every  purchase  of  any  such  article  a description 
thereof  and  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom  and  the 
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day  and  hour,  when  such  purchase  was  made ; and  such  book  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Selectmen  and  by  any  person  by  them 
authorized  to  make  such  inspection. 

Section  3. — Every  such  shopkeeper  shall  allow  his  shop  and  all  articles 
of  merchandise  therein  to  be  at  all  times  examined  by  the  Selectmen  and  by 
any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  inspection,  and  every  such 
collector  shall  allow  any  place,  vehicles  or  receptacle  used  for  the  collection 
or  keeping  of  such  articles  of  merchandise  to  be  at  all  times  examined  by  the 
Selectmen  and  by  any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  inspection. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Streets  and  Sidewalks. 

Section  1. — No  person  shall  suffer  horses  or  grazing  beasts  or  swine  to 
run  at  large  in  the  Town  or  to  graze  within  the  limits  of  the  highway  in 
the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  Town ; or  to  graze  within  the  limits  of  the 
highway  in  any  part  of  the  Town  unless  securely  tied. 

Section  2. — No  person  shall  throw  stones,  snowballs,  sticks,  or  other 
missiles,  or  kick  football,  or  play  at  any  game  in  which  a ball  is  used,  or 
fly  kites  or  balloons,  or  shoot  with  an  air  gun,  bow  and  arrow,  sling  shot 
or  other  similar  device,  in  or  across  any  of  the  public  ways  of  the  Town. 

Section  3. — No  person  shall  wilfully  or  negligently  obstruct  the  free 
passage  of  foot-travellers  on  any  sidewalk,  nor  shall  any  person  loaf  upon 
any  sidewalk  or  in  any  street  or  public  way  of  the  Town  after  a request 
to  move  made  by  any  constable  or  police  officer. 

Section  4. — No  person  shall  break  or  dig  up  any  sidewalk,  street,  or 
highway,  or  place  thereon  any  staging  or  other  temporary  structure,  or 
move  any  building  into  or  along  the  same  without  a written  permit  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  the  Board  having  charge  of  the  streets  in  such 
cases.  Any  person  having  such  a permit  shall,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
same,  restore  the  sidewalk,  street  or  highway  to  its  original  condition. 
Any  permit  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  in  force  for 
such  time  as  the  Board  may  specify  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  other  con- 
ditions as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  and  especially  in  every  case  upon  con- 
dition that  during  the  whole  or  every  night  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  lighted 
lanterns  and  proper  barriers  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  secure  travelers  from 
danger.  No  person  having  obtained  such  a permit  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  conditions  thereof.  The  Board  granting  such  permit  shall  have  the 
right  to  revoke  the  same  at  any  time,  and  may  require  a bond  either  before 
the  commencement  of  work  or  during  its  progress  to  ensure  its  proper 
performance. 

Section  5. — The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  right  to  close  any  street  or 
highway  to  coasting. 

Section  6. — No  person  shall  knowingly  suffer  or  permit  any  water  or 
other  liquid  substance  to  run  or  be  discharged  from  any  building  owned  by 
him  or  under  his  control,  onto  or  across  any  sidewalk ; except  that  any 
person  may  wash  with  water  from  hose  or  pipe  any  windows  or  parts  of  a 
store  or  other  building  before  ten  (10)  o’clock  A.  M.,  and  after  nine-thirty 
(9.30)  o’clock  P.  M. 

Section  7. — No  person  shall  throw  or  place  or  cause  to  be  thrown  or 
placed  upon  any  street  or  highway  of  the  Town,  any  nails,  spikes,  screws, 
glass,  tin  cans,  or  other  similar  articles. 

Section  8. — No  person  shall  in  any  way  injure  any  of  the  drinking 
fountains  or  watering  troughs  in  the  streets  and  public  places  of  the  Town, 
nor  throw  or  place  any  substance  in  the  same  which  will  tend  to  pollute 
water  therein.

Section  9. — No  person  shall  walk,  stand  or  lounge  upon  any  portion 
of  any  street  or  public  grounds  of  the  Town  devoted  to  the  growing  of 
grass  or  flowers,  nor  in  any  way  dig  up,  injure  or  deface  the  same,  to  the 
extent  or  doing  damage  thereto. 

Section  10. — No  person  shall  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  street  sign, 
guide  board,  lamp  post,  lamp  or  lantern  thereon,  nor  any  tree,  building, 
fence,  post,  or  other  thing  set,  erected  or  made  for  the  use  or  ornament  of 
the  Town. 

Section  11. — No  person  shall  ride,  drive  or  cause  to  be  driven,  any 
horse  or  vehicle  over  that  part  of  any  street  which  is  being  mended,  re- 
paired or  paved,  if  a watchman  or  signs  are  placed  prohibiting  the  same. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Penalty. 

Section  1. — Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws 
unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  herein  shall  be  punished  with  a fine 
of  not  more  than  Twenty  Dollars. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  1. — These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Town 
Meeting  by  a majority  vote ; any  proposed  amendment,  however,  must  ap- 
pear in  full  in  the  Warrant  for  such  meeting.

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Board  of  Health  Report 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1923. 

This  year  has  been  more  or  less  of  an  interrupted  year  owing  to  a change 
in  Public  Health  Nurses  and  to  the  absence  of  a nurse  during  the  summer 
months.  We  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  co-operation  through- 
out the  year  and  should  like  to  assure  them  that  the  Board  will  concentrate 
its  best  efforts  on  making  a success  of  the  coming  year. 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  the  town  was  compelled  to  go  so  long 
without  a nurse,  but  good  nurses  who  were  willing  to  come  to  the  country 
seemed  to  be  very  difficult  to  find.  At  last  when  we  had  engaged  a nurse 
to  report  for  duty  Sept.  1st.,  due  to  unforeseen  circumstances  she  was  com- 
pelled to  give  up  her  appointment  one  or  two  days  before  her  intended 
arrival.  This  meant  practically  commencing  all  over  again  to  find  a nurse, 
and  it  was  not  until  the  latter  part  of  October  that  one  was  secured  who 
the  Board  felt  possessed  the  necessary  qualifications  that  the  townspeople 
of  Westford  might  expect  of  a Health  Nurse. 

We  should  like  to  express  here  our  appreciation  of  the  able  assistance 
which  a former  Health  Nurse  of  the  town  rendered  during  the  summer  months 
and  early  fall.  • This  meant  in  many  instances  a very  long  day  for  her  as 
most  of  her  Public  Health  work  was  done  after  her  regular  hours,  and  she 
responded  only  too  willingly  in  each  instance  to  an  appeal  for  help. 

This  year  has  been  a year  comparatively  free  from  severe  contagions, 
and  all  in  all  a good  health  year. 

In  the  summer  the  Board  visited  a member  of  the  Brookline  Board  of 
Health  to  talk  over  mosquito  control  as  applied  to  this  town.  Although 
great  work  could  be  readily  accomplished  in  this  district,  considerable 
expense  would  necessarily  be  entailed  which  would  make  the  project  im- 
possible for  the  town  to  undertake.  Some  work  in  this  district  was  done 
individually  in  Forge  Village  last  year  and  more  is  contemplated  for  the 
coming  summer. 

The  Public  Dump  on  the  road  from  Pine  Ridge  to  Graniteville  has 
been  surveyed  and  arrangement  made  for  the  land  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
Town.  Signs  have  been  posted  showing  where  and  where  not  to  dump 
rubbish. 

To  turn  for  a moment  to  our  expense  account,  the  automobile  expenses 
have  been  quite  heavy.  This  is  due  in  part  to  a two-year-old  car,  also  to 
bad  weather  conditions  of  last  winter.  The  old  car  has  been  traded  in  for 
a new  car  and  this  year  expenses  in  that  direction  should  be  comparatively 

low.

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Report  of  Demonstration  Work  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics,  carried  on  by  the  Middlesex  County  Extension 
Service  in  the  Town  of  Westford,  during  the 
Year  ending  December  31, 1923 


An  appropriation  of  $250.00  was  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting  for 
demonstration  work,  under  the  direction  of  Middlesex  County  Bureau  of 
Agriculture  and  Home  Economics,  now  known  as  the  Extension  Service. 
Following  is  a report  of  the  work  done  by  this  Organization  in  Westford. 

Agents  of  the  Extension  Service  made  fifty-four  farm  and  home  visits 
during  the  year.  A very  successful  extension  school  was  held  of  interest 
to  both  men  and  women.  A county  poultrymen’s  tour  was  held  with  150 
poultrymen  present,  that  was  of  value  to  the  poultry  men  in  Westford.  A 
demonstration  on  rat  and  mice  control  especially  as  affects  apple  orchards, 
fruit  and  storage  was  very  well  attended.  A talk  on  “Farm  Woodlots”  was 
given  at  an  Institute'  meeting  and  assistance  given  at  the  agricultural  fair. 
One  co-operator  assisted  in  the  poultry  account  project. 

The  Home  Department  conducted  two  clothing  club  groups  in  Forge 
Village  and  Graniteville  wThere  definite  instruction  was  given  in  clothing 
work  and  women  who  attended  were  trained  in  making  their  own  dresses 
and  shown  short  cuts  that  were  of  much  value.  One  millinery  group  was 
also  conducted  where  the  women  gained  experience  in  making  hats. 

Five  educational  moving  pictures  shows  were  given  with  a total  attend- 
ance of  1,245. 

The  work  of  the  boys  and  girls  during  the  year  was  of  the  very  highest 
quality,  with  a total  enrollment  of  54  divided  as  follows : Garden,  10 ; 
canning,  22  ; home  economics,  22.  At  the  county  Field  Day  held  at  Groton 
the  boys  and  girls  won  the  championship  and  were  instrumental  in  the  town 
winning  the  fifth  prize  banner.  At  the  Groton  Fair  the  boys  and  girls  won 
more  prizes  than  the  exhibitors  from  any  other  town.  Alice  Heywood  was 
second  highest  in  county  canning  club  work  and  was  awarded  the  two-day 
trip  to  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College. 

These  young  people  were  a part  of  the  great  County  Achievement 
Organization,  containing  nearly  3,000  boys  and  girls,  who  produced  during 
the  year  1923,  $129,000.00  worth  of  products.  All  of  these  were  under  the 
leadership  of  Agents  of  the  County  Extension  Service  and  two  hundred 
volunteer  local  leaders.

We  recommend  that  the  buildings  be  wired  and  electric  lights  installed, 
not  only  in  the  line  of  safety  but  of  economy.  We  hope  the  voters  will 
consider  this  favorably.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen  : 

I hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report.  The  work  has  been  similar 
to  that  of  former  years.  The  yearly  report  to  the  Department  of  Correction 
has  been  duly  made. 

As  usual  I have  been  greatly  handicapped,  especially  in  the  liquor  work, 
owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  appropriation,  therefore  the  liquor  situation 
still  remains  a serious  one. 

The  Ayer  Court  has  co-operated  with  me  in  my  work,  and  has  imposed 
the  largest  amount  in  fines  on  record  for  any  single  year,  from  this  town, 
$1,495.00.  Although  the  larger  amount  was  appealed,  and  another  large 
amount  went  to  the  state  for  auto  fines,  the  sum  total  shows  that  the  Ayer 
justices  have  co-operated  with  this  department  towards  enforcing  the  laws 
of  this  commonwealth.  The  fines  itemized  were  as  follows :

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Report  of  Fish  and  Game  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Westford  : 

In  making  this  report  I will  say  I don’t  see  as  many  small  birds  as  were 
formerly  in  our  woods  and  fields.  We  have  a great  many  more  partridges 
and  pheasants,  also  a few  quail,  very  few  woodcock  and  snipe.  Last  year  I 
liberated  20  snow  shoe  rabbits,  I expect  to  receive  25  this  present  month. 
Those  rabbits  came  from  the  Lowell  Fish  and  Game  Association.  We  get 
a certain  lot  every  season,  but  I can’t  say  as  they  increase  very  fast.  All 
of  our  brooks  and  ponds  have  been  well  stocked  this  past  year,  but  the 
season  was  too  dry.  We  had  to  put  most  of  the  trout  in  the  head  waters 
of  our  brooks.  The  following  is  a list  of  the  ponds  and  brooks  stocked  the 
past  year  by  me.  This  does  not  include  all  the  fish  that  has  been  put  in 
the  ponds  of  Westford,  as  some  members  of  the  Lowell  Association  have  put 
in  a lot  of  blue  fins  and  other  fish  of  which  I have  no  record.  Most,  if  not 

all  the  blue  fins  were  put  in  Forge  Pond.  I also  saved  6000  small  hornpout, 

taking  them  from  Reed  Pond  and  putting  them  in  Stony  Brook,  when  the 
pond  got  so  low  they  could  not  live  in  it.

Instructions  for  Taking  Care  of  Fire  Extinguishers. 


1.  Any  person  who  is  loaned  a Fire  Extinguisher  by  the  Town  of 
Westford  for  use  at  brush  or  house  fires  must  be  responsible  for  same. 

2.  After  using  and  before  refilling,  the  extinguisher  should  be 
thoroughly  washed  out  to  prevent  corroding.  The  hose  and  nozzle  also 
snould  be  washed.  Make  sure  the  hole  in  the  nozzle  is  clear. 

3.  Always  wash  and  refill  immediately.  There  may  be  another  fire. 

4.  In  winter  the  extinguisher  should  be  put  near  a stove  or  in  a warm 
place,  to  prevent  freezing.  Otherwise  it  should  be  emptied  and  washed  out. 

5.  By  putting  into  the  extinguisher  % of  a cup  of  salt  and  stirring 
until  dissolved,  the  extinguisher  will  not  freeze  so  easily.  It  cannot, 
however,  be  left  in  a wholly  unheated  building. 

6.  All  persons  having  extinguishers,  who  close  their  homes  for  the 
winter,  or  who  leave  town,  should  notify  the  Forest  Warden,  Harry  L. 
Nesmith,  by  telephone,  and  give  the  extinguishers  to  him. 

7.  Every  spring  the  extinguishers  should  be  discharged,  washed  out 
and  refilled. 

8.  Any  extinguisher  that  is  lost  or  becomes  defective  should  be 
reported  to  the  Forest  Warden. 

9.  Each  person  taking  an  extinguisher  to  a fire  should  take  his  own 
extinguisher  home. 

10.  Know  the  number  of  your  own  extinguisher. 

11.  Any  person  allowing  an  extinguisher  to  freeze  must  pay  for 
having  it  repaired.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  engineers  organized  as  follows :

The  companies  have  responded  to  15  fires  other  than  forest  fires  during 
the  year : 6 building  fires,  7 chimney  fires  and  2 automobile  and  truck 

fires,  being  10  less  than  last  year. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  buildings  where  damage  occurred : 

Jan.  30 — Pool  room  and  bowling  alley  of  Conrad  Richards  (Granite- 
ville),  building  and  contents  partly  burned;  cause,  over-heated  furnace. 

Mar.  29 — House  of  Almon  Vose,  Road,  roof  partly  burned  ; 

cause,  sparks  from  chimney. 

Apr.  14 — House  of  C.  G.  Sargent  Co.,  First  St.,  ( Graniteville ) , roof 
partly  burned ; cause,  sparks  from  rubbish  fire. 

May  8 — Barn  of  S.  B.  Watson,  Main  Street,  slight  damage ; cause, 
over-heated  boiler. 

June  18 — Garage  of  Geo.  Wilson,  Pershing  Street,  total  loss,  with  two 
automobiles ; cause,  unknown. 

Sept.  6- — Storage  building  of  George  C.  Moore,  Nabnasset  Street,  slight 
damage ; cause,  unknown,  probably  set. 

While  there  has  been  a decrease  in  chimney  fires,  we  again  call  to  the 
attention  of  persons  owning  houses  the  necessity  of  cleaning  their  chimneys.

Valuation  of  Town  for  year  1923,  $3,816,746.00. 
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If  the  amounts  as  recommended  are  appropriated  and  the  sum  of 
$12,000.00  be  taken  from  the  surplus,  also  basing  the  amount  of  income 
same  as  that  of  last  year,  together  with  the  apparent  increase  in  valuation, 
the  rate  of  taxation  should  not  be  above  $27.50  per  thousand. 

Article  43.  This  article  refers  to  the  borrowing  of  money  to  meet  the 


expenses  to  be  incurred  in  erecting  and  furnishing  either  a new 
school  house  or  additions  to  existing  school  houses  at  Granite- 
ville  and  Forge  Village.  It  is  estimated  that  the  sum  of 
$125,000.00  will  be  required  to  carry  out  the  proposed  plan. 
The  voters  of  the  town  will  act  upon  the  four  previous  articles 
of  the  warrant,  deciding  on  that  which  they  deem  most  desirable 
to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  two  villages.  This  Committee 
recommends  that  the  required  sum  be  borrowed,  payment  to  be 
made  in  twenty  annual  installments.  The  amount  required  this 
coming  year  will  increase  the  tax  rate  about  $1.00  per  thousand. 


Article  47.  We  recommend  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter 


into  an  agreement  with  the  Abbott  Worsted  Co.  to  widen  the 
Street  and  Canal  Bridge  at  Forge  Village  and  payment  for  the 
Town’s  part  of  the  expense  be  taken  from  the  General  Road 
Appropriation. 


Article  49.  Should  the  Town  vote  to  establish  a war  memorial  in  accord- 


ance with  the  plans  as  recommended  by  the  committee  chosen 
for  the  purpose,  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of 
$6;000.00  same  to  be  used  in  the  establishment  of  such  memorial. 
This  will  increase  the  tax  rate  for  the  coming  year  about  $1.50 
per  thousand.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Westford  : 

We  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  School  Board  for  the  past  year. 

We  feel  that  our  schools  have  made  good  progress  through  the  consci- 
entious work  of  our  superintendent,  teachers  and  supervisors. 

A word  as  to  the  school  buildings.  Owing  to  the  two-platoon  system 
operating  in  the  schools  at  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville  it  was  necessary 
to  install  electric  lighting.  The  wood  stove  at  the  Parkerville  school  having 
served  its  usefulness,  has  been  replaced  by  a furnace  which  has  been  installed 
in  the  basement  of  the  school.  The  William  E.  Frost  School  should  be  re- 
shingled during  the  summer  vacation.  If  the  Cameron  School  is  continued 
in  use  it  should  be  repainted.  The  floors  in  the  Sargent  School  are  in  very 
poor  condition  and  should  be  renewed. 

During  the  year,  Miss  Issie  Parker  retired  from  active  teaching  after 
having  served  the  Town  faithfully  for  38  years.  In  recognition  of  Miss 
Parker’s  long  service,  and  her  interest  and  devotion  to  the  schools,  the 
Committee  voted  suitable  acknowledgment  and  a copy  of  our  action  was 
sent  to  Miss  Parker. 

Again  we  must  call  your  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  additional 
room  at  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville.  At  the  present  time  at  Forge 
Village  we  have  four  rooms  in  the  main  building  and  two  in  the  portable 
with  an  enrollment  sufficient  for  nine  rooms.  At  Graniteville  we  have  four 
rooms  and  scholars  for  seven.  Articles  have  again  been  placed  in  the 
warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  with  the  hope  that  some  favorable 
plan  will  be  adopted  whereby  this  unfavorable  condition  will  be  remedied. 

We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  superintendent, 
principal  of  the  Academy  and  supervisors. 

The  expense  account  for  the  year  1923  will  be  found  under  the  Town 
Accountant’s  report. 

We  respectfully  ask  for  the  sum  of  $66,700.00  for  school  expenses  for 
the  year  1924.

Superintendent’s  Report 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

The  schools  of  Westford  are  the  workshops  where  much  material  is 
being  treated.  The  workers  are  the  teachers  and  the  material  used  is  our 
children. 

The  aim  is  to  take  the  raw  material  and  develop  it  into  useful  and 
happy  men  and  women.  The  shops  are  our  school  buildings,  and  the 
machinery  is  represented  by  the  equipment,  books,  supplies,  etc.  The 
board  of  directors  is  your  School  Committee,  the  executive  officer  is  the 
Superintendent,  while  the  parents  and  taxpayers  are  the  stockholders. 

The  demand  for  intelligent,  happy  and  useful  citizens  is  general  as 
well  as  local,  and  the  output  is  not  sufficient  to  glut  the  market.  The 
directors  have  wished  to  increase  the  plant  capacity  by  providing  additional 
shop  space,  but  the  stockholders  have  controlled  the  situation,  and  while 
the  raw  material  is  at  its  best  and  is  very  abundant,  it  is  allowed  to  de- 
preciate because  of  the  lack  of  maximum  treatment  in  a certain  time. 

The  school  plants  at  Forge  Village  and  Graniteville  are  being  worked 
beyond  normal  capacity  under  a plan  called  the  two-platoon  system,  with 
the  results  that  219  pupils  lose  an  hour  a day.  Allowing  five  hours  a day 
as  the  standard,  this  is  equivalent  to  44  pupils  being  without  school.  Or, 
again,  it  may  be  regarded  as  a loss  of  20  per  cent,  on  this  amount  of  raw 
material. 

The  buildings  have  been  improved  physically  in  many  instances.  Minor 
repairs  at  Cameron,  electric  lights  in  Cameron,  Sargent  and  Nabnassett 
schools,  a heater  and  drinking  fountain  with  bubbler  at  Parkerville,  scales 
and  emergency  kits  at  all  the  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Nurse  are  some  of 
the  physical  improvements.  New  maps  for  all  the  elementary  buildings  are 
ordered,  but  not  yet  received. 

In  our  educational  plant  changes  in  teachers  have  taken  place  to  an 
extent  that  is  marked.  During  the  summer  and  fall  one  part  and  twelve 
full  time  teachers  were  hired.  In  all  there  are  twenty-six  full  time  and 
two  part  time  teachers.  It  is  readily  seen  that  a considerable  change  in 
teachers  took  place,  particularly  at  the  Cameron  School,  where  only  two 
out  of  the  eight  began  teaching  their  second  year  in  that  school  last  Sep- 
tember. 

As  Superintendent  of  the  educational  system  in  Westford  it  is  my  duty 
to  point  out  the  need  of  greater  housing  facilities.  The  next  most  serious 
need  is  a salary  schedule  for  teachers  and  janitors  which  will  recognize 
training,  experience,  and  professional  growth  on  the  part  of  teachers,  and 
amount  of  work  done,  and  faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  carrying  out  rules 
and  regulations  by  janitors. 

The  home  teacher  should  not  be  asked,  because  she  is  a home  teacher, 
to  teach  for  less  than  she  would  were  she  an  outsider.  That  she  is  a home 
teacher  is  no  reason  why  she  should  not  be  expected  to  go  to  summer  school 
or  to  take  some  extension  courses  during  the  year.  I am  glad  to  state  that 
in  at  least  two  instances  resident  teachers,  as  well  as  others,  are  doing  this. 
Until  a schedule  is  in  force  there  will  be  the  feeling  that  unfairness  and  in- 
equality exist.  Your  Superintendent  has  recommended  this  previously. 
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Nearly  a year  ago  a request  was  made  by  your  Superintendent  for  an 
office,  so  that  regular  hours  could  be  advertised  for  the  benefit  of  those  who 
might  wish  to  meet  him  about  school  problems.  Should  a new  building  be 
erected,  provision  should  be  made  for  an  office  and  general  supply  room  in  it. 

For  many  reasons  the  attendance  could  be  improved.  It  is  a perfectly 
feasible  plan  for  a group  of  towns,  as  Chelmsford,  Westford  and  Ayer,  to 
have  the  services  of  a full  time  attendance  officer.  This  officer  could  be 
either  a man  or  a woman,  who,  in  addition,  could  distribute  supplies  and 
could  perform  such  other  duties  as  might  be  agreed  upon.  The  fact  that 
such  an  officer  were  available  would  act  as  a stimulus  for  better  attendance. 

In  closing  this  report,  which  is  my  fourth  and  the  thirty-second  annual 
report  of  Superintendents  of  your  schools,  I will  call  your  attention  to  the 
report  of  the  principal  of  the  Academy.  The  attendance  this  year  is  the 
largest  in  recent  years,  and  the  tendency  will  be  for  it  to  be  larger  still  as 
the  years  go  by.  This  will  mean  a housing  problem,  which  can  be  solved 
either  by  adding  rooms  to  the  Academy  as  a senior  high  school,  or  by  pro- 
viding accommodations  for  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  years  under  the 
organization  known  as  junior  high  school.  Towns  that  have  accepted  this 
type  of  organization  as  a means  of  solving  the  housing  problem  are  Andover, 
Billerica,  Dudley,  Easton,  Longmeadow,  Marblehead  and  Spencer. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Fitzgibbons,  of  the  Sargent  School,  gives  the  reader 
an  idea  of  the  interest  the  people  have  in  the  evening  school  which  he  is 
teaching.  The  reports  of  Miss  Ott,  who  has  the  commercial  work,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  drawing  and  music  supervisors,  are  of  interest.  Mrs. 
Wright’s  report  covers  the  work  done  by  her  as  nurse  during  the  short  time 
she  has  been  with  us.  A report  from  the  school  physician  was  requested 
but  not  received.

Faculty 

The  faculty  consists  of  Prin.  W.  C.  Roudenbush,  Latin  and  French. 

Miss  Katherine  L.  Ott,  Commercial  subjects ; Miss  Daisy  V.  Bashford, 
Science  and  Mathematics;  Miss  Laura  C.  Gothberg,  English  and  History; 
Miss  A.  Pamelia  Precious.  Music,  and  Mr.  Arthur  G.  Silver,  Drawing. 
Miss  Dorothy  Latham,  of  the  English  and  History  department,  resigned  last 
June  to  take  up  work  in  China. 

Curriculum  and  Program 

There  are  three  courses  of  study  known  as  the  Academic,  Commercial 
and  General.  The  Academic  course  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for 
College  and  Normal  School ; the  Commercial  to  prepare  for  business,  while 
the  General  course  combines  features  of  both  the  Academic  and  Commercial. 
School  hours  are  from  8.35  to  2.30,  with  an  intermission  of  35  minutes  at 
noon.  Recitation  periods  are  40  minutes  in  length,  except  on  Wednesday, 
when  they  are  30  minutes,  and  the  recitations  close  at  1.30  P.  M.  During 
the  hour  remaining  the  School  Orchestra  and  Glee  Club  receive  instructions 
from  the  music  teacher,  while  others  study.  The  Orchestra  practices  in  the 
Town  Hall. 


Scholarship 

Scholarship  records  are  kept  in  four  grades  indicated  by  the  letters 
A,  B,  C,  D.  “A”  indicates  work  of  decided  excellence  (90-100  per  cent.)  ; 
“B”  work  of  certificate  grade  (80-89  per  cent.)  ; “C”  passing  (65-79  per 
cent.)  ; “D”  failure  (below  65  per  cent.).  Seventy-six  credits  are  required 
for  graduation.  English  and  United  States  History  are  required  subjects 
for  the  diploma. 

Credits  are  reckoned  by  recitation  hours.  A report  card,  showing 
rank  in  each  subject  and  in  deportment  and  effort,  is  given  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  every  month. 
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To  represent  the  Academy  as  a member  of  any  athletic  team  a student 
must  maintain  at  least  a C grade  in  all  subjects. 

Prizes 

Since  1016  the  Trustees  of  Westford  Academy  have  placed  each  year 
with  the  Principal  the  sum  of  $25  to  be  given  as  prizes.  There  being  no 
restriction  in  the  use  of  this  money,  the  Principal  may  appropriate  it  for 
any  school  attainments  he  thinks  best. 

Besides  the  prize  awarded  by  the  Trustees,  the  Alumni  of  the  Academy 
offer  prizes  of  $10  and  $5  for  excellence  in  public  speaking. 

The  plan  adopted  for  the  present  year  in  awarding  the  $25  granted  by 
the  Trustees  is  as  follows : The  whole  amount  will  be  given  to  that  class 
which  shall  have  attained  the  highest  credit  during  the  year  in  the  follow- 


ing particulars : 

1.  Highest  percentage  of  daily  attendance 25  credits 

2.  Lowest  percentage  of  tardiness 25  credits 

3.  Highest  percentage  of  scholarship 25  credits 


4.  Conduct,  effort,  and  attitude  towards  wrork ....  25  credits 

Each  25  credits  is  divided  into  four  parts,  represented  by  the  numbers 
12,  8,  4,  1.  For  example,  a class  might  score  12  on  attendance,  4 on  tardi- 
ness, 8 on  scholarship,  4 on  conduct  and  effort,  making  a total  score  of  25. 
The  class  making  the  highest  total  score  for  the  entire  year  wins  the  $25. 
We  hope  that  this  method  of  awarding  the  prize  money  will  instill  a certain 
class  spirit  and  co-operative  effort,  since  it  is  the  general  average  of  the 
group  which  determines  the  winner. 

Athletics 

There  are  two  separate  Athletic  Associations  in  the  School,  one  for  the 
boys,  the  other  for  the  girls,  with  their  own  special  officers.  The  associ- 
ations combine  the  income  from  monthly  dues  (25  cents  per  member)  to  pay 
the  general  running  expenses. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Fitzgibbons,  Principal  of  the  Sargent  School,  is  engaged  by 
the  Association  as  coach,  and  under  his  leadership  the  basket  ball  team  is 
just  now  receiving  excellent  training.  The  Academy  has  played  only  one 
game  to  date,  which  they  won  from  the  Lowell  Vocational  School  in  Lowell, 
Dec.  11,  1923,  by  a score  of  19  to  11. 

The  School  again  took  part  in  the  “All  Student  Track  Meet”  last  May, 
both  boys  and  girls  competing  as  per  rules  laid  down  by  the  State.  West- 
ford  Academy  was  the  winning  school  for  boys  with  a total  score  of  25 
points.  TAventy-one  high  schools  competed.  Raymond  Shea  made  the 
fourth  highest  individual  record  among  all  the  schools.  The  girls  stood  fifth 
in  the  total  scores  made  by  the  different  schools. 

As  reward  for  the  rank  attained  in  this  contest  wre  received  a plaque 
with  the  inscription  “Interscholastic  All  Student  Track  Meet.”  “To  this 
High  School  for  the  rank  of  honor  it  achieved.” 

Also  a silver  cup  marked  : “Massachusetts  High  School  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation, All  Student  Track  Meet  1923.”  On  Nov.  22  Dr.  Carl  Schrader, 
Supervisor  of  Physical  Education  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  gave  an 
address  in  the  Town  Hall  and  presented  the  above  trophies  to  the  Academy. 
This  took  place  in  connection  with  special  exercises  held  in  observance  of 
“Education  Week.” 

Saturday,  Nov.  17,  twenty-one  girls  went  on  a 15-mile  hike  with  their 
teachers,  Miss  Basbford,  Miss  Ott,  and  Miss  Gothberg.  Two  of  the  Senior 
girls  entered  the  50  and  100  yard  dash  events  held  at  the  Groton  fair  in  the 
High  School  Athletic  Meet. 

The  baseball  season  of  1923  was  a successful  one.  Out  of  twelve  games 
played  the  Academy  team  won  seven. 
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Dramatics 

On  May  4 the  class  of  1923  presented  the  ‘‘Importance  of  Being 
Earnest.”  Coached  by  Miss  Latham,  a very  creditable  performance  was 
given.  In  the  months  of  November  and  December  two  plays  have  been 
given,  one  by  the  class  of  1924  entitled  “A  Perplexing  Situation,”  the  other 
“Renting  Jimmy,”  presented  by  the  class  of  1925.  Both  of  these  plays 
were  well  rendered  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Gothberg. 

A Christmas  pageant,  “The  Spirit  of  Christmas,”  was  staged  on  the 
same  evening  as  the  Junior  class  play,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Precious. 

Pro  Merito  and  Tadmuck  Club  Membership 

Four  members  of  the  graduating  class  of  1923,  viz.,  Alice  Y.  Swenson, 
Persis  Ormsby,  Raymond  Prescott,  and  Herbert  Shea,  obtained  the  neces- 
sary scholarship  rank  to  admit  them  to  the  Pro  Merito  Society ; those  of 
the  present  senior  class  winning  honorary  membership  in  the  Tadmuck  Club 
are  Dorothy  Anderson  and  Veronica  Payne. 

Miscellaneous 

The  Academy  students  subscribed  a sum  of  $10  towards  the  restoration 
of  the  Library  of  Louvain,  Belgium,  and  lately  have  given  to  the  Harding 
Memorial  Fund.  A canvass  for  subscriptions  to  the  Ladies’  Home  Journal 
netted  the  School  $40,  which  was  paid  to  the  Athletic  Association. 

Two  representatives  of  the  Bentley  School  of  Finance  were  here  in 
April  and  spoke  to  the  boys  about  a course  of  study  in  that  institution. 
Two  boys  of  the  class  of  1923  are  now  attending  Bentley  School.  Five  other 
members  of  the  class  are  pursuing  their  education  in  higher  institutions. 

At  the  Memorial  Day  exercises  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Nathaniel 
Phillips,  class  of  1924,  read  a paper  on  the  topic  “Talks  With  An  Old 
Veteran.”  The  Girls’  Glee  Club  helped  furnish  the  music  on  this  occasion. 

Persis  Ormsby,  class  of  1923,  won  the  Washington  and  Franklin  Bronze 
Medal  given  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion for  excellence  in  United  States  History. 

The  senior  class  had  their  outing  June  8,  taking  an  automobile  trip 
over  the  Mohawk  Trail  to  North  Adams  and  returning  by  way  of  Spring- 
field. 

The  Academy  received  recognition  for  “high  professional  spirit”  by  an 
enrollment  of  100  per  cent,  of  its  teaching  force  in  the  National  Education 
Association.  We  are  recognized  as  a Class  A School  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  have  the  college  certificate  privilege  from  the  New 
England  College  Certificate  Board. 

September  20,  Mr.  Frank  Morse,  State  Agent  for  Secondary  Schools  of 
Massachusetts,  visited  the  Academy  and  addressed  the  school.  In  the  even- 
ing Mr.  Morse  gave  an  address  in  the  Town  Hall  on  “Moral  Values  in 
Education.” 

During  the  past  year  has  occurred  the  death  of  two  former  Academy 
students,  one  Mabel  Dane,  who  graduated  in  1921,  the  other  Anna  Shaddick, 
who  attended  school  here  daring  the  year  1920-1921. 

The  Principal  took  one  of  the  courses  in  education  given  at  the  Harvard 
Summer  School  in  July  and  August  this  year,  and  he  is  also  pursuing  a 
professional  reading  course  under  direction  of  the  Division  of  University 
Extension  of  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Supervised  examinations 
conclude  each  book  read  in  this  course,  for  which  a certificate  is  issued. 

The  program  of  the  graduation  exercises  for  June  20,  1923,  will  be 
found  on  the  pages  following  this  report.

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Report  of  the  Commercial  Department  of  Westford  Academy

Dear  Sir: 

This  year  there  are  fifty  pupils,  each  taking  from  one  to  three  subjects 
in  the  Commercial  Course. 

The  following  change  has  been  made  in  the  course : Three  years  of 
bookkeeping  have  previously  been  offered.  One  year  has  now  been  elimi- 
nated, and  in  its  place  one-half  year  each  of  Commercial  Geography  and 
Commercial  Law  are  given.  The  plan  is  to  offer  Commercial  Geography 
during  the  first  half  of  the  Sophomore  year,  bookkeeping  for  the  next  two 
years — which  will  be  until  the  middle  of  the  Senior  year — and  Commercial 
Law  the  last  half  of  the  Senior  year.  This  year,  since  the  Seniors  have 
already  had  two  years  of  bookkeeping,  there  are  both  Sophomore  and 
Senior  classes  of  Commercial  Geography.  The  same  will  be  true  next 
year.  After  that,  the  work  can  be  given  according  to  the  above  schedule. 

J.  Russell  Smith’s  “Commerce  and  Industry”  and  Gano’s  “Commercial 
Law”  are  the  text  books  for  the  new  subjects. 

A change  has  been  made  in  the  bookkeeping  text  from  Miner’s  “Bqpk- 
keeping”  to  the  “New  Modern  Illustrative  Bookkeeping”  by  Charles  F. 
Rittenhouse.

Report  of  Music  Supervisor 

Mr.  Herman  C.  Knight, 

•Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir : 

My  report  as  supervisor  of  music  is  as  follows  : 

Last  year  Cameron  school  gave  an  operetta  entitled,  “Heart’s-Ease  and 
Rue,”  for  Memorial  Day.  For  graduation  they  presnted  another  operetta, 
“A  Merry  Company.”  Due  to  the-  excellent  training  given  them  by  Mrs. 
O’Clair,  all  parts  were  exceptionally  well  done. 

In  Westford  and  Graniteville  at  the  graduation  exercises  two-  and 
three-part  songs  were  sung  by  the  graduating  classes. 

In  the  lower  grades  this  year  a great  deal  of  our  time  has  been  spent 
with  the  monotones,  or  in  other  words,  with  the  children  who  are  unable 
to  sing  or  carry  a tune.  With  the  teacher’s  co-operation  the  number  of 
these  children  has  decreased  rapidly  until  there  are  only  a few  children  in 
each  school  who  are  not  quite  up  to  pitch. 

At  the  High  school  graduation  exercises  the  school  sang  the  following 
choruses : “Hiawatha’s  Journey”  and  “Morning  Invitation,”  with  Charlotte 
Perry  as  soloist.  The  Glee  Club  sang  two  numbers,  “Serenade”  by  Schubert, 
and  “To  a Wild  Rose,”  by  MacDowell. 

The  Glee  Club  has  been  organized  again  this  year  with  an  increase 
in  membership.  We  now  have  thirty-three  girls  in  the  club.  An  orchestra 
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has  been  formed  in  the  High  school  this  year  with  about  twelve  members. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Principal.  Mr.  Roudenbush,  the  High  school  has 
devoted  a few  minutes’  time  each  morning  to  community  singing. 

It  seems  to  me  that  these  things  just  mentioned  are  surely  worth 
while,  and  with  music  now  universally  recognized  as  a study  fully  as 
important  as  any  other  subject  taught,  that  more  time  should  be  given  to 
this  work.  On  account  of  the  full  program  of  the  High  school  and  that  of 
the  supervisor,  the  Glee  Club  and  Orchestra  meet  but  twice  a month. 

In  closing  I would  like  to  thank  all  the  teachers,  principals  and 
superintendent  for  their  helpful  co-operation.

Report  of  the  Drawing  Supervisor 


Mr.  Herman  C.  Knight. 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: 

I submit  my  first  annual  report  as  supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Aiming  as  it  does,  at  the  appreciation  of  beauty  in  art  and  nature,  the 
practice  of  Drawing  also  brings  to  the  school  work,  and  later  to  the  life 
work  of  the  student  a keener  observation,  and  a cultivation  of  a broad  view 
of  things ; for  one  is  forced  to  select  essentials  and  to  learn  what  details 
to  omit.  It  requires  and  develops  memory,  and  most  of  all.  judgment.  The 
old  idea  that  the  ability  to  draw  was  a gift  given  only  to  a few  and  denied 
to  the  many,  is  not  the  one  found  today  in  the  small  public  schools.  It  is 
now  believed  that  anybody  who  can  learn  to  write,  can  learn  to  draw  well 
enough  for  it  to  play  a useful  part  in  the  life  and  education  of  that  person. 

In  the  primary  grades  the  drawing  is  of  a simple  story  telling  sort, 
as  most  children  in  those  grades  have  unhampered  imagination,  and  add  to 
their  ever-growing  knowledge  of  things  by  trying  to  picture  them  crudely. 
If  they  are  helped  to  observe  and  draw  these  things  better,  drawing  will 
come  to  be  used  by  them  all  through  their  li%Tes  as  a language,  or  as  another 
means  of  expressing  their  ideas. 

From  the  third  grade  on.  this  illustrative  and  object  drawing  continues 
along  with  the  study  of  design,  which  helps  observation.  oi-derly  thinking 
and  general  neatness  in  all  the  school  work.  For  example : First,  the 
different  directions  of  lines  are  studied,  then  simple  shapes  such  as  the 
square,  oblong,  triangle,  circle,  etc.,  then  the  shapes  and  spacing  of  letters, 
the  making  of  accurate  margins,  and  the  appreciation  of  the  laws  of  design, 
repetition,  growth,  balance,  etc. 

Color  is  studied,  and  the  work  continues  till  at  the  eighth  grade  the 
student  is  familiar  with  representation  (drawing  in  the  realistic  manner) 
and  also  with  design,  and  has  as  well,  a general  appreciation  of  order  and 
beauty  in  art  and  nature.  This  is  the  general  outline  of  work  in  the 
grades,  and  the  work  is  well  started.  I have  co-operated  with  the  teachers 
as  much  as  possible,  and  deeply  appreciate  their  help  to  me. 

In  the  Academy,  the  study  is  along  the  lines  of  picture-making,  learning 
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the  laws  of  perspective,  the  training  of  the  hand  and  eye  to  co-ordinate  with 
the  brain,  by  drawing  from  objects,  and  from  the  imagination,  also  gaining 
a better  knowledge  of  color  and  design,  and  applying  it  to  the  making  of 
borders,  patterns,  posters,  cartoons  and  designs  of  all  kinds,  also  to  interior 
decoration,  and  to  a general  knowledge  of  good  taste  and  an  appreciation 
of  beauty.  Work  along  these  lines  has  been  started  and  progress  is  being 
made. 

The  time,  forty  minutes  per  week,  is  very  short.  I hope  that  later  the 
time  given  to  drawing  will  be  increased  and  that  it  will  be  accessible  to  the 
three  upper  classes,  as  at  present  it  is  confined  to  the  freshman  class.

Report  of  Night  School

Dear  Sir : 

December  19,  1923,  completes  the  sixth  week  of  the  Graniteville  Night 
School  and  in  this  time  1 have 'had  an  opportunity  tp  really  prove  the  value 
of  this  work. 

School  opened  November  19,  1923,  with  one  teacher  in  charge.  The 
ages  of  the  pupils  range  from  sixteen  to  twenty-three. 

Although  twenty-five  states  in  our  Union  and  over  fifty  cities  and 
towns  in  Massachusetts  have  had  night  schools,  this  is  the  first  time  that 
this  community  has  realized  the  full  purposes  and  function  of  this  form 
of  education. 

Statistics  have  proven  in  the  past  that  the  average  youth  that  leaves 
the  regular  schools  at  this  age  did  so,  because  of  a dislike  of  work  or  some 
particular  phase  of  that  work.  It  is  true  to  some  extent  that  some  young 
people  are  forced  out  of  school,  because  of  economic  reasons,  but  they  are 
few  compared  with  those  first  mentioned. 

With  this  knowledge  I was  at  first  confronted  with  the  problem  of 
presenting  to  them  something  that  will  make  them  realize  their  needs  of 
education.  Although  they  are  here  only  four  hours  a week,  I give  them 
that  work  which  will  help  them  to  improve  upon  their  respective  jobs,  and 
make  them  better  citizens. 

School  Work 

The  classes  consist  of  arithmetic,  English,  civics,  history,  spelling, 
penmanship  and  hygiene.  Thirty-five  minutes  is  allotted  arithmetic.  In 
this  class  I have  two  divisions,  one,  those  who  have  had  work  below  the 
seventh  grade,  the  other,  those  who  have  had  work  above  the  seventh. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  get  the  class  to  solve  type  problems  from  the 
book,  but  to  solve  those  kind  which  have  to  do  with  their  shop  work. 

All  my  arithmetic,  civics,  hygiene,  and  English  composition  have  been 
based  upon  the  work  that  is  carried  on  in  the  shop  wherever  possible.  For 
example,  in  English  composition,  the  class  responds  to  a lesson  on  “How 
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Wool  is  Manufactured  into  Cloth.”  Numerous  other  examples  could  be 
given  if  space  allowed. 

Great  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  training  for  better  citizenship. 
They  are  taught  that  they  have  a part  in  civic  affairs  of  the  community. 
Their  duties  as  future  citizens  are  shown  them  by  concrete  examples,  such 
as  acting  elections  in  the  class  room  and  appointing  committees  on  affairs, 
etc.

January  1,  1924. 

The  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  for  1923,  including  the  report  of  the  Librarian  and  the  List 
of  Books  added  in  1923.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

January  1,  1924. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library  : 

The  report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1923,  is 
herewith  presented. 

This  year  an  unusually  large  number  of  books  has  been  presented  to 
the  Library.  Besides  the  85  volumes,  mostly  fiction,  given  by  Mr.  Julian 
A.  Cameron,  seven  have  been  received  from  Mrs.  Gertrude  Skidmore,  fifteen 
on  birds  and  flowers  from  Miss  Emily  F.  Fletcher  and  a valuable  collection 
on  various  subjects  from  Mr.  Charles  O.  Prescott. 

The  Library  appreciates  the  collection  of  stuffed  birds  and  minerals  col- 
lected by  Miss  Emily  F.  Fletcher  and  given  by  her  on  her  death  to  the 
Library.  These  will  prove  a valuable  addition  to  the  Library  exhibits. 
Miss  Fletcher  was  a frequent  visitor  to  the  Library  and  always  loyal  to  its 
best  interests. 

Mr.  Charles  O.  Prescott  presented  to  the  Library  a copy  of  a painting 
“A  Patrician  of  Nurmburg”  by  Albert  Durer,  the  original  of  which  hangs 
in  the  Berlin  Museum.  He  has  also  given  a large  collection  of  mounted 
photographs,  principally  of  India  and  Japan,  which  will  be  a serviceable 
addition  to  the  picture  collection. 

The  Library  is  again  a member  of  the  Library  Art  Club.  This  makes 
it  possible  to  have  on  exhibition  in  Library  Hall  many  sets  of  interesting 
pictures,  which  are  exchanged  about  once  a month.  The  list  of  those  already 
shown  is  given  later  in  the  report. 

During  the  year  an  exhibition  that  attracted  much  attention  was  a 
collection  of  old-fashioned  dolls,  cradle  and  bedstead  loaned  by  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Allen,  Miss  Elizabeth  Wells,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Keizer,  Miss  Alice  M.  Howard  and 
Miss  May  E.  Day. 

Children's  Book  Week  was  observed  at  the  Library  by  an  attractive 
exhibition  of  children’s  books,  some  of  which  were  for  sale.  Leaflets  sug- 
gesting books  for  reading  or  purchase  were  distributed.  The  privilege  of 
purchasing  books  for  Christmas  gifts  was  much  appreciated. 

The  wTork  on  the  dictionary  catalog  in  charge  of  Miss  Bunce  has 
progressed  so  that  it  has  been  of  use  during  the  past  year. 

The  magazine  circulation  is  greater  than  last  year’s,  though  not  reach- 
ing that  of  the  year  previous.  A few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list 
of  magazines.

All  persons  are  respectfully  requested  to  examine  the  foregoing  reports 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  report  to  the  Town  Clerk  any  errors 
or  omissions  that  may  be  discerned  therein,  so  that  the  records  may  be 
corrected.  An  error  in  the  record,  other  than  a mistake  in  copying  a 
certificate  or  return,  can  be  corrected  only  in  accordance  with  a deposition 
under  oath,  made  by  one  who  was  required  by  law  to  furnish  the  information 
for  the  original  record  or  by  one  or  more  creditable  persons  having  knowledge 
of  the  case.  (See  General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  13.) 

Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  returned  without  the 
Christian  name.  In  such  cases  parents  should  return  the  name  to  the  Town 
Clerk  as  soon  as  selected,  as  incompleteness  of  the  record  may  occasion 
trouble  in  the  future. 

Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
General  Laws. 


General  Laws,  Chapter  46 
Extracts  from  Sections  1,  3,  4,  6 and  8. 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or  obtain  and  record 

* * * facts  relative  to  the  births  * * * in  his  city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  registered  shall  keep 
a record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge  and 

* * * shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the 
clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a report  * * * 
If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father 
shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in  writing  of  both  the  father  and 
mother  filed.  * * * Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a certificate  of  the  town 
clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treasurer 
shall  pay  to  such-  physician  or  officer  a fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
birth  so  reported.  * * * A physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  * * * 

Section  4.  A member  or  servant  of  a family  in  which  a child  is  born, 
having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  * * * shall  furnish  the  same  upon 
request  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  * * * or  of  any  person  authorized  by 
him.  (Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a child,  and 
every  householder  \yithin  forty  days  after  a birth  in  his  house  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

General  Laws,  Chapter  207. 

Section  36.  If  a marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between 
parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall 
within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
town  where  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  required  in  a notice  of 
intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared  to  furnish 
parents,  householders,  physicians  and  rgistered  hospital  medical  officers 
applying  therefor  with  blanks  for  return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

The  attention  of  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  is  called  to  the  following 
extracts  from  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  : 

Section  137.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the 
first  day  of  April  following,  if  kept  in  any  town,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
thereof.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner’s  name  and  its 
registered  number: 

Section  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  may  at  any  time  have  it 
licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following;  and  a person  who  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  after  April  first  which  is  not  duly  licensed, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  becomes  three  months  old  after 
March  thirty-first  in  any  year  shall,  when  it  is  three  months  old  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed  and  collared  as  required 
in  the  preceding  section.

At  a legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Westford,  qualified 
by  law  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  held  at  the  Town  House,  Monday,  February 
11  1924,  the  following  business  was  transacted : 


1.  Hon.  Herbert  E.  Fletcher,  Town  Moderator,  being  absent,  Alfred 
W.  Hartford  was  chosen  Moderator  pro  tempore  and  was  sworn  by  the 
Town  Clerk. 

Alfred  T.  W.  Prinn  and  John  W.  Spinner  appointed  Ballot  Clerks 
by  the  Selectmen  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  received  from  him 
the  official  ballots  and  gave  their  receipts  therefor. 

John  Edwards  and  William  J.  Donnelly  appointed  Tellers  by  the 
Selectmen  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  took  charge  of  the  check 
list  and  ballot  box  respectively.

Gentlemen  : — I submit  my  second  annual  report  as  follows : — 

A steam  roller  has  been  leased  for  the  past  year  for  $2000.00,  and  if 
the  town  takes  favorable  action  on  the  appropriation  for  Road  Machinery 
this  $2000.00  already  paid  will  be  applied  to  the  purchase  price  which  is 
$5400.00  and  the  roller  will  belong  to  the  town.  It  has  done  excellent  work 
on  the  roads. 

A bin  and  loader  have  been  purchased  and  set  in  the  gravel  pit  at  the 
Town  Farm. 

With  the  heavy  traffic  that  has  been  going  over  our  roads  several  have 
had  to  be  gone  over  a second  time.  A start  on  permanent  construction  of  our 
roads  has  been  made  on  Depot  St.  It  is  hoped  more  will  continue. 

About  195  lbs.  of  KP  Patching  and  36  tons  of  crushed  rock  have  been 
used  on  our  main  roads.  Side  roads  have  been  gone  over  and  widened  as  well 
as  many  stones  have  been  removed. 

The  Groton  Road,  the  Graniteville  Road  and  the  Acton  Road  have  been 
improved  through  the  help  of  State  and  County  Aid  which  bears  two-thirds 
of  the  expense. 

I hope  my  work  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen  and  to  the  people 
of  the  Town  of  Westford.

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Board  of  Health  Report 


The  Board  of  Health  respectively  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

This  last  year  has  been  marked  by  no  severe  epidemics  and  like  the 
preceding  has  been  a good  year  from  a health  standpoint. 

Probably  the  most  serious  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Spring  when  an 
epidemic  of  rabies  ran  its  course  among  the  dogs  of  this  locality.  Several  dogs 
owned  by  local  people  were  infected  and  had  to  be  shot.  The  climax  of  the 
epidemic  here  resulted  in  three  townspeople  being  bitten  by  a mad  dog.  These 
persons  wTere  immediately  given  full-course  anti-rabic  treatments  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  partial  treatments  were  ordered  for  one  or  two  others 
who  were  under  suspicion  at  the  time. 

We  should  like  to  point  out  here  the  absolute  necessity  of  keeping 
a strict  quarantine  on  dogs  during  an  epidemic  of  this  sort.  Only  earnest 
co-operation  on  everyone’s  part  can  prevent  more  serious  outbreaks  in  the 
future. 

For  a preventative  measure,  we  should  like  to  suggest  that  the  licensing 
of  dogs  be  strictly  enforced  and  that  from  time  to  time  a round  up  be 
made  of  all  unlicensed  dogs. 

This  year  we  commenced  a more  rigid  inspection  of  milk  and  of  the 
dairies.  An  inspector  from  the  State  Department  went  over  conditions 
with  us  instructing  our  Public  Health  Nurse  as  to  the  required  duties  of 
an  Inspector  of  Milk.  Much  valuable  information  was  gained  from  the 
Inspector  of  Milk  in  Lowell  and  arrangements  were  made  with  him  to  test 
samples  brought  to  him  from  the  Westford  dairies.  A small  amount  of 
equipment  was  necessary.  This  was  secured  and  now  samples  of  milk  from 
each  dealer  and  from  each  dairy  so  far  as  has  been  possible  are  tested 
regularly.  Milk  permits  totaling  eleven  have  been  issued  to  all  those 
who  have  passed  inspection.  The  others  are  gradually  bringing  their  milk 
up  to  the  standard.

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Report  of  Demonstration  Work  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics,  Carried  on  by  the  Middlesex  County 
Extension  Service  in  the  Town  of  Westford, 
during  the  Year  ending  December  31,  1924 


An  appropriation  of  $400.00  was  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  for 
demonstration  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Extension  Service. 

Following  is  a report  of  the  work  done  by  this  organization  in  Westford. 

Demonstrations  were  carried  on  by  County  Agents  at  various  farms  in 
Westford  consisting  of  spraying,  pruning,  apple  packing,  apple  thinning  and 
poultry  culling. 

These  were  fairly  well  attended  and  much  was  learned. 

Several  tests  have  been  carried  on  by  the  County  Agents.  The  County 
Agents  also  made  many  Farm  and  Home  visits. 

Six  moving  picture  shows  were  held  during  the  Winter  and  Fall. 

There  were  two  millinery  groups  conducted ; one  in  the  Spring  and  the 
other  in  the  Fall.  There  were  about  35  hats  made. 

Among  the  Juniors  the  enthusiasm  and  enrollment  is  steadily  increas- 
ing. The  enrollment  for  the  winter  projects  in  the  club  is  84,  an  increase 
of  52  over  last  winter’s  membership.  During  the  year  144  children  have 
been  doing  club  Work  under  the  following  heads : Clothing,  Lunch  Box,  Bread, 
Canning,  Gardening,  Handicraft,  Supper  and  Poultry  Clubs.  The  Summer 
Clubs  showed  a decided  increase  and  we  were  fortunate  in  starting  a Can- 
ning Club  in  Graniteville.  There  is  also  a Clothing  Club  there  this  winter. 

The  club  leaders  meet  each  club  member  once  in  two  weeks  and  some- 
times, if  necessary,  oftener.  With  two  exceptions  every  member  has  com- 
pleted his  club  requirements. 

The  Canning  Club  canned  1107  Jars.  The  Garden  Clubs  showed  a 
profit  of  $444.64,.  The  members  exhibited  at  Lowell  Fair,  Acton  Fair  and 
Groton  Fair,  bringing  home  prizes  as  follows : Thirty  prizes  amounting  to 
$35.00  Every  member  of  the  Summer  Projects  exhibited  at  a fair. 

At  the  County  Picnic,  Westford’s  Clubs  were  well  represented  in  the 
parade,  all  clubs  entering.  The  banner  was  also  won  for  the  fourth  year  as 
prize  for  sports.  The  Poultry  leader  has  taken  his  club  to  the  Poultry  Show, 
also  on  the  Poultry  Tour  held  last  summer. 

As  a result  of  good  work  and  club  spirit,  Alice  Hey  wood,  Angie  Parfitt, 
George  and  Clarence  Mann  enjoyed  the  free  trips  to  Amherst  last  summer. 

In  the  Fall  the  Canning  Clubs  exhibited  their  canned  products  together 
with  the  ribbons  won  as  prizes  in  the  town  hall  and  gave  a demonstration 
of  Canning. 

The  club  leaders  wish  the  town  people  would  give  us  a little  more  sup- 
port in  form  of  interest  in  the  work.

Report  of  the  War  Memorial  Committee 


To  the  Voters  of  Westford,  Greeting: 

As  directed  and  empowered  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  Feb.  1, 
1924,  it  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  be  appropriated  to  erect  a War 
Memorial,  and  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  appoint  a committee  to  erect 


the  same.  This  was  amended  at  a Special  Town  Meeting  held  May  26, 
1924,  as  follows:  Voted  that  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  erect 
a War  Memorial  be  accepted  and  that  the  committee  be  instructed  that  in 
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establishing  such  Memorial  it  be  made  representative  of  all  Wars  entered 
into  by  the  United  States.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  the  under- 
signed a committee  to  carry  out  the  project. 

The  committee,  realizing  the  importance  of  the  task  intrusted  to  it,  and 
also  realizing  its  limitations  in  matters  pertaining  to  art,  and  desiring  to 
obtain  suggestions  and  criticism  from  competent  sources,  resolved  to  lay 
before  the  Massachusetts  Art  Commission,  to  be  passed  upon  by  that  body, 
all  designs  for  the  Memorial  which  should  be  received.  This  was  accord- 
ingly done,  and  of  the  several  designs  so  submitted,  that  of  Mr.  Henry  L. 
Norton,  Winthrop,  Mass.,  in  collaboration  with  Thos.  Byrd  Epps,  a Boston 
architects,  was  the  only  one  to  win  the  Art  Commission’s  unqualified  approval. 
Their  design  was  also  indorsed  by  Ralph  Adams  Cram,  a noted  Boston 
architect,  who  writes  in  a letter  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee:  “I  have 
no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I think  it  excellent  in  every  particular.  It  is 
simple,  dignified,  impressive  and  in  every  way  fitting  for  its  purpose.  I do 
not  believe  you  can  do  better  for  the  money  you  have  to  spend,  and  I hope 
the  design  may  be  carried  out  substantially  as  it  stands  at  present.”  Placing 
implicit  confidence  in  the  professional  judgment  and  good  taste  of  the  artists 
mentioned  above,  (happy  that  it  could  do  so  without  doing  violence  to  its 
own  predilections)  the  committee  chose  it  for  the  Memorial,  and  immedi- 
ately contracted  with  T.  F.  McGann  & Son,  of  Boston,  for  its  erection,  sug- 
gesting that  local  dealers  be  given  an  opportunity  to  bid  on  the  granite 
work.  The  McGann  Co.  agreed  to  this,  bids  were  called  for,  and  L.  P. 
Palmer  & Sons,  Graniteville,  Mass.,  the  lowest  bidders,  were  awarded  the 
contract,  which  they  executed  in  a very  workmanlike  manner.  The  granite 
in  the  Memorial  consists  of  a bottom  base  six  feet  six  inches  wide  of  native 
granite;  the  upper  stones,  viz.,  second  and  third  bases,  dye,  and  four  pieces 
in  cap,  are  of  Westerly,  R.  I.,  granite  (the  best  in  the  world  for  statuary 
purposes)  all  of  uniform  color  and  texture,  perfectly  cut,  and  octagonal  in 
form.  The  granite  shaft  is  surmounted  by  a bronze  eagle  four  feet  five 
inches  high.  Attached  to  the  dye  are  eight  bronze  plates,  each  three  feet 
high  and  16  inches  wide.  One  plate  contains  the  dedicatory  inscription ; on 
another  are  cast  the  seals  of  the  United  States,  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
and  the  Town  of  Westford ; the  remaining  six  plates  bear  inscriptions  com- 
memorative of  the  wars  wherein  Westford  citizens  participated,  and  when 
obtainable,  the  names  of  those  who  “gave  the  last  full  measure  of  devotion.” 

The  plates  bear  the  following  inscriptions : 

Plate  No.  1. — “The  Town  of  Westford  dedicates  this  memorial  to  the 
men  and  women  who  served  their  country  from  the  pioneers  down  through 
the  World  war.  Love  of  freedom  linked  the  generations.” 

Plate  No.  2. — “Pioneer  and  Colonial  Period,  1675-1763  : In  remembrance 
of  the  settlers,  strong  men  and  women,  who  endured  the  appalling  loneliness 
of  the  wilderness.  Hardship  was  ever  their  lot.  In  home,  field  and  meeting 
house  the  gun  was  near  in  ceaseless  guard  against  Indian  attack.  Constant 
was  the  vigil  kept  during  the  six  Indian  wars.  Men  of  Westford  partici- 
pated largely  in  Lowell’s  Expedition,  1724,  Cuban  Invasion,  1740,  Reduction 
of  Louisburg  1745.  Taking  of  Ticonderoga  and  Louisburg  1758,  Reduction 
of  Canada  1759.” 

Plate  No.  3 — “Revolutionary  war,  1775-1783 : At  the  alarm  on  the 
morning  of  April  19,  1775,  three  companies  of  Minute  Men  marched  from 
Westford  under  the  commands  of  Capt.  Timothy  Underwood,  Capt.  Jona- 

Ithan  Minot  and  Capt.  Oliver  Bates.  From  this  call  until  the  surrender  of 
the  British  at  Yorktown  eight  years  later,  Westford  men  risked  all  for  civil 
liberty.  They  served  in  council  and  battle,  upon  committees  of  safety  and 
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of  Prescott’s  regiment,  who  withstood  the  first  shock  of  British  troops  at 
Concord  Bridge,  and  at  Bunker  Hill  he  stood  in  the  front,  ‘in  shape  and 
gesture  proudly  eminent.’  Two  hundred  and  fifty  men  served ; thirty-five 
died.” 

Plate  No.  4 — “War  of  1812-15 : Commander  Joel  Abbot,  a native  of 
Westford,  served  in  this  war,  first  as  a midshipman  on  the  frigate  Presi- 
dent, and  later  participated  in  the  battle  of  Lake  Champlain.  When  asked 
by  Commodore  Macdonough  if  he  was  ready  to  die  for  his  country,  he  re- 
plied : ‘Certainly,  sir ; that  is  what  I came  into  the  service  for.’  Ordered  to 
enter  the  enemy’s  lines  as  a spy,  he  destroyed  a number  of  spars  stored  at 
Sorel,  Quebec.  For  his  success  in  this  exploit,  and  for  gallantry  in  battle,  he 
was  commissioned  as  a lieutenant  and  given  a sword  of  honor  by  Congress. 
He  was  placed  in  command  of  the  Boston  Navy  Yard  in  1839,  and  in  Commo- 
dore Perry’s  expedition  to  Japan  in  1852,  he  commanded  the  U.  S.  S.  Mace- 
donian, and  later  was  appointed  flag-officer  of  the  squadron.  Lt.  Walter 
Abbot,  U.  S.  N.,  was  wounded  in  the  engagement  between  the  frigates 
Chesapeake  and  Shannon.  Oliver  Fletcher  and  James  Kemp  were  killed  at 
the  battle  of  Sacketfcs  Harbor,  N.  Y.” 

Plate  No.  5. — Tablet  bears  a large  seal  of  the  United  States,  and  be- 
neath, side  by  side,  the  seal  of  the  State  and  Town,  joined  by  the  quotation, 
“Liberty  and  union,  now  and  forever,  one  and  inseparable.” 

Plate  No.  6. — “Civil  war,  1861-1865 : Holding  with  the  founders  of  the 
nation  that  the  American  Union  is  one  and  indivisible,  and  firmly  believing 
human  slavery  to  be  an  incongruity  in  a free  and  enlightened  republic,  two 
hundred  and  seventeen  of  our  townsmen  bore  arms  to  support  these  truths, 
and  through  four  awful  years  of  fraticidal  war,  in  many  sanguinary  battles 
on  land  and  sea,  triumphantly  maintained  them.  These  gave  their  lives :

A.  Friar,  John  Harris,  Francis  P.  Howard,  Edward  E.  Hutchins,  Warren  E. 
Hutchins,  Alfred  Jackson,  Franklin  M.  Jewett,  John  Jubb,  Edward  Keyes, 
George  M.  Lawrence,  Charles  Miner,  Hiram  Peabody,  Augustus  Reed, 
Charles  B.  Reed,  Luther  F.  Reed,  John  F.  Richards,  Alfred  A.  Richardson, 
Patrick  Sheahan,  William  H.  Shedd,  John  Z.  Taylor,  Dexter  W.  Water- 
man.

The  total  cost  of  the  Memorial,  including  grading,  etc.,  was  $5,860.93, 
leaving  unexpended  balance  of  $139.07.

Report  of  Fish  and  Game  Warden 


Westford,  Jan.  16,  1925. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Westford  : 

In  sending  in  this  report,  I would  request  all  of  our  citizens  to  take  a 
little  interest  in  our  Fish  and  Game  Laws.  Don’t  wait  until  a law  is  passed 
and  then  find  fault  because  something  has  been  put  over  on  you.  In  our  in- 
coming Legislature,  the  following  Bills  will  come  up  to  be  acted  upon.  They 
are  of  great  interest  to  all  of  us,  especially  farmers  and  land  owners. 
Farmers,  take  notice : If  you  have  any  interest  in  those  Bills,  now  is  the 
time  to  act. 


BILLS 

Whenever  in  a case  of  extreme  drouth  in  a closed  season,  the  Governor 
forbids  hunting  of  any  kind  until  we  have  rain  enough  to  make  it  safe 
to  travel  in  the  woods,  he  may,  at  the  reopening  of  the  hunting  season,  extend 
the  time  to  the  same  number  of  days  that  were  lost  through  the  dry  weather. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  travel  in  the  woods  or  on  any  wild  land  in  a 
closed  season,  except  by  permission  of  the  owner  or  his  agents. 

A law  to  protect  the  red  fox.  Not  to  be  taken  or  killed  except  in  a 

certain  season,  unless  causing  damage  to  property. 

A law  to  have  a closed  season  on  muskrats  for  two  years. 

A law  to  do  away  with  separate  licenses  for  fishing,  hunting  and  trap- 

ping. Instead  to  have  one  license,  called  “A  Sportsman’s  License,”  that  will 
allow  the  holder  to  hunt,  trap  and  fish,  the  fee  to  be  $2.25. 

A law  to  provide  an  extra  high  license  for  the  so-called  professional  or 
commercial  trapper. 
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In  regard  to  our  common  small  birds,  I do  not  see  that  we  have  any 
more  than  in  former  years.  The  small  birds  have  a poor,  chance  to  increase, 
especially  where  they  nest  near  buildings.  Their  greatest  enemy  is  the  com- 
mon cat.  Any  good  smart  cat  will  kill  fifty  birds  in  a year.  We  have  a few 
more  pheasants  and  partridges.  As  we  had  a long  closed  season,  fewer  birds 
were  shot,  but  if  we  want  to  have  more  game,  we  ought  to  have  a closed 
season  on  partridge  for  two  years. 

We  have  very  few  quail,  woodcock  or  snipe.  These  conditions  will  con- 
tinue just  as  they  are  until  our  bird  laws  are  more  strict. 

I have  no  way  of  telling  the  number  of  fur-bearing  animals  taken  the 
past  season,  but  they  are  reported  very  scarce,  especially  the  muskrat.  I 
have  put  out  twenty  seven  snow-shoe  rabbits  this  past  season,  in  fact  I put 
out  a great  number  every  year,  but  they  never  show  any  signs  of  increasing. 
They  are  very  seldom  seen  after  they  are  liberated. 

We  received  the  largest  lot  of  fish  the  past  season  that  we  have  had  for 
a number  of  years.  They  were  mostly  brook  trout ; 110  cans,  about  150  fish 
in  each  can.  Also  200  large  trout  that  would  ayerage  about  2 lbs.  each.  The 
fish  went  in  the  following  named  brooks : Town  Farm,  Snake  Meadow, 
Boutwell’s,  Drew’s,  Tadmuck,  O’Brien’s  and  Nashoba.  Nabnassett  Pond  and 
Long  Sought-For  Pond  was  well  stocked  with  adult  white  perch. 

We  also  put  out  a large  number  of  adult  pheasants,  besides  the  young 
birds.  There  are  about  100  young  pheasants  that  were  too  young  to  liberate 
last  season.  If  anyone  wants  a few  of  these  birds,  or  eggs  to  set,  please  let 
me  know. 

As  usual,  I have  patroled  our  woods  and  covers.  I have  investigated  all 
complaints;  inspected  67  licenses  and  have  made  no  arrests.  I would  like 
to  ask  all  persons  who  wish  to  make  a complaint  against  anyone  breaking 
our  game  laws,  to  telephone  at  once.  Do  not  wait  until  they  have  gone  home. 
My  telephone  is  42-5.

Instructions  for  Taking  Care  of  Fire  Extinguishers. 


1.  Any  person  who  is  loaned  a Fire  Extinguisher  by  the  Town  of 
Westford  for  use  at  brush  or  house  fires  must  be  responsible  for  same. 

2.  After  using  and  before  refilling  the  extinguisher  should  be  thoroughly 
washed  out  to  prevent  corroding.  The  hose  and  nozzle  also  should  be  washed. 
Make  sure  the  hole  in  the  nozzle  is  clear. 

3.  Always  wash  and  refill  immediately.  There  may  be  another  fire. 

4.  In  winter  the  extinguisher  should  be  put  near  a stove  or  in  a warm 
place,  to  prevent  freezing.  Otherwise  it  should  be  emptied  and  washed  out. 

5.  By  putting  into  the  extinguisher  % of  a cup  of  salt  and  stirring 
until  dissolved,  the  extinguisher  will  not  freeze  so  easily.  It  cannot,  however, 
be  left  in  a wholly  unheated  building. 

6.  All  persons  having  extinguishers,  who  close  their  homes  for  the 
winter,  or  who  leave  town,  should  notify  the  Forest  Warden,  Harry  L. 
Nesmith,  by  telephone,  and  give  the  extinguishers  to  him. 

7.  Every  spring  the  extinguishers  should  be  discharged,  washed  out 
and  refilled. 

8.  Any  extinguisher  that  is  lost  or  becomes  defective  should  be  re- 
ported to  the  Forest  Warden. 

9.  Each  person  taking  an  extinguisher  to  a fire  should  take  his  own 
extinguisher  home. 

10.  Know  the  number  of  your  own  extinguisher. 

11.  Any  person  allowing  an  extinguisher  to  freeze  must  pay  for  having 
it  repaired.

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1924. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  engineers  organized  as  follows : 

Alonzo  H.  Sutherland,  Chief. 

Alfred  T.  W.  Prinn,  Asst.  Chief. 

John  Edwards,  Clerk. 

The  companies  have  responded  to  13  fires  other  than  forest  fires  during 
the  year:  9 building  fires,  1 truck  and  3 chimney  fires. 

The  following  is  a lisrt  of  the  buildings  where  damage  occurred : 

Feb.  16 — House  of  Henry  J.  Haley,  Graniteville.  Roof  partly  burned. 
Cause,  unknown. 

July  24t — Two  cottages  and  contents,  one  garage  and  one  automobile,  of 
George  C.  Moore  at  Brooksiide.  Total  Loss.  Cause,  unknown. 

Sept.  17 — Storehouse,  and  contents  of  George  Kimball,  Littleton  Road. 
Total  loss.  Cause,  unknown. 

Oct.  10 — Blacksmith  shop  of  H.  E.  Fletcher  Co.  Total  loss.  Cause, 
unknown. 

Oct.  30 — Stone  shed  and  engine  house  of  H.  E.  Fletcher  Co.  Stone  shed 
partly  burned ; engine  house  total  loss.  Cause,  sparks  from  boiler. 

Nov.  1 — House  of  Arthur  G.  Hildreth,  Hildreth  street.  Slight  damage. 
Cause,  unknown. 

Nov.  3 — House  of  Arthur  Boisvest,  River  street.  Slight  damage.  Cause, 
over-heated  stove. 

Nov.  6 — Barn  and  silo  of  Charles  Lougee.  Total  loss.  Cause,  unknown. 

Nov.  11 — House  of  Albert  A.  Hildreth,  Concord  Road.  Total  loss.  Cause, 
unknown. 

The  engineers  have  for  the  past  two  years  called  to  the  attention  of 
property  owners  the  care  of  their  chimneys,  and  the  result  is  that  less  than 
one-half  the  number  of  fires  have  occurred.  Let  the  good  work  continue. 

The  Fire  Engineers  recommend  the  sum  of  $2200.00  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  coming  year. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  forest  fires,  the  chemical  truck  we  now 
have  is  called  to  extinguish,  and  has  to  go  sometimes  a long  way  in  the 
woods;  this  leaves  the  buildings  and  other  property  in  the  villages  and  sur- 
rounding parts  of  the  town  unprotected.  And  as  the  horse-drawn  hose  wagons 
in  Graniteville  and  Forge  Village  are  practically  useless,  as  there  are  no 
horses  to  haul  them,  we  also  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  a combina- 
tion chemical  and  pumping  engine,  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  House  in  West- 
ford  Center,  and  2 two-tank  chemical  equipments  on  Ford  chassis,  ono 
to  be  placed  in  Forge  Village,  and  one  in  Graniteville  Fire  House.  This 
would  take  care  of  all  parts  of  the  town  for  a number  of  years  to  come.

Valuation  of  the  Town  for  1924,  $4,007,113.00. 

If  the  amounts  as  recommended  are  appropriated  and  the  sum  of  $14,000.00 
be  taken  from  the  surplus,  also  basing  the  amount  of  income  same  as  that 
of  last  year,  together  with  the  apparent  increase  in  valuation,  the  rate  of 
taxation  should  not  be  above  $30.00  per  thousand. 
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Article  12  Should  the  town  vote  favorably  on  the  appropriation  to  pur- 
chase the  two  chemical  trucks  for  use  at  Graniteville  and  Forge 
Village,  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $700.00  be 
added  to  the  amount  asked  for  by  the  Fire  Department,  same 
to  be  used  for  heaters  and  the  care  of  the  trucks  during  the 
year.

This  article  calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,800.00,  with 
which  it  is  proposed  to  purchase  a new  combination  pump  and 
chemical  truck  to  be  located  at  the  central  fire  station,  same  to 
cost  about  $7,500.00,  also  the  purchase  of  two  small  chemical 
trucks,  one  to  be  located  in  the  fire  house  at  Graniteville  and 
the  other  at  Forge  Village,  the  price  for  the  two  being  $3,300.00. 
The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  is  that  for  the  present 
the  town  can  get  along  with  the  equipment  now  located  at  the 
central  fire  station,  but  the  villages  of  Graniteville  and  Forge 
Village  need  additional  equipment  for  quick  service.  We  rec- 
ommend the  appropriation  of  $3,300.00,  to  be  used  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  two  chemical  trucks  as  proposed  by  the  Fire 
Engineers.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Westford  : 

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1924,  also  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Supervising  Principal  of  the  Academy  and 
Supervisors. 

The  Town  by  its  vote  instructed  the  School  Committee  to  withdraw 
from  the  Union  composed  of  the  Towns  of  Acton,  Carlisle,  Littleton  and 
Westford,  and  negotiations  were  opened  with  the  Committees  of  these  towns 
and  the  State  Board.  Several  district  meetings  were  held  during  the  past 
two  years  and  the  State  Board  consulted.  Satisfactory  arrangements  for  all 
concerned  were  finally  reached,  and  in  June,  1924,  the  District  voted  to 
dissolve,  the  same  to  be  effective  as  of  August  1,  1924.  The  State  Depart- 
ment gave  its  consent  to  the  arrangements. 

The  Committee  after  interviewing  several  candidates  appointed  Mr. 
Charles  G.  Carter,  superintendent  of  the  Elementary  Schools,  and  appointed 
Mr.  Roudenbush  supervising  principal  of  the  Academy. 

The  four  room  addition  to  the  Sargent  School  was  completed  during  the 
summer  vacation  and  school  sessions  began  the  seventeenth  of  September. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  congested  condition  at  the  Cameron  School  about 
twenty-five  scholars  have  been  transported  to  Graniteville  at  an  expense  of 
approximately  $500.00  per  year. 

Many  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  buildings.  The  Cameron  School  has 
been  painted,  and  should  be  shingled  during  the  coming  summer  vacation. 
The  Portable  School  seemed  to  be  going  to  pieces  and  required  quite  a few 
repairs. 

The  toilet  facilities  at  the  Cameron  School  are  wholly  inadequate  and 
this  condition  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Wm.  E.  Frost  School  has  been  shingled  with  slate  and  copper  which 
we  feel  is  a permanent  improvement. 

A ventilating  system  has  been  installed  at  the  Parkerville  School  as 
required  by  the  State  Inspector. 

The  furniture  in  the  schools  has  been  repaired  and  now  the  seats  and 
desks  in  all  the  buildings  are  the  adjustable  type. 

For  School  Expenses  for  the  year  1925  we  respectfully  ask  for  the  sum 
of  $68,000.

The  management  of  schools,  as  of  any  other  enterprise,  has  for  its  sole 
purpose  the  securing  of  the  largest  possible  returns,  for  the  amount  of  money 
expended.  The  money  paid  for  schools  and  the  yet  more  valuable  time  of  the 
children  are  the  investments  put  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  by  the  public. 
The  returns  demanded  are  mental  power,  practical  efficiency,  character,  and 
the  product  called  culture. 

An  important  part  of  the  school  administration  is  to  induce  the  people 
to  increase  their  investments  in  schools,  and  this  may  be  done  by  giving 
them  as  much  as  possible  for  their  money,  at  the  same  time  not  using  any 
money  for  which  value  is  not  returned.  The  school  heads  and  teachers  should 
also  realize  that  this  is  the  surest  way  to  secure  larger  investments  in  the 
educational  plants. 

It  has  been  said  that  school  is  not  a preparation  for  life ; it  is  life. 
School  life  is  as  real  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  it  as  business  or  industry 
or  society  is  to  those  engaged  in  them.  We  believe  that  co-operation,  sympa- 
thy, justice  toward  the  individuals  and  the  social  units  which  form  the 
school,  counts  more  for  good  citizenship  than  the  profoundest  knowledge  of 
history  or  the  rarest  appreciation  of  poetry. 

It  is  a well  known  fact  that  a text-book  cannot  well  be  a story  book  yet 
the  principles  are  understood,  and  remembered  and  a teacher  can  have  dis- 
cussions to  develop  the  principles.  It  is  the  pupil’s  part  to  illustrate.  As 
soon  as  one  problem  is  mastered  another  one  must  be  confronted.  Progress 
may  seem  slow  and  difficult,  yet  each  slight  advancement  puts  the  art  on  a 
higher  plane  and  every  step  forward  is  infinitely  worth  while  because  it 
brings  the  pupil — not  to  the  goal  but  to  the  next  step. 

The  school  should  be  the  center  of  Education.  Of  course  not  all  a child’s 
education  is  in  school.  Every  experience  of  life  is  an  important  factor  in 
education.  The  following  are  truly  as  educative  as  school  and  study ; home, 
church,  street,  fields,  woods,  work,  play,  reading,  amusements  and  conversa- 
tions. The  school  organizes  and  unifies  all  of  these.  It  is  said  that : “Educa- 
tion begins  at  the  cradle  and  ends  at  the  grave,”  but  it  is  the  school  that 
affords  the  scheme  of  organization  for  it  all.  Therefore  school  life  must 
interpret  all  life. 

The  Sargent  School,  formerly  a four  room  building,  has  been  converted 
into  a modern  eight  room  school  building.  Each  room  has  its  own  cloakroom, 
and  it  is  well  ventilated.  The  entire  cloakroom  is  closed  except  when  in  full 
view  of  the  teacher  and  of  the  entire  room.  During  school  hours  the  wraps 
are  being  well  dried  and  aired.  This  new  eight  room  building  did  away  with 
the  part  time  sessions  which  were  necessary  last  year.  It  also  relieved  the 
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crowded  condition  at  the  Cameron  School  by  having  the  sixth  grade  of  the 
Cameron  School  transported  to  the  Sargent  School,  thus  leaving  only  two 
classes  to  go  on  part  time  at  the  Cameron  School.  Namely  the  first  grade 
and  the  special  class  made  up  mostly  of  non-English  speaking  pupils  and  a 
few  who  need  extra  help.  The  special  class  hours  are  from  8 a.  m.  until  12 
noon,  and  the  first  grade  hours  from  12.30  to  4.30  P.  M. 

If  the  industries  at  Forge  Village  should  increase,  more  grades  would 
have  to  go  on  the  part  time  session  plan.  This  would  be  regrettable,  and 
there  are  no  illusions  about  it.  The  children  on  the  platoon  system  do  not 
have  a fair  chance ; it  is  impossible  for  them  to  complete  the  required  work, 
and  if  they  are  promoted  they  are  handicapped  in  the  next  grade.  Adding 
here  a little  and  there  a little,  will  not  meet  the  situation.  A larger  building 
procured  at  greater  cost  to  the  public  only  increases  the  demand  for  greater 
efficiency. 

School  savings  banks  have  been  established  in  all  the  schools  in  town. 
This  affords  a fine  training  in  thrift.  The  banking  hours  at  each  school  are 
from  9 a.  M. — 9.30  a.  m.  every  Wednesday.  Deposits  of  one  cent  or  more 
are  received  and  transferred  to  the  Mechanics  Savings  Bank,  Dowell,  Mass., 
in  one  lump  sum. 

I wish  that  we  could  arrange  for  an  industrial  course  in  our  schools, 
giving  the  boys  of  the  upper  grades  a chance  to  think  about  some  of  the 
industrial  problems  which  are  sure  to  face  them.  The  purpose  of  the  course 
would  be  to  increase  the  educational  value  of  the  industrial  department, 
and  make  it  a part  of  the  school  system.  Motor  training  without  thought 
content  is  of  little  educational  value.  Some  of  the  following  courses  could 
be  worked  out : 

Elementary  furniture  construction 

Elementary  carpentry 

Household  repairing 

Textile  products 

Leather  work 

Farm  work  in  general 

Hen  houses,  etc. 

For  girls  we  should  give  a course  in  Household  Arts,  giving  the  girl  a 
general  appreciation  of  the  home — home  making,  and  its  administration,  and 
a real  appreciation  for  work  in  the  home.  If  at  any  time  in  the  future  any 
building  space  should  be  vacant  I would  recommend  that  it  be  used  for 
Industrial  Education  and  Household  Arts. 

During  the  past  year  several  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  different 
buildings.  Perhaps  the  two  outstanding  ones  are  the  painting  of  the  Cameron 
School  and  the  shingling  of  the  Frost  School  with  slate.  Some  of  the  advan- 
tages of  keeping  the  buildings  in  good  condition  are : It  saves  money  in  the 
repairs  and  improvements  made.  It  saves  much  more  by  reducing  the  occa- 
sion for  having  them  made.  It  brings  about  a higher  standard  of  keeping 
things  in  repair,  that  should  be  reflected  throughout  the  town  in  course  of 
time.  It  also  developes  a school  spirit  and  pride. 

The  health  department  at  present  consists  of  the  school  physician  and 
health  nurse.  I wish  to  call  attention  to  their  reports.  Also  the  reports  of 
the  music  supervisor,  and  the  evening  school  principal. 

In  closing  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  the  School 
Committee  and  of  the  co-operation  of  the  principals  and  teachers.  Also  the 
pleasant  associations  of  the  pupils  of  the  schools  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
parents.

School  Clubs 

These  comprise  the  School  Orchestra  and  Girls’  Glee  Club  under  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Precious. 

Several  Middlesex  County  Achievement  Clubs  under  direction  of  local 
leaders  include  the  following : 

Clothing  Club,  16  members,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Roudenbush,  directress ; Supper 
Club,  6 members,  Miss  Ruth  Tuttle,  directress ; Bread  and  Lunch  Box  Club, 
7 members,  Miss  Blanche  Lawrence,  directress ; Poultry  Club,  2 members, 
Mr.  George  E.  Kohlrausch,  director. 

Certain  of  these  clubs  include  members  from  the  Frost  School  as  well  as 
from  the  Academy.  The  number  of  members  given  above  include  only 
Academy  students. 

One-half  credit  per  year  is  given  for  satisfactory  work  in  any  one  of 
these  various  clubs.  The  Academy  is  the  first  high  school  in  Middlesex 
County  to  allow  credit  toward  graduation  for  work  accomplished  in  the 
county  achievement  clubs.  The  Principal  has  been  appointed  by  the  County 
Bureau  a member  of  the  Committee  of  Superintendents  and  High  School 
Principals  to  confer  and  make  recommendations  regarding  club  activities. 
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Athletics 

The  Academy  Athletic  Associations  remain  as  they  were  last  year  in 
regard  to  organization,  but  the  regular  monthly  dues  have  been  reduced  to 
10  cents.  This  provides  a fund  of  $80  a year  for  the  general  running  expenses. 
Such  a fund  is  made  necessary  by  virtue  of  guarantees  required  by  the  rules 
of  the  Northern  Middlesex  Interscholastic  League,  also  to  provide  means  of 
carrying  on  the  basket  ball  schedule.  The  N.  M.  I.  L.  is  a high  school 
baseball  league,  and  comprises  the  schools  of  Ayer,  Groton,  Littleton,  Lunen- 
burg, Pepperell,  and  Westford.  Mr.  J.  H.  Fitzgibbons,  Principal  of  the  Sar- 
gent School,  is  still  employed  as  Athletic  Coach  by  the  Association. 

Members  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes  again  participated  in  the  “All 
Student  Track  Meet”  last  May  and  the  Academy  ranked  well  to  the  front 
in  connection  with  other  high  schools  in  the  state.  We  are  entitled  to 
another  trophy  for  this  achievement,  but  the  state  officials  have  not  yet  come 
to  present  it. 

Pro  Merito  and  Tadmuck  Club 

Those  chosen  to  membership  in  the  Pro  Merito  Society  from  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  1924  were:  Dorothy  Anderson,  Elliott  Humiston,  Jr.,  Ethel 
Ingalls,  Francis  Jarvis,  Veronica  Payne,  and  Alice  Socorelis.  To  receive  this 
honor  requires  a rank  of  85%  in  % of  all  subjects  necessary  for  gradua- 
tion. Of  these  six  students  two,  Elliott  Humiston,  Jr.,  and  Francis  Jarvis, 
are  now  at  Boston  University ; two,  Dorothy  Anderson  and  Alice  Socorelis, 
are  at  Fitchburg  and  Salem  Normal  Schools  respectively,  and  Veronica 
Payne  is  studying  at  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Lowell.  The  honorary  members 
of  the  Tadmuck  Club  from  the  present  senior  class  are  Virginia  Healy  and 
Hazel  Sweetser. 

Scholarship  Report  Cards 

This  year  we  adopted  the  “High  School  Record  Card”  prepared  by  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  for  use  in  its  schools.  This  card  provides  for  a very 
minute  classification  of  student  abilities,  and  carries  through  the  whole  four 
years. 

Besides  this  record,  which  is  kept  at  the  Academy,  we  issue  to  each 
pupil  a bi-monthly  report  card  to  be  signed  by  the  parent  and  returned. 
However,  notices  are  sent  to  the  parents  more  frequently  than  once  in  two 
months  when  circumstances  require. 

Prizes 

The  prize  of  $25  granted  by  the  Trustees  of  Westford  Academy  since 
1916,  and  left  with  the  Principal  to  award  from  year  to  year,  will  be  given 
in  1925  in  a different  manner  than  ever  before.  A word  of  explanation  is 
required  here. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September  the  Principal  placed  in  the  hands 
of  each  student  a copy  of  a printed  leaflet  which  he  had  written,  entitled, 
“Think  on  These  Things.”  The  contents  of  this  leaflet  emphasize  plain 
every-day  habits  of  loyalty,  industry,  respect  for  property,  neatness,  regard 
for  the  common  courtesies,  etc. 

It  is  intended  that  the  student  who  best  exemplifies  these  qualities 
during  the  year  shall  receive  the  $25  in  toto.  In  making  the  decision  the 
school  itself  is  entitled  to  ballot  for  choice,  the  result  of  which  ballot  will 
be  carefully  considered  by  the  faculty  in  deciding  the  winner. 

There  are  also  the  prizes  of  $10  and  $5  in  public  speaking  given  by  the 
Alumni  of  Westford  Academy.  At  their  annual  meeting  in  June  the  Alumni 
voted  that  no  student  who  had  at  any  time  received  professional  instruction 
or  training  should  be  permitted  to  compete  for  these  prizes. 
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Visitors 

Hon.  Frederick  A.  Fisher  of  Lowell,  a most  loyal  alumnus  of  the 
Academy,  made  his  usual  official  visit  as  representative  of  the  Trustees. 
George  L.  Farley,  State  Leader  of  Junior  Extension  Work,  and  George  E. 
Erickson,  County  Club  Agent,  both  addressed  the  school  on  the  work  of  the 
achievement  clubs.  Miss  Frances  C.  Ladd,  Superintendent  of  Nurses  at  the 
Faulkner  Hospital,  Jamaica  Plain,  Boston,  spoke  to  the  girls  on  “The 
Opportunities  of  Nursing  as  a Profession.”  A month  later,  eight  girls, 
accompanied  by  Miss  Gothberg,  paid  a visit  to  the  Faulkner  Hospital,  where 
they  were  shown  about  the  establishment  and  given  the  chance  to  observe 
and  ask  questions. 

Upon  the  occasion  of  “Education  Week,”  in  November,  Rev.  E.  D.  Dis- 
brow  of  the  local  Union  Congregational  Church,  addressed  the  school  on  a 
timely  theme. 


Savings  Bank  System 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Mechanics  Savings  Bank  of 
Lowell  whereby  any  student  of  the  Academy  may  start  a bank  account  begin- 
ning with  the  sum  of  one  dollar.  A considerable  number  of  students  already 
had  accounts  in  various  banks,  but  even  so  we  are  pleased  to  report  ten  new 
accounts  opened  within  one  month  after  the  system  was  started. 


Miscellaneous 

Francis  Jarvis,  class  of  1924,  won  the  Washington  and  Franklin  Bronze 
Medal  given  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion for  excellence-  in  United  States  History. 

The  Academy  continues  to  be  recognized  as  a Class  A High  School  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  has  the  college  certificate  privilege 
from  the  New  England  College  Certificate  Board. 

Two  years  ago  a medicine  chest  was  placed  in  the  school,  supplying  a 
long-felt  need.  Until  this  year,  however,  the  school  has  never  had  proper 
accommodations  for  students  taken  ill  or  hurt.  A comfortable  cot,  pillow,  and 
blankets  are  now  provided  in  a room  well  removed  from  the  others  and  easily 
heated.. 

The  increased  enrollment  this  year  required  eighteen  additional  desks  to 
be  placed  in  the  main  assembly  room.  We  can  now  accommodate  92  pupils,  or 
seven  more  than  the  present  membership.  If  the  Academy  grows  in  members 
in  the  same  proportion  next  year,  we  are  likely  to  require  the  fitting  up  of 
another  recitation  room  and  the  services  of  another  teacher. 

The  program  of  the  graduation  exercises  for  June  18,  1924,  follows  this 
report.  We  call  attention  to  the  same  as  furnishing  certain  information  not 
included  in  the  preceding  pages.

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Report  of  Music  Supervisor

Dear  Sir : — Following  is  my  report  for  the  year  as  Supervisor  of  Music 
in  the  town  of  Westford : 

In  the  first  grade  begins  the  mosit  important  work  in  the  teaching  of 
music.  The  aim  constantly  before  us  throughout  the  year  is  the  elimination 
of  monotones,  or  those  unable  to  carry  a tune.  Songs  are  taught  only  by  rote. 
Thus  if  every  child,  before  leaving  the  first  grade,  could  sing  in  tune,  it 
would  mean  that  eventually  every  single  person  could  do  so.  A remarkably 
satisfying  situation  exists  this  year  in  each  of  the  first  grades : In  Cameron 
School  there  is  not  one  monotone ; in  the  Sargent  School  only  one ; and  at 
the  Frost  School  one  or  two. 

Rote  singing  is  reviewed  in  the  first  part  of  the  second  year,  and  then 
sight  reading  is  begun.  Sight  reading  is  the  foundation  of  the  work  begun 
in  the  second  grade  and  continued  throughout  the  eighth  grade. 

Last  year  a Victrola  was  purchased  for  the  Frost  School  and  one  for 
Cameron  School — making  two  in  each  building  for  our  use.  A set  of  “Bubble 
Books,”  twelve  in  all,  are  now  owned  by  the  first  and  second  grades  and  are 
in  constant  use.  They  are  a great  delight  to  the  children  as  well  as  a help 
in  teaching  them  to  sing. 

In  closing  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  for  their 
help,  and  to  Mr.  Carter  for  his  hearty  co-operation.

Report  of  Evening  School 


Mr.  Charles  G.  Carter, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

On  November  17,  1924,  the  Graniteville  Night  School  opened  its  second 
year  with  an  enrollment  of  twenty-six  students.  This  is  somewhat  larger  than 
last  year  and  I hope  in  the  years  to  come  it  will  become  larger.  The  ages  of 
the  students  vary  from  sixteen  to  twenty-four. 

School  Work 

The  classes  consist  of  Arithmetic,  English,  Civics,  History,  Penmanship, 
Spelling  and  Hygiene.  Forty-five  minutes  is  allotted  arithmetic.  In  this 
class  problems  are  brought  to  class  that  have  to  do  with  outside  work,  as 
building  a house,  etc.  Type  problems  are  solved  from  Wentworth’s  Senior 
Arithmetic. 
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All  my  arithmetic,  civics  and  English  work  has  been  based  upon  the 
kind  of  work  that  interests  the  student,  as  well  as  instructs. 

For  example,  the  class  has  begun  a lesson,  “Our  Trip  from  New  York 
to  Seattle,  Washington.”  Material  is  brought  to  class  and  through  the  cour- 
tesy of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  our  large  cities  material  is  sent  us, 
whereupon  we  get  our  information.  The  class  then  writes  up  an  interesting 
story  of  travel.  In  this  way  their  English,  history,  spelling,  penmanship 
and  geography  work  is  correlated. 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  Citizenship.  They  are  taught  that  they 
have  a place  in  national,  state  and  local  affairs.  Committees  and  elections  are 
carried  on  in  class.

LIBRARY  REPORT 


January  1,  1925. 


The  Trustees  of  the  J.  Y.  Fletcher  Library  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  for  1924,  including  the  report  of  the  Librarian  and  the  List 
of  Books  Added  in  1924.

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Report  of  Librarian 

January  1,  1925. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library : 

The  report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924,  is 
herewith  presented. 

The  most  noteworthy  event  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  stack- 
room  in  September  to  the  adult  public — thus  encouraging  the  circulation  of 
books  which  would  otherwise  have  remained  on  the  shelves.  This  has  been 
much  appreciated  by  those  who  enjoy  wandering  among  the  stacks  and 
handling  the  books. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  each  village  now  has  its  deposit  station, 
which  is  resulting  in  increased  service  to  the  townspeople. 

In  January  the  Library  exhibited  the  work  of  the  Cameron  School  on  a 
wool  project,  each  grade  being  represented.  Of  special  interest  were  the 
posters  showing  the  wool  in  all  stages  from  the  sheep’s  back  to  the  finished 
product.  At  the  close  of  the  exhibit  the  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  made  special  posters  and  presented  them  to  the  Library. 

For  Children’s  Book  Week  the  pupils  of  the  Frost  School  (grades  5-8) 
made  posters  illustrating  the  value  of  books  and  these  were  placed  on  dis- 
play at  the  Library.  An  attractive  collection  of  books  for  children  was  placed 
in  the  conversation  room  for  several  weeks  before  Christmas  that  those 
who  wished  might  examine  and  purchase  them. 

The  trunkful  of  old-fashioned  costumes  belonging  to  Miss  Emily  F. 
Fletcher  and  presented  to  the  library  by  her  nieces  has  been  much  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  have  found  occasion  to  borrow  them  for  dramatic  pur- 
poses. The  collection  has  been  increased  by  gifts  from  Miss  Bnnce. 

Mr.  Julian  A.  Cameron  has  again  contributed  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
readers  through  the  books  of  fiction  which  he  has  presented. 

The  Librarian  desires  to  call  attention  to  several  recent  additions  to  the 
magazine  list  which  are  of  timely  interest — Illustrated  London  News ; Radio 
Broadcast ; and  Antiques. 

The  magazine  circulation  has  surpassed  its  former  high  record  of  1921 
by  nearly  two  hundred.  A few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  maga- 
zines.

All  persons  are  respectfully  requested  to  examine  the  foregoing  reports 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  report  to  the  Town  Clerk  any  errors 
or  omissions  that  may  be  discerned  therein,  so  that  the  records  may  be 
corrected.  An  error  in  the  record,  other  than  a mistake  in  copying  a 
certificate  or  return,  can  be  corrected  only  in  accordance  with  a deposition 
under  oath,  made  by  one  who  was  required  by  lawto  furnish  the  information 
for  the  original  record  or  by  one  or  more  creditable  persons  having  knowledge 
of  the  case.  (See  General  Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  13.) 

Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  returned  without  the 
Christian  name.  In  such  cases  parents  should  return  the  name  to  the  Town 
Clerk  as  soon  as  selected,  as  incompleteness  of  the  record  may  occasion 
trouble  in  the  future. 

Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
General  Laws. 


General  Laws,  Chapter  46 
Extracts  from  Sections  1,  3,  4,  6 and  8. 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or  obtain  and  record 

* * * facts  relative  to  the  births  * * * in  his  city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  registered  shall  keep 
a record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in  charge  and 

* * * shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk 
or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a report  * * * If  the  child 
is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating  to  the  father  shall  not  be 
stated  except  at  the  request  in  writing  of  both  the  father  and  mother  filed. 

* * * Upon  presentation  to  him  of  a certificate  of  the  town  clerk  stating  that 
any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  such 
physician  or  officer  a fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  * * * 
A physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  * * * 

Section  4.  A member  or  servant  of  a family  in  which  a child  is  born, 
having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  * * * shall  furnish  the  same  upon  re- 
quest of  the  clerk  of  the  town  * * * or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him. 
(Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a child,  and 
every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a birth  in  his  house  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 

General  Laws,  Chapter  207. 

Section  36.  If  a marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between 
parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall 
within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  town 
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where  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a certificate  or 
declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  required  in  a notice  of  inten- 
tion of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared  to  furnish 
parents,  householders,  physicians  and  registered  hospital  medical  officers 
applying  therefor  with  blanks  for  return  of  births  as  required  by  law.

The  attention  of  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  is  called  to  the  following 
extracts  from  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws: 

Section  137.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the 
first  day  of  April  following,  if  kept  in  any  town,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
thereof.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around 
its  neck  a collar  distinctly  marked  with  its  owner’s  name  and  its  registered 
number. 

Section  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  may  at  any  time  have  it 
licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following;  and  a person  who  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  after  April  first  which  is  not  duly  licensed, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  becomes  three  months  old  after 
March  thirty-first  in  any  year  shall,  when  it  is  three  months  old  cause  it  to 
be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed  and  collared  as  required  in  the 
preceding  section.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


Citizens  of  Westford: 

We  wish  to  make  a general  report  of  the  departments  under  our  control. 

First:  Police  Department:  Two  men  were  appointed  special  officers  whose 
services  were  to  be  available  at  any  time.  Other  special  officers  were  ap- 
pointed as  needed.  We  report  a lack  of  desirable  applicants  who  will  do 
special  police  duty.  People  living  in  remote  parts  of  the  town  have  been  ap- 
pointed special  officers  to  take  care  of  their  own  property. 

A special  drive  this  year  was  made  on  liquor  violators.  The  raids  were 
carefully  organized  and  directed.  No  loop  holes  were  allowed  and  convictions 
were,  16  out  of  17  cases.  Fines  returned  to  the  town  were  $1143.  Additional 
follow  up  raids  should  have  later  been  made  but  funds  were  insufficient.  One 
resort,  a place  of  illegal  liquor  violation,  common  nuisance,  prostitution, 
white  slavery  and  all  that  blots  the  fair  name  of  a community  was  raided. 
Thirty  men  and  eight  women  were  taken  to  the  Ayer  Court  as  a result.  This 
place  was  later  raided  by  Federal  and  State  officers.  In  our  larger  raids  po- 
lice from  Ayer  and  Shirley  were  used. 

Cases  carried  to  the  Superior  Court  present  considerable  expense  as  wit- 
nesses have  to  be  summoned  and  await  the  call  of  the  court.  In  many  in- 
stances three  and  four  trips  are  necessary  before  the  case  is  even  brought  to 
trial.  Fines  imposed  by  the  Superior  Court  are  not  returnable  to  the  Town 
and  there  is  apt  to  be  a letting  up  by  the  local  police.  These  appeal  cases 
should  be  vigorously  prosecuted,  however,  as  a victory  won  in  District 
Court  may  be  lost  in  Superior  Court  through  negligence.  If  the  Town  loses 
cases  on  appeal  the  criminal  is  encouraged  and  comes  to  feel  contempt  for  the 
officers  as  well  as  the  District  Court.  The  police  work  of  the  Town  is  vastly 
different  than  a few  years  ago.  There  are  more  laws  to  violate  and  the  camps 
about  our  ponds  seem  to  be  the  lurking  places  where  all  types  of  criminals 
seek  seclusion. 

The  work  is  more  than  one  man  alone  can  handle.  However,  we  feel 
that  one  high  grade  man  should  be  reeularly  employed — capable  of  carrying 
cases  to  the  Superior  Court  and  directing  the  work  of  others.  We  feel  that  the 
police  work  next  year  will  require  more  money  and  respectfully  ask  for  the 
sum  of  $3000  for  the  year  1926. 

Second:  Highway  Department:  We  frequently  hear  the  roads  of  Westford 
compared  with  those  of  Chelmsford.  We  wish  that  people  making  such  com- 
parisons would  also  compare  the  road  building  methods  and  the  money  spent 
by  the  two  towns.  Chelmsford  has  had  regularly  in  the  past  a road  building 
program  carried  out  jointly  with  State  and  County.  $60,000  has  been  spent 
there  yearly  and  crushed  stone  roads  have  been  built.  About  $1,800,000  has 
been  spent  there  for  such  roads,  of  which  $1,200,000  was  State  and  County 
aid,  derived  from  general  taxation,  toward  which  Westford  pays  its  share. 

How  long  are  we  going  to  remain  apart  from  State  and  County  and 
Town  built  roads  and  maintain  the  expensive  gravel  roads  which  our  grand- 
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fathers  built  for  slow  moving  horse-drawn  vehicles — not  for  the  express  and 
freight  train  loads  which  now  move  over  them. 

The  Groton  Road  has  been  especially  expensive  to  maintain.  The  Town 
State  and  County  spent  there  this  year  $9,967.99  in  maintenance  alone.  The 
State  aid  on  this  road  will  be  discontinued  if  only  repairs  are  to  be  made. 
The  expense  will  therefore  be  greater  in  the  future.  For  this  reason  we  believe 
that  the  Town  should  begin  a road  building  program,  such  as  Chelmsford 
has  with  the  State  and  County.  Such  a program  should  be  started  on  the 
western  end  of  the  Groton  road  and  continued  until  the  main  roads  of  the 
town  are  of  crushed  stone.  We  believe  the  Town  could  spend  $10,000  yearly 
for  such  work.  This  would  be  met  by  $20,000  from  the  State  and  County. 
All  the  money  would  be  spent  within  the  Town  and  town  labor  employed; 
also  field  stone  which  the  farmer  would  be  better  off  without  could  be  used  to 
the  mutual  advantage  of  all. 

We  have  an  article  calling  for  such  a program  and  in  our  opinion  looking 
ahead  for  twenty  years  with  the  traffic  as  it  now  is  and  as  it  is  yet  to  be,  the 
Town’s  interest  will  be  best  served  by  building  crushed  stone  roads,  and  by 
beginning  now. 

If  the  people  think  this  scheme  is  beyond  the  resources  of  the  Town  or 
otherwise  inadvisable  we  believe  that  a special  appropriation  of  $3000  to  be 
spent  by  the  Town  alone,  be  made  for  continuation  of  the  road  building  on 
Depot  Street,  toward  Westford  Depot,  beginning  just  beyond  Mr.  Cadman’s. 

In  regard  to  road  machinery,  we  do  not  see  the  need  of  a crusher  yet. 
We  have  a good  gravel  plant  at  the  Town  Farm.  This  consists  of  a Bin — 
Screen  and  drag  line.  The  pit  there  can  be  worked  to  a depth  of  20  feet  and 
the  gravel  is  of  excellent  grade.  For  the  roads  in  that  part  of  the  Town  the  pit 
there  is  a great  asset.  With  the  drag  line,  24  yards  of  gravel  can  be  loaded  on 
trucks  per  hour. 

We  deem  it  advisable  to  purchase  a new  chassis  for  the  Ford  ton  truck 
and  a new  road  scraper. 

Third:  Town  Hall:  The  Town  House  and  its  grounds  have  been  greatly 
improved  in  condition  and  appearance.  The  old  town  pump  and  trough  had 
to  go  for  the  good  of  the  cause  and  the  additional  parking  space  for  auto- 
mobiles. 

The  heating  plant  at  the  hall  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. We  have  taken  the  matter  up  several  times  with  the  W.  A.  Mack  Com- 
pany, the  firm  that  installed  this  heating  system,  and  they  are  trying  to 
better  the  conditions,  but  so  far  without  results. 

Fourth:  Census:  A complete  census  of  the  Town  was  taken  this  year  as 
required  by  law.  The  population  was  found  to  be  (3571)  three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  seventy  one.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  past  year  has  been  a very  good  year  from  a health  standpoint,  and 
comparatively  free  from  severe  contagions. 

Milk  inspection  has  been  carried  on  as  usual  and  samples  of  milk  from 
milk  dealers  tested  for  purity. 

The  Public  Dump  on  the  road  from  Pine  Ridge  to  Graniteville  has  been 
cleared  and  put  in  order  once  more.  Signs  have  been  posted,  directing  people 
where  to  dump  rubbish,  and  the  entrance  to  the  dump  has  been  properly 
marked.  Each  year  the  Town  has  had  to  bear  an  annual  expense  of  cleaning 
up  the  Public  Dump,  due  mainly  to  people  dumping  rubbish  in  the  roadway 
and  blocking  up  the  entrance.  If  people  will  read  the  signs  and  throw  rubbish 
only  in  the  main  dump,  much  expense  and  unsightliness  will  be  eliminated. 

In  November,  owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse,  it 
became  necessary  to  change  nurses.  We  feel  that  the  outgoing  nurse  has  done 
very  well  by  the  Town  during  her  two  years  of  service,  and  hope  that  the 
Town  will  continue  to  give  the  new  Public  Health  Nurse  the  same  co-opera- 
tion that  it  has  been  so  willing  to  contribute  in  the  past. 

Following  the  same  policy  of  previous  years,  the  Ford  Sedan  has  been 
turned  in  for  a new  one.

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A Report  of  the  Work  done  by  the  Middlesex  County  Extension 
Service  in  the  Town  of  Westford  for  the  year  1925 


An  appropriation  of  $400.00  was  made  at  the  annual  meeting  in  support 
of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics.  The  following  is  a report  of  the  work  done  by  this  organization  in 
Westford  for  the  year  1925: 

An  Extension  School  was  held  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  subject  of 
fruit  growing.  Motion  pictures  were  shown  at  that  time  showing  the  benefits 
of  nitrate  of  soda  on  orchards.  An  illustrated  talk  was  given  at  one  of  the 
moving  picture  performances  on  the  subject  of  apple  pests.  One  home  garden 
meeting  was  held  but  rather  poorly  attended.  One  good  demonstration 
garden  was  carried  on  throughout  the  season. 

In  home  economics  four  millinery  meetings  were  held  in  various  parts 
of  the  town  and  in  every  case  there  was  an  excellent  attendance.  Two  groups 
of  women  carried  on  a series  of  meetings  in  clothing.  In  Graniteville  a group 
of  women  took  up  the  subject  of  Food  Selection  through  a series  of  meetings 
and  another  group  has  taken  up  the  same  work  in  Westford  Center.  Two 
canning  demonstrations  were  conducted  and  in  both  cases  were  well  at- 
tended. 

In  the  4-H  club  activities  115  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled  in  the  cloth- 
ing, supper,  lunch  box,  poultry,  handicraft,  garden,  canning,  calf  and  apple 
judging.  Accomplishments  were  shown  at  the  spring  achievement  with  the 
moving  pictures  and  by  exhibits  at  the  Acton  and  Groton  Fairs.  Evelyn 
Peters  and  Marjorie  Wilson  were  awarded  the  Two-Day  Trip  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural  College.  Alice  Heywood  won  the  County  Champion- 
ship in  canning  and  Elmer  Bridgford  was  chosen  as  County  Poultry  Cham- 
pion. The  canning  club  won  a second  prize  of  $55.00  at  the  New  England 
Fruit  Show.  The  Westford  club  members  won  the  banner  for  the  fifth  suc- 
cessive year  at  the  Field  Day  at  the  County  Picnic  which  was  held  at  the 
Middlesex  School,  Concord,  Mass.  The  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture selected  Westford  as  one  of  eight  towns  in  the  United  States  in  which 
to  make  a study  of  4-H  club  work. 

A total  of  46  farm  visits  have  been  made  in  the  town  and  help  was  given 
on  the  individual  problems  of  various  farmers.  Many  of  the  fruit  growers  in 
the  town  profited  by  receiving  the  spray  service  postal  cards  which  were  sent 
out  from  time  to  time  during  the  spray  season.  Judges  were  furnished  for  the 
Fair. 

Motion  pictures  were  shown  eight  times  to  a total  audience  of  1785. 

In  addition,  several  county-wide  meetings,  such  as  the  County  Picnic 
at  Concord,  the  Annual  Extension  Service  meeting  at  Waltham,  meetings  for 
fruit  growers  and  poultrymen  and  Leaders’  Training  meetings  for  homemak- 
ers have  been  held  during  the  year  and  were  attended  by  many  of  the  West- 
ford people.

Repairs. — Only  few  repairs  of  Home  buildings  have  been  made.  Shingled 
henhouse  with  asphalt  shingle  roof  and  sides.  Expense  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. To  comply  with  instruction  of  State  Inspector  the  boiler  in  basement 
used  for  heating  the  Home  has  been  carefully  looked  over  and  new  attach- 
ments connected  and  approved  by  Inspector.  Expense  Eighty  Seven  dollars. 

For  the  past  two  years  a mother  and  four  dependant  children  (feeble 
mind) — have  been  given  support  outside  of  the  Home,  three  oldest  of  these 
children  have  been  admitted  to  the  School  for  Feeble  Mind  at  Waverly.  The 
mother  and  youngest  child  is  now  at  the  Home,  this  child  will  also  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  School  soon  as  eligible  by  age. 

We  regret  to  learn  from  our  Superintendent  that  we  cannot  consider 
his  service  or  Mrs.  Kendall  as  Matron  of  the  Home  the  coming  year. 

Not  wise  we  believe  to  change  those  that  have  care  of  the  Home  and 
have  given  satisfaction  only  when  advisable.  Mrs.  Kendall  has  been  kind  to 
the  inmates,  used  proper  discipline,  Economy  of  Expenses,  Sanitary  Condi- 
tion of  the  Home.  We  hardly  know  where  we  can  equal  her  as  Matron. 

Mr.  Kendall  has  given  good  satisfaction  as  Superintendent,  upkeep  of 
the  farm  product  of  farm  and  dairy,  we  consider  quite  pleasing.

Instructions  for  Taking  Care  of  Fire  Extinguishers. 

1.  Any  person  who  is  loaned  a Fire  Extinguisher  by  the  Town  of 
Westford  for  use  at  brush  or  house  fires  must  be  responsible  for  same. 

2 . After  using  and  before  refilling  the  extinguisher  should  be  thoroughly 
washed  out  to  prevent  corroding.  The  hose  and  nozzle  also  should  be  washed. 
Make  sure  the  hole  in  the  nozzle  is  clear. 

3.  Always  wash  and  refill  immediately.  There  may  be  another  fire. 

4.  In  winter  the  extinguisher  should  be  put  near  a stove  or  in  a warm 
place,  to  prevent  freezing.  Otherwise  it  should  be  emptied  and  washed  out. 

5.  By  putting  into  the  extinguisher  M of  a cup  of  salt  and  stirring 
until  dissolved,  the  extinguisher  will  not  freeze  so  easily.  It  cannot,  however, 
be  left  in  a wholly  unheated  building. 

6.  All  persons  having  extinguishers,  who  close  their  homes  for  the 
winter,  or  who  leave  town,  should  notify  the  Forest  Warden,  Harry  L. 
Nesmith,  by  telephone,  and  give  the  extinguishers  to  him. 

7.  Every  spring  the  extinguishers  should  be  discharged,  washed  out 
and  refilled. 

8.  Any  extinguisher  that  is  lost  or  becomes  defective  should  be  re- 
ported to  the  Forest  Warden. 

9.  Each  person  taking  an  extinguisher  to  a fire  should  take  his  own 
extinguisher  home. 

10.  Know  the  number  of  your  own  extinguisher.

Oct.  24 — Hen  house  of  Carl  Swenson,  Littleton  Road. 

Nov.  29 — Cider  Mill  of  David  Sherman,  Cold  Spring  Road.  Total  loss. 

A combination  pumping  engine  was  purchased  last  spring  and  placed  in 
the  Center  Fire  house.  Also  a 2 tank  chemical  truck  was  placed  in  Forge  Vil- 
lage and  Graniteville  fire  houses  with  these  three  new  pieces  of  apparatus  we 
feel  that  the  town  is  very  well  equipped. 

The  Fire  engineers  recommend  the  sum  of  $2900.00  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Department  for  the  coming  year.

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Report  of  Town  Fish  and  Game  Warden 

To  the  Citizens  of  Westford  : 

As  usual  in  my  report  I will  request  all  of  our  citizens  to  take  more  in- 
terest in  the  Fish  and  Game  Laws,  as  every  year  there  are  new  recommenda- 
tions that  come  before  the  Legislature  for  consideration  and  enactment.  In 
the  1926  Legislature  the  following  Bills  will  come  up  to  be  acted  upon.  If 
they  are  of  any  interest  to  you,  be  sure  and  tell  your  Representative  and 
plead  your  case  before  it  is  too  late. 

BILLS 

To  require  a sporting  license  to  he  purchased  by  all  who  fish  in  inland 
waters  today.  No  license  is  required  in  ponds  or  streams  not  stocked  sub- 
sequent to  January  1,  1910. 

To  raise  the  penalty  for  taking  an  illegal  pickerel  from  $1.00  to  $10.00, 
making  it  uniform  with  other  similar  laws. 

To  limit  ice  fishing  on  ponds  and  streams  to  five  traps  for  each  person. 

To  make  it  possible  for  Wardens  to  secure  a search  warrant  to  search 
dwelling  houses  if  illegal  fish  or  game  is  concealed  therein. 

To  amend  the  Sporting  License  Laws  by  reducing  the  straight  non- 
resident fee  and  establishing  a special  fee  for  non-residents. 

To  prohibit  the  training  of  all  dogs  during  the  period  from  March  1st  to 
September  1st. 

To  place  a closed  season  on  partridge  in  Duke’s  County  for  five  years. 

To  amend  the  law  pertaining  to  deer  to  eliminate  a technical  error  con- 
cerning the  possession  of  deer. 

To  allow  all  women  to  fish  in  all  waters  without  purchasing  a license. 

To  allow  children  of  foreign  parents  to  fish  in  all  ponds  and  streams. 


We  have  the  usual  number  of  small  birds  although  there  are  some  species 
that  were  common  in  some  localities  a few  years  ago  that  have  not  been  seen 
for  a number  of  years.  We  have  more  pheasants  and  partridges.  We  re- 
ceived a lot  of  pheasants  and  eggs.  The  eggs  were  distributed  among  land 
owners  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  We  expect  another  lot  next  spring. 
Any  person  wanting  some  of  the  eggs,  please  let  me  know  and  I will  send 
them.  Once  again  I ask  all  persons  to  keep  the  house  cats  and  bird  dogs 
shut  up  during  the  nesting  season. 

People  that  trap  should  take  up  their  traps  at  the  end  of  the  trapping 
season.  L find  traps  that  are  left  out  all  summer.  A nice  dog  was  caught 
in  a trap  on  Stony  Brook  last  May.  The  dog  was  in  that  trap  nearly  twenty- 
four  hours  before  he  was  liberated.  It  happened  to  be  near  a house  where 
the  people  heard  his  cries  and  reported  it  to  me.  Only  for  that  he  would 
have  remained  there  until  he  starved  to  death.  Some  Sport  that  left  that 
trap  set!  We  got  a lot  of  fish  this  last  year,  mostly  brook  trout.  They  were 
liberated  in  Nashoba,  O’Brien’s,  Snake  Meadow,  Town  Farm,  Boutelle’s, 
Drew’s  and  Tadmuck  Brooks.  Some  were  also  placed  in  the  head  waters  of 
O’Brien’s  Brook  at  the  Alabama  Farm.  We  liberated  120  cans  in  all  of 
small  trout  and  400  adult  trout.  We  got  no  white  perch  or  bass,  but 
got  400  adult  hornpout  and  seven  cans  of  small  hornpout.  They  were 
planted  in  the  different  ponds  of  the  town. 


I liberated  30  snowshoe  rabbits  this  season.  These  rabbits  came  from 
Maine.  They  are  collected  by  dealers  and  sold  to  different  sporting  clubs. 
They  were  very  tame  when  first  liberated.  I ask  the  hunters  in  this  vicinity 
to  give  them  a chance  to  live.  Don’t  shoot  them  the  day  after  I let  them  out 
of  the  crate.  This  does  not  include  all  the  rabbits  that  were  liberated  in 
this  town  as  I know  of  some  of  our  citizens  who  liberated  20  on  their  own 
account.  They  cost  over  two  dollars  a pair  F.  O.  B.  besides  paying  for 
express  both  ways. 

This  is  the  list  of  fish  and  game  received  this  last  year : — 

30  adult  pheasants. 

40  young  pheasants. 

200  young  pheasants  that  were  hatched  out  liberated. 

120  cans  of  small  trout. 

400  adult  trout. 

400  adult  hornpout. 

7 cans  small  hornpout. 

30  snowshoe  rabbits. 

Almost  all  the  fish  and  game  we  receive  comes  through  the  Lowell  Fish 
and  Game  Association.  The  officers  and  members  of  this  association  give  a 
lot  of  their  time  and  money  stocking  our  woods  and  streams  with  fish  and 
game.  Every  one  that  carries  a rod  or  gun  or  sets  traps  should  belong  to 
this  Association  and  help  a good  cause.  Don’t  think  because  you  buy  a 
license,  you  are  doing  your  share.  It  costs  thousands  of  dollars  to  run  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The  money  they  receive  for  licenses  does 
not  amount  to  a drop  in  the  bucket. 

During  the  past  year,  I have  liberated  all  the  fish  and  game  it  was  pos- 
sible for  me  to  procure,  inspected  37  licenses,  investigated  all  complaints, 
and  made  one  arrest  for  illegal  fishing.  I attended  all  meetings  of  the 
Fish  and  Game  Association  and  the  Warden’s  Convention  at  the  State 
House  in  Boston.  Also  managed  a ball  in  Town  Hall,  Westford,  for  the 
benefit  of  fish  and  made  a little  over  $70.00.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Westford: 

We  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  school  committee  and  its 
executive  officers  for  the  year  of  1925. 

The  condition  of  all  school  buildings,  grounds,  and  general  equipment 
is  excellent.  The  State  Board  of  Education  place  us  as  above  the  average  in 
this  respect. 

Salaries  of  all  teachers  are  near  the  normal  for  towns  of  our  size  and 
teachers  tend  to  remain  in  service  instead  of  leaving  after  the  first  year.  Bet- 
ter teachers  can  be  and  are  employed.  Twelve  hundred  dollars  is  the  max- 
imum salary  established  for  grade  teachers. 

School  enrollment  is  not  increasing  and  the  need  for  additional  building 
does  not  seem  pressing.  At  the  Cameron  School  the  necessity  for  two  ses- 
sions is  done  away  with  by  transporting  one  roomful  of  pupils  to  the  Sargent 
School. 

At  the  Parkerville  School  the  number  of  pupils  is  smaller  than  usual  and 
it  may  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  temporarily  bring  these  pupils  to  the 
Frost  School.  Before  this  step  is  taken  a hearing  will  be  given. 

The  nurse  employed  by  the  Board  of  Health  is  also  the  school  nurse. 
About  three-fourths  of  the  work  is  in  the  schools,  yet  none  of  her  salary  is 
paid  out  of  school  appropriations.  This  means  that  work  done  in  the  schools 
is  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  of  another  department.  The  state  auditor  calls 
this  an  illegal  practice.  We  feel  that  this  was  instituted  several  years  ago  by 
vote  of  the  town  and  we  do  not  consider  the  school  board  responsible. 

In  the  matter  of  school  finances  one  generation  pays  the  educational 
expenses  of  the  next.  Our  forebears  provided  us  with  an  educational  system 
that  met  the  need  for  citizenship  at  that  time.  We  in  turn  are  obligated  to 
do  the  same  for  the  next.  The  fact  that  a man  does  not  have  children,  or 
that  his  children  have  gone  through  the  schools,  does  not  excuse  him  from 
paying  school  expenses.  Education  of  the  child  is  not  for  the  benefit  of  the 
child  alone,  but  for  the  social  group  of  which  the  child  is  a member,  and  for 
intelligent  citizenship  without  which  a democracy  such  as  ours  could  not  long 
endure. 

For  the  year  1926  we  respectfully  ask  for  the  sum  of  sixty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($65,000).  This  is  three  thousand  dollars  less  than  the  sum  called  for 
last  year.

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Superintendent’s  Report 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I hereby  submit  my  second  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Grade 
Schools  of  Westford. 

Recently  our  Government  made  an  inventory  of  its  assets  and  Public 
School  education  was  placed  near  the  top.  In  1870  only  twenty-seven  city 
superintendents  were  employed  in  the  United  States.  So  the  administration 
and  supervision  of  the  public  schools  is  really  a new  profession. 

A superintendent  must  be  a supervisor,  an  executive,  and  an  organ- 
izer. As  a supervisor  he  is  brought  into  close  relations  with  both  teachers  and 
pupils.  As  an  executive  he  comes  into  close  relations  with  the  board  of  edu- 
cation. He  must  always  bear  in  mind  that  without  the  support  of  the  board 
he  can  not  accomplish  much.  As  an  executive  there  are  hundreds  of  matters 
that  he  must  decide  and  act  upon  without  consulting  the  board.  The  board 
would  become  disgusted  if  he  ran  to  them  with  every  detail.  On  the  other 
hand  there  are  hundreds  of  matters  that  must  be  decided  by  the  board.  As 
an  organizer,  the  superintendent  has  many  educational  affairs  to  be  worked 
out  with  the  board,  teachers  and  citizens  of  the  town.  He  may  have  several 
changes  of  one  kind  or  another  to  make  and  he  needs  the  co-operation  of  all. 

At  certain  periods  the  superintendent  should  place  each  building  under 
a survey,  to  find  out  the  repairs  needed,  cleaning  to  be  done,  and  he  should 
also  have  the  heating  system  inspected  by  the  State  Department.  He  should 
find  the  number  of  text  books  needed,  books  that  should  be  unpacked, 
stamped,  etc.  Also  supplies  for  pupils,  teachers  and  janitors  should  be  de- 
livered to  the  respective  schools. 

Education: — Dr.  Arnold’s  definition  of  Education  is:  “Education  is  the 
process  by  which  the  individual  acquires  and  develops  control  over  his  ma- 
terial and  social  environment.” 

Accepting  the  above  as  a definition  for  education,  we  find  that  the  whole 
child,  mental,  physical,  and  moral  must  go  to  school,  therefore  it  becomes 
necessary  to  make  our  schools  responsible  for  the  entire  unity  of  his  devel- 
opment. Text  books  are  used  only  as  a means  toward  an  end  in  the  child’s 
full  development.  A lesson  within  a textbook  has  no  value,  except  as  it  has  a 
bearing  upon  the  needs  of  a pupil’s  life.  A proper  means  of  social  entertain- 
ment must  be  provided  for  each  school.  The  association  during  the  school 
day  should  be  used  as  one  of  the  best  means  of  educational  advancement. 

Our  State  is  doing  a great  deal  in  Physical  Education  and  we  have  made 
a good  start  on  supervised  play  at  recess.  Miss  Somers,  State  Assistant  has 
visited  our  schools  and  inspected  our  recess  periods.  Our  teachers  are  to  teach 
both  indoor  and  outdoor  play.  The  greater  the  self  control  of  a child,  the  more 
freedom  he  can  be  given,  and  each  child  should  be  given  as  much  freedom  as 
possible  without  stepping  upon  the  rights  of  others.  This  may  be  done  through 
the  organization  of  the  school  by  having  him  respect  the  rights  of  his  asso- 
ciates at  school.  A fine  spirit  for  all  this  may  be  taught  through  play,  the 
teacher  acting  as  the  supervisor.  Our  State  Law  requires  a teacher  to  teach 
indoor  and  outdoor  play.  Good  homes  and  good  schools  are  necessary  to 
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make  a good  town,  state  and  nation;  so  each  pupil  must  be  taught  to  respect 
one  another  and  their  rights  and  this  can  be  taught  through  the  right  kind 
of  play. 


Health  Work  in  Our  Schools 

One  of  the  major  purposes  of  public  education  is  the  conservation  o* 
child  life.  At  present  the  health  staff  is  made  up  of  the  school  nurse,  schoo 
physician  and  the  school  dentist.  I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  their  re- 
ports. Early  in  the  year,  Dr.  Raymond  was  engaged  by  the  School  De- 
partment to  do  the  dental  work.  The  medical  inspection  is  done  by  Dr. 
C.  A.  Blaney.  The  happiness  and  the  efficiency  of  the  child  by  preserving  and 
improving  his  health  is  the  main  object  of  the  medical  inspection.  This  in- 
spection includes  a careful  and  thorough  examination  of  the  physical  con- 
dition of  the  child.  It  also  includes  in  a general  way  an  inspection  of  the  nose, 
mouth,  throat,  skin  and  chest.  The  testing  of  the  vision  and  hearing  is  done 
early  in  the  school  year  by  the  teachers.  Directions  for  the  same  are  given 
out  by  the  State  Department. 

The  school  nurse  usually  follows  up  the  defects  found  by  the  school 
physician  and  teachers,  and  advises  the  parent  to  act  in  relation  to  the  same 
for  the  correction  thereof.  The  nurse  is  always  ready  to  render  all  the  help 
possible.  I feel  that  the  sanitary  conditions  of  our  schools  are  well  cared  for. 
This  past  year  new  toilets  have  been  installed  in  the  Portable  School  at 
Forge  Village  and  six  new  toilets  were  installed  in  the  main  building  (Cam- 
eron School}.  The  ventilation  of  each  room  depends  upon  the  teacher,  and  I 
believe  that  each  teacher  knows  how  a room  should  be  ventilated. 

Repairs 

This  past  year  the  Sargent  School  has  been  painted  inside  and  outside. 
The  Cameron  School  has  been  shingled  and  as  I have  mentioned  in  another 
place,  new  toilets  have  been  installed  in  both  the  portable  and  main  build- 
ing. The  portable  has  been  painted  white.  Bell  systems  have  been  installed 
in  the  Sargent,  Cameron  and  Frost  schools.  Electric  lights  have  been  in- 
stalled in  the  four  new  rooms  at  the  Sargent  School.  Electric  lights  have 
been  installed  at  the  Frost  School,  also.  Playground  equipment  has  been 
replaced  at  all  the  schools.  Grading  has  been  done  at  the  Sargent  School  and 
at  the  Nabnassett  School  the  grading  has  been  completed. 

Thrift 

Banking  has  been  very  successful  in  our  schools,  some  over  $3,000  has 
been  deposited  in  the  bank  during  the  past  twelve  months  by  the  pupils. 

National  Educational  week  was  observed  by  the  schools  and  several 
parents  visited  the  schools  during  that  week.  Last  spring  special  days  and 
evenings  were  given  over  for  the  parents,  when  the  work  of  the  year  was  ex- 
hibited. About  two  hundred  parents  and  citizens  visited  the  schools  at  that 
time.  Late  in  May  a Field  Day  program  was  given  at  the  Whitney  Play- 
ground, which  proved  to  be  successful.  Graduation  exercises  were  held  in 
June,  at  which  was  a large  attendance.  I wish  at  this  time  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  report  of  the  Music  Supervisor. 
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Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  Miss 
Kemp  resigned  early  in  the  spring  to  accept  a position  in  her  home  town  and 
Miss  Taylor  substituted  in  her  place  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Mrs. 
Blodgett  took  the  fourth  grade  made  vacant  by  Miss  Kemp.  Miss  Taylor 
took  the  position  made  vacant  by  Miss  Lawrence,  who  is  attending  the 
Emerson  School  of  Expression.  Miss  Winters  has  filled  the  position  made 
vacant  by  Miss  Willey.  Mr.  Perry  was  elected  Principal  of  the  Cameron 
School.  Miss  Sheahan  took  Miss  Rylander’s  place  at  the  Cameron  School. 
Miss  Carney  was  elected  assistant  teacher  at  the  Cameron  School.  Mr. 
Forrest  was  elected  Principal  of  the  Nabnassett  School  and  Miss  Mills  was 
elected  for  the  primary  grades  of  that  school.  Miss  Louise  Chipman  took 
Mrs.  Hunter’s  place,  at  Parkerville.  With  the  exception  of  Mr.  Forrest  and 
Miss  Mills  all  the  regular  teachers  have  had  one  or  more  years  of  teaching 
experience  before  coming  to  Westford. 

I wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  teachers,  parents,  pupils,  music 
supervisor  and  citizens  of  the  town  of  Westford  for  their  support  and  co- 
operation.

School  Clubs 

With  a few  exceptions  these  are  the  same  as  they  were  last  year.  The 
work  of  these  organizations  is  concerned  with  what  are  known  as  extra- 
curricula  activities,  and  one  half  credit  per  year  is  given  for  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  any  project.  We  now  have  a School  Orchestra  and  Girls’  Glee 
Club  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Precious,  and  several  clubs  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service,  directed  by 
local  leaders. 

These  clubs  are  the  Clothing  Club  with  fifteen  members,  the  Supper 
Club  with  nine  members,  the  Lunch  Box  Club  with  two  members,  and  the 
Handicraft  Club  with  three  members.  The  leaders  of  these  respective  clubs 
in  the  order  given  are  Mrs.  W.  C.  Roudenbush,  Alice  M.  Brackett,  Harriett 
Taylor,  and  Percy  L.  Rowe. 
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In  line  with  the  County  Club  work  we  make  mention  of  a special  Fruit 
Judging  Class  which  held  several  sessions  under  the  direction  of  state  leaders. 
In  March,  1925,  eight  boys  trained  in  this  class,  entered  a fruit  judging  con- 
test in  Littleton,  and  won  first  place  in  competition  with  several  schools. 
On  May  1,  George  Kimball,  Linwood  Nesmith,  and  Elmer  Bridgford  went  to 
the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  at  Amherst  to  compete  in  a fruit 
judging  contest  held  for  the  High  School  boys  of  the  state  under  direction  of 
the  Pomology  Department  of  the  College.  In  this  contest  George  Kimball 
won  second  price  and  Elmer  Bridgford  third  prize  on  the  individual  judging. 
At  the  Brockton  Fair  in  October,  a County  contest  was  held,  Middlesex  being 
represented  by  C.  V.  Flagg,  Jr.,  of  Littleton  High  School,  George  Kimball 
and  Elmer  Bridgford  of  Westford  Academy.  This  team  won  first  prize,  a 
silver  cup,  and  Elmer  Bridgford  won  the  second  individual  prize  with  a 
score  of  1140  points  out  of  a possible  1200.  The  winner,  Fred  Taylor  of 
Groton,  scored  1160  points.  Each  contestant  had  to  identify  and  place  the 
following  classes  of  apples:  McIntosh,  Wagener,  Spy,  Delicious,  Wealthy, 
and  Baldwin.  Since  several  substitutions  were  made,  it  meant  identifying 
each  apple. 

October  30,  a Fruit  Club  exhibit  was  held  at  Horticultural  Hall,  Boston, 
and  the  Westford  Girls’  Canning  Club,  comprised  mostly  of  Academy  pupils, 
won  for  Middlesex  County  the  second  prize,  amounting  to  twenty  five 
dollars.  Besides  this,  the  Westford  Club  won  thirty  dollars  in  gold  in  in- 
dividual prizes  at  the  exhibit. 

We  believe  that  such  activities  as  are  outlined  above  have  great  edu- 
cational value  in  giving  young  people  confidence  in  their  own  powers  and 
respect  for  what  others  of  their  kind  are  accomplishing. 

Pro  Merito  and  Tadmuck  Club 

Each  year  there  are  certain  students  who  receive  special  honors  due  to 
their  scholarship  rank.  The  Pro  Merito  Society  is  an  honorary  society  within 
secondary  schools  similar  to  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  the  colleges.  The  mem- 
bers are  chosen  from  the  Senior  class  in  June  of  each  year,  and  included  Viiv 
ginia  C.  Healy  and  Hazel  E.  Sweetser  from  the  class  of  1925. 

The  honorary  members  of  the  Tadmuck  Club  this  year  are  Alice  Remis 
and  Jean  Bell  of  the  present  senior  class. 

Athletics 

The  Academy  Athletic  Association  comprises  all  pupils  of  the  school, 
and  is  the  organization  which  supports  the  various  teams  representing  the 
Academy.  Membership  tickets  for  the  year  are  seventy  five  cents,  and  tickets 
admitting  to  all  home  games  are  sold  to  the  general  public  for  one  dollar. 
From  the  money  thus  obtained  we  care  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Asso* 
ciation.  Westford  ranked  well  to  the  front  in  the  baseball  league  (the  North- 
west Middlesex  Interscholastic  League)  last  summer,  and  had  a good  record 
in  basket  ball.  In  this  latter  sport  the  team  has  a splendid  start  for  the  present 
season,  having  won  all  the  games  played  but  one.  Thus  far  we  have  won  from 
West  Groton,  52  to  12,  from  Stoneham  High  School,  32  to  16,  from  Littleton 
High  School,  44  to  24,  and  lost  to  Reading  High  School  at  Reading,  30  to  6. 
The  team  appeared  in  their  new  uniforms  the  night  of  the  Stoneham  game. 
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For  the  third  successive  year,  the  Academy  has  won  honors  in  the  “All 
Student  Track  Meet”  held  each  May,  and  was  awarded  a plaque  and  a cer- 
tificate of  accomplishment  signed  by  the  State  Commissioner  of  education, 
Payson  Smith. 


Senior  Class  Play 

This  particular  performance  was  on  a much  larger  scale  than  usual.  It 
consisted  of  a musical  comedy  in  three  acts,  entitled  “Springtime,”  a John 
B.  Rogers  production  under  the  direction  of  their  representative,  Miss  Grace 
Moody,  with  Miss  Marjorie  Baker  as  pianist.  There  were  over  twenty  lead- 
ing characters,  and  a stage  full  of  society  groups,  servants,  wedding  guests, 
flower  girls,  etc,  who  supported  the  main  actors.  The  play  was  given  in 
Abbot  Hall,  Forge  Village,  on  April  16,  1925,  and  netted  the  Senior  class  the 
sum  of  seventy  dollars.  The  expenses  alone  were  over  one  hundred  dollars' 

Necrology 

With  regret  we  record  the  death  of  two  graduates  of  the  Academy  the 
past  year: 

Elizabeth  Heywood  Hildreth,  of  the  class  of  1897,  who  died  March  18, 
1925,  Lawrence  Alvin  Ingalls,  of  the  class  of  1922,  who  died  May  8,  1925. 

Hon.  John  Jacob  Rogers  of  Lowell,  who  had  served  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a comparatively  short  time,  died  in  March,  1925. 


Miscellaneous 

A much  needed  improvement  in  the  furnishings  of  the  building  has  been 
supplied  by  replacing  the  old  shabby  window  curtains  with  the  “Duo-Roll” 
System  which  is  perhaps  the  best  of  the  kind. 

Also  seven  new  typewriters  have  been  installed,  four  Underwood’s  and 
three  L.  C.  Smith’s,  to  replace  machines  which  had  been  in  use  ten  or  twelve 
years. 

Compton’s  Pictorial  Encyclopedia  has  been  added  to  the  school  library, 
and  supplies  a real  need  as  a reference  text.  It  is  most  attractively  illustrated, 
interesting  in  subject  matter,  and  very  popular  with  the  School. 

This  year  there  is  more  money  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  of 
reference,  the  lack  of  which  in  times  past  has  been  a serious  handicap  to  the 
school.  Besides  the  encyclopedia  just  mentioned,  we  are  now  provided  with 
a considerable  number  of  standard  reference  texts  thereby  enriching  and  en- 
larging the  scope  of  the  student’s  text  book.  We  have  the  beginnings  of  a 
library  worthy  the  name,  thus  placing  the  Academy  more  on  a par  with 
schools  of  its  grade. 

The  Academy  Savings  Bank  System  is  taken  advantage  of  by  one  fourth 
of  the  School,  and  the  deposits  steadily  increase  in  amount.  These  accounts 
are  deposited  with  the  Mechanics  Savings  Bank  of  Lowell. 

George  E.  Erickson,  County  Club  Agent  of  the  Extension  Service,  gave 
an  illustrated  talk  on  garden  club  work  last  March.  It  was  the  first  use  of  the 
lantern  for  such  a purpose  at  the  school,  and  it  proved  possible  to  darken  the 
room  sufficiently  to  show  a very  fair  picture. 
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In  May,  on  invitation  of  the  Authorities  of  the  Lowell  General  Hospital, 
the  girls  of  the  senior  class  visited  that  institution  on  a tour  of  inspection. 
Some  of  the  class  are  now  entered  there  to  study  the  profession  of  nursing. 

The  Academy  Faculty  attended  the  convention  of  the  Northwest 
Middlesex  Teachers’  Association  held  in  Ayer,  October  26,  1925,  and  on  Oc- 
tober 31,  the  Middlesex  County  convention  of  teachers  held  in  Boston. 

“Education  Week”  in  November  was  not  observed  by  special  programs 
rendered  each  day,  but  invitation  was  extended  to  any  who  chose  to  visit 
the  school  and  observe  it  under  the  regular  daily  regime. 

The  Principal,  however,  devoted  one  period  on  the  schedule  to  a brief 
outline  of  the  history  of  education  in  New  England,  and  in  particular, 
sketched  the  history  of  the  school  system  of  Westford  as  related  to  the 
Academy  past  and  present. 

The  program  of  the  graduation  exercises  for  June  24,  1925,  follows  this 
report,  and  we  call  special  attention  to  the  list  of  prize  winners  which  shows 
the  disposition  made  of  moneys  provided  by  the  Alumni  and  Trustees.  The 
bronze  medal  annually  given  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  of  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution  is  a prize  well  worth  winning,  and  is  awarded  to  that 
Senior  in  each  high  school  of  the  State  who  ranks  first  in  United  States 
history.

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Report  of  Music  Supervisor 

Mr.  Charles  G.  Carter, 

Supt.  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: — My  report  as  Supervisor  of  Music  for  the  year  is  as  follows: 

Perhaps  the  most  important  step  taken  in  this  year’s  work  is  the  pur- 
chasing of  a piano  for  the  Sargent  School.  The  cost  of  the  piano  was  $225, 
with  a ten  per  cent  discount,  the  piano  was  bought  in  December,  and  already 
we  have  paid  one  hundred  dollars.  The  remainder  of  the  amount  we  hope  to 
pay  before  next  December. 

The  work  in  the  grades  continues  along  much  the  same  line  as  in  previ- 
ous years.  Perhaps  it  would  interest  some  to  know  what  is  supposed  to  be  ac- 
complished in  each  grade  during  the  year.

Dec.  31,  1925. 

To  the  School  Committee: 

Following  is  my  report  concerning  the  medical  inspection  of  the  schools 
of  Westford  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

I have  made  the  usual  thorough  general  examination  of  all  the  pupils 
attending  the  various  schools  of  the  town.  In  these  examinations  of  said 
pupils  I found  a general  improvement  over  my  previous  years  in  the  health 
and  conditions  of  the  pupils. 

I also  examined  various  cases  of  infections  and  contagious  disease 
among  the  school  attendance  either  at  the  request  of  teachers,  superinten- 
dent, nurse,  or  one  of  the  committee  and  advised  exclusion  from  school. 

The  follow  up  of  the  school  nurse  of  the  children  at  their  homes  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  parents  with  the  nurse  and  the  school  physician  has 
greatly  benefited  the  general  health  of  the  pupils  from  year  to  year. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  see  the  ready  response  to  the  parents  after  receiving 
the  required  notices  of  the  child’s  affliction  in  at  once  helping  to  remedy 
such  conditions;  thus  greatly  benefiting  not  only  their  own  child  but  the 
health  and  well  being  of  the  whole  school.

Report  of  Dental  Clinic 


Dec.  31,  1925. 

School  Committee,  Westford,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925, 

The  school  dental  clinic  was  inaugurated  the  month  of  March,  1925. 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Carter,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  School 
Committee  and  functioned  throughout  the  school  year  a half-day  a week. 

The  clinic  is  fundamentally  to  care  for  the  teeth  of  the  elementary 
school  children  who  cannot  readily  obtain  or  have  not  the  means  to  pay  for 
such  treatment. 

The  work  covered  includes  cleanings,  examinations,  fillings,  silver- 
nitrate  prophylactic  treatments,  and  extractions  employing  the  use  of  a 
local  anaesthetic. 

This  program  is  carried  on  in  all  the  cities  and  towns  of  greater  Boston 
with  great  success.  The  benefits  derived  are  innumerable  and  all  these  clinics 
have  now  become  an  institution  to  their  committees  and  are  here  to  stay. 

The  work  here  has  been  going  along  very  smoothly.  The  children  and 
parents  are  co-operating  and  have  been  showing  great  enthusiasm  over  the 
work  being  done. 

With  some  four  hundred  children  desiring  treatment  and  with  about  one 
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hundred  youngsters  having  had  attention  in  all  but  two  months  of  one  whole 
school  year,  it  can  be  readily  realized  to  accomplish  an  appreciable  amount  of 
work  to  have  its  benefits  felt  in  the  actual  classrooms  it  will  be  necessary 
and  urgent  to  do  twice  the  work  requiring  twice  the  time. 

My  suggestions  would  be  to  have  two  half  sessions  a week.  I fully  be- 
lieve that  most  of  the  children  desiring  treatment  could  then  have  consid- 
erable work  done  in  the  course  of  a two  year  period. 

Hoping  that  this  resume  and  recommendations  are  clear  and  will  re- 
ceive serious  consideration  and  hearty  co-operation  for  a most  worthy 
cause.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library: 

The  report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  is 
herewith  presented. 

The  townspeople  again  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Julian  A.  Cameron  for 
eighty-three  books  which  he  has  presented  to  the  library  during  the  past 
year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  give  up  the  deposit  station  in  the  Girls’  Club 
house  at  Forge  Village  but  it  was  soon  made  possible  to  place  it  in  the  Post 
Office  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Griffith.  This  makes  it  more  accessible  to 
everyone. 

The  deposit  stations  in  the  other  villages  are  continuing  under  the  same 
management  and  giving  satisfaction. 

The  picture  collection  which  was  started  several  years  ago  has  been 
growing  in  size  and  value  so  that  recently  it  became  necessary  to  purchase  a 
four  drawer  filing  case  from  the  Library  Bureau  that  the  pictures  might  be 
cared  for  properly. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Tadmuck  Club  a lantern  has  been  purchased 
for  use  in  Library  Hall.  The  Trustees  of  the  Library  provided  the  dark 
shades  for  the  windows  and  the  skylight  that  the  room  might  be  sufficiently 
darkened  for  use  in  the  daytime. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-one  certificates  have  been  awarded  to 
pupils  of  the  Frost  School  for  reading  and  reporting  on  five  books  chosen 
from  a list  provided  by  the  State  Division  of  Public  Libraries.  Seventeen  of 
the  certificates  went  to  pupils  of  the  fifth  grade.  One  boy,  Howard  Wright, 
received  an  honor  certificate,  which  is  given  to  any  child  winning  four  ordi- 
nary certificates,  if  five  of  the  twenty  books  read  are  non-fiction. 

The  Librarian  was  privileged  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  American 
Library  Association  at  Seattle,  Washington,  July  6-11.  This  was  followed  by 
a trip  to  Alaska  in  company  with  other  librarians.  On  the  return  journey — 
California,  Grand  Canyon,  New  Orleans  and  Washington  were  visited,  com- 
pleting a most  enjoyable  tour  of  six  weeks.  During  her  absence  friends  en- 
joyed the  numerous  postcards  on  view  at  the  library.  Miss  Alice  M.  Howard 
and  Miss  Mary  P.  Bunce  were  the  efficient  substitutes  during  that  time.

All  persons  are  respectfully  requested  to  examine  the  foregoing 
reports  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  report  to  the  Town  Clerk 
any  errors  or  omissions  that  may  be  discerned  therein,  so  that  the 
records  may  be  corrected.  An  error  in  the  record,  other  than  a mis- 
take in  copying  a certificate  or  return,  can  be  corrected  only  in  ac- 
cordance with  a deposition  under  oath,  made  by  one  who  was  required 
by  law  to  furnish  the  information  for  the  original  record  or  by  one  or 
more  creditable  persons  having  knowledge  of  the  case.  (See  General 
Laws,  Chapter  46,  Section  13.) 

Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  returned  without 
the  Christian  name.  In  such  cases  parents  should  return  the  name  to 
the  Town  Clerk  as  soon  as  selected,  as  incompleteness  of  the  record 
may  occasion  trouble  in  the  future. 

Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extracts  from  the 
General  Laws. 


GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  46 
Extracts  from  Sections  1,  3,  4,  6,  and  8. 

Section  1:  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or  obtain  and 
record  * * * facts  relative  to  the  births  * * * in  his  city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  registered  shall 
keep  a record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  he  was  in 
charge  and  * * * shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  birth,  mail  or 
deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred 
a report  * * * If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  re- 
lating to  the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in  writ- 
ing of  both  the  father  and  mother  filed.  * * * Upon  presentation  to  him 
of  a certificate  of  the  town  clerk  stating  that  any  such  birth  has  been 
duly  reported,  the  town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  of- 
ficer a fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  * * * 
A physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  * * * 

Section  4.  A member  or  servant  of  a family  in  which  a child  is 
born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required  * * * shall  furnish 
the  same  upon  request  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  * * * or  of  any  person 
authorized  by  him.  (Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 
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Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a child, 
and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a birth  in  his  house 
shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where 
such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.) 


GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  207. 

Section  36.  If  a marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state  between 
parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return  to  dwell  here,  they 
shall  within  seven  days  after  their  return,  file  with  the  clerk  or  reg- 
istrar of  town  where  either  of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage, 
a certificate  or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  re- 
quired in  a notice  of  intention  of  marriage.

The  attention  of  owners  and  kepers  of  dogs  is  called  to  the  fol- 
lowing extracts  from  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws: 

Section  137.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  March, 
cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one 
year  from  the  first;  day  of  April  following,  if  kept  in  any  town,  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  thereof.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a licensed  dog 
shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a collar  distinctly  marked  with 
its  owner’s  name  and  its  registered  number. 

Section  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  may  at  any  time  have 
it  licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following;  and  a person  who  be- 
comes the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  after  April  first  which  is  not  duly 
licensed,  and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  which  becomes  three  months 
old  after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year  shall,  when  it  is  three  months 
old  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed  and  col- 
lared as  required  in  the  preceding  section.

F.  Johnson  was  elected  Director.

38.  Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a Town  Forest,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  a committee.

the  purchase  of  books  for  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library.  It  was  un- 
animously voted  that  the  Town  Clerk  send  to  the  executors  under 
the  will  of  said  Adeline  T.  Burbeck  an  expression  of  the  Town’s 
appreciation  and  thanks  for  this  gift.

1.  Voted  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
a contract  with  the  Lowell  Electric  Light  Corporation  for  installing 
not  more  than  sixty  additional  street  lights  to  be  placed  on  the  follow- 
ing roads:  North  Street,  Providence  Road,  Forge  Village  Road,  Town 
Farm  Road,  Chestnut  Street,  Stony  Brook  Road,  Chamberlain  Road, 
Main  Street,  Littleton  Road,  and  Pleasant  Street.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


Citizens  of  Westford: 

The  following  is  a general  report  of  the  departments  under  our 
control. 

First:  Police  Department:  John  F.  Sullivan  was  appointed  as  a 
full  time  officer  at  a salary  of  $1800.  per  year  including  transportation. 
We  believe  that  this  plan  has  worked  out  very  satisfactorily.  The  fol- 
lowing is  a report  by  the  officer: 

Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Westford, 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  work  of  the  Police 
Department  from  March  15,  1926  to  Jan.  1,  1927. 

I wish  to  thank  the  citizens  and  special  officers  for 
their  co-operation  in  my  work,  also  the  officers  of  the  neigh- 
boring towns  who  have  assisted  me. 

The  report  to  the  Department  of  Correction  has  been  made. 

The  liquor  situation  is  much  improved  but  I have  been 
handicapped  in  my  work  against  auto  violation  without  a 
motorcycle. 

Approximately  1500  cases  have  been  investigated  and 
taken  care  of.  $680  in  fines  have  been  assessed  at  the  Ayer 
Court.  $155.90  has  been  collected  for  extra  services.  $185  was 
collected  from  delinquents  on  dog  taxes.  $68  was  collected 
for  licenses.

Second:  Highway  Department:  We  believe  that  little  by  litlte 
we  are  gaining  on  the  condition  of  our  highways.  Our  aim  is  for  more 
oil-surfaced  roads  each  year.  Much  work  has  ben  done  in  the  way 
of  scarifying,  reshaping  and  rolling  our  roads.  These  roads  with  the 
application  of  plenty  of  oil  in  1927  will  be  in  very  good  condition. 
We  trust  with  the  appropriation  that  is  granted  this  year  that  this 
work  may  be  continued.  The  following  is  a report  of  the  superintendent:

Selectmen  of  Westford, 

Gentlemen: 

With  the  exception  of  a good  gravel  loader  we  are  well 
equipped  with  road  machinery  and  ready  to  cope  with  our 
problems. 

The  main  roads  in  the  south  part  of  the  town  have  with 
the  financial  aid  of  the  state  been  put  in  very  good  shape  and 
with  a good  application  of  oil  in  the  spring  will  be  in  good 
condition. 

The  Brookside  road  although  not  yet  completed  will  with 
the  removal  of  the  trolley  rails  and  the  application  of  more 
gravel  and  a heavy  coat  of  oil  also  be  in  very  good  condition. 
The  county  and  state  both  gave  aid  for  this  work. 

The  Beaver  Brook  Bridge  has  been  rebuilt  under  the  super- 
vision of  a state  engineer  whose  service  was  given.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  road  can  be  put  in  good  shape  in  order  to  make 
a short  cut  from  Forge  Village  to  the  state  road. 

There  are  many  roads  however  that  need  a lot  of  work. 
Many  side  roads  should  be  widened,  graveled  and  shaped  up 
and  with  a liberal  amount  of  money  this  coming  year  a great 
deal  of  this  can  be  accomplished. 

The  drainage  problem  near  the  Town  Hall  we  trust 
has  been  taken  care  of.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  P.  E. 
Wright  arrangements  have  been  made  to  turn  this  water 
through  his  land.  The  layout  was  made  by  a state  engineer. 

The  State  and  County  Aid  Roads  require  close  attention 
as  the  heavy  trucking  soon  breaks  them  up  and  continuous 
patching  has  to  be  done. 

The  snow  removal  equipment  is  in  first  class  condition 
and  ready  to  cope  with  any  storms.  The  public  must  bear  in 
mind  that  there  is  over  one  hundred  miles  of  road  and  every 
road  can  not  be  cared  for  at  the  same  time.

Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

During  the  past  year  the  Town  has  been  afflicted  with  an  epi- 
demic of  measles  and  scarlet  fever.  The  board  has  endeavored  to 
do  all  in  its  power  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  diseases,  by  quarantin- 
ing homes  and  fumigation  of  the  same,  milk  samples  were  taken 
from  dealers  about  once  a month  and  tested  for  purity,  because  of 
this  inspection  the  quality  of  milk  has  been  improved. 

Below  is  the  summary  of  contagious  diseases  and  report  of  the 
Public  Health  Nurse  for  the  past  year. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Health: 

Most  of  my  time  was  spent  doing  school  work. 

Last  winter  and  fall  we  had  an  epidemic  of  measles  and  scarlet 
fever  which  meant  a great  deal  of  quarantining  and  advising  parents 
as  to  the  necessary  precautions  to  be  taken. 

Milk  samples  were  taken  about  once  a month  and  the  last  two 
samples  showed  some  improvement  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two.

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Report  of  the  Work  done  by  the  Middlesex  County  Extension 
Service  in  the  Town  of  Westford,  for  the  Year  1926. 


An  appropriation  of  $400.  00  was  made  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
support  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service,  through  the 
County  Board  of  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture.  The  follow- 
ing is  an  account  of  the  work  done  by  this  organization  in  Westford 
for  the  year  1926. 

In  agriculture  the  work  this  year  has  been  mainly  along  the  lines 
of  fruit  growing,  dairying,  and  poultry.  Soils  were  tested  and  re- 
commendations given  for  the  proper  seeding  of  alfalfa  and  clover. 
A local  dairy  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  the  question  of  growing 
more  home-grown  feeds.  In  fruit  growing,  in  addition  to  the  individual 
farm  visits,  spray  service  cards  were  sent  out  to  every  one  on  the 
mailing  list,  and  information  given  as  to  the  time  to  spray  and  mater- 
ials to  use,  and  insects  and  fungus  troubles  to  be  controlled.  A for- 
estry demonstration  was  conducted  at  which  time  young  forest  trees 
were  set  out,  and  a tour  made  of  neighboring  woodlots  during  which 
a discussion  of  the  management  of  such  lots  was  carried  on.  A total 
of  fifty-one  farm  visits  were  made  to  those  who  requested  such  ser- 
vice. At  the  time  of  the  agricultural  fair  judges  were  furnished  for 
the  various  departments. 

For  the  benefit  of  homemakers  a series  of  meetings  in  clothing 
instruction  has  been  held,  and  local  leaders  have  been  trained  in  the 
making  of  children’s  clothing, — these  leaders  then  passing  on  the  in- 
formation to  those  interested.  Millinery  instruction  meetings  were 
held  in  the  spring  and  fall. 

In  the  Boys  and  Girls  4-H  club  activities  work  was  carried  on  in 
food,  clothing,  handicraft,  poultry,  fruit,  garden,  and  canning  clubs. 
One  hundred  fifteen  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  nine  leaders.  Westford  had  more  representatives  at  Camp  Field, 
Brockton  Fair,  than  any  other  town  in  the  county.  The  boys  and 
girls  taken  to  this  camp  were  chosen  on  the  basis  of  the  quality  work 
they  had  been  doing  in  the  various  clubs.  Helen  Gallagher  demon- 
strated sewing,  while  Arnold  Wilder  and  Elmer  Bridgeford  were  in 
charge  of  a fruit  booth.  Elmer  Bridgeford  won  the  first  prize  in  a 
state  wide  fruit  judging  contest,  and  was  awarded  a sixty  dollar 
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scholarship  to  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.  John  O’Connell 
was  awarded  a trip  to  the  Eastern  States  Exposition,  where  he  ex- 
hibited his  pure  bred  Ayrshire  heifer.  Alice  Heywood  was  county 
champion  in  the  canning  clubs,  and  this  honor  entitled  her  to  a week 
at  the  Champion  Camp  at  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College. 
A two  day  trip  to  the  college  for  outstanding  club  work  was  awarded 
to  Raymond  Desmond,  Helen  Desmond,  Ruth  Nesmith,  and  Frances 
Sunbury.  Three  Achievement  Club  programs  were  conducted  at  which 
time  the  boys  and  girls  exhibited  the  results  of  their  season’s  work 
and  told  of  the  benefits  of  club  work.  The  club  members  in  this  town 
were  in  competition  with  3,960  boys  and  girls  in  Middlesex  County. 

A series  of  six  motion  picture  shows  were  given  to  a total  attend- 
ance of  1,333. 

In  addition  to  local  meetings  held,  several  county-wide  meetings 
were  conducted,  such  as  the  county  picnic  at  the  Market  Garden 
Field  Station,  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Extension  Service  at  Walt- 
ham, and  sectional  meetings  of  fruit  growers  and  poultrymen.  These 
were  attended  by  many  Westford  people.

Instructions  for  Taking  Care  of  Fire  Extinguishers 


1.  Any  person  who  is  loaned  a Fire  Extinguisher  by  the  Town  of 
Westford  for  use  at  brush  or  house  fires  must  be  responsible  for  same. 

2.  After  using  and  before  refilling,  the  extinguisher  should  be 
thoroughly  washed  out  to  prevent  corroding.  The  hose  and  nozzle 
also  should  be  washed.  Make  sure  the  hole  in  the  nozzle  is  clear. 

3.  Always  wash  and  refill  immediately.  There  may  be  another  fire. 

4.  In  winter  the  extinguisher  should  be  put  near  a stove  or  in  a 
warm  place,  to  prevent  freezing.  Otherwise  it  should  be  emptied  and 
washed  out. 

5.  By  putting  into  the  extinguisher  3-4  of  a cup  of  salt  and  stirring 
until  dissolved,  the  extinguisher  will  not  freeze  so  easily.  It  cannot, 
however,  be  left  in  a wholly  unheated  building. 

6.  All  persons  having  extinguishers,  who  close  their  homes  for  the 
winter,  or  who  leave  town,  should  notify  the  Forest  Warden,  Harry  L. 
Nesmith,  by  telephone,  and  give  the  extinguishers  to  him. 

7.  Every  spring  the  extinguishers  should  be  discharged,  washed 
out  and  refilled. 

8.  Any  extinguisher  that  is  lost  or  becomes  defective  should  be 
reported  to  the  Forest  Warden. 

9.  Each  person  taking  an  extinguisher  to  a fire  should  take  his 
own  extinguisher  home. 

10.  Know  the  number  of  your  own  extinguisher. 

11.  Any  person  allowing  an  extinguisher  to  freeze  must  pay  for 
having  it  repaired.

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Report  of  Fish  and  Game  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Westford: 

In  making  this  report  I think  I can  safely  say  we  have  more  birds 
of  all  kinds  than  we  have  had  for  a number  of  years.  I am  sure  we 
have  more  song  birds  and  also  pheasants,  partridge,  and  some  quail. 
There  are  a number  of  pheasants  this  present  winter  that  have  escaped 
the  gun  but  with  the  deep  snow  and  hard  weather  they  will  have  to  be 
fed  to  keep  them  alive  until  spring.  All  persons  that  want  to  help  out 
please  let  me  know  and  I will  furnish  the  grain  or  I will  go  and  feed 
them  no  matter  whether  they  are  game  birds  or  not.  It  sometimes  hap- 
pens that  there  are  large  flocks  of  birds  which  frequent  places  that 
I never  know  of.  We  received  quite  a few  pheasants  from  the  game 
farm  this  year,  I have  at  present  a small  flock  that  I am  keeping  until 
next  spring,  these  birds  are  the  late  hatch  and  were  too  young  to  be 
liberated  last  fall  so  I will  keep  them  until  spring.  I received  five  hun- 
dred pheasant  eggs  from  the  game  farm,  these  eggs  were  given  out 
to  different  people  that  like  to  raise  a few  birds.  Any  person  wanting 
eggs  next  season  please  let  me  know  and  I will  be  glad  to  furnish 
them.  Of  course,  you  know  they  are  not  to  be  confined  as  all  these 
birds  belong  to  thq  State. 

We  received  more  fish  this  year  than  we  have  had  for  a number 
of  years.  Every  Trout  Brook  in  Town  has  been  well  stocked  with  trout, 
Nashoba,  O’Brien,  Town  Farm,  Boutelle,  Drews  and  Tadmuck  Brooks. 
Most  of  the  Fish  were  small  but  a number  were  twelve  and  fourteen 
inches  long.  We  also  stocked  the  different  ponds  with  Black  Bass, 
Small  Mouthed  Bass  and  a large  lot  of  White  Perch. 

Small  Cooney  Rabbits  are  very  plentiful  in  all  of  our  covers,  within 
the  last  few  years  we  have  liberated  over  one  hundred  large  snow  shoe 
or  white  rabbits  but  they  don’t  seem  to  increase  for  some  reason.  No 
one  sees  them  after  they  are  liberated. 

As  to  the  other  fur  bearing  animals  I have  no  way  of  telling  how 
many  were  trapped  in  Town  this  year,  they  are  reported  scarce  but 
they  were  a number  of  traps  out,  if  each  trapper  only  caught  a few 
it  would  count  up  pretty  well. 

As  usual  this  year  as  in  former  years  I put  out  all  the  Fish  and 
Game  it  was  possible  for  me  to  get  and  have  patrolled  the  woods  and 
covers  as  much  as  possible  and  from  time  to  time  get  complaints  about 
people  that  are  doing  illegal  hunting  but  no  one  wants  to  help  convict 
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any  one  as  they  would  have  to  lose  the  time  to  go  to  court  and  it  will 
always  be  so  until  the  people  that  are  paying  for  a license  and  look 
on  the  poacher  as  you  would  at  any  other  law  breaker.  This  State 
pays  out  thousands  of  dollars  to  run  the  Fish  and  Game  Division,  the 
money  they  receive  for  licenses  don’t  begin  to  pay  for  the  work  they 
do  and  the  person  that  hunts  or  traps  or  fishes  without  a license  is 
simply  stealing  what  you  are  paying  for. 

A word  to  the  thoughtless — remember  when,  you  get  a license  you 
almost  always  are  going  on  land  that  don’t  belong  to  you.  Don’t  leave 
the  gate  open  or  the  bars  down  so  that  the  cattle  will  stray  out.  Don’t 
push  over  a stone  wall  and  leave  it  for  the  owner  to  build  up.  Don’t 
cut  his  wire  fence  for  a short  cut  through.  Don’t  tread  down  his 
grass,  grain  and  vegetables.  Don’t  pick  his  berries,  grapes  or  any 
other  fruit  that  is  on  his  land,  also  evergreens,  a small  tree  for  Christ- 
mas or  other  decorations,  some  one  has  bought  and  paid  for  all  of 
this.  Please  respect  the  owner. 

Never  build  a fire  on  another  man’s  land.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 


Citizens  of  Westford: 

We  herewith  respectfully  submit  our  report  to- 
gether with  the  various  executives  of  the  school  depart- 
ments. 

For  the  year  1927  we  call  your  attention  to  the 
portable  building  and  accommodations  at  Forge  Village, 
which  at  the  time  were  temporary  expedients  to  tide 
over  a period  of  high  building  costs.  We  feel  that  more 
permanent  and  better  facilities  should  be  provided  at 
the  Cameron  School  and  recommend  a four  room  ad- 
dition to  the  present  school  building. 

Enrollment  at  the  Academy  is  steadily  increasing 
and  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  Town  will  be  faced 
with  the  necessity  of  more  adequate  High  School  facili- 
ties. 

For  the  year  1927  we  respectfully  ask  for  the  sum 
of  $66,500.  This  is  $1500  more  than  last  year,  but  is 
made  necessary  by  five  year  insurance  policies  coming 
due  on  most  of  the  buildings,  and  a slight  increase  in 
the  salaries  of  those  teachers  remaining  with  us  who 
have  not  reached  the  maximum.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Westford: 

I hereby  submit  my  third  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  Westford. 

Reports  from  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
Arthur  B.  Lord,  Agent.  During  the  past  ten  years  the 
cost  of  operating  our  public  schools  has  increased  156 
per  cent;  partly  due  to  the  increased  enrollment.  In- 
crease of  teachers’  salaries  has  been  89.3  per  cent. 
The  average  salary  of  all  teachers  in  the  state  is  now 
$1606.00. 

Westford  was  reimbursed  for  the  teachers  and 
superintendent  this  year  $4,770.00;  Night  school 
$184.39;  State  wards  $563.08.

NEW  TEXT  BOOKS 

This  year  as  far  as  possible  we  have  tried  to  adopt 
a new  system  of  reading  which  in  the  mind  of  your 
superintendent  was  a great  need,  namely  the  Bolenius 
Method  of  Reading. 

In  the  first  book  the  author  has  tried  to  promote 
the  following  features: 
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1.  To  make  reading  such  a pleasure  in  the  child’s 
mind  that  he  is  eager  to  learn  to  read  more. 

Z.  To  correlate  number  work,  hand  work,  lan- 
guage, rhythm,  etc.  with  the  reading.  To  make  the 
whole  day  circle  around  the  reading  work. 

3.  To  bring  out  the  child’s  most  dominant  trait. 
Seat  work. 

4.  To  bring  about  a play  spirit  by  “Reading 
Games”. 

5.  Early  silent  reading. 

It  is  a common  belief  that  silent  reading  is  of  more 
importance  in  the  upper  grades  than  oral  reading. 

A great  many  silent  readers  have  been  placed  in 
all  the  schools. 

The  New  World  Spellers  are  replacing  the  old 
spellers.  The  New  World  Speller  is  not  only  attractive- 
ly written  but  is  very  interesting  to  the  pupil. 

New  History  Books  have  been  placed  in  the  upper 
grades,  namely  “The  Past  and  Present”. 

I wish  to  include  in  my  report  the  following  three 
articles  issued  by  Better  Schools  League,  Inc.,  53  West 
Jackson  Blvd.,  Chicago,  111. 

“A  By-Product  of  a Modern  School” 

“The  Spread  in  School  Influence” 

“What  Price  Education” 
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A BY-PRODUCT  OF  A MODERN  SCHOOL 


Few  people  realize  how  important  a factor  are  our 
public  schools  in  the  prosperity  and  growth  of  a com- 
munity— purely  a commercial  viewpoint.  We  measure 
the  product  of  our  schools  in  terms  of  cultural  and  ed- 
ucational value,  their  spiritual  influence,  their  part  in 
developing  better  citizenship,  their  work  in  equipping 
our  youth  to  meet  the  problems  of  life.  These  primary 
products  are  of  first  importance  and  it  is  a wholesome 
condition  that  they  are  so  stressed.  However,  we  often 
overlook  the  fact  that  a community  without  an  effect- 
ive school  system  may  not  be  only  lacking  in  these  essen- 
tial elements  but  likely  to  be  equally  as  far  behind  in 
material  prosperity. 

When  the  time  comes  for  a family  to  change  its  res- 
idence, a location  accessible  to  an  efficient  school  is  of 
first  concern.  This  is  true  in  intra  as  well  as  inter-city 
movements.  Realty  values  are  affected  by  proximity 
to  the  class  room.  A good  school  will  surround  itself 
with  a solid  population  of  industrious  families;  families 
whose  wants  must  be  supplied,  who  build  church 
memberships,  patronize  shops  and  stores,  give  their 
patronage  to  the  professions,  and  thus  fill  the  arteries 
of  trade  with  the  blood  of  business. 

The  Better  Schools  League  calls  attention  to  this 
phase  of  school  influence,  an  influence  that  aids  in  build- 
ing up  the  business  welfare  of  a district  as  well  as  lead- 
ing in  mental  and  ethical  development  of  its  youth.  A 
substantial,  sightly  and  well  equipped  school  plant 
manned  by  teaching  force  of  personality  and  power, 
with  adequate  facilities  for  study  and  play,  is  a source 
of  prestige,  a worthy  asset  to  city  district  or  country 
town.  Such  school  atmosphere  makes  for  stability  and 
solidity  in  the  property  surroundings  increasing  land 
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values  through  its  influence  on  the  character  of  the 

neighborhood  and  on  the  volume  of  trade. 

We  have  the  testimony  of  a former  cabinet  mem- 
ber who  has  said  that  ambitious  citizens  will  go  where 
education  may  be  had  for  their  children.  The  same 
point  is  emphasized  in  the  story  of  another  prominent 
American  who  tells  of  his  father’s  leaving  the  back- 
woods  of  the  Ozark  Mountains  because  there  were  avail- 
able but  three  months  of  school.  “My  father  packed 
our  belongings  in  a covered  wagon”  he  relates,  “and 
went  to  a new  state — and  we  moved  out  of  a three 
months’  school  into  a nine  months’  one,  with  a free 
high  school.” 

This  leads  us  to  wonder  how  desirable  are  new 
residents  to  a community  who  are  not  sufficiently  in- 
terested in  their  children  to  inquire  regarding  school 
advantages  before  establishing  a new  home.  It  has 
been  said,  “We  can  judge  of  a civilization  as  well  as  an 
individual  by  the  way  childhood  is  treated.” 

This  is  a view  of  a by-product  of  our  schools,  a 
form  of  public  service  to  the  community  that  should  im- 
press residents  who  have  no  occasion  to  utilize  the 
schools  as  well  as  non-resident  property  owners,  both 
of  whom  sometimes  feel  that  they  have  taxation  with- 
out proportionate  benefits. 

The  importance  of  the  products  and  by-products 
of  our  schools  may  be  summarized  in  the  words  of  Her 
bert  Hoover,  “If  we  were  to  suppress  our  educational 
system  for  a single  generation  the  equipment  would  de- 
cay, the  most  of  our  people  would  die  of  starvation,  and 
intellectually  and  spiritually  we  should  slip  back  four 
thousand  years  in  human  progress.  We  could  recover 
the  loss  of  any  other  big  business  in  a few  years — but 
not  this  one.” 
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THE  SPREAD  IN  SCHOOL  INFLUENCE 


In  estimating  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  should 
the  emphasis  be  placed  on  scholarship  or  citizenship — 
capacity  or  character — or  both? 

In  the  life  of  the  individual,  even  as  in  the  life  of 
the  nation,  the  activities  of  today  are  conducted  in  the 
light  of  their  influence  on  the  affairs  of  tomorrow.  So 
it  is  with  education — its  prime  business  is  the  develop- 
ment of  the  individual  to  build  the  nation’s  future. 
“One’s  way  of  looking  at  things  does  not  depend  upon 
the  size  of  the  town  he  lives  in  but  on  the  size  of  his 
mind.”  With  educaton  there  need  be  no  “Main  Street.” 

Our  educational  system  works  in  many  directions. 
It  enlarges  the  earning  value  of  the  child  to  its  parent 
and  to  the  nation.  It  brings  an  Americanizing  influence 
to  bear  on  the  lives  of  our  foreigners.  It  steps  forth 
to  rehabilitate  the  delinquent  child,  to  restore  the  falter- 
ing physically.  It  develops  research  students,  trains 
teachers  and  makes  possible  the  professions. 

These  are  all  essential  in  our  scheme  of  things. 
However,  education  is  especially  concerned  with  the 
many.  They  hold  the  balance  of  power  at  the  ballot. 
It  is  important,  therefore,  that  they  have  an  interest  in 
and  an  understanding  of  public  issues.  It  is  to  them 
we  look  for  establishing  a wholesome  social  morale. 
It  is  important,  then,  that  they  be  educated  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  Faith  and  Hope.  It  is  important  that  they  be 
educated  to  relish  their  work,  and  with  a proper  bal- 
ance between  work,  worship  and  play,  they  may  enjoy 
toil  and  utilize  the  increasing  leisure  allotted  them  with- 
out being  bored  or  tempted  to  dissipation. 

It  is  a misconception  to  conclude  that  educating  a 
person  is  reducing  his  efficiency  to  toil.  His  capacity 
to  work  should  be  none  the  less  because  he  has  been 
schooled. 
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Mind  helps  muscle.  A young  college  man  who 
dug  ditches  during  his  vacation,  to  gain  health  and 
wealth  for  the  next  school  year,  recalls  the  Italian  work- 
man who  would  hum  snatches  of  opera  while  he  labor- 
ed ; an  Irishman  who  would  discuss  political  issues  while 
he  picked;  an  American  who  would  analyize  economic 
conditions  while  he  worked.  None  of  these  men  was 
less  efficient  with  pick  and  shovel  because  in  a degree 
intellectually  developed.  Yet  their  lives  were  richer, 
their  resources  greater.  It  would  be  unfortunate  were 
it  necessary  to  conserve  ignorance  in  order  to  furnish 
an  adequate  labor  supply. 

The  welfare  of  this  country  centers  around  the 
training  of  the  many.  It  depends  upon  a high  social 
morale,  an  increasing  number  of  mentally  alert  pro- 
ducers. It  requires  a citizenry  with  intelligence  to 
value  and  enjoy  social  contacts,  with  sufficient  educa- 
tional foundation  to  admit  of  self-development,  equip- 
ped to  improve  its  leisure  and  imbued  with  sufficient 
sportsmanship  to  play  the  game.  This  is  a contribution 
education  makes;  a contribution  with  intelligence,  not 
ignorance,  as  to  the  foundation. 

Education  should  make  more  palatable  the  hum- 
bler tasks  in  life. 


WHAT  PRICE  EDUCATION  ? 

Football  looms  large  in  the  interest  of  the  nation. 
It  is  associated  almost  wholly  with  our  institutions  of 
learning  and  is  conceeded  the  leader  of  sports,  both  in 
college  and  high  school. 

This  leads  to  a speculation  as  to  the  relative  po- 
sition of  the  country’s  sports  and  its  education.  Educa- 
tion is  the  very  life  of  the  nation — sports  its  pastime. 
The  former,  like  our  water  and  air,  is  taken  for  granted 
and  almost  considered  routine;  the  latter  is  dramatic, 
impulsive  and  full  of  motion. 
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We  are  not  belittling  the  value  of  sports  in  the  life 
of  people.  We  recognize  their  unifying  influence  in  our 
institutions.  It  is  a healthful  sign  when  our  citizens 
grow  in  their  love  for  outdoor  play.  There  is  a ten- 
dency, however,  to  indulge  in  these  exercises  and  sports 
purely  by  proxy. 

It  is  a fact  that  the  nation’s  expenditure  for  spec- 
tacular sports  makes  the  outlay  for  education  look  insig- 
nificant. We  have  recently  completed  the  World  Base- 
ball Series  which  approached  ’a  million  and  a quarter 
gate  receipts;  our  last  big  prize  fight,  two  million  dol- 
lars. This  latter  figure  is  but  a fraction  of  the  cost  of 
the  fight  when  the  other  expenses  of  the  fan  are  estim- 
ated. The  American  public  paid  this  price  for  a 
two-man  combat  that  lasted  a total  of  thirty-nine  min- 
utes, and  yet  in  this  country  we  spend  but  a billion  and 
a half  dollars  yearly  to  train  twenty-three  million  boys 
and  girls  for  a fight  that  lasts  an  average  approximat- 
ing thirty-nine  years. 

There  is  another  angle  to  this  viewpoint  of  relative 
values.  A middle  western  metropolitan  newspaper 
sold  50,000  more  copies  the  morning  after  the  Dempsey- 
Tunney  fight  than  it  did  the  morning  after  the  election 
November  2nd.  Sport  news  is,  therefore,  looked  upon 
as  a matter  of  great  importance  by  the  newspapers,  and, 
based  upon  public  demand,  naturally  so.  As  a special- 
ized subject  it  increasingly  outranks  the  space  of  any 
other  department  in  the  day’s  news.  When  the  Corbett- 
Sullivan  fight  took  place  in  1892  a newspaper  not  overly 
devoted  to  sports  printed  more  than  seven  columns 
about  it  during  the  two  weeks  immediately  preceding 
the  contest.  In  1923,  for  a like  period  previous  to  the 
Dempsey-Firpo  battle,  the  same  paper  used  thirty-eight 
columns.  In  the  Dempsey-Tunney  fight  this  year,  the 
same  paper  used  ninety  columns. 
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No  process  of  thinking  can  lead  us  to  conclude  that 
education  has  gained  a corresponding  emphasis,  Nor 
will  it,  until  we  have  a shifting  of  demand  on  the  part 
of  the  public. 

We  believe  in  the  manly  art  of  self-defence.  Our 
conception  of  the  greatest  self-defence,  either  for  the 
individual  or  the  nation,  is  education.  It  costs  less  and 
gives  more. 

TEACHERS’  MEETINGS  AND  CONVENTIONS 

Each  month  your  superintendent  plans  a teachers’ 
meeting  at  one  of  the  school  buildings.  He  always  has 
one  or  more  educational  speakers.  Several  of  the 
speakers  have  come  to  these  meetings  from  our  own 
State  Department  of  Education  and  from  the  State  Nor- 
mal Schools.  Each  speaker  takes  up  some  part  of  the 
educational  program. 

This  year  all  the  teachers  had  the  opportunity  of 
attending  the  Middlesex  County  Convention  held  in  Bos- 
ton all  day  and  the  Northwest  Middlesex  County  held 
in  Ayer  in  the  afternoon.  Your  superintendent  feels 
that  this  a very  good  arrangement.

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MUSIC 


The  vocal  work  is  carried  on  in  our  schools  by  our 
grade  teachers  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  Super- 
visor of  Music  Miss  A.  Pamelia  Precious.  Much  attention 
is  being  given  to  part  singing  in  the  upper  grades.  Sev- 
eral new  books  of  two  and  three  part  singing  are  being 
used  in  the  upper  grades. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  superintendent  that  more  time 
could  be  given  to  instrumental  work.  (Classes  for 
junior  bands  and  orchestras.) 

Several  musical  programs  have  been  given  during 
the  past  year  by  the  pupils. 

Now,  kindly  give  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the 
Music  Supervisor  found  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

PLAY  AND  THE  PLAYGROUND 

There  are  a great  many  people  who  believe  that 
play  is  an  excess  of  animal  spirits  which  must  be  tol- 
erated. Also  there  is  an  increasing  number  of  people 
who  see  in  play  a wise  provision  of  nature  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  human  race.  It  does  not  require 
much  study  of  the  manner  in  which  a child  plays,  and, 
in  later  life  the  manner  with  which  he  works  and  plays, 
to  see  that  they  both  are  closely  connected.  It  is  said, 
“As  a child  plays  so  the  man  works”.  A child  up  to  the 
age  of  twenty  needs  the  fine  spirit  of  play  if  he  is  to 
grow  into  the  fullness  of  strong  manhood. 

Our  present  generation  of  teachers  should  feel  that 
it  is  a duty  to  provide  and  develop  the  play  spirit  which 
is  considered  one  of  the  duties  which  many  homes  can- 
not see  their  way  clear  to  do  for  a great  many  reasons, 


The  child  inherits  the  play  instinct  but  does  not  in- 
herit games.  Because  of  the  abnormal  repression  of 
movement,  school  room  conditions  are  very  likely  to  in- 
duce nervous  strain  and  often  cramped  posture.  This 
should  all  be  relieved  by  physical  play  during  the  re- 
cesses and  noon  hour.  The  teachers  have  been  urged 
to  supervise  the  physical  play  at  the  recess  periods. 

Play  is  a basis  for  education  and  a moral  safe- 
guard. It  has  been  said,  “That  the  child  is  educated 
through  play.” 

The  following  are  developed  by  play : self-control, 
perseverance,  obedience,  unselfishness,  good  judg- 
ment, co-operation,  initiative,  coolness,  leadership,  re- 
spect for  others  and  alertness. 

The  teacher  is  the  natural  play  leader. 


THE  PLAYGROUND 

At  the  William  E.  Frost  School,  the  pupils  of  the 
school  use  one  of  the  best  playgrounds  in  this  state. 
The  playgrounds  at  all  the  schools  are  equipped  with 
swings  and  see-saws.  At  the  four  larger  schools  the 
equipment  includes  the  giant  stride  which  is  one  of  the 
safest  and  most  useful  of  all  playground  equipment, 
providing  it  is  properly  used.  Volley  Ball  courts  have 
been  provided  at  all  the  schools.  Some  of  the  schools 
have  basket  ball  courts. 

The  Cameron  School  at  Forge  Village  has  and  is 
still  using  the  land  owned  by  the  Abbott  Worsted  Co. 
for  their  playground. 

The  Sargent  School  needs  to  have  work  done  to 
make  their  playground  ample  for  the  eight  rooms  of 
the  school. 
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In  order  to  promote  a finer  spirit  of  play  and  make 
our  playgrounds  more  useful,  the  past  two  years  we 
have  had  a field  day.

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THRIFT 


Early  in  the  year  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oscar  R.  Spalding 
gave  to  the  Superintendent  enough  books  on,  “Outline 
on  Thrift  Education”  by  Florence  Barnard,  so  that  he 
could  place  one  in  the  hands  of  each  elementary  teach- 
er. Each  teacher  has  been  asked  to  give  a place  to 
thrift  on  their  program  with  other  school  subjects. 

School  banking  has  been  carried  on  in  all  the 
schools  again  this  year.  Some  over  $5,000.00  has  been 
deposited  in  the  bank  during  the  past  two  years.  Three 
hundred  seventy-one  pupils  are  participating  in  the 
school  savings  bank. 

FIRE  PREVENTION  WEEK 

Fire  Prevention  Week  was  observed  in  all  the 
schools  of  the  town  this  year.  Fire  Prevention  pro- 
grams were  held  in  the  schools  and  were  well  attended 
by  the  parents.  At  the  Sargent  School,  they  had  a 
special  attraction  by  having  Lt.  Hogan  of  the  Lowell 
Fire  Department  give  a very  interesting  talk  on  Fire 
Prevention. 

A survey  of  the  extinguishers  has  been  made  and 
a number  of  new  extinguishers  have  been  provided  in 
each  school.  The  ones  loaned  from  another  depart- 
ment have  been  returned.  The  Prinicipals  have  been 
asked  to  have  frequent  fire  drills. 

VISITING  DAY  FOR  PARENTS 

During  Education  Week  the  schools  gave  a visiting 
day  for  parents.  The  Cameron,  Sargent  and  Nabnass- 
ett  Schools  had  sessions  of  school  from  7.00  P.  M.  to 
9.00  P.  M.,  carrying  on  the  regular  program  of  the  day. 
At  this  time  I wish  to  congratulate  the  parents  for  the 
interest  they  showed  by  visiting  these  schools  on  the 
evenings  mentioned  above. 

The  other  schools  kept  their  regular  sessions. 
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REPAIRS 


Several  much  needed  repairs  have  been  made  this 
past  year.  Namely,  Cameron  School;  painted  inside; 
a new  ceiling  in  the  basement  of  the  Frost  School;  and 
several  repairs  in  general  about  the  building.  General 
repairs  at  the  Parkerville  School.  General  repairs  at 
the  Sargent  School.

NIGHT  SCHOOL 

On  February  first,  1926  the  School  Department  of 
Westford  opened  a night  school  at  Forge  Village.  The 
school  proved  to  be  a great  success  and  at  this  time  I 
wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  night 
school  principal,  Peter  F.  Perry. 

SPECIAL  CLASS 

This  year  in  accordance  with  the  State  Law  we  had 
to  open  a special  class.  Thereby  making  it  necessary 
for  us  to  use  the  supply  room  at  the  Cameron  School. 
There  are  thirteen  pupils  in  this  small  room.  The  sixth 
grade  of  the  Cameron  School  is  still  being  transported 
to  the  Sargent  School.  The  cost  of  transportation  of 
the  two  named  classes  is  three  dollars  per  day  for  thirty- 
eight  weeks.  You  doubtless  will  find  a remedy  for  this 
elsewhere  in  the  town  report. 
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HEALTH  WORK 


Dr.  C.  A.  Blaney  and  Miss  Ruby  McCarthy  have 
charge  of  the  health  work  in  our  schools. 

Hon.  Herbert  Hoover  has  said : “There  should  be 
no  child  in  America  who  is  not  born  under  proper  con- 
ditions; does  not  live  in  hygienic  surroundings;  ever 
suffers  from  malnutrition;  does  not  have  prompt  and 
efficient  medical  inspection  and  attention;  does  not  re- 
ceive primary  instruction  in  the  elements  of  hygiene 
and  health'’. 

I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the 
school  physician  and  the  school  nurse.  Next,  I wish 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  dentist.  In 
accordance  with  customs  in  other  towns  of  the  state, 
the  School  Department  is  at  the  close  of  this  present 
year,  1926,  turning  the  dental  work  of  the  schools  over 
to  the  Board  of  Health. 


SUPPLIES 

The  School  Department  has  a supply  room  of  its 
own  where  all  necessary  supplies  can  be  sent  out  at 
short  notice,  thereby  saving  great  delays.  Perhaps  the 
cost  was  a little  more  in  the  beginning  but  it  is  a saving 
in  the  end. 


GRADUATIONS 

Last  June  the  schools  all  united  in  the  graduation 
exercises.  Giying  a cantata  “The  Childhood  of  Hia- 
watha”; one  evening  at  the  Westford  Town  Hall,  and 
the  next  evening  at  Abbot’s  Hall,  Forge  Village.  Dr. 
Percy  E.  Thomas  gave  the  graduation  address  at  West- 
ford  and  Dr.  Richard  Peters  gave  the  graduation  ad- 
dress at  Forge  Village. 

Mr.  Arthur  G.  Hildreth,  Chairman  of  the  Westford 
School  Committee  presented  the  diplomas  at  both 
places. 
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GENERAL 


Miss  Ruth  A.  Walker  takes  the  penmanship  in  the 
upper  grades  at  the  Cameron  School.  Miss  Mary  M. 
Reynolds  has  grades  three  and  four  at  the  Sargent 
School.  I wish  we  might  be  able  to  carry  out  the  de- 
partmental plan  in  all  our  upper  grades,  thereby  giv- 
ing each  upper  grade  teacher  their  own  special  subjects. 
This  would  keep  the  grades  at  the  same  level.  A teach- 
er who  has  specialized  in  a certain  subject  is  better 
qualified  to  teach  that  subject  and  the  children  gain 
much  more  by  having  the  departmental  system. 

I do  recommend  that  the  special  class  be  given 
some  space  in  the  basement  of  the  Cameron  School  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  first  of  January  in  order  that 
they  may  be  given  hand  work. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee, 
Supervisors,  Principals,  teachers,  citizens  and  pupils 
for  their  hearty  co-operation.

FACULTY 

The  faculty  is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz:  Principal 
W.  C.  Roudenbush,  Latin  and  French,  Hiram  S.  Taylor, 
Jr.  Science  and  Mathematics;  Bertha  E.  Veeder,  Eng- 
lish and  History;  Alice  M.  Brackett,  Commercial  De- 
partment; A.  Pamelia  Precious,  Music. 

SCHOOL  CLUBS 

These  organizations  for  several  years  past  have  oc- 
cupied a place  of  considerable  importance  in  the  pro- 
gram. They  serve  to  give  their  members  interesting 
and  useful  work  outside  the  regular  curriculum  and  are 
well  patronized.  Membership  in  them  is  entirely  vol- 
untary. 
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The  Girls’  Glee  Club  comprises  all  the  girls  in 
school  and  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Precious. 

The  Supper  Club,  sixteen  members,  is  directed  by 
Mrs.  W.  C.  Roudenbush,  and  Mrs.  Hiram  S.  Taylor,  Jr; 
the  Lunch  Box  Club,  five  members,  by  Miss  Estelle 
Mills;  the  Handicraft  Club,  five  members,  by  Percy  L. 
Rowe ; the  Poultry  Club,  four  members,  by  Leon  Hil- 
dreth. Some  of  these  clubs  have  members  also  from 
the  Frost  School. 

Late  in  January  1926,  Mr.  George  E.  Erickson, 
County  Club  Agent,  met  the  boys  of  the  Academy  who 
were  interested  in  forming  a County  Fruit  Club.  Such 
a club  was  later  organized  under  the  name  of  the  “W. 
L.  G.  Fruit  Club,”  the  initials  W.  L.  G.  standing  for  the 
towns  Littleton,  Westford,  and  Groton.  This  club  won 
first  prize  in  a state-wide  apple  judging  contest  at  the 
Brockton  Fair  held  in  October,  1926.  Besides  the  cup 
won  by  the  team  as  a whole,  which  included  boys  from 
all  three  towns,  special  credit  belongs  to  Elmer  Bridg- 
ford  of  Westford  who  won  the  highest  individual  prize 
of  $15.00,  and  a scholarship  of  $60.00  for  the  Mass- 
achusetts Agricultural  College. 

Arnold  Wilder  and  Elmer  Bridgford,  together  with 
representative  boys  from  Littleton  and  Groton,  were  in 
charge  of  a fruit  booth  at  the  Brockton  Fair.  These 
boys  gathered  and  labeled  specimens  of  insect  pests 
and  diseases  which  interfere  with  the  successful  raising 
of  apples. 

Helen  Gallagher  of  Westford  represented  the 
Clothing  Club  at  Brockton,  and,  assisted  by  a girl  from 
Stow,  demonstrated  the  cutting  and  making  of  kimonas. 

John  O’Connell  of  Westford  exhibited  his  pure-bred 
Ayreshire  heifer  at  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  held  in 
Springfield  in  September  1926,  and  won  a prize  of 
$25.00 


ATHLETICS 


The  Academy  is  a member  of  the  North  West  Mid- 
dlesex Interscholastic  Baseball  League,  comprising  the 
towns  of  Ayer,  Groton,  Littleton,  Lunenburg,  Pepperell 
and  Westford.  Littleton  won  the  championship  in  1926. 
The  Basket-Ball  Team  of  1925-26  had  a record  of  17 
games  won  out  of  19  played.  Much  credit  is  due  the 
coach,  Mr.  J.  H.  Fitzgibbons,  principal  of  the  Sargent 
School,  for  the  season’s  success.  The  members  of  this 
star  team  were : —

For  the  present  season  of  1926-27,  Gustaf  Peterson 
has  been  elected  captain,  Arnold  Wilder,  manager, 
Edmer  Bridgford,  assistant  manager. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Fitzgibbons,  Mr.  Harry 
Corbett,  principal  of  the  Nabnassett  School,  has  been 
appointed  coach  for  the  ensuing  year.  He  is  now  en- 
gaged in  the  task  of  trying  out  candidates  for  the  three 
positions  made  vacant  by  the  boys  who  left  school  in 
June. 

Again  for  the  fourth  successive  year,  the  Academy 
received  honors  in  the  “All  Student  Track  Meet”  in 
May,  1926.  The  schools  of  the  State  who  compete  in 
these  events  are  now  divided  into  four  classs  according 
to  their  enrollment.  Class  D,  to  which  Westford  be- 
longs, comprises  school  of  less  than  100  pupils.  Only 
our  boys  competed  in  the  events  this  year  which  includ- 
ed the  100  yard  dash,  the  running  high  jump,  and  the 
running  broad  jump.  The  highest  possible  score  is  30 
points. 
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The  Academy  had  the  highest  average  score  per 
pupil  among  all  the  contesting  schools,  viz:  24.9  points; 
the  next  highest  was  Williamstown  with  21.4  points. 
The  high  schools  of  Brockton  (class  A over  1,000  pu- 
pils) ; North  Adams,  Chicopee,  Norwood  (class  B,  500- 
1,000  pupils)  ; Williamstown,  Needham,  Wellesley, 
Ayer,  Lee,  Webster  (class  C,  100-500  pupils)  ; and 
Westford  (class  D,  below  100  pupils)  were  the  competi- 
tors interested.  The  Academy  was  awarded  a plaque 
and  certificate  of  accomplishment  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  Martin  Sinkewic,  Jr.,  was  pre- 
sented a special  certificate  for  his  high  individual  score. 

During  the  spring  and  fall,  when  weather  permits 
of  outdoor  exercise,  the  boys  play  soccer  football,  and 
the  girls  various  games  under  the  direction  of  the  teach- 
ers. 

During  the  winter  months  exercises  suited  to  in- 
doors are  supervised  by  the  instructors. 


PRO  MERITO  SOCIETY  AND  TADMUCK  CLUB

DRAMATICS 

The  class  of  1926,  coached  by  Miss  Veeder,  and 
assisted  by  Arnold  Wilder  of  1927,  gave  a very  success- 
ful performance,  May  14,  1926,  of  a four  act  comedy 
entitled  “Our  Mutual  Friend,”  dramatized  from  Chas. 
Dickens  by  Harriette  R.  Shattuck. 

The  net  proceeds  were  $108.00. 
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Coached  by  Mr,  Irving  Weidmiller,  representative 
of  the  John  B.  Rogers  Producing  Co.,  Fostoria,  Ohio, 
the  class  of  1927,  assisted  by  members  of  the  other 
classes,  staged  the  Musical  Comedy,  ‘That’s  That,”  in 
Abbot’s  Hall,  Forge  Village,  December  22,  1926.  Con- 
sidering the  shortness  of  time  available  for  preparation, 
and  the  approach  of  the  holiday  season,  the  perform- 
ance was  a credit  to  all  those  who  participated.  There 
not  being  enough  boys  in  the  Senior  class  to  take  the 
six  leading  masculine  parts,  Gustaf  Peterson  and  Her- 
bert Hunt  of  the  Junior  and  Sophomore  classes  render- 
ed invaluable  assistance.  The  six  principal  feminine 
parts  were  all  taken  by  Senior  girls.  The  solos  and 
choruses  were  lively  and  humorous,  the  ensemble  dan- 
cing well  performed.  Miss  Betty  Prescott  assisted  by 
an  artistic  exhibition  of  solo  dances.  Edna  Whitney  of 
the  Senior  class  as  pianist  made  every  musical  number 
move  with  sparkle  and  vim.  The  net  proceeds  of 
“Thats  That”  were  something  over  $80.00  which  the 
Senior  class  shared  equally  with  the  Rogers  Company. 


THE  ACADEMY  AND  THE  COLLEGES 

Since  the  year  1914  the  Academy  has  been  approv- 
ed by  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate 
Board  which  approval  places  us  among  those  high 
schools  whose  certificate  is  accepted  by  said  Board  for 
entrance,  without  examination,  to  any  of  the  colleges 
which  are  members  of  the  Board.  The  following  col- 
leges and  universities  are  included : Amherest,  Bates, 
Boston  University,  Bowdoin,  Brown  University,  Colby, 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  Middlebury,  Tufts, 
Wesleyan  University,  Williams.  Two  girls  now 
attending  the  Academy  are  preparing  to  enter  Wheaton 
College  at  Norton  , Massachusetts.  This  collge  also 
accepts  our  certificate  for  entrance. 
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Admission  to  the  larger  colleges,  universities,  and 
technical  institutions  is  as  a rule  by  examination  regard- 
less of  the  preparatory  school  from  which  the  applicant 
comes.  Furthermore,  admission  by  certificate  is  grant- 
ed only  to  those  whose  average  rank  is  at  least  80%  in 
all  subjects. 

Westford  Academy  was  last  approved  in  April, 
1926  for  a term  of  two  years  extending  until  December 
31,  1927.  This  would  seem  to  argue  that  the  Certificate 
Board  has  found  our  candidates  for  college  satisfactory 
and  fitted  to  do  college  work. In  fact  if  it  proved  other- 
wise our  certificate  privilege  would  be  taken  away. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  advanced 
technical  and  scientific  schools,  especially  in  mathemat- 
ics, our  limitations  cannot  satisfy.  However,  there  is 
only  an  occasional  boy  who  goes  to  such  an  institution, 
and  then  he  has  found  it  possible  to  take  the  necessary 
advanced  preparation  elsewhere.  The  Westford  pub- 
lic should  appreciate  the  fact  that  their  local  high 
school  is  in  its  very  nature  limited  in  the  courses  of 
study  it  can  offer  compared  with  the  city  systems  and 
the  best  private  schools.  In  these  schools  the  depart- 
ments are  highly  specialized,  in  charge  of  experienced 
teachers,  many  of  them  long  in  service.  With  such 
teachers  and  with  the  equipment  of  a big  system,  no 
small  school  can  hope  to  compete.  Yet  it  is  with  a feel- 
ing of  pride  that  we  look  back  over  the  years  and  recall 
those  graduates  of  Westford  Academy  who  have  gone 
from  here  directly  into  higher  institions  of  learning 
and  held  their  own  in  competition  with  the  best  from 
the  large  preparatory  schools. 

In  line  with  our  statement  about  the  standing  of 
the  Academy  in  the  opinion  of  the  College  Certificate 
Board,  we  may  add  that  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation have  for  years  placed  Westford  in  Class  A among 
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approved  high  schools  of  the  State.  As  a consequence, 
our  certificate  admits  to  any  Normal  School  in  Mass- 
achusetts. 

Our  reason  -for  going  into  such  detail  on  the  above 
topic  is  for  the  information  of  those  who  have  not  un- 
derstood the  position  the  Academy  holds  with  reference 
to  the  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

PRIZES  1925-26 
PUBLIC  SPEAKING 

The  Alumni  of  Westford  Academy  offer  prizes  of 
ten  dollars  and  five  dollars  to  those  members  of  the 
school  who  excel  in  a public  speaking  contest  to  be  held 
in  the  Town  Hall  in  the  Spring.  Persons  who  have  had 
professional  training  are  ineligible. 

ESSAYS 

1.  A prize  of  ten  dollars  to  that  member  of  the 
three  upper  classes  who  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  impar- 
tial judges,  write  the  best  essay  of  700  to  1,000  words 
on  a given  subject. 

A second  prize  of  five  dollars  will  be  awarded  in 
this  contest. 

2.  A prize  of  five  dollars  to  that  member  of  the 
Freshman  class  who  shall  write  the  best  essay  of  700  to 
1,000  words  on  a given  subject. 

Note : All  essays  must  be  submitted  in  May,  pref- 
erably typewritten,  and  signed  with  fictitious  name. 
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STENOGRAPHY  AND  TYPEWRITING 


A prize  of  five  dollars  to  that  member  of  the  two 
upper  classes  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commercial 
teacher,  shows  the  most  improvement  in  stenography 
and  typewriting  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  from  Jan- 
uary 1927. 

The  prize  in  public  speaking  was  not  awarded  in 
1926  in  default  of  a sufficient  number  of  candidates  to 
warrant  a contest.  There  should  be  at  least  ten  or  a 
dozen  speakers,  both  boys  and  girls,  to  provide  proper 
interest  and  enthusiasm. 

The  essay  prizes  were  duly  awarded,  the  general 
prize  of  ten  dollars  going  to  Evelyn  Robinson  of  the  class 
of  1927,  the  subject  of  whose  essay  was,  “A  History  of 
the  Spanish  American  War.”  Dorothy  McEnaney  of 
the  class  of  1928  won  second  prize,  her  essay  being  en- 
titled, ‘The  Vanishing  American.”  The  Freshman 
prize  of  five  dollars  was  awarded  to  Bertha  Mardas  who 
wrote  on  “Heroes  of  the  Civil  War.”  The  prize  in 
stenography  and  typewriting  was  equally  divided  be- 
tween Regina  McLenna  of  the  class  of  1926,  and  Lillian 
Dane,  1927. 

The  above  scheme  for  prizes  will  be  followed  in 
1927,  with  the  hope  that  a public  speaking  contest  may 
this  year  be  possible. 

TEACHERS’  CONVENTIONS 

Schools  closed  October  29,  1926  to  permit  attend 
ance  of  all  teachers  upon  the  seventy-second  annual 
meeting  of  the  Middlesex  County  Teachers’  Association 
held  in  Boston.  The  thirty^second  annual  convention  of 
the  Northwest  Middlesex  Teachers’  Association  met  in 
Ayer  November  5,  1926,  and  the  Westford  schools 

closed  at  noon  to  allow  teachers  to  attend  the  afternoon 
session.  Principal  Roudenbush  had  a part  on  the  morn- 
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mg  program  at  Ayer,  being  one  of  three  speakers  in  a 
Round  Table  discussion  of  certain  Extra-Curricula  Activ- 
ities. The  topic  assigned  to  the  principal  was  “Club 
Work  as  related  to  the  High  School.” 

Besides  attending  the  above  mentioned  conven- 
tions, the  Principal  regularly  attends  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  High  School  Principals’  Association  of  Mass- 
achusetts which  meets  in  Boston  on  a Saturday  in  Jan- 
uary. This  association  is  very  active  through  its  spec- 
ially chosen  committees  which  study  and  report  in  much 
detail  upon  important  phases  of  education.  The  re- 
ports are  followed  by  practical  discussion  in  which  any 
member  may  participate.  The  said  reports  occupy  the 
two  hour  morning  session.  After  a season  of  good 
fellowship  spent  around  the  dinner  table  at  the  Boston 
City  Club, two  or  three  speakers  of  wide  reputation  are 
heard  who  have  the  ability  to  present  topics  of  an  in- 
spirational nature  in  most  effective  language. 

No  meetings  of  educators  in  the  state  exceed  these 
of  the  High  School  Principals  in  interest  and  value. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

The  Trustees  of  the  Academy  greatly  improved  the 
appearance  of  the  building  during  the  summer  by  giv- 
ing it  a whole  new  coat  of  paint  outside,  and  by  redec- 
orating the  walls  and  ceilings  of  several  rooms.  The 
basements,  halls  and  laboratory  are  in  need  of  the  same 
treatment,  and  we  hope  may  soon  be  done. 

By  removing  a partition  in  the  laboratory,  together 
with  the  large  cupboards  formerly  used  in  the  Domestic 
Science  classes,  and  furnishing  the  new  space  with  arm 
chairs,  we  now  have  the  equivalent  of  an  extra  class- 
room. 
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A laboratory  demonstration  table  has  been  added 
to  the  equipment  which  completes  the  requirements  for 
instruction  by  lectures. 

An  assembly  of  the  school  was  held  November  12 
in  recognition  of  “Educational  Week,”  and  the  Princi- 
pal gave  a talk  on  the  subject,  “Why  and  How  to 
Study.” 

The  Senior  class  held  a Columbus  Day  dance  in  the 
Town  Hall,  October  8,  and  another  dance  December  17, 
making  about  $50.00  on  the  two  events. 

The  two  lower  classes  have  elected  the  following 
officers:  Sophomores:  President,  Allan  Bell;  Secretary 
Mildred  Healey;  Treasurer,  Bertha  Mardas.  Freshman: 
President,  Varnum  Swanson;  Vice-President,  Merle 
Foster;  Secretary,  Elizabeth  Nesmith;  Treasurer,  Her- 
bert Ingalls. 

On  December  14,  Mr.  George  Boreukiewic  of  Po- 
land, who  has  spent  some  years  since  the  war  travelling 
in  different  parts  of  the  world,  and  especially  in  the 
United  States,  gave  a lecture  before  the  school  on  his 
country  and  travels.  Much  interest  was  manifest  es- 
pecially since  some  pupils  were  able  to  converse  with 
the  lecturer  in  his  own  language. 

During  his  fifteen  years  of  service  in  Westford  the 
Principal  has  very  rarely  been  absent  from  school  on 
account  of  illness.  A touch  of  influenza,  however,  kept 
him  from  his  duties  for  three  days,  March  24-26,  1926. 
during  which  time  Hirma  S.  Taylor,  Jr.,  acted  as  prin- 
cipal. 

In  May  the  school  canvassed  subscriptions  for  the 
Ladies’  Home\  Journal,  Saturday  Evening  Post  and 
Country  Gentlemen  and  made  about  $40.00  which  was 
handed  over  to  the  Athletic  Association. 
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Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Charles  L.  Hildreth  who 
presented  the  school  with  a framed  photograph  of  the 
star  basket-ball  team  of  1925-26. 

The  graduating  class  for  their  outing  in  June  took 
an  automobile  trip  to  Portland  and  the  beaches,  accom- 
panied by  Miss  Veeder  as  chaperone. 

The  Principal  and  his  wife  spent  the  summer  vaca- 
tion of  1926  in  Europe,  touring  through  England,  Scot- 
land, Holland,  Western  Germany,  Switzerland  and 
France.

Report  of  Supervisor  Physical  Education 

Ayer,  Masachusetts, 
December  15,  1926. 

Supt,  Charles  Carter, 

Westford,  Masachusetts. 

My  dear  Mr.  Carter: 

I hereby  make  my  first  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Physical  Education.  I feel  that  the  aims  of  my  work 
are  three : First,  to  teach  the  children  by  means  of  ex- 
ercises, games,  and  dances,  the  way  to  a healthy  body 
and  a healthy  mind.  Second,  to  teach  the  children  to 
really  enjoy  playing  a number  of  games  involving  team 
play,  co-operation,  and  good  sportsmanship.  Third,  to 
teach  the  children  co-ordination  between  mind  and 
body  by  insisting  on  immediate  response  to  com- 
mands, and  strict  observance  of  rule,]  of  play. 
I believe  that  I can  more  adequately  explain  the  aims  of 
physical  education  by  quoting  Mr.  Clark  W.  Hethering- 
ton  formerly  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education,  State  of 
California;  now  of  the  Teachers’  College,  Columbia 
University.  “Physical  Education  is  that  phase  of  educa- 
tion which  is  concerned,  first,  with  the  organizaton 
and  leadership  of  children  in  big-muscle  activities,  to 
gain  the  development  and  the  adjustment  inherent  in  the 
acivities  according  to  social  standards;  and,  second, 
with  the  control  of  health  or  growth  conditions  naturally 
associated  with  the  leadership  of  the  activities,  so  that 
the  educational  process  may  go  on  without  growth 
handicaps/’ 

Several  games  and  drill  exercises  have  been  taught 
this  year.  The  type  of  game  or  exercise  depends  on  the 
age  of  the  child. 

All  the  games  and  exercises  taught  are  to  aid  in  the 
development  of  the  physical  growth  of  the  pnoil. 
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During  the  remainder  of  the  year  I hope  to  teach 
the  children  many  new  games,  drills  and  folk  dances  in 
preparation  for  an  exhibition  at  the  end  of  that  time.

Report  of  Night  School 

Mr.  Charles  G.  Carter, 

Supt.  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: 

My  report  as  principal  of  the  Night  School  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Night  School  opened  February  1,  1926,  with  an  en- 
rollment of  forty  men  and  women,  of  various  capabil- 
ities. Three  classes  were  formed,  consisting  of  Begin- 
ners, Intermediate  and  Advanced. 

This  required  the  services  of  at  least  two  more 
teachers,  as  only  one  was  engaged  for  the  opening  night. 

The  next  night  fifty-five  men  and  women  were  pres- 
ent. However,  with  the  aid  of  the  extra  teachers  we 
were  able  to  start  our  classes,  as  well  as  a very  success- 
ful year  of  night  school  work. 

The  success  of  this  school  was  clearly  shown  by  the 
regular  attendance  of  the  students. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  week  the  total  en- 
rollment was  seventy-five,  and  two  more  teachers  en- 
gaged. 
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School  was  in  session  three  nights  per  week,  from 
7 to  9 P.  M.,  for  a period  of  ten  weeks.  At  the  close 
of  this  session,  all  those  who  had  attended  at  least  75% 
of  the  time,  a state  requirement,  received  a state  cer- 
tificate signed  by  Mr.  Charles  Herlihy,  State  Supervisor 
and  Supt.  Charles  G.  Carter. 

The  course  ended  with  a social  at  Abbot  Hall,  at 
which  the  teachers,  students  and  invited  guests  enjoyed 
dancing  and  refreshments. 

We  have  started  night  school  again  this  winter,  and 
are  planning  to  have  it  cover  a period  of  fifteen  weeks. 

The  work  taken  up  in  these  classs  is  as  prescribed 
by  the  Bureau  of  Naturalization.

Following  is  my  report  for  the  year  as  Supervisor 
of  Music: 

A piano  was  purchased  last  year  for  the  Sargent 
School  at  Graniteville,  from  the  Mason  and  Hamlin  Co. 
of  Boston.  This  company  offers  a special  discount  to 
schools  and  gives  an  unlimited  time  in  which  to  raise 
money  for  the  instrument.  I should  like  to  thank  the 
teachers  and  principals  of  all  the  schools,  as  well  as  the 
students,  for  their  help  in  raising  the  money. 
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Last  Christmas  a concert  appropriate  to  the  season 
was  given  at  the  Sargent  School  by  the  pupils,  and  the 
sum  of  thirty  dollars  was  added  to  the  piano  fund. 

At  the  graduation  excercises  last  June  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  of  the  three  schools,  making  a chorus 
of  100  voices,  presented  the  cantata,  “The  Childhood 
of  Hiawatha”,  at  the  Westford  Town  Hall,  and  the 
following  night  at  Abbot  Hall,  Forge  Village.  The 
solo  parts  in  the  cantata  were  taken  by  Bernice  Hall, 
Graniteville,  Soprano,  Herbert  Ingalls,  Soprano,  West- 
ford,  Leonard  Blott  and  Leslie  Athorn,  Sopranos,  Cam- 
eron School  and  Homer  Milot,  Alto,  Grade  5,  Granite- 
ville. The  cantata  was  sung  entirely  from  memory  and 
was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  large  audiences 
present. 

This  year  one  of  the  most  important  things  needed 
is  a piano  for  Cameron  School ; but  to  start  and  raise 
the  necessary  amount  of  money  takes  so  much  time  that 
the  regular  music  work  suffers  in  consequence,  which  is 
a very  regrettable  fact.

Gentlemen : 

Having  been  appointed  in  September  1926,  as  den- 
tist for  the  School  Clinic  I respectfully  submit  my  report 
ending  December  31,  1926. 

The  purpose  of  the  Clinic  is  to  care  for  the  teeth 
of  the  elementary  school  children. 

The  work  covered  includes  examinations,  cleanings, 
silver  nitrate  treatments,  fillings  and  extractions  em- 
ploying local  anaesthetic. 

This  work  is  carried  on  in  practically  all  the  cities 
and  towns  of  Massachusetts,  with  great  success.  The 
benefits  derived  from  these  clinics  are  innumerable  and 
they  are  here  to  stay. 

The  work  here  has  been  going  along  very  smoothly. 
The  children  and  parents  are  co-operating  and  have 
been  showing  great  enthusiasm  over  the  work  being 
done.

Following  is  my  report  as  Medical  Inspector  of 
the  Schools  of  Westford  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1926. 

This  year  in  my  general  inspection  of  the  children, 
I was  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Ruby  McCarthy  a trained 
nurse  whose  services  were  given  by  the  local  Board  of 
Health. 

We  made  a very  thorough  examination  of  the  chil- 
dren and  reported  defects  found.  The  nurse  does  the 
follow  up  work  of  these  cases  and  the  physical  defects 
are  attended  to  by  the  children’s  parents  promptly.  The 
nurse  and  school  physician  go  to  the  school  and  examine 
all  pupils  that  need  attention  various  times  during  the 
school  year  thereby  keeping  track  of  all  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases  and  both  improving  the  general 
health  of  the  scholars  and  also  getting  better  attendance.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 

Mr.  Charles  G.  Carter, 

Supt.  of  Schools, 

Westford,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: 

This  year  we  have  had  a great  many  absentees  in 
the  schools  owing  to  the  epidemic  of  measles  and  scar- 
let fever  last  winter  and  spring. 

All  the  children  have  had  a physical  examination 
by  Dr.  Blaney,  with  considerable  defects  found  among 
the  first  grade  children  and  few  among  the  older  child- 
ren. 

Last  Spring  an  underweight  clinic  was  held  in  the 
schools.  All  children  were  weighed  and  measured  all 
10%  or  more  underweight  were  advised  for  this  clinic. 
Permission  was  received  from  parents  and  the  children 
were  examined  and  each  received  a Von  Perquet  test 
(a  skin  test  for  tuberculosis.)  All  the  children  that 
showed  a reaction  from  this  test  had  an  X-Ray  picture 
taken.  And  one  case  of  hilum  tuberculosis  was  found. 
All  parents  at  the  clinic  were  advised  as  to  the  childs 
diet  and  in  some  cases  recommended  for  further  exam- 
ination. 

Many  children  have  received  dental  treatment.  I 
have  tried  as  much  as  possible  to  take  the  children, 
whose  parents  felt  they  were  not  able  to  stand  the  ex- 
pense of  having  their  children’s  teeth  cared  for. 

The  teachers  have  a good  hygiene  period  in  the 
schools.  Some  using  the  Modern  Health  Crusade  and 
others  have  Health  Posters. 

I spent  my  vacation  at  Hyannis  Normal  School 
taking  up  the  Methods  of  School  Nursing,  and  have  tried 
to  carry  out  the  plans  given  in  that  course. 

I take  at  this  time  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Carter  and  the 
teachers  in  their  co-operation  in  the  Health  Work.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  J.  V.  Fletcher  Library: 

The  report  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 
31,  1926,  is  herewith  presented. 

The  general  work  of  the  Library  has  been  carried 
on  much  as  usual  during  the  past  year. 

The  library  received  a valuable  gift  presented  by 
Miss  Grace  Lawrence  from  the  estate  of  her  aunt  Mrs. 
Harriet  Drake  Randall  of  a picture  “Joseph  and  his 
Brethren'’  wrought  with  wool  in  cross  stitch  on  canvas. 
Mrs.  Randall  worked  this  picture  while  a pupil  at  the 
Notre  Dame  Academy  in  Lowell  at  the  age  of  fifteen, 
Completing  it  in  about  a year,  probably  in  1856,  work- 
ing one  hour  a day.  The  subject  of  the  picture  is  Gen- 
esis 87 : 1 0. 
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Mrs.  Oscar  R.  Spaulding’s  gift  of  120  volumes, 
many  of  which  are  western  stories,  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  readers  as  are  the  books  which  Mr.  Julian  A. 
Cameron  has  presented  again  this  year. 

This  year  the  American  Library  Association  cele- 
brated the  50th  anniversary  of  its  founding  by  a confer- 
ence at  Atlantic  City  with  many  foreign  delegates  pres- 
ent. The  local  librarian  was  privileged  to  attend.  The 
American  Library  Association  has  been  a great  force  in 
the  advancement  of  public  libraries  in  this  country  and 
Canada,  the  number  increasing  from  300  to  6600  during 
this  period.  Its  work  for  better  service  is  furthered  by  va- 
rious committees  studying  the  library  problems  of  book 
buying,  bookbinding,  library  legislation,  revenues,  sal- 
aries, school  libraries,  international  relations,  hospital 
libraries,  cataloging,  work  with  the  foreign  born,  etc. 

During  the  past  nine  months  the  librarian  has  tried 
to  keep  the  public  informed  of  new  books  and  other 
items  of  library  interest  by  weekly  notices  in  the  Wards- 
man  and  Courier-Citizen.  She  would  appreciate  any 
information  concerning  past  events  in  the  history  of  the 
library. 

This  year  the  total  number  of  books  borrowed  from 
the  library  was  14,791,  a greater  number  than  in  any  for- 
mer year.  The  highest  previous  record  was  14,440  for 
the  year  ending  March  1,  1898  the  second  year  that 
the  library  occupied  the  new  building.  The  number  of 
volumes  loaned  from  the  main  building  was  10,327,  the 
highest  record  given.  The  monthly  circulation  varied 
from  1,022  in  March  to  758  in  September.  The  highest 
daily  record  was  126  in  April.  The  Trustees  and  librar- 
ian hope  the  usefulness  of  the  library  will  be  extended 
until  every  home  in  town  is  acquainted  with  the  service 
which  the  library  may  render. 
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A few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  maga- 
zines.
